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REPORT. 
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Your Committee, whose official duty has been to superintend the 
Public Schools in Town during the year past, have been deeply 
impressed with the magnitude and solemnity of their trust, and 
have endeavored to discharge their duty with fidelity and impar- 
tiality. } 

ORGANIZATION. 

Soon after their appointment, they met and organized, as usual, 
by choosing a Chairman, who has presided over their delibera- 
tions, and a Clerk, who has kept a faithful record of their doings. 

EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 


In the opinion of your Committee, a weighty responsibility rests 
upon them in respect to the examination of School teachers. For 
this specifie purpose several meetings were held by them, of the 
time and place of which public notices were given. We could 
have wished these meetings had been fewer in number, and more 
generally attended. Three or four meetings, yearly, are sufficient 
for the examination of each of the teachers of all our public Schools, 
provided the several Prudential Committees give due notice of them 
to the teachers whom they have nominated, and provided teachers 
present themselves when such notice has been given. It is ear- 
nestly recommended, that an effectual effort be hereafter made to 
secure the attendance of teachers at the time and place appointed 
for their examination, and thereby save the Committee much labor, 
and the Town some expense. | 

PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES. 


It has been your custom annually to choose Prudential Commit- 
tees, and to allow them to select and contract with the teachers of 
their respective Districts. Whether it would be more conducive to 
the interest of our Common School system to retain this custom, or 
to have teachers employed exclusively by the School Committee, is 
a question which merits your devoutattention. But while you de- 
volve upon Prudential Committees the duty of contracting with 
teachers for their respective Districts, you invest their office with a 
paramount importance. Hence, in filling this office, the utmost 
wisdom and caution are required. It does not follow that every 
legal voter should be chosen because he is nominated. There are 
many who may be well qualified to hire day-laborers on their farms, 
but are incompetent to select those whose office is to mould and 
form the pliant and imperishable minds of our children. Those 
persons only are qualified to act as Prudential Committees who are 
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acquainted with the essential requirements of the statutes on the 
subject of public instruction, and who will conform themselves to 
these statutes. 

Teachers should be early selected and presented before the ex- 
amining Committee. The Prudential Committee should not wait 
for teachers to come to them. ‘This practice calls forth a host of 
adventurers from a distance, whose service is not a ready commo- 
dity in the market at home, and who are wholly unfit for the duties 
of School teachers. '' 

Again, teachers may not come before the Committee until the 
day before or even some days after they have commenced their 
Schools. In all such cases, if a certificate of approbation should 
be withheld, there is much delay and disappointment in secur- 
ing the services of others. But should the cases prove doubt- 
ful merely, and the Committee wish for further investigation, 
then the agents and the candidates make the exigencies of the case 
a plea for an immediate decision, and the certificates of approval 
are reluctantly granted to the lasting injury perhaps of all concern~ 
ed. By an early selection and examination of teachers these evils 
may be avoided. 

SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


The highest interest of our Schools depends upon the coneur- 
rence of a variety of causes, among which none are of more impor- 
tance than proper qualifications in the teacher. Large appropria- 
tions of money, suitable School-houses, co-operation of parents, and 
careful supervision by Committees will be of no avail if the teacher 
be incompetent. He is to the School what the heart is to the body, 
sending through every part of the system its healthful pulsations. 
The remark, though trite, is nevertheless true that “as is the teach- 
er so is the School.”’ On him it will depend for tone and charac- 
ter. Hence, in the selection of teachers, much wisdom and dis- 
crimination are required. or there are certain traits which are 
absolutely indispensable. Of these your Committee would specify, 

First.—An unsullied purity of moral character. Freedom from 
actual vice is not sufficient. In one who is to train up children in 
the paths of virtue as well as knowledge a good moral life is an es- 
sential attribute. No sparkling of genius, no profundity of eru- 
dition can atone for deficiency in moral character. Knowledge is 
power ; but it is power which may be enlisted on the side of evil 
as well as of good. Education in an immoral man is a sword in 
the hand ofa maniac. He scatters around “ firebrands, arrows and 
death.” 

Srconp.—Ability to teach. No person is competent to teach 
unless he is well versed in orthography, reading, writing, English 
grammar, geography, and arithmetic. A correct knowledge of 
these is an indispensable literary qualification. And if a teacher 
be competent to teach the higher branches, so far from disqualify- 
ing, this enables him to teach with more success. 

Tuirp.—Benevolence. No one can be a successful teacher un- 
less he loves his scholars. For, however unlovely and unamiable 
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the child may be, he will never let the teacher do him any good 
till he is sure that he loves him. 

Fourtu.—Capacity to govern, Order should be the first law 
of the School room. Ifthe government of a School is not good, 
there will be no proficiency in studies. And those only can wisely 
govern a School who can govern themselves. In a wise govern- — 
ment there is a due medium between lenity and severity. 

Firru.—A refined taste connected with a gentlemanly and lady- 
like deportment. Every thing that is coarse or vulgar in manner, 
habit or speech in a teacher, wholly incapacitates him to train up 
children for refined society. 


INTEREST TAKEN IN SCHOOLS. 


Your Committee are of opinion that parents do not generally 
manifest that interest in our Public Schools, which is necessary to 
give them efficiency and success. ‘This is obvious from the fact that 
they seldom visit these Schools to show their sympathy with the 
teacher and give encouragement to the scholars. The visitation of 
Schools forms a pulse by which to judge of the morbid or health- 
ful interest felt in Schools. Do any reply that they are not famil- 
iar with some of the studies pursued? But it does not follow that 
their presence would not have a salutary influence. Who would 
think of entrusting to a stranger, without his own oversight, the 
care and training of his animals? And shall we entrust to stran- 
gers the moral and mental training of our children without the 
least supervision ? 

On this point we are happy to speak with special commendation 
of visits made to the Summer Schools in Districts 18 and 37, and 
of visits to the Winter Schools in Districts 20 and 21. In Dis- 
trict 18, there were about twenty visitors present at the close of the 
School term. The teacher of the Winter term in District 20 in- 
formed us that there had been about s7xty visitors to his School. 
Let the practice be universally adopted. If parents would visit 
our Public Schools more frequently than they do, we believe such 
visits would have a beneficial effect upon both teacher and scholars. 

Permit us to suggest the expediency of holding meetings in ev- 
ery School District, monthly, semi-monthly, or even oftener during 
‘the winter, for the purpose of co-operating with the teacher in 
maintaining good order, in securing a more general attendance upon 


them, and of awakening a greater interest in fostering and elevat- 
ing them. 


SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


This subject has been frequently presented to your consideration, 
and the true principles upon which School Districts should be 
formed are in some parts of the town, being sufficiently understood. 
In the opinion of your Committee, the former practice of dividing 
and subdividing territory to bring the School near to every man’s 
door, has been of incalculable injury to our Town. There is but 
one class of persons who can be beneficially interested in the es- 
tablishment of small and feeble Districts, and this class consists of 
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the very poorest teachers,—teachers who are willing to teach for 
the lowest compensation, and for whose services even the lowest is 
quite too high. Our School Districts, by dividing have in a great 
measure destroyed their resourses, and, as a consequence, they 
must remain stationary amid surrounding improvement. 
SCHOOL-HOUSE ARCHITECTURE. 

School-house architecture has a palpable connection with moral 
and intellectual culture. ‘There is a striking relation between a 
School-house, in its situation, plan, finish and furnish, and the or- 
der, manners, and the social and moral sentiments of the scholars. 
With few honorable exceptions, the School-houses in town are not 
suitable places in which Schools may be held. Many are so badly 
constructed as to invite disobedience, and to be incompatible with 
comfort, and injurious to health. They serve to embarrass the 
teacher in preserving order, and imparting instruction, and to re- 
tard the progress of children in acquiring knowledge. Some are 
located in the woods; others trespass upon the public highway. 
Many are not furnished with any yards enclosed. Hence children, 
to enjoy a healthful recreation, must necessarily play in the street 
or trespass upen the premises of some land-holder. Some of our 
School-houses are also destitute of those out-buildings which are 
necessary to prevent immodest and indecent exposure from matur- 
ing into an immoral life. Much might be said upon this subject, 
painful as it is to every observing and reflecting mind. But we 
forbear, and only add that we earnestly hope that the reform in our 
old fashioned temples of learning which has been commenced, will 
be prosecuted to its consummation. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


Your Committee learned that their predecessors in office had 
somewhat recently made a change in the text-books to be used in 


‘our Public Schools. Asa consequence of this recent change, per- 


haps, or for some cause, we found a great variety of School books 
in almost all the branches taught in them. And though most of 
the kinds of text books which we found in the depository of the 
Town or in the Schools were not just what we should ourselves 
have selected, yet we have not thought it advisable to make any 
change, other than to reduce the kinds so as to preserve uniform- 
ity, except the substitution of Smith’s Primary Geography for 
Mitchell’s, and the introduction of Smith’s Quarto Geography and 
Cutter’s Physiology. 
DEPOSITORY. 

As it became necessary to remove the Depository, your Commit- 
tee contracted with Mr. George Alden, for the stipulated sum of 
$8 00, to keep what books you had on hand or that might be pur- 
chased, and to deliver them at cost to all persons who should wish 
to purchase. By comparing the prices of our School books with 
the retail prices of the same books at the Taunton Book-stores, we 
find them to be from 20 to 50 per cent. less. And by every com- 
parison which we have been able to make, we have found most con-

clusive evidence that the purchasers of School books derive a great 
pecuniary advantage from having them furnished by the Town at 
the wholesale prices, only with a slight advance on the cost. 


VISITING SCHOOLS. 


Soon after their organization your Committee made a division of 
their labor as it respects the distribution of blanks and collecting 
of returns ; and the visiting and general supervision of the several 
Schools ; assigning to each member of the Committee in his own 
immediate vicinity a specified number of School Districts. In ac- 
cordance with this arrangement they have endeavored to visit the 
several Schools as required by law, and they are now happy to say 
that though they saw much to censure, they found much more to 
commend. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Your Committee have attended to the duty assigned to them by 
the Town in relation to the High School, and report as follows: 
The first term commenced in the Vestry of Rev. Mr. Putman’s 
Church, under the instruction of Ephraim Ward, Jr. Number of 
scholars 21. Average attendance 15.5. Mr. Ward gave-good sat- 
isfaction to your Committee, and the progress of the School was 
very satisfactory. The second term commenced. in’ the School- 
House in District No. 20 (Titticut) with the same teacher as Prin- 
cipal. This term is not yet closed. The number of scholars is 55 ; 
the average attendance thus far is about 50. There seems to bea 
deep interest felt in the School at Titticut, on the part of all con- 
cerned. 

Your Committee share in the prevalent feeling of the Town that 


the money expended for this School might be more usefully appro- - 


priated for the use of our other Schools. If the obligation to sus- 
tain the School is continued, we would suggest to the Town that 
the length of the terms be considerably increased. The probable 
expense of the School will be about four hundred dollars for the year. 


REPORTS. 


We have received for distribution to the several Districts for 
their use the revised Tenth Annual Report of the Secretary of the 
Board of Education; also the Thirteenth Report of the Board. 
The former contains the School laws of the Commonwealth, with 
much other valuable information, making it worthy the attention 
of all interested in the subject of education.

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“REPORT 


Tax School ‘Committee of the Town of Middleboro’, in accord- 
ance with the requirements “e the law, submit the following report 
for the year 1852-3: -* 7 "™. 


The whole number of School Districts, including the half district 
on the borders of the town of Carver, is 36. In all these districts, 
schoois have been taught the past-year. 

Notice will be taken of each of these schools, at the close of our 
report. The whole number of different teachers employed the past 
year, has-been 22 male teachers,49 female—several schools, and those 
among the best, have been taught—both simmer and winter—by fe- 
male teachers; and the Committee are of opinion that other districts 
might adopt the same pian with advantage. Move than one-half the 
winter schools in the State, are now taught by females. 


One of the greatest obstacles in the way of progress in many of 
our schools, is the irregular attendance of the children. The regis- 
ters show the number of absences, and who are the absentees, and 
thus become an enduring record of the relative interest taken in the 
schools by children and parents, for nothing indicates that interest 
more than a punctual and regular attendance. Although the best 
teachers generally secure the most reguiar attendance, by their influ- 
ence over both pupiis and their parents, still this result cannot be at- 
tained without the cordial co-operation of parents and guardians. 
The Committee have noticed, that where the register shows the most 
regular attendance, it also shows, by a record of their names, that 
parents and friends of the school have often visited it, to encourage 
and cheer both teachers andschoiars. 

The State, has, from time to time, made legal provision, to secure 
the regular attendance of ehildren at school. In 1826, it was provid- 
ed, that “it shall be the duty of resident ministers of the Gospel, the 
selectmen, and the school committees in the several towns, to exert 
their influence, and use their best endeavors, that the youth of the 


town Shail regularly Bea the schools established for their instruc- _ 


tion.’ 
In 1850, a law was ca modified by a statute enacted in 1852, | 


which provides, that cities and towns may make all needful regula- 


tions concerning habitual truants and children not attending school, 
without any regular and lawful occupation, growing up in ignorance, 
between the ages of six and fifteen, and for the violations of such 
ordinances, as they may make, penalties are annexed of fines and 
imprisonment, with a further provision, that any town availing itself 
of this act, shall appoint three or more persons, who alor shall he 
axthorised to meke complaints for the viglation of such ordinances. 
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The town of Middleboro’, has not availed itself of the provisions of 
iis act, and the Committee are not aware that the evil of habitual 
truancy is so great, as to call for these provisions. 


Another statute, passed in 1852, entitled “an act concerning the 
attendance of children at school,” is of so much importance, that we 
copy it entire, in order that it may become generally known: 

[Cuar. 240.] 
“ An Act concerning the Attendance of Children at School 
Be tt enacted &c., as follows : 

Sect. 1. Every person who shall have any child under his con- 
trol between the ages of eight and fourteen years, shall send such 
child to some public school within the town or city in which he re- 
sides, during at least twelve weeks, if the public schools within such 
town or city shall be so long kept, in each and every year during 
which such child shall be under his control, six weeks of which shall 
be consecutive. 


Sect. 2. Every person who shall violate the provisions of the 
first section of this act shall forfeit, to the use of such town or city, 
a sum not exceeding twenty dollars, to be recovered by complaint or 
indictment. 

Secor. 3, It shall be the duty of the schoo] committee in the sev- 
eral towns or cities to inquire into all cases of violation of the first 
section of this act, and to ascertain of the persons violating the same 
the reasons, if any, for such violation, and they shall report such 
cases, together with such reasons, if any, to the town or eity, in their 
annual report; but they shall not report any cases such as are pro- 
vided for by the fourth section of this act. 


Secr. 4. If upon inquiry by the school committee, it shall ap- 
pear, or if, upon the trial of any complaint or indictment under this 
act, it shall appear that such child has attended some scheol not in the 
town or city in which he resides, for the time required by this act, or 
has been otherwise furnished with the means of education for a like 
period of time, or has already acquired those branches of learning 
which are taught in common schools, or if it shall appear that his 
bodily or mental condition has been such as to prevent his attendanee 
at school, his acquisition of learning for such a period of time, or 
that the person having the control of such child is not able, by rea- 
son of poverty, to send such child to school, or to furnish him with 
the means of education, then such person shall be held not to have 
violated the provisions of this act. 


Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of the town or city 
to prosecute all violations of this act.” |Approved, May 18, 1852.} 


Although this law has been thought by some to be arbitrary, and 
unwise in its provisions, we think it can be well sustained in princi: 
ple, and is soniewhat needed in our own town. It has been long 
held in Massachusetts, that it is right to tax all the inhabitants, ac- 
cording to their property, to sustain public schools. Our State, the 
past year has raised, through the town organization, nearly one mil- 
lion of dollars, for that purpose, exclusive of what has been expend- 
ed for the erection and repairs of school houses. ‘The man who has 
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iy thildren, is obliged to pay his proportionate tax, equally With those 
Who have many. If he neglect or refuse, the hand of the law is 
placed upon him, and his property is seized, or he is imprisoned for 
his disobedience. This the State claims a right to do, tor the pur: 
pose of educating the people, and very rarely do we hear this nght 
questioned. it claims this right, in the first place, because society is 
under obligation to educate every child. As soon as a child is born, 
the State owes it a duty, to throw around it the protection of its 
laws, to secure to it all its rights of life and liberty, and what is of 
more importance, the right of education, without which, life itself 
would be no blessing. Every child has a right to claim of the State 
the means of education, and our State acknowledges the claim to be 
just, and acts accordingly. 

The State claims the right to tax all the people for the purpose of 
‘education in the second place, 48 & means of protection. Society has 
‘a right to protect itself. No means have ever been adopted for the 
protection of persons and property, so effectual as the universal edu- 
‘'eation of the people. Inasmuch, therefore, as this protection is offer- 
‘ed to all, all should bear their proportionate share of the burdens in- 
‘cident to this protection, and therefore, are bound to assist n sus 
taining our common school system. 

Upon either of the above grounds, the law Wwe are considering, can 
well be sustained. If society is bound to take care, that every child 
be educated, it has not done its whole duty, by merely furnishing the 
school, but is bound to see toit, that the child is not defrauded of the 
greatest of its rights, through the ignorance or negligence of its par- 
ents, or the selfishness of its guardians. It is not enough that the 
means of education are furnished, unless the opportunity is also af- 
forded to the child, to improve these means. ‘The parent has cer- 
_ tain rights over the child, but the child has ‘certain greater rights, 
which the State should see are protected. The object of this stat- 
ute is to afford greater security to the right to be educated. 


So, too, upor the other ground, that society may protect itself, this 
law stands upon a firm foundation. If the State may require that all 
the property within its borders shall be subject to taxation for the sup- 
port of schools, may it not also require that these schools shall ac- 
‘complish their end, by the attendance of the children at the schools 
provided for them=—unless, indeed, that end, namely, education—is 
‘accomptished in some other way, by their parents or guardians? If 
you may compel the man who has no children, to contribute for the 
support of schools, on the ground that his person and property are 
protected, miay he not justly require that the children be compelled 
to attend the schools, that his contribution may be effectual in secur- 
ing the object in View. 

Our Legislature, until recently, seems to have proceeded upon the 
‘assumption, that if the schools were provided, those who had the 
care of children, would be sufficiently alive to their interests, to se: 
cure their attention, and though in a great majority of cases this is 
sufficient, yet, experience shows that there are those parents, who, 
are so unmindful of the highest interests of their children, that, fos 
the sake of securing the small services which they can render, or te 
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ridtify their own cfprices, or those of their children, will retaih iheiv 
from thé means Of education furnished them by the State, and thus 
deffuud them of their dearest birth-right, and furnish paupers and 
criminals to depredate upon society. In such cases, it becomes thé 
duty of the State to intervene, It is a right incident to self-protec- 
tion. The parent who so acts, is doing an injury to society, and so- 
eiety may take tedns to prevent it, as it would any other injury 
tione itself: 

From a table in the Report of the Secrétary of the Board of Edu 
tation, exhibiting the average attendance of children upon the pub- 
lic schools, 1t appears that among the three hundred and twenty-two 
towns of the State; Middleboro’ ranks as low as No. 215— 
that while the number of children between 5 and 15 years of age, is 
$109, the mean average attendance is only 762, showing how much 
reform is needéd in this respect, and how large a proportion of the 
inoney is wasted. 

From the graduated tables prepared by the Secretary of the Board 
of Education, showing the comparative amount of money appropria- 
ted by the different towns in the State, for the education of each 
child betweer the ages of 5 and 15 years, it appears that, among the 
322 towns, Middlebors’ ranks No. 117. The preceding year it stood 
No. 70. The amount raised for each child $3,607. No. 1 in the 
tuble, is Brooklitre, raising $12,387. No. 322, the lowest, is Mt. 
Washington, raising $1,53. In the county of Plymouth, among the 
22 towns, Middleboro’ ranks No. 12. Kingston stands No..1, raising 
$5,603 8 for each child: Carver 22, raising $2,06 9. 

It also appears from a table in the Secretary’s report, that accord: 
ing to the per centage of taxable property; appropriated for schools; 
Middleboro’ ranks No. 34==No. 1 being Wellfleet; and Southbridge 
standing lowest on the list) It will be seen that our town holds a 
very different rank, in the first table, from that which it holds in the 
previous one, The same is true ina great degree of many othef 
tows. Boston stands No. 4 in the former table; and No. 314 in the 
laiter. Among the counties; Barnstable stands No. 1, Plymouth No: 
2, Suffolk No. 14—the lowest. 

The amount of money approptiated by the town, for the support 
of schools, including the town’s proportion of the School Fund, was 
$4210,36. She number of scholars between the ages of five and 
fifleen, was 1134. The sum of money appropriated to each scholar, 
if- divided equally, among all the seholars, is $3,71. 

By a vote of the town, one-fourth of the money was divided 
equiully among the districts, except Districts No. 9 and 33, which 
wré considercd as half-districts; the remaining three-fourths was 
divided equafly among the scholars between the ages of five and 
fifteen: 
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No. 1. This schoo] was tanght in the summer by Miss Elizabeth 
H. Leach; and in the winter by Miss Sarah Leach. 
No. 2. The summer term was taught by Caroline D. Bump; and 
the winter term by Mr. F. M. Hodges. 


No. 3. Miss Sarah Leach has been so much of a favorite in this 
district, that they have employed her six different summers to teach 
their school; and her services, the last summer, were as satisfactory 
as at any former time. 

Mr. Charles M. Colby, from N. EL, has taught this school the two 
past winters. He is such a teacher as they need. His pupils love 
and respect him, and under his instruction progressed rapidly in their 
studies. 

-No. 4. Miss Julia M. Caswell, conducted this school Jast summer, 
4s much to the satisfaction of the district and committee, as she did 
the summer before. 

Mr. P. Lucien Sproat, was employed for the winter. He is every 

way competent. His modus operandi was, in many respects, peculiar : 
but the committee think, generally commendable. His scholars have 
made very marked advances in the various studies pursued, espe 
cially in writing and geography. 
No. 5. The simmer school was kept by Miss Lucia A. Drake. 
Miss Caroline Alden, who taught the winter school, is a teacher of the 
first class. , What her scholars learn they know, and can tell it too, 
and the reason for it. Her method of reading is as it should be. Her 
classes in reading do not read all pieces in the same manner; but ars 
made to read with suitable variety, according to the sentiment and : 
spirit of the piece. 

No. 6. Miss Jerusha B. Holmes, taught the summer school, we 
believe satisfactorily. 

Mr. Seth Dean taught the witer term. Mr. Dean kept good order, 
and the committee think, did all he could to promote the interest of 
his school, and, at the close of the school, a commendable improve- 
ment in the different branches was very manifest, especially in read- 
ing. 

No. 7. Miss Mary F. Pratt commenced this school, but soon “ left 
by mutual consent, fora more advantageous situation.” Miss Mary 
R. Lucas then finished it. These were both able teachers. Mr, Let 
S. Lucas, kept them a very useful and profitable school in the winter. 


No. 8. Miss Julia A. Thomas did very well here, it being her first 
school; and Mr. Thomas Weston, Jr., labored faithfully and industri 
ously to promote the interests of the winter school.” 

No. 9. This is a half district, and was superintended by the School 
Committee of Carver. 

No. 10. Miss Charlotte M. Keith, commenced the summer school, 
and was taken sick and obliged to leave. Miss Olive R. Look then 
took her place and finished the term. Mr. Elisha Dunham had 
charge of the winter school. The committee regret that they can-~ 
mot speak with so much commendation of the school in this district 
the past year as they could wish, 
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No. 11. Miss Matilda 'T. Gibbs, who conducted this school in thé 
summer, was in dustrious and faithful, and maintained good order ; 
and when she has more experience, will, we think, bea protitable 
teacher. 

Mr. Frances M. Hodges, whose high reputation as a teacher in+ 
creases wherever he teaches, conducted the winter school about twa 
months, and then, by mutual consent, left for a permanent situation 
in One of our State schools, and Mr. Preston Soule finished it. 

No. 12. Mrs. Hannah M. Williams taught the summer school. 
Mrs. Williams is well qualified, industrious and faithful, and kept a 
valuable school. 

What was said of N. Morton Ransom, last year, who has taught 
here for two winters past, is appropriate now, Viz: that he was inde: 
fatigable in his exertions to promote the interests of his schvol. 

No. 13. Miss Ann J. Keith, taught a good school in this district 
in the shimmer, and maintained good order. And so did Mr. James 
H{. Weston, in the winter. : 

No. 14. This district had the services of Mr. Hodges, in the sum: 
mer, and was highly pleased, both with the operation and improve- 
ment the school made under his charge. Mr. Nathaniel S. Cushing 
kept a profitable school here in the winter. | 
No. 16. Miss Maty 'T. Jenny taught the summer, and Mr. Lean: 
der A. Darling, the winter term. This district has had a valuable 
school, the past year. The characteristics of the school, under both 
teachers, Wwete good order, assiduity and gratifying improvement: 

No. 17. The summer schcol had Miss Catharine Bennett and the 
winter school Miss Charity Robbins, for teachers. This school was 
smali and the teachers appropriate, and their services very satisfac: 
tory. 

No. 18. ‘This district has had one hindred and eighty different 
scholars, in all, the past year, taught by three females. Miss Mary 
L. Tinkham had charge of the primary department. Miss Tink: 
ham’s genitis and ingenuity is well suited for administering to ths 
comfort and improvement of the numerous company of little ones 
committed to her carc. The committee think that, at her examina> 
tion, the children appeared as orderly and happy as they did at Miss 
Holmes’ examination, a year ago, when we reported with the highest 
encomium. Miss Laura H. Potter conducted the intermediate class 
in accordance with her former high reputation asateacher. Miss 
Sarah J. Dean taught the first class. 

No. 19. Is the summer this school was ably conducted by Miss 
Charlotte Sampson. ‘The winter school commenced nnder Mr. James 
La Plane. He was well qualified—commetced his work with ener- 
gy, and carried the school forward in their studies remarkably : but 
unfortunately he failed to secure the good will of his scholars, and 
this rendered his position so arduous and uncomfortable that he re- 
fused to finish the school. My. Matthew L. Cushing, a teacher of 
considerable experience took his place and finished the school com- 
fortably and profiitably. ; 

No. 20, Miss H. Elvira Eaton taught both the summery and wir- 
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ter terms. ‘This has been one of the largest and most flourishing 
schools in town, during the past year, and Miss Eaton has fully sus- 
tained her former high reputation as a teacher. Her skill has heen 
exhibited during the winter, in the quiet and orderly management 
of a school consisting of scholars of all ages. In her efforts, she has 
had the cordial co-operation of the parents and friends of the school, 
in the district, which has contributed much to her success. 


-No. 21. The summer school was taught by Miss Cassandra 
Shaw. Miss Shaw is an experienced teacher, and the school ap- 
peared well, when visited by the committee. Mr. Ebenezer A, 
Dean, of Taunton, taught the winter term. The register shows that 
the attendance, at this school is very irregular. 


No. 22. Miss Mary Ann Hall taught this school during the sum: 
mer. Miss Hall is well known in this town, and holds a high rank 
as a successful and accomplished teacher, and the management of' 
the school was highly satisfactory to the district and to the commit- 
tee. The winter term was taught by Mr. Samuel Miller, Jr., a well 
qualified and experienced teacher. The attendance at the school, 
during the winter term was not very regular. 


No. 23. Abby Drake of Rochester, taught the Summer School.-— 
Miss Drake has had no former experience in teaching, this being her 
first schoal. The school appeared well when visit by the Committee, 
and we understand the district was well pleased with her success.— 
Mr. Darius Dunbar taught the winter term, an experienced and sue- 
cessful teacher. The orderand promptness with which the scholars 
pursued their various duties, when visited by the committee was high- 
ly commendable, 


No. 24. Miss Caroline T. Wood taught the summer school. The 
committee would say, in relation to this school, that they were high 
ly pleased with the good order; the careful training in morals and 
deportment; the thorough, systematic teaching and the general con- 
duct of the schoo]. The winter term commenced with Mr. Levi Reed 
as teacher. His health did not permit him to continue buta short time 
Mr. La Plane succeeded him and soon left for the want of health. Mr, 
H. Leander Williams took his place and finished the school. The 
District were well suited with each of these teachers and especially 
with Mr. Reed. 

No. 25. Miss Hannah C. Macomber taught the summer and win- 
ter school in this District with commendable success. Her school made 
decent progress. 

No. 26. There has heen quite an excijement in this District, in 
relation to the location of their school. Most, however of the schol- 
ars, have been instructed summer and winter by Miss Sarah C. Coombs. 
Kindness was the law of her school, and her pupils made good im: 
provement and seemed to love their studies. 

No. 27. Miss Mary B. Canedy taught the summer and winter 
school in this district to the satisfaction of the Committee. ‘The school 
made good progress, Miss Canedy fully sustained her former good 
reputation as a teacher in her manner of teaching and good goyern- 
ment, 
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No. 28. Summer school was taught by Miss Lavina W. Harlow. 
She is a teacher of the first quality. The Committee in this schoel 
were gratified to see the activity in study and the decorum and the 
affection for the teacher, which was exhibited by all the children under 
her care. The winter term was taught by Mr, Matthew H. Cushing. 
The school made commendable progress. 

Fo. 29. This school was small. Miss Eunice R. Ellis, a teacher 
well fitted for our largest schools, kept out the money approriated to 
them in the summer, 

No. 36. The average attendance in this school both summer and 
winter was eleven. ‘They had Miss E. R. Ellis in the summer and 
Miss C. Crossman in the winter: both experienced teachers, 

No. 31. This district had the services of Miss Clara W. Eaton for 
the summer term. She isa faithful and valuable teacher. In the 
winter Mr. Preston Soule, conferred on them his first effort in teach- 
ing, with which the district and the committee were satisfied. | 

No. 33. ‘This school has been kept only in summer. Miss Jane 
Hoard has been their teacher the past two years. She is a yery suita- 
ble teacher for them. 

No. 35. The school in this district has been a valuable one, both 
summer and winter, such as the committee aye willing to commend.— 
They had Miss Betsey Kensley for the summer, and pate Leander 
Darling for the winter term. 

No. 36. ‘Phe summer school was taught by Miss Susan E. Wood, 
of Halifax. Discipline good and progress comendable. Winter term 
by Mr. H. Clark, with good success. Mr. Clark is an experienced 
teacher. 

No. 38. This school was taught in the summer by Miss Serena F. 
Wood, who in the opinion of the committee will make an excellent 
teacher. This was her first school. Mr. Augustus H. Soule taught 
the winter term with his former good success. 

No. 39. Both terms in this district have been conducted by Miss 
&, Harlow. Miss Harlow’s qualification and aptness to teach make 
her one of our best teachers, 


No. 40. Miss Mary C. Clark kept the summer, and Miss Ann J, 
Keith, the winter school in this district. They both gave good satis: 
faction. 
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REPORT. 


The amount of ‘money'raised for schools, for the current year, was 
“$3,000, in addition to the amount of the School Fund received by the 
town, which was $197,76. ‘This was apportioned to the several 
districts in the wsual mannei, viz: thirty dollars was apportioned to 
‘each district and'the ballance divided amongst the several distriéts, in 
proportion to the number‘of scholars between the ages of ‘five and 
fifteen. | 

The Committee wish to call the attention of the Prudential ‘Com- 
mittees to the law requiring all teachers to be examined and approved 
before they comntence their schools. It sometimes happens that teach- 
ers are employed fora part, or for a whole term of thé school, and 
then application is made to the Examiming Committee for a certifi- 
cate. But a teacher cannot legally draw his pay for any pertion of 
time, during which he has taught without a certificate, even though he 
may afterwards obtain one. It has no retrospective operation. The 
Conmittee, upon examination of a teacher, at the close of school 
cannot officially say what were his qualifications at the commence- 
ment, nor can they ante-date a certificate. The consequence is, that 
if a certificate is given under such circumstances, the Town Treasurer 
cannot receive it and pay over the wages of the teacher, without 
making himself personally liable for the sum so illegally paid. So, 
‘too, should a teacher who had commenced his school without a certif- 
icate, undertake to exercise the prerogatives of a teacherin chastising 
a disobedient scholar, it is doubtful if he could defend himself, in the 
event‘of a prosecution instituted against him in a court of law on an 
action ‘for damages, by pleading the relation of pupil and teacher, be- 
‘cause he has not complied with the'legal reyuirements to constitute 
himself a teacher. 

Applications are soniétimes made to the several members of the 
‘Committee, for certificates, without submitting the candidate to an ex- 
amination before the board, under the supposition that each member 
of the Committee can satisfy himself of the qualifications of a candi- 
date, without the joint action of the Committee. ‘This has, in one or 
two instances, been done But, upon consideration, we deem it irreg- 
war, and not a fall compliance with the law. The law ‘requires that 
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the Committee shal! act in concert, as a regularly orgamzed board, 
When thus acting, their acts are recorded. It is therefore desirable 
that all candidates should he presented for examination at the first 
meetings, which are called for that purpose, in order that if not ap- 
proved, their places may be supplied, and to avoid the necessity of 
frequent meetings of the Committee. 

In accordance with a suggestion made in a former Report of the 
School Committee, the districts have been re-numbered by the town, 
so that the numbers range in regular succession from 1 to 22; twenty- 
two being the present numberof districts in town ‘To effect this, but 
few changes were necessary. The new district in Eddyville formed 
by the union of 38, 39 und 2, is called No. 2. That in the Lowlands, 
formerly 36, is now No. 15. ‘Tha district formed by the union of 40 
and 17, in the southerly part of the town, is No. 17; and No. 23, the 
district in which Daniel Alden lives, is No. 22. The other numbers 
remain as before. 


Your Committee are of the opinion, that the town should soon take 
some action in relation to the school districts, either by defining their 
boundaries more specifically, or by abolishing them altogether. The 
law requires, that if a town be divided into districts, it must be done 
by a “ geographical division,” establishing lines and boundaries. This, 
We suppose, was originally done in our town, but so many changes 
have from time to time been made, and the records of those changes 
extend through so many years, that it is with much difficulty that the 
recorded evidence of the boundaries can be asceriained.

The condition of the Schools in the several districts has been as 
follows :— 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The Summer school was taught by Miss Ancetine F. Tuompson. 
At our first visit, we found her doing weil fora young teacher, but 
after a few weeks we were informed that the school was not managed 
properly, and on our second visit we found that she fuiled in discipline. 
We then told her she must keep better order and be more particular 
to have good lessons, after which there was a manifest improvement. 
At the close, her classes appeared well, particularly her primer class. 

The Winter school was under the tutelage of Mr. Wittram H. 
Gace, who discharged his duties with great faithfulness and self- 
denial ; consequently he was very successful in developing the young 
minds entrusted to his care. The ease and clearness with which he 
conveys his ideas, his undaunted perseverance and his literary qualifi- 
cations all conspire to fit him for a situation in a school of a much 
higher order. | 


DISTRICT NO. 2, 


This Distric. now comprises what were formerly Districts Nos. 2, 
38 and 39. The people of the District have moved one of their 
school houses on to a very suitable lot procured for the purpose near 
the centre of the District, and fitted it up in good shape, though not 
quite large enough to accommodate all the scholars. 

The Summer school was successfully taught by Mr. F. M. Hopaes, 
who was peculiarly fitted for the management of this school, at this 
time. 

The Winter term was instructed by Mr. Tuomas Weston, Jr., a 
young man of elevated moral sentiments and superior literary qualifi- 
cations. He discharged his dutics with a good degree of fidelity and 
profit. 


DISTRICT NG s 


The Summer school in this District was commenced, under favora- 
ble circumstances, by Miss Exiza C. Suurtyerr, but owing to illness, 
she was obliged to give it up. She was succeeded by Miss Lucy 
Putnam, who gave good satisfaction, we believe. 

The Winter school is now progressing under the faithful guidance 


of Mr. F. M. Honces. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Miss Jutia M. Caswe tt very faithfully, skillfully and successfully 
conducted the Summer school here. Her pupils exhibited at the close 
a commendable improvement. She is a valuable teacher. 

The Winter school was taught by Mr. Jacos F. Horr. Mr. Holt 
was industrious and thorough in the school room, and kept a good 
school. ] 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


This is a small school, avernging in Summer, 8; and in the Winter, 
10 scholars. Miss Avmira Y. PartrinGe conducted the school, Sum- 
mer and Winter, the Committee think very profitably. 
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DISTRICT NO. 6. 

_ The Summer school was taught by Miss Aperine V. Wood. 
Miss Wood was aware of the duties and obligations of a teacher and 
‘endeavored to perform them. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. A. H. Sovte. The progress 
of the school was impeded for a time, in consequence of a part of the 
parents and scholars having prejudged their teacher, and some made 
objection that his method of teaching was new, that they could not 
understand it, did not see the use of it, &c. But a part of the schol- 
ars soon withdrew, after which the school made good progress. The 
method that he pursted was to teach his pupils to give a reason for 
each process, to tell what they knew and how they knew it, thereby 
teaching them principles, developing the reasoning powers, and edu- 
cating the whole mind, instead of burdening the memory with ab+ 
stract rules. 


DISTRICT UNO. 9, 


Miss Harriet C. Barpen taught here in the Summer. It was her 
first school and she was very successful. There were traits in her 
method of governing and teaching which plainly indicate that she will 
become an eminént teacher, if she pursues the business 

Mr. Harrison Crark kept the Winter school satisfactorily. He is 
‘a teacher of large ‘experience and celebrity. 

DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Miss Irene A. Tuomas kept the Summer school. She is well 
‘qualified, but did not exhibit so much energy in teaching or discipline, 
as is necessary to produce the most profitable results ina school. It 
was her first effort in teaching. 

Mr. N. Morton Ransom was the teacher in Winter. Mr. Ransom 
was very diligent and faithful; he kept good order and a profitable 
school. f 


DISTRICT NO. 9 


Is a half district and was superintended the past year by the School 
Committee of Carver. 


DISTRICT NO, 10. 


The Summer térm was taught by Miss E. M. Benson, and we be- 
lieve to general satisfaction. 

The Winter term is being taught by Mr. Lot S. Lucas, not having 
yet closed, it being the second Winter he has devoted to tlre interests 
of this school. We think him to be untiring in his efforts for the ad- 
vancement of his scholars, and he ‘cannot fail to accomplish much 
good for those that are favored with his instructions. 

DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Miss Saran A. Tinkuam conducted the Summer term, a young la- 
dy of experience, and possessing good qualifications fora teacher, 
and we belicve good improvement was made in her school. 

Mr. Cuartes F. Aupen taught the Winter term. His services 
gave general satisfaction. 
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DISTRICT NO. 12. 

This school was. taught in Summer, by Miss ZivpHa M. Lane, who. 
exhibited a degree of interest in the improvement of her scholars in 
those branches of study taught in her school, but she seemed to be 
unable to secure that good order and attention that she undoubted! 
desired. 

The Winter term was taught by E. G. Perkins, one of your School 
Committee. No other member of the Committee visited this school. 
The teacher will only say that he finds it much more difficult to teach 
a school as it should be, than it is to ¢edl how to do, it. Mr. F. M. 
Hodges, one of your School Committee elect for the ensuing year, 
visited this school and stayed through the day. The teacher has re- 
ceived a line from him since, in which he says, ‘ On leaving your 
school at the close of the day, I was satisfied that the school was do- 
ing well, and had made more improvement, especially in reading, the 
present Winter, than any other school within my knowledge.” 

DISTRICT NO. 138 
Was taught in the Summer by Miss Jutta A. Tuomas, who zealously 
labored for the improvement of her pupils; and in the Winter by Mr. 
JosrpH E. Brats, whom we believe to be an able teacher, though 
there seemed to. be some deficiency in the government of his school. 


DISTRICT NO, 14. 

Miss Marraa E. Houmes, who ranks with our best female teach- 
ers, taught a valuable school here in the Summer; and Mr. Georcs 
Z. Apams did well in the Winter school for a beginner. 

DISTRICT NO. 16. 

This District has been very fortunate the past year in its teachers. 
Miss M. Etuten Tuomas, a lady of peculiar aptness for teaching, con- 
ducted the Summer school, to the general satisfaction of the District ; 
and Mr. F. M. Hopces,—as he does wherever he teaches,—kept an 
excellent school in the Winter. 

DISTRICT NO, 17. 

This school was conducted in the Summer by Miss Resececa A. 
BENNETT, and in the Winter by Miss Saran B. Tuatcuer. The 
school was taught a part of the time in one house and a part in the 
other, the District being composed of what formerly were known as 
two districts ; the school houses continue to remain as they were be- 
fore their annexation. We think it would be for the interests of the 
scholars if there was.a more suitable and central place in which they 
could meet for instruction. 


DISTRICT NO, 18. 

Miss Mary L. Tinxuam has had charge of the Primary Department 
for several years. Miss Tinkham well sustains her former reputation 
in this school. 

Miss DEsorau Gispy has taught the Intermediate Class through 
the year, we believe to the entire satisfaction of all concerned. 

Mr, F.M. Hopes, the veteran teacher, conducted the Spring 
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term, and Miss BatusuHesa Wivper the Fall term in the Upper De- 
partment. The Winter term of this class was under the care of Mr. 
Epwin Grover, who possessed ample literary acquirements, and ap- 
parently oll necessary qualifications, for a teacher, but he had no ex- 
perience in teaching, and evinced so much indiscretion in governing 
his school, that he gave pretty general dissatisfaction throughout the 
district. With the consent of the District Committee, he obtained 
Mr. R. A. Perrce to take his place for the three last weeks of the 
term. 


DISTRICT NO. 19. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Carotinz D. Bumr. The 
school appeared very well, when visited by the Committee. 

The Winter term by Mr. Warren H.Sournwortu. He gave good 
satisfaction, and kept a very orderly and well disciplined school. 


DISTRICT NO. 20. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Everine L. Sampson. 
She had previously taught one school in Bridgewater, with much 
commendation, and your Committee believe she has fully sustained 
her former reputation. 

The Winter term was taught by Rev. Mr. Tanpy. Through some 
mistake, the Committee were not notified of the commencement of 
the school, and therefore it was not visited until near the close. When 
visited, it appeared well. 


DISTRICT NO. 21. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Aucusta M. Saw. 
The Winter term was taught by Mr. J. B. Reap. 


DISTRICT NO. 23, 


Both the Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss Carnie 
E. Weston, and with much success. Your Coinmittee were much 
pleased with the good order and decorum exhibited in this school, 
whenever it was visited; and the more so, as the school of the preced- 
ing Winter, under another teacher, was so disorderly that the whole 
Winter term was not completed. 


DISTRICT NO. 36. 


Miss Puitenra A. Witzur was the teacher of the Summer school. 

In Winter, Mr. Leanper Witutams instructed. He was honest 
and faithful in doing his duty, and inspired his pupils with the same 
Sentiments in doing theirs, .The school was a profitable one, 
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CorveE.ius B. aaa in account with Town.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Tae Board has been organized during the past year, with 
ELBRIDGE CusHMAN, Chairman, and Mr. A. H. Souts, Secretary. 


The town will be called upon at the March meeting to elect for 
the full term, one member of the board to fill the place of Elbridge 
Cushman, whose term expires with the present fiscal year, and 
for one year a member in place of Dr. E. W. Drake, who was 
chosen at the commencement of the year to fill the vacancy occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Mr. Wm. A. Thompson, 


In coming again before our fellow citizens to give an account 
of the manner in which we have discharged the duties incumbent 
vn our office, we feel justified in saying that the progress of our 
schools during the past year has for the most part been very 
satisfactory. 


We have hadin No. 5, six months of schooling; in No. 18, nine 
months; and in all the other schools, eight months during the 
year. The discipline has, we believe, come nearer than ever ~ 
since our connection with the schools, to what we  recom- 
mend in the 6th Article of our rules and regulations. We hold, 
that the manners of the school room should be those of the well 
regulated and cultivated home. It has well been said that the 
teacher’s highest mission is to refine the social character and 
improve the moral nature of those who may come under his 
moulding influence. We have witnessed nothing but the utmost 
courtesy and kindness on the part of the pupils towards teachers 
and. committee, and there has been but one instance where we 
deemed it advisable to suspend a scholar, or close a school before 
the eud of the term. 
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The duties of your committee during the past year have been 
numerous, and often difficult. We have endeavored to perform 
them with fidelity and impartiality. 


In our intercourse with the schools we have endeavored to be 
frank in our criticism of existing faults in both teachers and pu- 
pils, as well as in our commendation of improvements and excel- 
lencies ; and have, from time to time, freely offered such sugges- 
tions as we deemed advisable to enhance the best interests of the 
schools.’ We are happy to say that these criticisms and sugges- 
tions have been kindly and even thankfully received. 


And if, at any time, we have spoken a word or advanced a 
thought that has cheered the heart of any teacher or pupil, and 
made his task lighter and pleasanter, then the object of our visits 
has been accomplished. 


-In our former reports, we have called attention to the bad read- 
ing in our schools. The importance of the subject justifies us in 
again bringing it before teachers and parents. How often 
the opinions and judgments which we form of the education of 
persons but little known to us are based solely upon their ui f 
to read well. 


The reading in all our schools, although much improvement 
has been made the past year, is still defective. Asa general rule, 
with the older scholars, it is too rapid. It would seem that the 
the only end to be attained is the end of the paragraph to be read, 
and that readers, like race-horses and steamboats, are to be prized 
according to their speed. As a necessary consequence, there is 
imperfect enunciation, the dropping or clipping of final syllables, 
the ignoring of accent and sometimes several words are blended 
into one. For instance, we have heard and pronounced an, and 
the sentence, ‘ Who is he,” Whizzie! 


If we were called upon to define good reading, we should say 
it was such as carries the ideas expressed in the language read, to. 
the mind of the listener with pleasant sensations. Your Com- 
mittee believe the first step towards attaining this end in our. 
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schools is to teach the pupils the elementary sounds of our lan- 
guage. And when they combine these sounds into words, see 
that they pronounce them correctly and distinctly. And further, 
when they combine words to form sentences, they must be 
taught and made to observe the difference between asking a ques- 
tion and giving a command. And how shall our children know 
this, unless they are taught? And is holding a book while a 
scholar attempts to read, merely to see that he omits no whole 
word,—is that teaching reading? What would be thought of the 
singing master who could not or would not sound the notes of the 
gamut? All the teachers whom we have ever known to attain 
any degree of success in teaching this important branch, have 
done it by example. We hold it to be the teachers’ duty and 
business to always prepare themselves before going to their class- 
es, so as to give the full signification of the language of the 
authors. Until our schools are supplied with teachers who de- 
light in thus preparing themselves, we shall have bad reading, 
but worse teaching. 


Of all the studies pursued in our common schools, Arithmetic 
is perhaps the best taught. And yet there scems to be, on the 
part of some teachers, a great want of method and thoroughness. 
We yet find a few who still persist in carrying their classes nearly 
through the intellectual before commencing the written arithme- 
tic; then the former is laid aside forever. This is not as it should 
be. The intellectual should be taught as long as the scholar pur- 
sues the study in connection with, not independent of, the written. 
arithmetic. Again, we find a great want of thoroughness in the 
first principles. An imperfect knowledge of Numeration has de- 
layed many a pupil in his subsequent studies much longer than 
it would have taken to have made himself master of this primary 
principle in mathematics. 


*t Make haste slowly” is seemingly a paradoxical maxim, yet it 
is the true rule to be adopted by the student in arithmetic. We 
notice in some schools the scholars have too free access to the 
key of answers of the examples in their arithmetics. One. of the 
excellences of the book now in use is, that the.examples and- rules’ 
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are practical. A few answers are given in the work, enough until 
the scholar gets an insight into the rule, then others are given 
without answers designed to test their knowledge and power of 
applying, the principles. 

If the scholar is allowed the key in his own desk, a large part 
of the mental discipline is lost, as well as one of the best features 
of the work ignored. We can find no excuse for the teacher 
who allows this in his school. It should be taken as evidence of 
a lack of fidelity and zeal in the discharge of his duties. 


We think more attention should be given to writing. In some 
schools it seems that this branch has fallen into more general 
neglect than any other. The impression seems to be abroad 
among teachers that the proper place for this branch is the wri- 
ting school, rather than the common school. This notion is absurd 
and erroneous, because not all of our scholars will ever have 
access to a writing school: and more, the very spirit and essence 
of our common school system is, to enable poor children to secure 
such knowledge as will be most useful in after life. Hence every- 
one may claim as a righé that their children shall have the advan- 
tage of receiving instruction in all the elementary and necessary 
branches, of knowledge. None will deny that writing is both 
useful and essential. 

We should be pleased to see more attention given in our 
schools to the art of writing the English language correctly. This 
should not be confined to the older classes. The smaller boys and 
girls who spend a large part of their time in idleness, might be 
profitably employed in writing short letters upon their little slates 
to be handed to their teachers for correction. Thus the word 
composition will be robbed of its horror for them, in after years. 


We think many of our teachers are too closely confined to their 
text-books; more oral instruction and object teaching might prof- 
itably be employed. 


Teachers should labor to store their minds with a rich fund of 
historical and scientific knowledge, that facts may be drawn at 
will as occasion requires, to make the branches taught more. 
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Interesting and instructive. In short we believe the true spirit of 


our educational system is not to cram the mind according to cer- 
tain prescribed rules, with any particular branch or branches of 
knowledge, but rather to train our boys and girls, so that they 
may become men and women in the highest and noblest sense of 
the term. . 


TRUANCY AND IRREGULAR ATTENDANCE. 


The great bar to all progress in our schools towards universal 
education, is irregular attendance. For years, in almost every 
report, attention has been called to this great evil. Able essays 
have been written by eminent instructors and published in educa- 
tional journals. Legislatures have tried almost in vain, to check 
its growth. Notwithstanding this, the school registers present 
altogether too dark a record. Scholars are met upon the streets 
and even found at their homes, whose places and duties are in 
the school room. Last year 31 per cent, or $2,189.00 of the 
school money raised by this town, was lost by actual non-attend- 
ance, not to mention the serious drawback to those who were 
faithful to their duties. This year presents a record but little 
better. | 

In looking over the report of the Secretary of the Board of 
Education, we find the evil to be general and wide spread. We 
are led to enquire, what can be the cause, and what the remedy ? 
Says one, ‘too much money is raised,” Massachusetts stands second 
to but one state in the Union, in the amount of her school expend- 
iture per scholar, it being $16.45.” If that be true, 
we might reasonably expect the proportion of attendance to be 
very large comparatively in North Carolina, where the expendi- 
ture is but forty-three cents per scholar. But we find the facts 
are in favor of the old Bay State. Says another, ‘it is in part 
attributable to bad roads and weather, and the distance many 
children reside from school.’ Let us look to some of the coun- 
tries of Europe. In Germany, that land of learned men, as well 
as valiant soldiers, we find by reports that non-attendance is not 
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tolerated, and education may be said to be almost universal. In 
Sweden, where seventy thousand children travel daily over two 
miles, and twenty thousand over four miles, to school, the attend- 
ance is regular and constant, and 97 per cent of the children are 
at present receiving school instruction, and a Swede who could 
not write his name and read his language with ease, would be 
looked upon with pity and curiosity. We would remark, that in 
Sweden, the vote of the pastor counts equal to half the parishion- 
ers in the appointment of the teachers. And in Norway, the 
Dean, according to the law, must be chairman of the school board. 
Other countries might be cited, the result of whose educational 
systems, we should find would compare favorably with ours. I¢ 
may be said these countries are not republics, education is com- 
pulsory. Must we admit this to be the solution of the difficulty ? 
Do not the Yeomanry of New England attach as much importance 
to the educational interests of their own children, and will they 
not make as great or even greater sacrifices for their mental im- 
provement, as kings and autecrats will for those of their sub- 
jects and dependents ? +8 SF 


We think it would be well for all of us to take this matter 
home to ourselves and see that our children absent themselves not 
from school on any mere trivial excuse, and further let us ap- 
point ourselves a self constituted vigilance committee acting in 
concert with the proper authorities to execute the laws. And 
whenever or wherever we may meet a child out of school during 
school hours, let us speak to him and inquire about his school, 
and the reason why he is not there. We hold this to be the right 
as well as the duty of every citizen to demand of every child, 
that he shall make a proper use of the advantages which are pro- 
vided for him at so great a cost. Thus we believe something 
may be done to remedy this crying evil. .

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HIGH SCHOOL. 


At the last annual meeting the town voted $300.00 to pay 
traveling expenses to and from the High School, consequently 
there has been but one High School during the year. We have 
not appropriated any of this money to those scholars who reside 
within two miles of the school. Others will receive four cents 
and one mill per mile, (one way,) for all travel over two miles, 
each day they have attended the school during the year. Those 
entitled to pay will find their names and the amount appropriated 
to them in an adjoining table. Present members of the school 
will not receive ‘their money until the close of the term, others 
will. find their approved orders at the Town Clerk’s office after 
the issuing of this report. We recommend that the town vote 
five cents per mile the coming year, to be paid according to the 
above plan, that the scholar may receive his money at the close 
of each term. 


The same building has been rented, and the same amount paid 
as last year, with the additional privilege of occupying one more 
room. Miss Lydia Robinson has taught a school in this room 
entirely independent of the High School, although a small portion 
of her time not otherwise occupied has been employed as assistant 
in the High School. The first term of the year was taught with 
good success by Mr. G. F. Robinson. He declined to teach 
another term. for the remainder of the year the school has 
been under the instruction of one of our own citizens, Prof. 
J. W. P. Jenks. By an arrangement made with him the High 
School has enjoyed free of charge the advantages of the extensive 
cabinet and apparatus belonging to Pierce Academy, thus making 
the study of the sciences much more interesting and instructive. 


The school has steadily increased in numbers during the year, 
and although the order and attendance has not been all we 
should wish, yet we believe right steps have been taken toward 
making the High School meet the wants and demands of its | 
patrons. Your committee in consultation with the principal, 
have prepared a three year’s vourse of study which we beg leave 
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to recommend to the town for its adoption. It is so arranged, as 
may be seen by the adjoining schedule, that the scholar may 
choose between a purely English or Classical, or a mixed course 
of study. In addition to this we should hope that both fall and 
spring might be formed a class in which these studies would be 
made a specialty that will be more immediately useful to those 
wishing to qualify themselves to supply the constant demands for 
good teachers. We hope the boys and girls in our common 
schools will realize that these provisions are for them. ‘They now 
have within their grasp the means of laying the foundation of 
a thorough and practical education. We trust all who can will 
enter and go as far as possible in the High School course. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

At the last annual town meeting, $1,500.00 was placed at our 
disposal to meet contingent expenses, and we were authorized to 
build a school house at Thomastown. We have united the 
Thomastown and Rocky Meadow schools, and shall have no 
farther use for the old houses for school purposes, ‘The town will 
dispose of them as they see fit. In their stead we have erected a 
new house on Chestnut street, 26 x 30 feet, capable of seating 
fifty-six scholars, with a cellar for wood. The cellar was built by 
the day. The house was built under contract by Mr. James P. 
Sparrow, in a manner highly satisfactory to your committee. In 
locating the house, we endeavored to consult the wishes of inter- 
ested parties as much as possible, but as might be expected we 
found “‘many men of many minds.” We kept in view the great- 
— est good to the greatest number, and the majority of your committee 
believe the house to be located on the most convenient and eligi- 
ble site. It is furnished with ample blackboard accommodations, 
the seats are of an improved pattern, and withall it is a com- 
modious and pleasant school-room. We trust it may be used and 
not abused, and that the people of that section will cheerfully 
aid other schools in securing equal advantages. 


We found the fence, at the commencement of the year, around — 


by 
~ the lot in the centre district to be in a very dilapitated condition, a 
new fence has been built. The contract was given to a carpen- 
ter to build the fence for $444.00. On account of the non-fulfil- 
ment of contract, the fence has not been accepted. We found 
the seats in No. 4 to be narrow and inconvenient, they have been 
replaced by new and convenient desks; also a new fence has 
~ been built around the lot, and the house otherwise repaired. In 
No. 16 the seats were uncomfortable and poorly arranged, they 
have been taken out and Roberts’ new improved portable desks 
put in instead. _ Such other repairs have been made from time to 
time on the several school-houses as circumstances required and 
- our means would permit. 


The expenses of these changes may be found in an adjoining 
table. In this connection we would say, that the school-houses in 
No. 3 and 14 are poor and inconvenient, and in our opinion un- 
suitable for school purposes. If the town does not deem it ad- 
visable to build more than one house the coming year, we most 
earnestly recommend that steps be taken to build a house at the 
Green, suitable to accommodate that school, also we hope that 
during the year two or more of the school-houses may be reseated, 
and we would suggest that Nos 1 and 10 are very much in need 
of this improvement. We recommend these changes to the end 
that all the children of our town may enjoy equal advantages of 
good and pleasant school-rooms, furnished with easy and com- 
fortable seats, this in part we urge as a sanitary measure, since 
we construct our dwelling houses, with so careful an eye to both 
health and comfort, and even our church pews which perchance 
we occupy for an hour one day in seven, must now be made with 
exactly the right curvature to their backs, and furnished with the 
most comfortable upholstery, that we may receive spiritual food 
with physical ease. 


Shall we consign our children, with their tender and flexible 
frames, for hours, and days, and even years, to seats that we could 
not endure for a single hour? Will we not allow them at least 
comfortable resting places while climbing the hill of science? In 
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many of our school houses the seats and desks are nothing’ more 
than unsightly boards, 


“ Carved with rude initials” 


of those who for many generations have resorted here to read, 
write and cipher. 


The physical welfare of our children demands that these things 
‘should not be. Reason and Humanity alike cry out against it. 
Let us make the changes as soon as practicable. 


In conclusion, your Committee solicit the co-operation of par- 
ents, and of all the friends of education, in every wise endeavor 
to promote the interest and secure the success of our common 
schools.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


In accordance with your request, I hereby submit for your con- 
sideration what may be termed, ‘* Courses of Study in the High 
School.”’ A similar schedule was adopted by the Committee in 
1867, and adhered to for a season, but through a change of the 
committee and teachers, was suffered gradually to fall into disuse, 
till, at the time the undersigned took charge of the school, in 
September last, all distinction of yearly classes was nearly obliter- 
ated, and pupils who had been but one or two terms in the school 
were in classes with those who had attended steadily for two years. 
On suggesting to your Board the impossibility of conducting pu- 
pils along the natural steps of an education without a graded sys- 
tein, you promptly directed the principal to organize the school 
upon the plan of a three years course of study, as below, and 
hold the first or junior class strictly to the studies of the first 
year, in anticipation of conducting its pupils through the entire 
course, while allowing a discretionary selection of studies to such 
pupils as had been already from one to two years in the High 
School, but unfortunately without a systematic classificatien of 
their studies. 


If the plan now adopted shall be carried out, this discretionary 
selection of studies will work itself out of the school in one year 
more, when the present juniors will have passed through the mid- 
dle year and become seniors. Let us dwell a moment longer 
upon this point, as many parents seem not to comprehend the 
difficulty. Without a graded system, each pupil would enter the 
school with a demand for some particular study, as book-keeping, 
and insist upon pursuing it his first term. Every other pupil 
would have the same right to select for himself, and unless a har- 
mony in selection should exist, altogether different from the ordi- 
nary experience of life, nearly as many classes would be called for 
each term as there were pupils. The succeeding term, the same 
studies might be demanded by new pupils, and the succeeding, 
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and thus the variety of thirty-six studies, that should require three — 
years to pursue, would be limited to the three studies of one 
quarter. This is, I acknowledge, an extreme case, but it shows 
the tendency of such looseness in the arrangement of the classes, 
if indulged in but slightly. 

The arrangement below is the result of labor and experience in 
endeavoring to select from the whole range of literature and sci- 
ence those particular branches of study that are most practical for 
the ordinary pursuits of life. It consists, 


First, of a purely English Course for two years, which any 
child that has been properly trained in the Grammar School, can 
profitably enter upon at the age of 18 or 14, and complete at 15 
or 16, or with the addition of French and the more advanced 
-sciences at 16 or 17 ; 


Second, of an English and Classical Course, to be commenced 
and completed at the same ages, and differing from the first course 
only in the substitution of Latin for English Grammar, Rhetoric 
and History,—a substitution not advised for any pupils who are 
preparing themselves simply for mechanical or commercial pur- 
suits, as it is high time that our youth in this fast age should 
economise their brief period for obtaining an education, by con- 
fining themselves to such branches as are strictly practical for any 
and every kind of industrial life ; 


Third, of a purely Classical Course, in preparation for college, 
and which would be commenced more profitably after completing 
the short English Course at 15 or 16, or the longer at 17 or 18 
years of age, so as to enter college at 18 or 19. , 


The English Course of three years, if pursued with the advan- 
tage of apparatus and cabinets for illustration, will certainly give 
a superior education, while a dess variety can hardly meet the de- 
mands of this utilitarian age, for any kind of business to be intel- 
ligently or inventively pursued, while to those whose time is lim- 
ited, the two years course presents an opportunity of securing so 
much of an education as shall be far in advance of that enjoyed 
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by the preceding generation. If, however, the pupil looks for- _ 
ward to teaching or a mechanical profession, the two, or, better, 
the three years’ English Course will furnish just the preparation 
needed for entering a Normal School or the Institute of Technol- 
ogy, or Scientific Department of any college, and, completed at 
16 or 17, (the earliest ages respectively that young ladies and 
young gentlemen can enter Normal Schools) is appropriately sup- 
plemented by such a course of study as either of these Institutions | 
presents. “ee 


Allusion has been made to the wise omission of Latin, unless 
one is decided upon a collegiate course of study. The wisdom of 
such omission will, I am aware, be questioned by some who ad- 
here pertinaciously to the notions of our forefathers, who imported 
their ideas of an education from aristocratic England, and at a 
time when the grammars and spellers of the English language 
were so elementary that a knowledge of syntactical construction 
and the derivation of words could only be obtained from the study 
of Latin. But our text books in grammar and orthography are 
so improved upon former ones, that a pupil may now obtain more 
practical knowledge of the English language from the study of 
the English grammar one year, than from the study of the Latin 
language two years. So that, as some imagine, the time is not 
distant when the wisdom of our citizens will ignore entirely the 
second course below, and retain only the first and third. Nor 
-would there be any delay in adopting this suggestion on the part 
of those who are so prejudiced in favor of the study of Latin, even 
for their children designing only a preparation for mechanical 
pursuits, if they could but have heard a tithe of the regrets often 
expressed by pupils in their later years, that they spent so much 
time on Latin, to the neglect of the sciences. 


To enter upon the English Course, the pupil should have fin- 
ished the study of Political Geography, Elementary Geometry, 
Arithmetic as far as Square Root, History of tne United States, 
and the Introductory English Grammar, besides haying had a 
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constant drill in composing from the time the pupil is able te 
write intelligibly. 

To enter upon the Classical Course, the pupil ought to have 
completed at least two years of the English Course, and be 16 
years of age: Thus prepared, including Algebra and Geometry, 
the pupil might shorten the three years of preparation to two, and 
entering college at 18, graduate at 22,—the earliest age one can 
graduate from college most advantageously.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


March 1, i87R. 


Supposing a simple account of our stewardship to be desired, 
rather than our theories, —facts rather than philosophy, — the 
School Committee respectfully submit to the citizens of Middle- 
borough the following report. 


GENERAL SURVEY. 


There have been in charge of the committee during the year 23 
schools, with 23 teachers, in 19 different districts, in 20 different 
buildings, and an aggregate of about 850 different scholars. In 
addition, during the Summer term of ten weeks, an assistant was 
employed in the High school; and, in District No. 5, where there 
are now but about three scholars, and for whose transportation to 
other districts the town appropriated $50, a teacher has been em- 
ployed instead half of each day for 12 weeks, at a cost of $30, so 
that but a small part of the $50 appropriation has been used. It 
appears that there will be no occasion at present for a school in 
No. 5, it being better for the two or three pupils to attend neigh- 
boring schools, and more economical for the town to pay their 
transportation, at least for the excess of two miles. Against our 
19 districts and 23 schools, there were but recently 23 districts and 
26 schools. The number might be still further reduced in the in- 
terest of the town, were it not for our extensive territory, requiring 
long journeys for little feet. We have, as it is, some seven schools, 
in which the average will scarcely exceed 12 scholars; but your 
committee do not see how any one of these schools can easily be 
dispensed with. It has been the aim of the committee to procure 
the best instruction for these smaller schools, but at a somewhat 
lower rate, in consideration of the labor being lighter. 
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WORK OF COMMITTEE. 


The extent of territory referred to adds much to the labors of 
the committee, and more especially if each member seeks some ac- 
quaintance with every school, as is, on many accounts, very desir- 
able, particularly as all the committee are called, at times, to legis- 
late for each school, which must of course be a difficult matter, 
without a little knowledge of the special locality and requirements. 
Your committee planned, therefore, at the opening of the year, to visit 
individually, not only schools within their own assignment, but every 
school in town, once at least during the year. Some of the com- 
mittee have succeeded in doing so. The others will accomplish this 
if practicable. Some, at least, of the inhabitants of Middleborough, 
must be aware of the amount of travel, to say nothing of the time 
these different visitations have required, and will hardly think their 
committee extortioners in charging a sum which does not meet the 
expense of conveyance. But these visits have been enjoyed not 
least in schools most remote, and we trust there has been a mutual 
benefit; if so, the labor has been well rewarded. We certainly 
have pleasant remembrances of a few days thus spent, and of cer- 
tain youthful, active, scholarly countenances, which we have seen 
_ but once, and may never behold again. 


EXCELLENCES AND EVILS. 


As for the general condition of the schools, we feel warranted in 
saying that, while none are perfect, and some especially have failed 
to meet our expectations and wishes, yet there has been, upon the 
whole, no backward tendency, but a decided progress both in appre- 
ciation and performance of those duties which have devolved re- 
spectively upon teachers and pupils, if not parents. We should 
be glad to report that every instructor had achieved the highest 
success ; that every scholar had been uniformly diligent, and obedi- 
ent; and that every parent had been deeply impressed with the 
importance of promoting punctual attendance, providing books, 
visiting the places where so large a part of the children’s lives are 
spent, and cooperating in every way with the teachers and superin- 
tendents of our schools. We regret to say that there is a great 
lack in some of these matters, that might and ought to be corrected. 
It is few, comparatively, that neglect to furnish necessary books for 
their children, though this evil exists to some extent in every school ; 
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E. G.: We have seen two children of the same family having one 
book, and but one, between them, while that was dilapidated, and not 
worth in money five cents. Sometimes the teacher might do more, 
and sometimes the children might, to make such want known to 
the parent; or, better still, the parent might become sensible of 
any such necessity by visiting the school, as should be done each 
term. Let parents and guardians consider this neglect on their 
part! How many of them see the inside of the school-room once a 
year. Is it for lack of time? Doubtless, in some instances. But 
they could take time. And have not most a spare hour, not sel- 
dom, for the neighborly visit, for the neighbor’s shop, or factory, 
or store, or even the stable, where guadrupeds are to be seen? And 
when the Circus ‘‘ comes round ” how many fathers, and even moth- 
ers, sit delighted in the amphitheatre for hours, who are never seen 
in the School; who never dream what entertainment they might 
there enjoy, nor how much gratification and encouragement their 
presence might afford to their children and others’ children and the 
instructor? The committee might deem such visits as more than 
an equivalent for their own, and might oftener themselves feel at 
ease in omitting a visit. 

The evil, too, of an irregular attendance, cannot be too plainly 
reprehended ; and for this parents are largely responsible. The 
matter was forcibly presented in last year’s report, and we recom- 
mend a re-perusal of that part. Some teachers, it is true, do not 
awaken as much enthusiasm as others; and some children may be 
termed tough subjects, in whom it is almost impossible to stir an 
interest, such as shall hold them daily at their desks. And yet 
parents have the matter, for the most part, in their hands, and 
could so insist upon regularity that the son or daughter would soon 
think of nothing else. Ifthe child cannot attend through the year, 
as some cannot, it were better that the same go one term steadily, 
and stay at home the next. Generally the youth is at home ‘to 
help.” One dollar, it may be presumed, would commonly cover 
the demand ; but the pecuniary loss to the school, in putting classes 
back, is ten times that amount, while the loss to the absentee can- 
not be computed. In some towns, six half-day absences in three 
consecutive weeks, without a satisfactory excuse, rendered in writ 
ing, forfeit the privilege of attendance for that term. If the regu- 
lation works well in one town, why not in another? We ought 
surely to have some regulation. The committee have sometimes 


found as few as five, and even three present on fair days, and that 
in districts where from fifteen to twenty are enrolled as scholars. 
What waste of money and opportunity! Nor do your committee 
think six heurs, with recesses and other recreations, too much time 
for a day’s work in school, except for the feeblest and young- 
est; and we cannot approve of so many vacant seats as some 
school-rooms exhibit, in the latter part of the day, whether counte- 
nanced by parents or teachers. Evidently many such absences 
should be marked, as much as corresponding tardiness in the morn- 
ing, and the general average of attendance be correspondingly 
reduced. The committee submit a table of entire and average at- 
tendance in each district during the year, and the names of a few 
who have earned special commendation in this regard. 


OUR TEACHERS 


Are generally entitled to much praise. For the most part, they 
have proved faithful workers, conscientious and successful ; and not 
only those who have long been tried, whose interest and fidelity do 
not seem to flag, but also beginners in the service. Teaching is an 
art not often well understood at first, and while the fresh enthusi- 
asm of the novitiate is of some account, let but this enthusiasm 
continue, we can but give the preference to persons of experience. 
Then there are some, young men and young women of excellent ca- 
pacity, character, and scholarship, who would succeed admirably in 
other labors, but who have not the natural tact to conduct a school, 
and will scarcely acquire it with any amount of experience. Such 
should understand themselves, and turn their attention to fields 
where they would not only be useful, but even shine; while those 
who do succeed, and are adapted to succeed, should strive to excel, 
never ceasing to say Hwcelsior. If any teacher loves not the labor, 
but only the situation and the remuneration, such teacher should 
make haste to retire. For such to ask a place is but an imposi- 
tion. The time was when these situations were largely distributed, 
or rotated, by way of favoritism or nepotism. That time, we trust, 
has passed. Your committee have sought to place instructors not 
principally for their sakes, but for the best advantage of the schools, 
We consider teaching as something far higher than going a certain 
daily round, for so many stipulated dollars; and since there is due 
to every district the best facilities possible in the circumstances, we 


cannot hesitate to make a change, however reluctantly, so be that 
for any cause a teacher fails of fair success. The school, and not 
the teacher, is the first consideration. At the same time, complaints 
respecting teachers should not be lightly entertained, too often 
coming from children whose conduct has required restraint, or such 
as cannot appreciate what may be peculiar in a certain teacher, 
however profitable. It is thus that good teachers have sometimes 
failed, being martyrs to their ideas; aiming at new methods, while 
others have thought the old better. 

It would greatly benefit all our teachers to visit other’s schools, 
particularly such schools as the committee might designate, since 
every teacher, however experienced, might thereby receive profit- 
able suggestions, and guard against becoming stereotyped. This 
teacher might need to observe the ways of that teacher, and that 
teacher of some other, and so on; and it might be well to require 
our teachers to make such visits at least’ once in a term; also, if 
they should occasionally call upon the scholar, at that scholar’s 
home, it would have a good effect upon themselves, and a wonderful 
effect upon the pupil. Also, if our teachers could meet each month, 
or even once a term, all being present, together with the committee, 
that views might be interchanged, and counsel given, a good result 
could not fail to follow. This may seem almost impracticable in a 
town so extended, and we would suggest, as a partial substitute, 
and under the head of 


FACILITIES, 


A small annual appropriation, say $25, to be expended by the com- 
mittee, in the purchase of the most approved books and periodicals, 
devoted to the subject of practical education, the same to be circu- 
lated among our teachers. Surely teachers that are worthy of their 
places would read them, and be quickened by them. The commit- 
tee have been able, out of the appropriation for incidentals, to place 
on every teacher’s desk, during the year, such text-books as are in 
constant use, thus preventing the discreditable necessity of depend- 
ing on the pupils for bocks, saving time and expense to the teacher, 
who can often ill afford to purchase a number of books which may 
be used in no other town, and which said teacher may have no oc- 
casion to use in this town after a single term. The aggregate cost 
of this convenience has not exceeded $100. There are other im- 
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provements which would be well, such as a good, but cheap, clock 
for each school-room, and a thermometer, which should be studious- 
ly kept by the teacher; and so the temperature of the room be 
carefully regulated, not according to the momentary physical con- 
dition of some pupil, or the teacher, but according to a wise sani- 
tary regime. This may seem like a small matter, but it is really a 
great matter, where the health of dear children, so many of them, 
is at stake. | 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Your committee have done nearly as much as the means in their 
hands would enable them, to improve the condition of the school 
buildings. A new house has been built at the Green, No. 3, ac- 
cording to the vote of the town, at an expense of $1,674.67. This 
includes a new fence. It stands on the ground so long occupied by 
what had become but an apology for a school-house, and which has 
been sold for $75. The new house is 24x36, is a neat structure, 
with blinds, and will accommodate 56 scholars. It has modern 
seats, a sink, an extensive blackboard, and many other conveni- 
ences. The building deserves to be appreciated by the people of 
the district. It has been honestly and creditably built by Mr. 
James P. Sparrow. 

The school-rooms in Nos. 1, 10 and 21, which had but ancient, 
clumsy and uncomfortable seats and desks, have been supplied with 
new ones, which are more ornamental and commodious, and are of 
the most approved description; all on satisfactory terms, as given 
elsewhere. In the last named district, also, a new fence, plain but 
substantial, has taken the place of the few boards that constituted, 
by interspaces, the old worn-out enclosure, while the building itself, 
which had long been neglected, has been painted and papered. 
Similar repairs have also been made in Nos. 1, 2, 6, 10, 18, 19. 
Still other districts need repairs as soon as may be. We hope to 
see all the school-rooms in town furnished with modern seats, and 
other simple improvements, within two or three years, which can 
be done without difficulty, if the town will continue according to the 
present liberal and honorable scale of appropriations. A new house 
needs next to be built in No. 14, while those in Nos. 15, 17, and 
20 or 21, should be re-seated, perhaps,-assoon as any. The building 
in No. 18 needs painting and general repairs, and the room occupied 
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by the second Primary scholars in that building greatly needs new 
seats with desks. The room occupied by the first Primaries is 
crowded to excess, and the teacher having a hundred of these tiny 
pupils ought to be relieved of half. Who would fill her place? or 
where shall another room be found? are questions which may be 
forced upon us at any time. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


It will readily be seen that, with the utmost economy, not less 
than $1500 for incidentals will suffice till the buildings are all 
brought into something like a respectable and uniform condition 
throughout the town. And neither would less than $7000, as here- 
tofore, seem sufficient for teachers’ salaries and incidentals pertain- 
ing thereto. As regards 


SALARIES, 


The committee have caused some retrenchment in certain direc- 
tions, so that they have been able, without exceeding the appropri- 
ation, to increase, in a slight degree, the wages of nearly all the 
lady teachers, which increase seemed eminently just, especially in 
the Winter term, as also in the case of such as have had much ex- 
perience and success, while remoteness and inconvenience of access 
have, in other instances, been considered. We think it will appear 
that we have carefully kept not only within our means, but also 
within the bounds of justice, employing our teachers at less rates 
generally than are allowed in neighboring towns of a similar char- 
acter. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOLS. 


In consequence of the retrenchment spoken of, the committee 
have been enabled to afford more weeks of schooling in every dis- 
trict where it has been desired; in none less than 32 weeks; the 
maximum being 36. Some exhibit of the reduction of expenditure 
referred to will best appear in connection with our account of the 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


First, a reduction in the rent of room in the Academy from $300 
to $250. We know of no better accommodations to be had for the 
High school; but a room of half the dimensions would be worth 
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more and cost less. In so large and resonant a room, few pupils 
are easily heard, and few, therefore, appear to advantage. 

The school, in the Summer term of ten weeks, was taught by the 
Misses Lydia S. and Ella C. Robinson, both graduates of our higher 
Seminaries. ‘They succeeded well, and thorough instruction was 
afforded, not only in English studies, but also in the ancient and 
modern classics. ‘The expense was but $225, against $390 in pre- 
vious terms ; or a saving in one short session of $165. 

These ladies, desiring a less arduous and responsible position, 
resigned at the close of the Summer term, when the services of Mr. 
KE. E. Parker, a recent graduate of Dartmouth College, with much 
experience, and the best of recommendations, were secured; and 
such has been his success for the other two terms of 13 weeks each, 
as to assure us that he has been the right man in the right place. 
His firm but quiet discipline, his capability in conducting his 
classes, and his entire devotedness to the interests of the school, 
have left little to be desired; and we have felt that if he were to 
leave at the end of this term it would be difficult to make his place 
good. He has had 45 pupils each term, of whom he has cheerfully 
taken charge without assistance. He has received $100 per month. 
These two terms have involved an expenditure of $339 less than 
previous corresponding periods. The janitor’s bill has been $33, 
instead of $53 the year before. Beside, the 40 weeks of the pre- 
vious year, instead of 36 the present year, incurred an expense, of 
$156 more than for the year current, so that the aggregate reduc- 
tion in cost of the High school has been $755. Now if this had 
been achieved at a disadvantage to our youth and the deterioration 
of the school, we should count it anything but again. But being 
assured that the High school has never been more profitable than 
the past year, we feel that we are warranted in a word of compla- 
cency. We do not expect, be sure, that so great a saving can be 
accomplished another year, and it might not be desirable; and yet 
we think that some curtailment can be continued, without loss to 
the school, and certainly with somewhat more of equity to the in- 
habitants of this scattered town. And we desire to submit to our 
fellow-citizens, in a town like this, so large a proportion of whose 
inhabitants live remote from the centre, and must have the advan- 
tages of a High school, if at all, with great inconvenience, the 
question, whether the committee should exceed the number of weeks 
required by law for the High school, viz., 36, or strictly adhere to 
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the 36 weeks, and use the surplus, if surplus there be, for the im- 
provement of our district schools throughout the town. As for 
ourselves, as a Board, while we are emphatically in favor of the high- 
est education, and would labor to make the High school better and 
better, we are yet agreed in the belief that the last mentioned course 
is more equitable, and just to the interests of the entire town; 
believing, too, that it may be accomplished without detriment to the 
High school itself. We have had no option the past year, as the 
school the year before was so much prolonged into the spring. 

While, however, we would abate not our efforts at all in behalf of 
the High school, it would be idle to expect to make it what would 
be practicable amid a condensed population, even though such popu- 
lation were smaller than ours in the amount. Accordingly, it is 
unfair to institute a comparison between our High school and similar 
schools in towns which have no such disadvantages to contend with. 
For example, a High school of the highest order demands a prescribed 
course of study which shall be steadily pursued, with little or no de- 
viation for a term of years, up to a complete graduation. But for 
this we must have a good proportion of scholars who will continue, 
and we must be able to retain a good teacher from year to year. But 
as it is, pupils educated in twenty different schools, with no defined 
preparation, appear from many different parts of this extended town, 
asking admission; and, if admitted, as it is to be hoped they can be, 
they remain for a term or two, to be succeeded by others, or by them- 
selves again, perhaps, a year later. Meanwhile their former teacher 
has gone, it is more than probable, and another is engaged, who 
knows nothing about the past of the school or the scholars, and who, 
withal, may have a very different idea of a ‘‘course of study” from 
that of his predecessor. How plainly impossible, however desirable, 
to abide by any method or system in such circumstances. It has 
been tried, and tried again, in vain. 

Let not, then, this town expect any impracticable degree of supe- 
riority in our High school. Let us do the best we can under the 
circumstances: fulfil the law, and make the highest possible use of 
our appropriations for this purpose. We believe that an allowance 
for transportation isa most reasonable statute, and preeminently so, ina 
town like this, and that nothing less than what is now allowed should 
be cheerfully accorded. Even this removes but a pittance of the dis- 
advantages of the more distant inhabitants. For illustration, such 
is the time-table of our railroad trains, that, six months of the year, 
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numbers of our pupils are obliged to leave their homes at 7 o’clock 
in the morning, and cannot reach home till 8 o’clock in the evening. 
Let those more favored make the case their own. 

But notwithstanding all these adverse circumstances, we have much 
to be proud of in our High school, —some excellent scholars, and 
_ some who continue, and a discipline which has steadily and wonder- 
fully improved, from the opening of the year. If a certain proportion 
of these pupils, who have heretofore entered the school unprepared, 
could be lifted up some degrees in attainment, our pride and pleasure 
would be still enhanced. We give elsewhere some statistics of the 
High school. 

Your committee have seriously considered the important question, 
what disposition shall be made of the High school in the year to 
come? Change, which has been its history, has again been threat- 
ened. We have felt that the town would wish to take the wisest 
action in the interest of the school, and that economy should not be 
the only consideration. It has been, with the committee, a question 
whether they should accept the proposal of the Trustees of Pierce 
Academy, to employ the Principal of that institution, who will begin 
a term of teaching, April 1st, to take charge of the High school 
jointly ; or should they continue to rent the lower room of the Acad- 
emy building, as may be done, and continue a separate and distinct 
High school. 

In favor of the former measure is the alleged or supposed argument 
of economy, which means, as is generally understood, the saving of 
rent, viz., $250. We have heard no other argument mentioned. 

In favor of continuing as now, is the conviction which is entertained 
by many, that the High school will thrive better, if kept distinct ; 
also that the Academy might be but temporary or intermittent, and 
so any union of the schools be nothing to be depended on, nothing 
permanent, and only add another to the list of luckless changes ; and 
also that it might not prove to be an economy, inasmuch as two teach- 
ers would unquestionably be required, in case of union, whereas, in 
case of separation, one teacher will be likely to suffice for the High 
school, and thus the saving of rent be more than counterbalanced. 
Beside, it has seemed to the committee very desirable to retain the 
present successful teacher in the High school, and that a transition 
to almost any new teacher, who must for himsedf gain the confidence 
of the school, and learn, de novo, the status of the school, would be 
detrimental. 
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In view of these considerations, it has séemed best to the commit- 
tee to proceed a while, at least a term, and test the working of the 
schools apart. We might tell better after a trial, and the result 
might be two good schools in town, instead of one. We should have 
been glad to refer this question to the town, but we could not delay, 
if we were to engage the present teacher, Mr. Parker, as we have 
done. We feel assured that we have been guided by no sectional or 
sectarian influence in this decision, but only by the consideration of 
the best good of the school, and what would seem to be the interest 
of all the people. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


Let us not, in any case, abate our zeal in the cause of education, 
but persevere in our generous provisions, and so, while honoring and 
benefitting ourselves, contribute also a proper share in sustaining the 
reputation of our Commonwealth, which expends, per capita for its 
school population, three times as much as Pennsylvania, and four 
times as much as New York; and has been favored with charitable 
benefactions, for educational purposes, the past year, to the munificent 
amount of two and a half millions. Let us give our children a good 
education, if we give them nothing else ; since

Under this vote we have 
engaged an engineer to level and make plans and profiles of the 
streets, which are completed and in the Town Clerk’s office. As

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the work will be an item of considerable expense, and as the town 
made no appropriation for it, we do not feel ourselves warranted in 
proceeding any further with the work until further action by the 
town. ‘The main part of the expense will be for the main drain 
from Main street down Water street to the river, probably between 
three and four thousand dollars. After this is finished the other 
drains can be continued from time to time at comparatively small 
expense.

We would call attention to the following acts passed by the last 
Legislature, by which it will be seen that the means for repairing 
the highways must now be raised in money, the labor tax having 
been abolished, and that towns have the choice of continuing the 
district system, or of placing the whole subject of roads in the hands 
of three Commissioners. While we regard favorably the latter 
plan, yet doubting whether the town is prepared to adopt it, we 
would earnestly recommend, if the district system be continued, 
that the number of districts be reduced, and that more care be 
taken in the nomination or appointment of Surveyors, and that they 
be required to render as reliable and detailed an account of what 
is done with the money placed in their hands by the town, as we, 
as individuals, would require of one another. Surveyor’s books are 
frequently returned to us, (if returned at all,) or left with the Town 
Clerk at our office, with nothing to show what they have done, ex- 
cept across against the names of those assessed in their books, 
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and in one instance not even that was done. All must see, that, 
with such a custom, there must be great temptations at least, to 
carelessness if not dishonesty. 


[CHap. 298. | 
An Acr to abolish the Highway Tax. 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows: 


Sect. 1. All laws which direct and authorize towns to vote sums 
for the repairs of highways and town ways, to be paid in labor and 
materials, and which provide for the assessment and collection 
thereof, are hereby repealed. 

Srcr. 2. Towns shall vote to raise such sums of money as are 
necessary for making and repairing highways and town ways, and 
order that the same be assessed upon the polls and estates of the 
inhabitants, residents and non-residents, as other town charges are 
assessed, and the same shall be collected as other town taxes are 
collected. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this act shall be held to prevent the officers 
of any town from assessing and collecting any tax payable in labor 
and materials which has been voted by any town previous to the 
passage of this act. 

Srecr. 4. This act shall take effect uponits passage. [Approved 
May 17, 1871.

An Acr to provide for the Election of Road Commissioners. 


Be tt enacted. &c., as follows: 


Sreot. 1. Any town which shall have accepted the provisions of 
this act, may, at a meeting called for that purpose, choose by ballot 
three competent and discreet men, being inhabitants of said town, 
who shall constitute the board of road commissioners for said town, 
one of whom shall be chosen for the term of one year, one for the 
term of two years, and one for the term of three years, from the 
date of the annual meeting of said town at which they may be 
chosen; or if they shall be chosen at a meeting other than the an- 
nual meeting of said town, then for the term of one, two and three 
years respectively from the date of the annual meeting next pre- 
ceding said election, and until their successors are chosen and 
qualified ; and at every subsequent annual meeting the voters of 
such town shall choose one person, qualified as aforesaid, to be a 
member of said board, to serve for the term of three years; pro- 
vided, tnat such acceptance, at any annual meeting thereafter called 
for that purpose, may be revoked, and said board abolished. 

Sect. 2. Said road commissioners shall have and perform exclu- 
sively all the powers and duties now vested by law in selectmen 
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and surveyors of highways, concerning the laying out, altering, 
making, repairing or discontinuing streets, ways, sidewalks, sewers 
and drains. 

Sec. 3. Said commissioners shall be sworn to the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of their office, and shall receive such com- 
pensation for their services as the town may determine. 

Sect. 4. Whenever a vacancy occurs in said board of road 
commissioners, the same shall be filled by the selectmen of such 
town, and the person so appointed shall hold his office until another 
shall be chosen at the next annual meeting of said town, and 
qualified.

School Board to the citizens of Middleborough : 


We feel under renewed obligations to our Heavenly Father for the 
blessings bestowed upon our schools the past year, in regard to health, 
None of our teachers have been called away by death, and only one 
has been obliged to leave her school, for any length of time hecause of 
sickness, and her place was supplied by a well-qualified teacher, so the 
time was not lost. 

Of the large number of pupils attending our schools, only one has 
died the past year. We have well-qualified and efficient teachers, 
The schools, for the most part, appear well, have progressed, showing 
that the teachers have not labored in vain. But we have to report 
some as having labored under great disadvantages, having had to con- 
tend with a great amount of irregularity in attendance, and also the 
inattention, indolence and ill-disposition of some. In connection with 
this may be mentioned a remarkable want of intexest, on the part of 
some of the parents, in everything calculated to advance their children 
in virtue and knowledge. How can a teacher succeed, when parents 
uphold their children in indolence and disobedience, exercising no con- 
trol over them, and permitting them to play the truant day after day 
without correction? But we are happy to report, there are but few of 
this class. The most of the pupils manifest a desire to advance, under 
the instructions of their teachers, and abide by their requisitions, 

Let the parents see to it another year, that all are of this class. The 
teachers will then be encouraged, and such schools will be at once, 
orderly and profitable. 

Teachers have a difficult task; they often ask, how can we secure 
good government in school, so as to produce the best results? In 
answer we would say, first, give them something to do; aim to give 
them employment both useful and interesting. An industrious scholar 
is very seldom troublesome; an idle one, always. Show them that 
you are interested in their progress; encourage, cheer and comfort’ 
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them in their trials and labors; praise them when they do well, or 
make an effort to do so, and you will succeed in gaining their respect, 
confidence and good will. Thus the object of your desire wilkbe ob- 
tained with a large majority of pupils. But what treatment shall those 
pupils receive, who will not thus be brought to obedience? Is it expe- 
dient for female teachers to inflict corporal punishment upon those 
boys or girls who are larger and stronger than they are? We think 
not. We think a better way will be, to confer with the parents of all 
_ such children, and kindly seek their aid and co-operation. 

Will not all parents who have the good of their offspring at heart, 
who realize that the teacher is in the place of the parent for the time 
_ being doing the work that primarily belongs to them, render such 
timely assistance as is in their power? 

Where teacher and parents work together, success is almost certain, 
We sometimes find ourselves in possession of teachers, who are not 
natural disciplinarians, but such teachers succeed much better with 
parental co-operation. 

The High school was taught in the Summer term by Mr. A. W, 
Blair, as for the two preceding terms in the previous year. We very 
much regretted his resignation. Mr. Geo. H. Adams was recom- 
mended as a well-qualified instructor, We secured his services, but 
they were of short duration. Owing to circumstances entirely beyond 
his control, he remained but one term. Mr. J. H. Willoughby, a 
graduate of Dartmouth college, was then recommended, and we fortu- 
nately secured his services. He has more than met our expectations, 
hoth as an instructor and disciplinarian. He has a mind to work, 
and has been very successful thus far. May he continue with us for 
years to come, a devoted and successful teacher. 

He also has been assisted by Miss Annie D. Pratt. We feel assured, 
“that the High school has made commendable progress the past year, 
notwithstanding the frequent change of teachers. We confidently hope 
its anticipations have been more than realized, by the ample accommo- 
dations of the new apartments prepared for it. May it prove itself 
worthy of such an expenditure. 

We subjoin a few 

REGULATIONS. 


1. The following shall be considered Holidays, and no others: 
Saturdays, Fast Day, Decoration Day, Fourth of July, second day 
of Plymouth County Agricultural Fair, Thanksgiving Day, and 
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Christmas. Teachers can take a day each term for visiting other 
schools, or for attendance upon the Plymouth County and State 
Teachers’ Association, upon consultation with the Committee. 

2. Teachers shall aim to be present at least ten minutes before the 
opening of their schools, morning and evening. 

38. The Roll shall be punctually called at the opening of each 
session, and each absentee shall be recorded at the time; nor shall any 
pupil be allowed to enter during the morning devotions. 

4. Teachers shall require from parents or guardians, excuses, 
written if practicable; if not, fully authenticated, for every absence by 
them authorized ; also for dismission before the close of the school, ex- 
cept for sickness, and for pupils under seven or eight years, who may 
be released from any school, according to the discretion of the teacher, 
fifteen minutes previous to the close of the session. Pupils who neglect 
this rule, or are persistently tardy, or guilty of truancy, shall be 
specially reported to the committee, and if need be, expelled from the 
school. 

5. Any member of the High school who shall be absent four half 
days in a month, without a satisfactory excuse in writing, from parent 
- or guardian, shall forfeit his place in the school for the remainder of 
the term. 

6. Teachers shall rebuke every known instance of profanity, and 
. suppress, as far as possible, all coarseness and rudeness, and unkind- 
ness in their pupils’ treatment of one another, whether in school-hours, 
or by the way; and the use of tobacco by any pupil shall be especially 
discountenanced. 

7. Teachers shall carefully observe any injury inflicted upon school- 
buildings of any kind, inside or outside, and prohibit all unnecessary 
disfiguring of the premises in any respect, and faithfully present any 
offender for fine or other punishment. Also teachers shall give due 
attention to the temperature and ventilation of their respective school- 
rooms, guard against danger from fire, and see that doors and windows 
are properly fastened. 

8. Qualifications for High school shall consist of, 

1. Satisfactory examination in Reading, Spelling and Writing. 

2. The completion of Common School Written Arithmetic. 

3. In Grammar, the whole of Greene’s Introduction, and 
ability to parse and analyze ordinary prose. 

4, Warren’s Common School Geography completed. 
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5. United States History completed.

| NEW TOWN HOUSE. 

The Selectmen have examined the Report submitted to the town by 
the Building Committee of the new town house, also the vouchers for 
the same, and as here presented, they are believed to be correct. 

There is one item, however, which we do not consider as properly 
coming within the province of this committee at the expense of the 
town, and in this connection we would call the attention of the town

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INSURANCE OF TOWN HOUSE. 


When the New Town House was accepted by the town in November 
last, we were informed that all the policies of insurance on the build- 
ing would expire by the 1st of January, 1874, excepting one of $5000, 
which would expire on the 24th of February, 1874. Believing that 
the interests of the town required it, we had two policies of insurance 
placed on it, one of $7000 in the tna Insurance Co., Connecticut, 
and one of $3000 in the Traders’ and Mechanics’ Insurance Co., 
Massachusetts, for five years from December 18th and 19th, 1873, at 
three percent. Since then, the committee having the care of the Town 
House have had additional insurance placed on the buildings and fur- 
niture as follows: ,

PUBLIC WATERING PLACES. 


The 21st article in the warrant for the annual meeting is inserted to 
give the town opportunity to take advantage of the following Act of 
the Legislature, if it is deemed advisable, in Chapter 84, Acts of 1872: 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE SELECTMEN OF TOWNS TO ESTABLISH PUBLIC 
WATERING-PLACES. 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows: 


Sect. 1. The selectmen of the various towns may establish and maintain 
such public drinking-troughs, wells, and fountains within the public high- 
ways, squares and commons of their respective towns, as in their judgment 
the public necessity and convenience may require; and the several towns 
are hereby authorized to raise and appropriate such sums of money as shall 
be necessary to defray the expense thereof. 

Srct. 2. Chapter one hundred and eighteen of the acts of eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, are 
hereby repealed. 

Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved March 
9, 1872.]

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


February 1, 1875.

School Committee to the citizens of Middleborough : 


The schools have been, for the most part, prosperous and successful 
during the year now closing. Some have not been such as we could 
have desired. It would be unreasonable to expect to secure model 
teachers for all our schools for the compensation which we can offer 
them. The perfection of excellence cannot be had for seven to ten 
dollars per week. Yet we think a high degree of praise is due to our 
teachers, as a body, for the faithful and efficient manner in which they 
have performed their work. The duties of a teacher are often difficult 
and trying. She is expected to give satisfaction, not only to the chil- 
dren placed under her care, but also to all the parents of those children. 
This is, not unfrequently, an impossibility. If parents would give the 
teacher their moral support, instead of taking sides with their children 
against her, as is too often the case, her task would be much lightened. 
Order“it® the school room is a necessity. ‘There can be but little 
progress in learning without it, and no parent ought to place any hin- 
drances in the teacher’s way in her efforts to promote order, provided 
she does it by reasonable means; such means as the parent himself 
would not hesitate to use at home for a similar purpose. 

We doubt not that a better acquaintance between parents and teach- 
ers would do much to promote harmony of views and measures in the 
training and education of the children. Parents do a wrong to the 
teacher and to their own children by not visiting the school, and exer 
cising a personal inspection of the teacher’s methods. What man 
would employ a person, perhaps a total stranger, to take care of his 
cattle and pigs, and never look into the barn or pig-sty to see how the 
work was done, or whether it was done at all? What thrifty house- 
wife would employ a servant in her kitchen and never go there to see 
how her duties were performed? And yet these same persons will 
send their children to school, perhaps to a teacher whom they have 
never seen nor heard of before, and never enter the schoolhouse to 
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see how their little ones are taught and disciplined. It speaks well for 
teachers, as a class, that parents repose such unbounded confidence in 
them; but badly for parents, that they so neglect their children. Do 
they value these little immortal minds less than their dumb animals? 
Most surely not. Yet, asa fact, a large majority of parents give far 
less of personal inspection to the mental development of their children 
than to the rearing of their calves and pigs. This can only be from a 
lack of appreciation of the great value of education. Our children will 
be what we make them, and the present is our golden opportunity. If 
we let it slip it can never be recovered. Their little plastic minds can 
_be moulded into any shape now. By and by it will be too late.. We 
‘can make no better investment of time and money than in the educa- 
tion of our children. And though the circumstances of nearly all 
parents oblige them to delegate this work chiefly to others, yet they 
ought never to neglect a personal supervision of it. 

Our limits will hardly allow us to give our opinion, and make sug- 
gestions, concerning each school separately. Nor would it, perhaps, 
be advisable to do so. Some general suggestions must suffice. ° 

No exercise is so poorly performed in our schools as Reading. This 
is doubtless true of many other schools besides those in Middleboro. 
But a small proportion of our scholars are good readers. We would 
suggest to-teachers to take more pains with this exercise. Drill the 
scholars. Show them how to do it, by doing it yourself, and then 
require them to imitate you until they do it well. 

We fear that the scholars in many of our schogls get but little in- 
struction in writing. It is not enough that the teacher has the writing 
books distributed and Jets the scholars write for twenty or thirty min- 
utes. They may do this for months without learning much, on account 
of a faulty way of doing it.. We have seen a whole school engaged in 
writing, with scarcely any two sitting in the same position at the desk, 
or holding the pen alike. ‘These are points upon which they need in- 
struction from the teacher. Most of them will have little opportunity 
to learn penmanship, except in the common schools. We trust that 
more attention will be given to this matter. 

It seems to us that an immense amount of time is wasted in the 
study of Grammar, as conducted in schools. The object of English 
Grammar is said to be to teach one to ‘‘ speak and write the English 
language correctly.” Does the usual method of tedching it do this? 
To some extent, doubtless, it does. But not to a degree proportioned 
to the amount of time and study devoted to it. Our children spend 
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months of precious time in storing away in their minds vast quantities 
of almost useless verbiage. The old time ‘‘ parsing” has been mostly 
supplanted by the more modern ‘‘ analysis.” But has this innovation, 
which has been for many years so popular, and from which so much 
was expected, answered the high hopes which were entertained of it? 
We think uot, and we believe that we are not alone in this opinion, 
but that it is shared in by many of the best educators. Scholars may 
learn to talk very glibly of ‘* simple,” ‘*‘compound,” ‘‘ complex ” ‘‘ ele- 
ments,” ‘‘ first class,” ‘‘ second class,” and ‘‘ third class,” and yet not 
know how to ‘‘speak and write the English language correctly.” This 
is to be learned by practice. If four fifths of the time which scholars 
spend in ‘‘ analyzing” were spent in writing sentences and short com- 
positions upon simple subjects, in connection with the study of gram- 
matical rules and principles, we think the real object of grammar 
would be much more quickly and effectually secured. When school 
days are ended and our children go out into active life, their knowledge 
of ‘‘elements” and ‘‘classes,” e¢ 1d omne genus, will be of very little 
use to them; while it will be of the wtmost importance to them to be 
able to speak and write their mother tongue correctly. 

- In saying these things we attach no blame to our teachers; for in 
teaching grammar in this manner they only follow the prevailing fash- 
ion, (for fashions prevail in education as in everything else.) But we 
believe that educators will devise a method of teaching grammar more 
practical, and economical of time, and which will render the study 
less dry and disagreeable than it now is to most scholars. The study. 
of language, especially our mother tongue, ought to be one of the 
most interesting of studies. If it is dry and repulsive, there must be 
a serious defect in the method. 


FINANCIAL. 


We have endeavored to be as economical in the expenditure of the 
money appropriated for educational purposes as was consistent with 
the highest interest of the schools. We have been especially careful 
not to overrun the appropriation. 

The amount appropriated was $7,500. We have expended $7,433.56. 
The money received from the State school fund ($367.61) we have 
not used. We have made a slight advance in the wages of some of 
the teachers, to bring them more nearly ‘on a level with those of other 
towns. When a good teacher has been secured it is much better to 
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retain her, by a small increase of pay, than to allow the school to suf- 
fer by a change of teachers, for the sake of saving a few dollars. 
We have had nearly as long schools in the various districts as the 
means placed at our disposal would allow. We have made the inci- 
dental expenses as small as possible. The amount appropriated for 
incidentals and transportation of scholars was $1,500. The amount 
expended for these two objects was $760.82. Of this sum, $140.41 
was paid for reading books purchased in a previous year, but not then 
paid for; leaving only $620.41 expended for incidentals and transpor- 
tation during the present year. And even of this sum, $72 was paid 
for additional heating apparatus in the High school recitation room. 

We come now to what we think the most important matter to be 
considered in the present report. Your Committees have called your 
attention two or three times, in the last few years, to the need of in- 
creased school accommodations in District 18; but no action has been 
taken by the town in regard to it. We think the time has arrived 
when such action is imperatively demanded. All the schools in that 
District are full to overflowing. When the schools were organized 
last spring it was found, after all the classes qualified for promotion 
had been removed to higher schools, that the Primary school still con- 
tained a larger number than could be accommodated there. It was 
therefore necessary to remove a large number more from this school to 
the first Intermediate, which was thus crowded to excess. All who 
could not be accommodated here were sent up to the second Interme- 
diate school, which necessitated the removal of a whole class from this 
to the Grammar school. None of these classes were qualified for pro- 
motion, and consequently the grade of all the schools has been lowered. 
There has been one more class in the Grammar school than belonged 
there, absorbing one fourth of the teacher’s time and attention, which 
justly belonged to the other classes. ‘They have consequently suffered 
a loss, as have also all the other schools. In‘the first Intermediate 
school there have been five classes, whereas there were only three a year 
or two since. This excess subtracts largely from the benefit which 
each class and each scholar derives from the school. Writing ought 
to be introduced into this school. But with these additional classes, 
all the teacher’s time is consumed in hearing ‘recitations, leaving no 
time for writing. None of the children of this district can, therefore, 
receive any instruction in writing until they have passed through the 
‘Primary and first Intermediate’ schools, and got into the second Inter- 
mediate. But no other school is so crowded as the Primary. In this 
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there are over 100 scholars, which is twice as many as ought to be in 
one school with only one teacher. The teacher of this school is one of 
superior excellence for the position, but what teacher can do full jus- 
tice to a hundred scholars? There is not time enough for it. Each 
session is three hours in length. A quarter of an hour of this is taken 
for recess. At least another quarter is consumed by the classes in 
taking their places for recitation and returning to their seats. There 
are various other hindrances; so that probably not more than two 
hours and a quartey are actually occupied in the recitations. But we 
will call it two and a half. Thisis 150 minutes for 100 scholars; one 
minute and a half for each one, or three minutes per day. Thus these 
little ones must sit in the school room wriggling about on hard seats 
and breathing bad air five hours and a half per day to get a chance to 
read and spell three minutes. True, they stand in the class more time 
than this, and doubtless learn something by listening to the recitations 
of others ; but each one’s own exercises can average only three minutes 
per day when about a hundred are present. This statement of the 
case needs no argument. It carries its own argument. It is the sim- 
ple logic of facts. Let no one say, ‘‘It is only a primary school.” 
The primary school is one of the most important. It lies at the foun- 
dation of our whole educational system. In any undertaking it is of 
immense importance to get a good start. To start a little mind in the 
race for an education requires tume. | 
Now, to remedy the state of things of which we have spoken, to 
relieve the schools of this excess of scholars, another school is neces- 
sary, and, as a consequence, more school room. How shall it be 
secured? Your committee are powerless to do anything, for the want: 
of means. We can only suggest what we think ought to be done. We: 
see no feasible way to accomplish the desired end but to build a new 
schoolhouse large enough to accommodate two schools. If the pri- 
mary school is divided, as we think it should be, there would then be 
five schools. The present house will accommodate three, without 
using the attic. It has long been apparent to all who have given any 
attention to the subject that the attic is not a suitable place for a school. 
Many parents are very unwilling to send their children there, and 
some will not do so. The room is low, very dark in cloudy weather, 
ill-ventilated, and in case of fire upon the stairs there would be no 
means of exit for the 50 scholars confined there. The only objection 
to building a new house is, of course, the expense. But the money’ 
view of the matter is not the only, nor the chief one. Too much 
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economy in educational matters is the worst of economy. The good 
of the schools should be the paramount consideration. 

Our Pilgrim Fathers planted the schoolhouse by the side of the 
church, and through all the history of our glorious old Commonwealth 
these have stood side by side in the hearts of the people, who have 
given, and continue to give, their money freely for the education of 
their children. We trust that Middleboro’ is not willing to be behind 
in the race. While we, as a town, should be economical, we cannot 
afford to be niggardly in the matter of education. Parents toil early 
and late to secure a competence for their children, but an education 
will benefit them more than thousands of gold and silver.- Their future 
happiness, usefulness, position in society, and general welfare depend, 
in a large measure, upon their being educated. ,They cannot get along 
as well without an education as their fathers and mothers do, for the 
next generation will be more generally educated than the present. 
Parents, you cannot bestow upon your children a more valuable legacy 
than a good education. But it will cost something, as everything val- 
uable does. It will cost something to build a schoolhouse — several 
thousand dollars. But we think it will pay. We suppose the strong- 
est. objection to it will come from the voters of other districts, who 
may, perhaps, think that the people of District 18 are more highly 
favored already than themselves. But we would call their attention 
to the fact that this District uses far less than its pro rata amount of 
the school money. It costs about three times as much to-educate a 
child in the other Districts as in this. The teachers receive almost as 
rouch in schools that average only 12 to 20 scholars, as in these which 
average 60; and incidental expenses are nearly as much inthe former. 
as in the latter. But we will not weary your patience with any fur-. 
ther remarks upon this subject. We have set the matter before you 
as it looks to us. ‘ We intend to bring it before the voters of the town 
at the approaching town meeting, and hope that something will be 
done besides talking. We feel that something must be done. The 
interests at stake are too great to be neglected. 


, HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High school, which has hitherto been itinerant, has at length 
become located in very commodious and pleasant quarters in our new 
and elegant town house, where it occupies four rooms, viz.: the 
schoolroom proper, a recitation room, and two dressing rooms. The 
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main room is nicely finished and supplied with 60 seats and desks of most 
modern and approved style, blackboards, and other necessary fixtures, 
and is, together with the recitation room, heated by steam, making alto- 
gether a very pleasant home for our High school, where we hope it may 
long remain, growing more and more efficient, and be resorted to by-a 
yearly increasing number of the young people of Middleboro. The school 
during the past year has been under the efficient management of Mr. 
J. H. Willoughby, assisted by Miss Annie D..Pratt. At the begin- 
ning of the spring term the course of study was revised and rearranged, 
and every effort has been made to induce the scholars to adhere to it. 
A High school is not worthy of the name unless this is done. If every 
scholar is allowed to pursue such studies as he pleases, there will be 
about as many classes as scholars; there can be no beginning or end » 
of a course, and nobody will ever be ready for graduation. Some 
members of the school have been there long enough, already, to grad- 
uate, but are not yet qualified to do so, just because they have not been 
steadily held:to any course, but each one has been allowed to do ‘‘what 
was right in his own eyes.” The result is that while they have pur- 
sued some studies longer and farther than was necessary for gradua- 
tion, they have not taken up some others at all. Boys and misses, 
from a dozen to sixteen years of age, are not competent to lay out a 
course of study for themselves ; nor are their parents, in many cases, 
any better qualified to do it. It needs to be done by those who have 
been over the ground and are familiar with it. There have been such 
frequent changes in committees and teachers that it has been impossi- 
ble to carry out any well-digested plan. But we intend that as long, 
at least, as the present committee and teacher retain their places, the 
course of study prescribed shall be strictly adhered to by all who enter 
the school, if possible. For in no other way can a High school be 
what it should be. The present first class will be ready for graduation 
in about a year, and other classes are following on, who, we hope, 
will complete the entire course. Pupils may not be able to see the 
utility of some studies, and parents may think we are requiring their 
children to learn what will be of no use to them. ‘To such let us say, 
the object of pursuing a course of study is not to store away a certain 
number of facts in the mind for future use, but culture and mental de- 
velopment. Of course, a large part of what is learned will be of actual 
use in the affairs of life. The studies which we include in our course 
are such as are pursued in other schools of a similar grade. We wish 
to make our course no less extensive than theirs. We believe our boys 
B 
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and girls are as competent to master such a course as those of other 
towns. We want our diploma to mean something, and to be a badge 
of honor to every one who obtains it. We want it to be indicative of 
hard work done, difficulties overcome, battles fought and victories won 
in the intellectual field. We wish we might rouse the ambition of our 
young people to secure as thorough an education, at least, as our High 
school can give them. We think the school is in good working order 
now. Mr. Willoughby is an excellent disciplinarian and teacher. He 
has succeeded in getting the school well classified, so that we know 
where each scholar belongs, how far he has advanced, and when he 
will complete the course, if he perseveres. The progress of the scholars 
in their studies has been commendable in general, while the scholar- 
ship of some has been of superior excellence. We should like to ‘‘call 
names,” but think it not advisable, upon the whole. But we would 
admonish the boys to look well to their laurels, or the girls will wear 
them upon graduation day. We have observed, in all the schools, 
that the girls are the best scholars. ‘There are, doubtless, some ex- 
ceptions, but this is the rule. We know not how to explain it—whether 
it is because they are the ‘‘weaker vessels” or not, but the fact remains. 

We have purchased during the year some chemical apparatus, and 
a small geological cabinet, to serve as nuclei around which to gather 
more in future years. The natural sciences cannot be successfully 
taught without apparatus, and a small sum spent in this way each year 
will be a well-paying investment. We have felt the need of philo- 
sophical apparatus, but as this is quite expensive we have not pur- 
chased any, but in its stead have bought a set of Johnson’s Philosoph- 
ical.Charts at small cost, which are intended as a cheap substitute for 
apparatus. We hope the town, in its appropriation for schools, will 
give us enough for incidentals so that a small part of it may be spent 
each year for apparatus. We wish to give the pupils of our High 
school as good facilities as it is in our power todo. We cannot expect 
to compete with the cities which spend money by hundreds of thou- 
sands for schools, but it is a duty which we owe the young people of 
our town to do the best we can for them. 

We desire to call attention to the following rule: Any member of 
the High school who is absent ten half days in one term may be sus- 


pended by the teacher until allowed by the committee to return to 
school. 
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DRAWING. 


At the beginning of the present school year we introduced drawing 
into the High school, and two lessons a week have been given through 
the year by Miss A. C. Eddy. (We think the school has made good 
proficiency in this department. As this is an innovation in this town, 
a few words upon the subject may not be amiss. 

Drawing has come to be regarded as an essential part of a public 
school education. There are few cities or large towns in the northern 
states in which it does not occupy an honorable place in the course of 
study. In the schools of Germany, England, and France, it is re- 
garded as one of the most important branches of education. The 
Legislature of Massachusetts passed an act, in 1870, making drawing 
a required study in the public schools of the state. We should be 
glad to comply with this requirement by introducing it into all the 
schools of our town. What we have done is a beginning, and we 
hope it will be followed up until drawing shall be a regular branch of 
study in all our schools. Doubtless many of our citizens would con- 
sider it a'waste of time and money to do so. To such let us say, 
drawing is not an accomplishment merely. Teaching a child to draw 
is not teaching him to make pretty but useless pictures. Drawing has 
an intimate connection with,—lies indeed at the foundation of, nearly all 
the most important industrial pursuits. Every branch of manufac- 
tures requires some knowledge of drawing. A house cannot be built, 
no kind of machinery can be made, a carpet cannot be manufactured, 
a piece of calico cannot be printed, a book or newspaper cannot be 
illustrated, in fact scarcely anything of daily use and necessity in civ- 
ilized life can be made, except in a rude manner, without a knowledge 
of drawing. In all the manufacturing countries of Europe, free pro- 
vision is made for instructing workmen of all classes in drawing. 
Governor English, in his message to the Connecticut Legislature in 
1870, said in regard to this matter: ‘‘ The object is to make artisans ; 
to turn out a better class of scholars, with such skill in designing and 
drawing as shall aid them in their industrial pursuits, and effectually 
advance the state in manufactures, inventions, and the mechanic arts. 
The decree of the first Napoleon, making drawing a prominent study 
in the schools of France, has brought untold wealth to the nation ; and 
instruction in drawing, when once successfully introduced into our 
public schools, will, I am confident, work equally salutary results in 
advancing the wealth and adding to thé material resources of our state.” 
And he recommends that drawing be iticluded among the required 
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branches of instruction in the schools. We have said enough to show 
you that drawing is not child’s play, but a study of immense practical 
utility, worthy to take a place side by side with reading, spelling and 
writing, in our systems of education. We should like to have all our 
teachers, who have any knowledge of drawing, give lessons to their 
pupils ; and those who have not a knowledge of it can qualify them- 
selves to teach it by devoting a little time to it, with the help of Bar- 
tholomew’s Teacher’s Guides. 


The qualifications for admission to the High school are the same as 
heretofore. (See last year’s report.) 

We have arranged two courses of study for the High school, an 
English course, and an English and Classical. Those who complete 
the three years English course satisfactorily will be entitled to diplo- 
mas. We have, however, laid out a fourth year’s course for all who 
wish to pursue their studies farther, and we earnestly advise all to 
remain four years. The English and Classical course will require four 
years to complete it. | 

ENGLISH COURSE. 


First year — Algebra, Physiology, Natural History, English Lan- 
guage. 

Second year— Geometry, Arithmetic, Natural Philosophy, Geolo- 
gy, English Language. 

Third year — Chemistry, Astronomy, Physical Geography or Book- 
keeping, French, History, Botany. 

Fourth year— for those who choose to remain in the school four 
years — Mental Philosophy, Moral Philosophy, French, History, Gen- 
eral Review. | 

ENGLISH AND CLASSICAL COURSE. 


First year — Algebra, Physiology, Natural History, Latin. 

Second year — Geometry, Arithmetic, Natural Philosophy, Geolo- 
gy, Latin. 

Third year — Chemistry, Astronomy, Physical Geography or Bot- 
any, French, Latin. 

Fourth year — Mental Philosophy, Bookkeeping, French, Latin, 
General Review. 

Students who are fitting for college can substitute Greek for English 
studies. Compositions and declamations will be required during the 
entire course. A course of reading in English Literature will be pur- 
sued during the whole course.

In presenting their First Annual Report, the-'Trustees have only to 
give some of the details of the work of organization. Their first 
work has been to gather the books from the different libraries which 
have been merged in this. Some delays in action have been experi- 
enced, but at last we have the books of four libraries in possession, 
ready to arrange for general circulation. These, with the purchases 
to be made from the town appropriation, and donations expected from 
individuals, will enable the library to open when arrangements are 
completed, with about 1,200 volumes. 

The work of preparing shelves and fitting the room has been com- 
pleted, and there remains to be done the work of arranging and cata- 
loguing the books. All the work upon books has thus far been done 
without expense to the town. 

The Secretary of the Board is under special obligations for valuable 
hints and suggestions from the librarians of the Brookline, Brockton, 
Taunton, and New Bedford libraries, and also for copies of catalogues.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


Pt dLC00TO PuOolic LLOTary. 


Presented for Adoption by the Town, 


PREAMBLE. 


The town of Middleboro agrees to hold and manage, for the use of 
its inhabitants, any devise, bequest, or donation it may receive and 


. accept, for the establishment, increase, or maintenance of its Public 


Library. 
CHAPTER I. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES, OFFICERS, AND THEIR DUTIES. 


Sec. 1. There shall be a Board of nine Trustee:, three of whom 
shall be elected annually at the annual town meeting, to hold office for 
three years thereafter, or until their successors shall be chosen and 
qualified to act. The Trustees chosen at the annual town meeting in 
the year 1875, shall, at their first regular meeting, divide themselves 
by lot into three classes. Those of the first class shall hold office for 
the term of one year, those of the second class for the term of two 
years, and those of the third class for the term of three years. 

Src. 2. The officers of the Board of Trustees shall consist of a 
President, Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer, and Librarian, who 
shall be members of the Board, except the Secretary and Librarian, 
who may be appointed by the Board. 

Src. 3. The Board of Trustees shall hold regular meetings on the 
last Friday of every month. Special meetings may be held at any 
time by request of two members, or at the order of the President. All 
meetings shall be seasonably notified by the Secretary. 

Src. 4. The standing committees of the Board shall consist of 
three members each, and shall be as follows, viz.: 1, The Committee 
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on the Library ; 2, The Committee on Accounts and Finances. And 
they shall at all times be under the control and direction of the Board. 

It shall be the duty of the Library Committee : 

To purchase all books ; 

Subscribe for all periodicals ; — 

Direct in relation to the binding of books and their preparation for use ; 

Provide all necessary books and blanks for the use of the Librarian ; 

Make an annual examination of the Library and report its condition, 
and prepare the annual report to the town ; 

To have the general charge and direction of the Library and room. 

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Accounts and Finances : 

To examine all bills against the Library, and, if correct, to approve 
the same. 

Src. 5. At the first regular meeting in April the officers and stand- 
ing committees of the Board shall be chosen by ballot. Vacancies 
may be filled at any regular meeting. 

Sec. 6. Four members shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business. 


CHAPTER II. 
USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


Sec. 1. The Library shall be open for the use and delivery of 
books at such times as the Library Committee shall designate, due 
notice of which shall be given. 

Src. 2. All inhabitants of the town of Middleboro above the age 
of 18 years, who shall sign an obligation to observe all the rules and 
regulations of the Library, shall be entitled to take books therefrom 
so long as they shall comply with the same. But if the applicant for 
books be unknown to the Librarian, that officer shall require a certifi- 
cate from some responsible person that the applicant is a suitable per- 
son to receive books. A deposit to the full value of the volume called 
for, or of the set to which it belongs, may take the place of such cer- 
tificate. 

Sec. 3. Resident minors, 16 years old or upwards, may be allowed 
the privileges of the Library by filing a certificate signed by the parent 
or guardian, or other responsible person, by which the signer shall 
become to the same extent responsible for said minor as he would be 
for himself. 

Src. 4. Every person entitled to take books from the Library shall 
receive from the Librarian a printed card having on it the name of the 
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applicant, also the number of each book taken, and date of the deliv- 
ery; and this card must be presented to the Librarian as the method 
of obtaining any book that may be wanted. Printed slips will be 
furnished upon which to enter the numbers of books desired. 

Sec. 5. No person shall be allowed more than one volume at one 
time. Books taken from the Library may be kept fourteen days: 
_ provided, that any book may be retaken once by the same person, 
unless an application for the same has been made in writing. The 
Library Committee may specify a shorter or longer time for keeping 
out particular books, which time shall be named on the cover. The 
fine for the retention of any volume beyond the time specified shall be 
two cents for every day it is so retained. 

Sec. 6. Any book retained two weeks beyond the time prescribed 
by the regulations shall be sent for by the Librarian, and the expense 
incurred in obtaining it shall be paid by the person so retaining it. 

_ Sec. 7. <Any book not returned within one week after demand is 

made for it by the Librarian, shall be regarded as lost. All losses 
and all injuries to books beyond reasonable wear shall be made good, 
to the satisfaction of the Library Committee, by the person liable. 

Src. 8. There shall be an annual examination of the Library on 
or before the last Friday in January. All books are required to be 
returned to the Library fourteen days before the annual examination, 
under penalty of a fine of one dollar. Seasonable notice of the time 
shall be given by the Librarian. 

Src. 9. Books taken shall be used in the family of the taker only, 
and no person owing a fine of forfeiture shall receive books from the 
Library until the same is settled, to the satisfaction of the Library 
Committee. 

Sec. 10. Books of reference, and those not intended for general 
circulation, shall not be loaned except by an order ‘signed by at least 
one of the Trustees. 

Sgc. 11. All visitors to the Library room will be required to de- 
mean themselves quietly, and to avoid all unnecessary conversation ; 
and any persons abusing the privileges of the Library by improper or 
offensive conduct, shall be denied admission to the rooms. 
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CHAPTER IT. 
LIBRARIAN. 


Sec. 1. The Librarian, under the direction of the Committee of 
the Library, shall have the custody of all the property in the Library 
rooms, and shall be responsible for due care in keeping the same ; shall 
prepare the books for circulation, make all necessary records, prepare 
catalogues when required, and perform such other duties as are usually 
incumbent upon a librarian. 

Sec. 2. A record shall be kept of all donations, and all books pre- 
sented to the Library shall have the name of the donor placed upon 
them. 


CHAPTER IV. 


These Rules and Regulations may be amended at any meeting at 
which five Trustees shall be present, if four shall vote in favor of the 
amendment proposed: provided, that notice of the same shall have 
been given at least one month previously.

In accordance with a vote of the town, we present the accounts of 
the Highway Surveyors in a detailed form, showing as far as possible 
from their reports, when and where they have expended the money 
intrusted to them, and the amount paid to each person. Although 
there has been considerable improvement within a few years in the 
keeping of these accounts, we still think that there is room for more. 
It will be noticed that, while some of the surveyors have paid the 
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same sum per day to all persons employed, by them during the year, 
others have paid some more, and some less, according, we presume, 
to what their work was worth, or to the time of the year in which it 
was performed. While we do not wish to disparage the price of labor, 
we do think that the same principles should govern in expending the 
town’s money, as in our own; that we should pay a man, or his 
team, what we think their labor is fairly worth, and if we are obliged 
to pay more than that, employ them as little as possible.

Under the appropriation for preventing the echo in the hall, the com- 
mittee have investigated every source within their reach, and, while 
people enough have been confident they could suggest a remedy, no 
plan has yet been offered that gave promise enough of success to war- 
rant the committee in spending the town’s money. Draping seems the 
most promising remedy, but to do this successfully, will require a 
larger appropriation than the one made by the town.

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SIDEWALKS. 


The question of sidewalks is getting to be a subject of importance, 
and more so as the village increases in inhabitants; and it appears to 
us necessary that the town should take some action upon the subject, 
and for that purpose article twenty is inserted in the warrant, that the 
town may avail itself of the following acts of the Legislature of this 
Commonwealth. 


[Chap. 303. ] 
AN ACT IN RELATION TO SIDEWALKS IN CITIES. 


Be xt enacted, &c., as follows : 


Sect. 1. The board of mayor and aldermen in any city may grade 

and construct sidewalks, and complete any partially constructed side- 
walk in any street of such city, as the public convenience may require, 
with or without edge stones, as said board shall deem expedient, and 
may cover the same with brick, flat stones, concrete, gravel or other 
appropriate material, and may assess upon the abutters on such side- 
walks, in just proportions, not exceeding one half of the expense of 
the same; but all assessments so made shall constitute a lien upon the 
abutting land, and be collected in the same manner as taxes on real 
estate are now collected, and such sidewalks, when constructed, with 
' edge stones and covered with brick, flat stones or concrete, shall after- 
wards be maintained at the expense of such city. When any such 
sidewalk shall be permanently constructed with edge stones, and cov- 
ered with brick, flat stones or concrete, as aforesaid, there shall be de- 
ducted from the assessment therefor any sum which shall have been 
previously assessed upon the abutting premises, and paid to the city 
for the expense of the construction of the same in any other manner 
than with edge stones and with brick, flat stones or concrete as afore- 
said; and such deduction shall be made pro rata, and-in just propor-

In estimating the damage sustained by any party by the 
construction of sidewalks as aforesaid, there shall be allowed, by way 
of set-off, the benefit, if any, to the property of the party by reason 
thereof. 

Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Srxcr. 4. This act shall not take effect in any city unless accepted 
by the city council thereof. Approved May 3, 1872. 
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[Chap. 107.] 
AN ACT CONCERNING SIDEWALKS. 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows : ‘ 


Sect. 1. Chapter three hundred and three of the acts of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two is amended so as to provide that no abutter 
shall be assessed for the expense of any sidewalk a sum exceeding one 
per cent. of the valuation of his estate abutting on such sidewalk as 
fixed by the annual assessment last preceding the construction of such 
sidewalk. 

Sect. 2. The provisions of chapter three hundred and three of the 
acts of eighteen hundred and seventy-two, as amended by the first sec- 
tion of this act, are extended to any town accepting the same at an 
annual meeting; ,and the authority conferred by said act upon the 
mayor and aldermen of cities is conferred upon the selectmen of such 
town. Approved March 28, 1874.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn all of the inhabitants of the town of Middle- 
borough qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall, 
in said town, on Monday, the 15th of March inst., at 10 o’clock a. M., to 
act on the following articles, viz. : 


1st. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. . 

2d. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year, the fol- 
lowing officers to be voted for all on one ballot, viz.: Town Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Collector, Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, School Com- 
mittee, Constables, and three or more Fish Wardens. 

8d. To determine the manner of repairing the highways and bridges the 
present year. 

4th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the present year, and determine when the same 
shall be assessed and how appropriated. 

5th. To choose a Board of Auditors to examine claims against the town 
and order the payment thereof. 

6th. To choose a committee to settle with their Treasurer, and report 
the condition of the treasury. 

7th. To vote to pay the Treasurer and Collector, and Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, for their services the past year. 

8th. To dispose of the town’s right to take alewives the present year, 
and act anything thereon. 

9th. To see if the town will vote that the yards of persons chosen Field 
Drivers shall be Town Pounds so long as they remain in office, provided 
they be also chosen Pound Keepers. 

10th. To see if the town will authorize their Overseers of the Poor to 
contract with some person to take charge of their Alms-house, and act 
anything thereon. 

llth. To allow accounts against the town and act anything thereon. 

12th. To take action in relation to clearing the highways of snow the 
present year. 

13th. To choose a committee to have the care of the Town House and 
Lot, and act anything thereon. 

14th. To hear and act upon the reports of any officers or committees of 
the town. 

15th. To see if the town will authorize their Treasurer to hire money to 
pay school teachers the present year. 

16th. To see if the town will vote to enlarge the school-house in (old) 
School District No. 18, or otherwise provide more room to accommodate 
the children in said district, and act anything thereon.

Toseeif the town will accept an ‘‘ act concerning sidewalks” passed 
by the Legislature of this State in 1874, (Chap. 107,) andact anything thereon. 

2ist. To see if the town will adopt the Rules and Regulations of the 
Public Library, as proposed by the Trustees in their report, and act any- 
thing in relation to the Library as may be deemed expedient. 

22d. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum not exceeding 
$500 to repair Walnut street, and act anything thereon. 

23d. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to carry the 
foregoing articles into effect, and act anything thereon.

OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


February 1st, 1876. 


Scuoot ComMItrer To THE CiT1zENS OF MIDDLEBORO’ :— 


All intelligent persons are agreed that the schools of a town are 
one of its most important interests. Yet, facts hardly seem to 
show that the people of Middleboro’ practically consider them so, 
whatever may be their theory. In the last Report of the Board of 
Education, Middleboro’ stood 305th in the list of towns in the 
amount of school money appropriated per scholar; that is, 304 of 
the towns of the State appropriated more money per scholar than 
our town. All the small towns around us, such as Lakeville, 
Rochester, Carver, Plympton, and Halifax are ahead of us, some of 
them appropriating nearly twice as much per scholar as Middleboro’. 

If we take another table in that Report, showing the percentage 
of the valuation of the towns appropriated for schools, Middleboro’ 
stands 277th, and is still behind all the above-mentioned towns. 
At that time this town appropriated but $6000. It now appropriates 
$7500, which, it is hoped, raises us a little farthar from the foot of 
thelist. Still, our relative standing is not now, probably, a flattering 
one. There is no excuse for these facts. Our town cannot plead 
poverty, nor excessive taxation. ‘The valuation of the town, 
according to the same Report, was then $2,382,045. The amount 
appropriated for schools was only 2 1-2 mills on a dollar—not a 
very burdensome tax. The pay of our teachers is less than the 
average of the towns of Plymouth County, and considerably less 
than the average throughout the State. We do not say these things 
in a spirit of complaint, but to set before the voters of the town 
some facts which they are not, probably, aware of.

We hope the town wfll appropriate $8000 for schools for the 
coming year. We think this sum will be needed. There will be 
one more school in District 18 than heretofore, which will cost 
about $300. We think that some of the schools in the country 
districts should be longer. It has been customary, in most of these 
districts, to have two terms of ten weeks each, and one term of 
twelve weeks, making only thirty-two weeks in the year; while 
District 18,¢and two or three others, have had thirty-six weeks. 
We think all the schools should be kept thirty-six weeks, unless the 
number of scholars is very small. This change will, of course, 
require a little more money than heretofore. We think, also, that 
some, at least, of our teachers should be paid more. So that $8000 
will be little enough for the coming year. 


THE NEW SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


During the past year a new school-house, so long needed in 
District 18, has been built, and is now occupied, enabling us to 
relieve the Primary school of its superabundance of scholars. This 
house has been the subject of much unreasonable and unjust fault- 
finding. Unreasonable and unjust, because the Committee built 
just such a house as the town authorized them to build. The town 
had full power to build whatever kind of house it pleased, small or 
large, cheap or costly, plain or ornamental, of brick, stone, iron, 
rosewood, or hemlock. It had only to vote for it, and appropriate 
the money to pay for it. The building committee were, for the time 
being, the servants of the town, and it was their duty to build such a 
house as the town ordered for the money which the town appropriated, 
and they had no right to build any other. The town voted to build” 
a plain, two-story, wooden house, not to cost over $6000, including 
the land. The committee obeyed orders implicitly, built such a 
house as the town ordered, and kept the expenses within the 
appropriation. We cannot see, therefore, how the voters of the 
town can justly blame anybody but themselves if the house does not 
suit them. If they wanted the house ornamented to the extent of 
$500 or $1000, they could have had it by voting for it. But they 
voted for a plain house, and appropriated barely money enough to 
pay for it, and carefully instructed the committee not to exceed the 
appropriation, and then blamed them because they did not build an 
ornamental house which would inevitably have cost several hundred 
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dollars more than the appropriation. Consistency is a jewel. The 
only reason why the committee put in no ventilating apparatus was 
because they knew of none worth putting in. There is a great deal 
of ventilating apparatus in the market, very nice, very expensive, 
andsevery wseless—most of it. We have some fine specimens of such 
in this town, and the committee did not care to have any more. 

The house is a good-looking, substantial building, thoroughly 
good in every part, of good material and good workmanship, with 
large, convenient, comfortable, and very pleasant school-rooms, and 
ample entries and stairways. 

The rooms were made large enough so that when the increase in 
the number of scholars shall require it—as will probably be the case 
in a few years—a small addition can be made to the rear end of the 
house, and a recitation-room made for each school-room, each 
teacher be allowed an assistant, and enough scholars put into each 
room for the two teachers. Thus the house will accommodate the 
equivalent of four schools. (For an exhibit of the expense of the 
house see page 16.) 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


All our schools are now in a fair condition with respect to numbers, 
except the Grammar school. That has about twenty scholars more 
than it ought to have. This state of things has been brought about 
gradually, on account of the excessive number of scholars in the 
Primary school. It was impossible to divide that school for the want 
of a room, and hence the only remedy was—a remedy that has 
proved to be rather worse than the disease—to remove the surplusage 
of scholars to the next higher school. Then this school was filled 
to overflowing, and a part had to be removed to the next higher, 
and so on, until the Grammar school was reached. When the 


_ . classes arrived here they could go no farther without an examination. 


This was an effectual barrier to the onward-flowing current, and the 
result was that the Grammar school was flooded. After the new 
house was completed, and room thus provided for the division of the 
Primary school, the most suitable method of relieving the Grammar 
school seemed to be to put the lowest class back into the school 
below, and the lowest class from this school into the next below, and 
soon. These classes were removed from one school to another 
before they were qualified for promotion, and hence the grade of 
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scholarship in all the schools was lowered. The lowest class in each 
school at present properly belongs in the school below, and would 
not yet have been promoted but for the want of room in the Primary 
school. 


The committee proposed to put the classes back in the marfner 
mentioned, but the bare proposal raised such a tempest of dissatis- 
faction—parents threatening to take their children out of school and 
send them to private schools—that the plan was givenup. It was, 
no doubt, the best thing for the schools that could have been done. 
Parents are in too much of a hurry to have their children get ahead 
from class to class, and from school to school, without much 
considering whether they are going through their studies, or going 
over or around them. If their children can be got through the 
schools at seventeen years of age, instead of nineteen or twenty, 
they seem to think they have gained so much time. The truth is, 
they have lost two or three of the most valuable years of their lives 
for study ; a loss which in nineteen cases out of twenty will never 
be made up, for but very few of our scholars will ever pursue their 
studies beyond the High school. When they got through this their 
studying is done. Hence, we think it is very unwise to hurry them 
through. This is a matter, of all others, in which there is need of 
‘¢making haste slowly.” Give your children time enough to go 
thoroughly. No matter if it takes them a year longer to get ready 
for the High school. There are large numbers of children in our 
schools who will go into the High school a year too soon. It is 
better to hold them back a little, and let them get thoroughly 
prepared. Then their High school course will be much pleasanter 
and more profitable to them, and there is little danger of their 
learning too much, or exhausting the stock of knowledge if they take 
~ a year or two longer to get through. The most feasible way of 
relieving the crowded condition of the Grammar school seems to be 
to let it remain as it is for one more term. At the end of next term 
the first class will go into the High school. This will leave about a 
suitable number in the Grammar school. Then, no more classes 
should be. promoted for a year. This will divide our scholars 
equitably between the five schools. There is room enough in each 
of the lower schools for all the scholars that are there. Every school 
will have enough, and no school will be excessively crowded. We 
hope the committee will meet with no opposition in carrying out 
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this measure. We think it must be done. The Grammar school 
must not be so crowded as it has been for a year past. 

We will say, for the comfort of those children who are in a great 
hurry to get to the High school, and of those parents who share in 
the feeling, that this plan will not really delay the classes. It would, 
doubtless, be better for them if it did. But it will not. If a class 
should go into the Grammar school this year, it would go in as the 
third class, (there being two classes already in the school,) and 
hence it would remain in the school three years ; whereas, if it does 
not go in until next year, it will go in as the second class, and would 
remain in the school but two years ; thus getting to the High school 
just as soon as if it went into the Grammar school this year. 

The advantage of this plan will be that the teacher of the 
Grammar school will not have more to do during the coming year 
than one person can possibly do, which she will have if a class goes 
into her school this year. After one year promotions will go on 
again as usual. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


We congratulate the young people of our town upon the excellent 
advantages which they enjoy for acquiring an education. Our High 
school is in a very effective condition, and any young person who is 
disposed to study cannot fail of success there. The course of study 
is solid and substantial, embracing about all that is usually taught 
in High schools, and the teachers are thoroughly competent to teach 
anything contained in the course. We wish that more of the young 
people of the town felt disposed to avail themselves of its advantages. 
With more than nine hundred school children in the town there ought 
to be more than fifty in our High school. There is a good prospect 
that the school will be larger next year. There is a large class in 
the Grammar school, which will enter the High school at the 
beginning of the next school year, besides quite a number from 
other parts of the town. We earnestly urge the boys and girls of 
Middleboro’ not to rest content without going through the entire 
High school course. But those who cannot very well go through 
the whole course we will endeavor to accommodate as well as we 
can. We cannot agree to allow them to pursue any studies they 
may choose, as this would introduce endless confusion into the 
school; but they may select any studies they please from the High 
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school course, (provided the teachers can arrange the recitations, 
which can probably be done in nearly every case,) and recite with 
the classes that are pursuing those studies. ‘They can pursue each 
study as long as they please, and remain in the school any number 
of terms they please. Of course no scholar can graduate, or be 
entitled to a diploma who does not complete the entire course. 

The qualifications for admission to the High school are :— 

1.—Satisfactory examination in Reading, Spelling and Arithmetic. 

2.—The whole of Common School Arithmetic. 

3.—In Grammar, the whole of Greene’s Introduction, and ability 
to parse and analyze ordinary prose. 

4,—The whole of Warren’s Common School Geography. 

5.—United States History completed. 

There are two courses of study for the High school—an English 
course, and English and Classical. Those who complete the 
three years’ English course satisfactorily will be entitled to diplomas. 
We have, however, laid out a fourth year’s course for those who 
wish to pursue their studies farther, and we earnestly advise all to 
remain four years. The English and .Classical course will require 
four years to complete it. 


ENGLISH COURSE. 


_ First year—Algebra, Physiology, Natural History, English Lan- 
ouage. 

Second year—Geometry, Arithmetic, Surveying, Natural Philos- 
ophy, Geology, English Language. 

Third year—Chemistry, Astronomy, Physical Geography or Book- 
keeping, French, History, Botany. 

Fourth year—for those who choose to remain in the school four 
~ years—Mental Philosophy, Moral Philosophy, French, History, 
General Review. 


ENGLISH AND CLASSICAL COURSE. 


First year—Algebra, Physiology, Natural History, Latin. 

Second year—Geometry, Arithmetic, Surveying, Natural Philos- 
ophy, Geology, Latin. 

Third year—Chemistry, Astronomy, Physical Geography or 
Botany, French, Latin. 

Fourth year—Mental Philosophy, Book-keeping, French, Latin, 
General Review. 
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Students who are fitting for College can substitute Greek for 
English studies. Compositions and Declamations will be required 
during the entire course. 

A course of reading in English literature will be pursued during 
the entire course. © 

Hereafter our school year will commence with the Fall term, 
(instead of the Spring term as heretofore,) in order to make it 
correspond with nearly all schools, of every kind, throughout the 
country. Those intending to enter the High school will be examined 
at the end of the Spring term, and will go into the High school at 
the beginning of the Fall term. 


DRAWING. 


In our Report last year we called attention to the subject of 
Drawing, and expressed the hope that it would be introduced into 
all our schools. But little has been done, however, in that direction. 

The law of our State makes Drawing a required study in all the 
schools of the Commonwealth. Itis being very generally introduced 
into the schools throughout the State. If we would not fall behind 
the other towns of the State, and deprive our children of privileges 
which others are enjoying, we must comply with this requirement of 
our statutes, and put Drawing into our schools. The committee 
have, acordingly, decided that hereafter Drawing shall be a part of 
the course of study in all our schools; all scholars will be expected 
to take it, and all our teachers to teach it. 

‘No teacher need be dismayed at this, for any one who is competent 
to teach school can teach Drawing. * Prof. Walter Smith, Director 
of Art Education for Massachusetts, has prepared series of drawing-" 
cards and books for Primary, Intermediate, Grammar, and High 
schools, each series accompanied by a Teacher’s Manual, giving all 
necessary instructions. Our teachers, by giving proper attention 
to the subject, with the aid of these Manuals, will find no serious 
difficulty in teaching Drawing. A Manual will be furnished for 
every teacher’s table, as other text books are, and scholars will he 
supplied with their first outfit at introduction prices, which are two- 
thirds of the retail price. The expense for each scholar will be 
trifling. 

This arrangement will go into operation at the beginning of the _ 
Spring term. | 2 3 
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The appropriation of the town for schools the past year was 
$7500. Our proportion of the State School fund, unexpended last 
year, $367.61, including this year’s allowance, $325.25, making 
$8.192.86 in our hands that may be expended for the support of 


schools.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Trustees of the Middleborough Public Library. 


The Trustees chosen at the annual town meeting in 1875, at 
their first meeting thereafter, as required by the Library Regulations, 
divided themselves by lot into three classes, to serve one, two, and 
three years respectively. The result of the division is as follows :— 

For One Yrar.—George Brayton, James M. Coombs, and 
Joseph E. Beals. Term expires in 1876. 

For Two YrEars.—W. Clarkson Ryder, Wm. H. Wood, and 
W.T. Leonard. Term expires in 1877. 

For Turee Yrears.—William R. Peirce, Noah C. Perkins, and 
Abner L. Westgate. Term expires in 1878. 

Mr. Leonard, on removing from town, resigned his position on 
the Board, and his place is now vacant. 

More delay was experienced in the work of getting the Library 
ready for opening to the public than was anticipated at the time of 
our last Report, which delay was on account of scantiness of means, 
To secure the services of professional assistants would exhaust so 
much of our appropriation as to leave but little for the purchase of 
new books. Accordingly, the work was done by voluntary labor, 
and most of it in addition to regular daily duties, but without any 
expense to the Library. In the work of cataloguing, covering and 


_ preparing the books for circulation, Dr. E. 8. Hathaway, Mr. Henry 


H. Sylvester, and Mr. F. T. Belcher have each rendered very 
efficient aid and assistance. Mr. W. T. Leonard, also, while a 
member of the Board, entered very heartily into the work, and his 
services were lost to us with much regret. 

At the time of our last Report we counted upon opening the 
Library with about 1200 volumes. That number has been increased 
by purchase and donations, so that the number now catalogued and on 
our shelves is 1848, which, with other books in broken sets, and not 
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yet on the catalogue, will make our number something more than 
2000. A catalogue is now in the printer’s hands, and will be ready 
for the public in a short time. 

The Library was open to the public September 27th, with Miss 
N. Josephine Bullard as Librarian. The work from that time to 
the 15th of January, when it was closed for the annual examination, 
is given in the following Report of the Lihrarian, submitted at that 
time :— 

‘¢'The number of cards issued is 608. The Library has been 
open for the delivery of books 92 days. ‘The total number of books 
delivered has been 5138, an average of 56 per day. ‘The largest 
monthly issue has been 1580; the largest daily, 125, which would 
have been much larger had there been a sufficient number of books 
to supply the demand. The amount received from fines is $11.12.” 


Since the reopening of the Library, the number of cards issued 
has been increased to about 725, and the average number of daily 
deliveries has been also increased. ‘Timely assistance-in the attend- 
ance upon the patrons has been gratuitously rendered by Mr. 
Charles M. Thatcher. The Library is open daily from four to eight 
o'clock, P. M.

It will be seen that the appropriation for the repair of highways 
has been exceeded by several hundred dollars, and yet we think all 
will agree that our roads are none too good. We have named the 
same sum in our estimate this year as last, but we think that if the 
amount was increased and properly expended, it would be a judicious 
‘investment. 

We have also expended more than the estimate for special repairs, 
which increase was caused, mainly, by our having to rebuild the 
Turnpike bridge, which was not anticipated so soon. ‘The stone 
work has been raised about eighteen inches, thoroughly repaired, 
and the wood work made entirely new, of good southern pine. It 
is now a substantial structure, and, we think, will last a long time. 
We think that there will be more than the usual amount of new 
roads and special repairs the coming year, and have increased the 
estimate accordingly. We have also included in our estimate $200 
for sidewalks, as we think there will be something needed for that 

*purpose. 

* We recommend a change in the method of expending the highway 
money. While some surveyors have complied with the instructions 
of the town, and employed help as reasonable as they could, others 
have paid their help from twenty-five to fifty cents per day more 
than they would have received if at work for individuals. While 
we do not wish to reduce the price of labor, we do think that the » 
town ought to employ labor at as low prices as individuais. 
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We are well aware that the repair of the highways is a troublesome 
matter, and one about which there is great difference of opinion. 
If the town is not ready to choose road commissioners, we would 
recommend either that the whole matter be put into the hands of a 
committee of three, or more, who will appoint agents for the 
different sections or districts, and have the general control of the 
whole matter; or, if the town prefers to choose surveyors as 
heretofore, that the matter of prices to be paid to, and by the 
surveyors, be put in the hands of a committee, with full power to 
regulate and equalize the same as they shall think best for the 
whole town. :

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Pei OOl’ COMMITTEE 


february 1st, 1877. 


To THE CITIZENS OF MIDDLEBORO :— 


In the School Report of last year, attention was called to the stand- 
ing of the town of Middleboro as compured with other towns of the 
Commonwealth, in relation to the amount of money raised for each 
scholar between the ages of 5 and 15 vears. The statistics then presented 
were from the thirty-eighth Annual Report of the Board of Education, 
and were based on an appropriation of $6,000 00 for the support of our 
schools. In the thirty-ninth Report, based on an appropriation of $7,500, 
our standing was raised from being the 805th town to the 239th, there 
being 23S towns in the State which raised more money for each scholar 
than Middleboro, and 101 which raised less; thus showing that our 
town is still far below the average in this respect. This subject is again 
presented to the attention of the town, with the assurance that our peo- 
ple need only to be kept informed of what is needed, and the want will 
be promptly supplied. 

Our schools have during the year, as a whole, made a fair advance. 
In some cases very marked progress having been shown, and ina few 
others as marked failure was apparent. Entire success in any school 
calls first, for a teacher who has the natural abilities for that occupation, 
combined with the necessary educational qualifications, and second, a full 
co-operation with the teacher on the part of the parents and guardians 
of the scholars. The first of these requisites, the good teacher, your 
committee have used their best endeavors to provide. In relation to the 
second requirement, we have no doubt that parents are very zealous in

their endeavors to promote the best interests of our schools, but on this 
point, permit us to suggest some particulars in which these efforts may be 
earried too far. Donot, in presence of your own or neighbor’s children, 
discuss the merits of the teacher, her ways of governing or the prob- 
abilities as to whether she can continue in the school or not. By so doing 
the scholar’s confidence in the teacher may be lost, and further progress 
on the part of the learner seriously retarded. While you allow your 
child to attend a school, never give that child any reason to think that 
you are wanting in confidence in the teacher. Do not, in your kindly 
efforts to assist your child in his studies, assume to do the work of either 
teacher or pupil. Itis beheved that most of the teachers employed in 
our schools, have, by special preparation for the business of teaching, 
found better methods of instruction than those known to a large major- 
ity of parents, so that home instruction frequently comes in conflict with 
school methods, and what was kindly intended to promote the best in- 
terests of the pupil, proves to be a positive disadvantage. 

The recompense for labor belongs to the laborer, and in the work of 
acquiring an education, this rule has no exception ; therefore when you 
perform the examples in arithmetic or algebra, analyze the sentences in 
grammar or translate the Latin or French for your child, you should ful- 
ly understand that as you have performed the labor, the child is not en- 
titled to, and will not receive the pay; and further, you may in this as- 
sist in deceiving the teacher in relation to the real wants of the scholar, 
and thus deprive the scholar of that needed instruction which would 
have enabled him to accomplish the work for himself. 


Always insist on the prompt and regular attendance of your children 
at school. A further reference tothe thirty-ninth Report of the Board 
of Education will exhibit something of the loss which we sustain by ir- 
regular attendance. By that Report it appears that the whole number 
of scholars between the ages of 5 and 15 years, in the town of Middleboro 
forthe year 1874-5 was S74; the average attendance was 55; thus it will 
be seen that there was an average absence of 309 scholars, and as our 
schools were in session 180 days this will make an aggregate absence 
equal to 55,620 days for one scholar, and let no one think that because 
this loss is divided among so large a number, that it can be afforded by 
the children of this town. 


If a teacher does not succeed in the management of a school, how is 
the case to be dealt with? It frequently happens that the committee 
are not fully aware of the state of affairs in a badly governed school, as 
their information is derived from their visits to the school, and scholars 
are sometimes shrewd enough to put on their best behavior in presence 
of the cemmittee. Now if a school is in a very bad condition, this fact 
soon becomes known to most of the families interested, and we think 
that it would be much better for these families to unite in presenting the 
facts in the case directly to the committee, than to remove their children 
one at atime from the school.

The Grammar school during the year has not advancedas fast as has 
seemed desirable, but it is hoped that order has at last been brought from 
confusion, and that the advanced class may, by hard work during the re- 
mainder of the year, make some amend for the time they have so nearly 
wasted. At the close of the Spring term, it is expected that a class from 
this department will be prepared to enter the High school, and this give 
room for all the classes in the lower departments to advance one step, 
and thus fully establish that regular succession of classes which has been 
anticipated for our graded schools, but which has been seriously inter- 
rupted by the crowded condition of our school-rooms. 


At the close of the school year in June, a class was for the first time 
graduated from the High school, and at the conmencement of the Fall 
term a large and promising class entered, and it appears that a greater 
interest is being manifested in all parts of our town in securing the ad- 
vantages which this important branch of our school system furnishes. 


In accordance with the vote of the town, a janitor was employed to 
take charge of the school-houses at the village ; this movementafter due 
trial seems to meet the approval of most of those who have had an op- 
portunity to observe its effects, and it is not wholly an extra expense as 
the janitor attends to the sawing and eare of the wood and cleaning of 
school-houses, which were considerable items of expense under the old 
plan. 


Several of the school-houses will need to be shingled and otherwise 
considerably repaired during the coming year. The house for School 
No. 2, (Waterville) we think needs to be repaired by “substitution” 
that is, the old house should be removed and a new ene substituted for 
it. The old house if repaired will need new shingles, plastering, floor, 
doors, windows and window frames, and when that is done it will leave 
a school-room only seven and two-thirds feet high, (or rather low) having 
been built at different times, and not well adapted for school purposes. 
We commend this subject to the immediate attention of the town, asthe 
present house must be repaired or a new one erected before another 
Winter. 


During the ast year forthe first time, Truant oflicers have been ap- 
pointed, but after their appointment it was found that they were nearly 
powerless to act without the enactment by the town, of a code of By- 
Laws. This was accordingly done, and they were printed and copies 
posted in the school-houses. No truants have yet been arrested by the 
officers, and in nearly all cases where the officers have been called, pa- 
reats have seat their children to school without further proceedings. “It 
is the intention of the committee to demand a strict compliance with 
these By-Laws, and teachers and citizens should at once notify the Com- 
mittee or Truant officers, of all cases of truancy that may come under 
their observation. 


That none may offend ignorantly, a copy of these By-Laws is insert- 
ed in this report.

Any minor residing in the town of Middleboro who is an habitual 
truant, or any child between the ages of 7 an115 years, founl wan lering about 
the streets or pudlic places in said town, havinz no lawful o:cupation or busines’, 
not atten ling school, anl growing up in ignorance, shall on conviction thereof, 
be committed with the consent of the Boar. of State Charities, to the State Pri- 
miury Schoel at Monson, or to some svhool for the conSinement, discipline, anl 
instruction of truants, establishel by the County Commissioners of Plymouth 
county. } 

Src. 2, Any child between the ages of 7 and 15 years, residing in the town 
of Mildleboro, who, while a mem er of any public school in sail town, shall 
absent him:elf from said school without the knowledge and con ent of the teach- 
er of such school or of his or her parent or guardian, three or more times in the 
cour :e of any one term thereof, or shall be wilfully tardy at such school three or 
more time: in the cour'e of any one term thereof without sufficient excuse, shall 
in such case be deemed and taken to be an habitual truant. 

Sre. 3. Itis hereby required of every child between the ages of 7 and 15 
year3,residinz in sail town, to regularly attend some day schoolapproved by tle 
School Committee, unless engaged in some lawful business or employment, in 
which case every such child between the ages of 8 and 14 years, so employed, 
shall annually attenl some public day school approved by the School Commit- 
tee, at least 20 weeks as prescribed by the statutes, and any such child who shall 
wilfully, an1 without just cause or excuse, neglect and fail to comply with the 
requirements of this By-Law, shall be deemed an taken to be an habitual tru- 
ant. But this By-Law shall not apply to any children who are exempted from 
the duty of attending school for any of the reasons specified in Chap. 279 of the 
Acts of 1873. 

Src. 4. Itshall be the duty of the truant officers to assist the teachers in 
enforcing all needful rules and regulations prescribed by said teachers or by the 
School Committee for enforcing good order in and around the several school- 
houses in said town, and shall also prevent children and others from loitering 
about the school premises to the annoyance oi any of said schools, and the dis- 
turbance of the neighborhood. 

At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the town of Middleboro on Satur- 
day, November 18th, A. D., 1876, for the purpose, the above code of By-Laws 
was accepted by the town.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


OF THE 


Middleboro Public Library. 


The success of our Library for the past year seems to prove fully the 
necessity and utility of such an institution, and to indicate its permanen- 
cy. The year’s work, as reported by the Librarian, has certainly not 
been one of inactivity. The number of books delivered during the year 
has been larger in proportion to the number in the library than in most 
public libraries, and this has been done without the loss of asingle book ; 
although the usage some of the books have received has been harder 
than seems necessary for a careful reading of them. The special work 
for the year is presented as follows in the 


LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


An experience of the sixteen months, during which the library has 
been in operation, has developed a gratifying result, which cannot fail 
to be a source of congratulation, since it assures an appreciation of the 
public by its liberal patronage and ready compliance with its rules. One 
draw-back to the success of the work, as you well know, has been the 
want of books, which may be accounted for in part by the publishing of 
catalogues, a necessary expenditure, however, in order to supply the de- 
mand of the public; also as it is the only proper method to facilitate the 
circulation of books, and I may say here that there are many valuable 
and interesting works, which may seldom, if ever, be brought before the 
public, except through the mediuin of the catalogue, therefore it is to be 
hoped that our many patrons will avail themselves of the opportunity of 
knowing what the library contains. | 

The accession catalogue shows amaddition of 402 volumes during the 
year. Of these 283 have been acquired by purchase, 119 by gift, which 
added to the number already upon the shelves, amount to 2,245. 

The library has been open for delivery of books 292 days; the number 
of cards issued 1s 1,174, or 566 more than when last reported, and the to- 
tal circulation through the medium of these cards is 18,264; an average of 
62 per day. The largest monthly circulation numbered 2,108 volumes ; 
the largest daily circulation numbered 167 volumes. 

The amount received for fines since the last report is $66.30. The 
amount received from the sale of catalogues 1s $18 30. 


N. J.'BULLARD, Librarian. 
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Besides the books on the catalogue, the library possesses incomplete 
sets of the North American Review, and of Niles’. Register, and 
a large number of valuable documents, which have never been fully ar- 
ranged for the catalogue. These added to the number on the published 
list will make the books belonging to the library number nearly 2,500 
volumes. 

Among the donations received during the past year the most notable 
has been that of Wm. R. Bliss, Esq., of New York city, in memory of 
his deceased son, Frederic W. Bliss, who was formerly a student in 
Peirce Academy. The giftnumbers 63 volumes, and forms a valuable 
addition to the library, and the generosity of Mr. Bliss will be held in 
grateful remembrance by its many friends. 

We are confident that many of the friends of the Library possess 
volumes, or part volumes, of the Atlantic, or Harper’s, or Scribner’s, or 
others of the popular monthlies, which they would be quite as willing 
to benefit the Library with as to pack them away in their attics. Three 
or four valuable donations of this kind have been received, and these 
will be bound as soon as a few broken sets have been completed. If the 
friends of the Library on reading this will stop and think and then act, | 
without fear that their gifts will be resented, the Library will soon have 
valuable sets of two or three at least of the leading Magazines.

.of the first year, payinent of which’ was generously allowed to be de- 
ferred in order to place a greater amount of money in books at the out- 
set. Quite a sum was necessarily expended at the beginning of the year 
in printing a catalogue, which was urgently called for when the library 
was opened, and which, it was hoped, would meet with a ready sale, 
since the price was placed at the cost only of printing and binding, and 
as the proceeds of such sales would be at once available for the purchase 
of new books. Copies are always to be found for public use in the libra- 
ry room, but it would add much to the knowledge of the valuable works 
which are on the shelves, if copies were purchased and carefully studied 
at home. 

To specify each donation to the library during the year would be an 
agreeable portion of this report, but would perhaps unduly increase its 
length. Besides, some of the donors have requested that no public men- 
tion be made of their gifts. But weassure all the benefactors of the 
library that their offerings have all found a hearty welcome, and will 
continue to in the future.

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HIGHWAY. 


After having made the most of the appropriations for new roads, and 
special repairs, which we intended, urgent requests were made that some- 
thing should be done to Taunton, Pond, and some other streets, and we 
were also assured that if these streets were not attended to soon, legal 
steps would be taken to cause them to be put in better condition, and be- 
ing convinced there were reasons for complaint, especially in the case of 
Taunton street, and believing it better policy for the town to build its 
roads before complaints were made, or the county commissioners called 
upon to build them, we decided to take advantage of the low price of la- 
bor, and have considerable work done, thereby exceeding the amount of 
appropriations, somewhat, for new roads and repairs. 


——- 


SIDE WALKS. 


The principal part of the expense for side walks has been on Main, 
Oak, Center, and Water streets. The abutting owners have, in most in- 
stances, spent as much as the town, and in many, much more. On the 
southerly end of Oak street, about one-half of the width of the land for 
the walk was given, and the fences moved back by the owners. In other 
places the town furnished the gravel only. In Titicut $119,75 was laid 
out,the town paying $50,00 of that amount. In consequence of the line 
of the highway having been changed on Main street, by the county com- 
missioners,’/bringing the side walk into a deep gutter, alarge amount of 
filling was required, and it became necessary to do this at once, as a pe- 
tition was about to be sent to the county commissioners, asking them to 
cause this street to be built agreeable to their order. The petition was 
retained, with the understanding that the town would move the side 
walk to its proper place, and establish the grade, so that the abutting 
owners could place their fences on the line of the street. A part of the 

expense of this filling is included in special repairs. 

It seems desirable that the decided improvement made in side walks, 
the past year, should be continued; not only for the greater convenience 
of foot people are good side walks desirable, but we think it a decided 

’ benefit to the carriage part of the streets, to have the sides raised and 
well defined gutters made, to take off the water, to say nothing about 
the greatly improved appearance of the villages in having neat walks 
take the place of stones, bushes, briers and rubbish. 


TITICUT WELL. 


The trustees of the Pratt Free School, wishing to provide water for 
their school, proposed to the selectmen that if the town would pay one- 
half of the expense of digging a well, they would locate it on the com- 
mon in front of the Congregational church, instead of their own prem- 


er 


ises, as they at first intended, . We finally agreed to do so, provided the 
cost did not exceed $200. Judging from the depth of other wells, in the 
immediate vicinity, it was expected that a plenty of water would be ob- 
tained at the depth or twenty feet; on reaching that depth, eight feet of 
which was through solid rock. the money was expended, and scarcely any 
water found. But hoping, and expecting soon, to finda plentiful sup- 
ply, and to save what had already been spent, the work was continued; 
when at the depth of twenty-eight feet a seam was openedrand a great 
supply of water found, .which filled the well tothe depth of thirteen 
feet. The sum of $2.00 per day was paid to two of the men for labor; 
the others only $1.67 per day. Neither of the parties would have favored 
the project if they had anticipated that the cost ($330.00) would have 
been so much, but in view of the advantages of having a good public 
watering place in this part of the town, where one was so much needed, 
and the consideration that the ‘Pratt Free School” furnishes free tui- 
tion to a number of children, and saves the town the expense, which but 
for this school it would be obliged to ineur, in the transportation of 
scholars to the High School at the Four Corners, we feel assured that 
the town will sanction the outlay. 


FISH. 

On account of the cold weather continuing so late, last spring, the her- 
rings were very late in reaching here. The first ones taken at the Star 
“Mills was on the 14th of April, and of the 47,543 taken at that weir, only 
5,000 were taken up to the 8th of May, while in 1865 over 42,000 were 
taken at lower weir, in three days in April. It being so late before the 
fish got here, and the market being supplied from other places, where 
they are taken much earlier, the price of the fish had to be made quite 
low, also quite a large number were lost, as they could not be saved on 
account of hot weather during the last of the fishing season, so that the 
amount received for the fish the past year was less than usual. There 
has been a reduction in the amount of sales, for several years,

During the years 1871, ’73, "74 and ’75, the rights to take the fish were 
sold, and the number taken, and the amount of sales, are not known. 
At the same time, the expense of taking care of the fish has been in- 
creased, as the people will not subject themselves to the inconvenience 
of going and waiting at the weirs as formerly, when they can have the 
fish brought to their doors,all cured, for $1.00 orless per hundred, and the 
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want of conveniences for curing, at the Star Mills, where most of the 
fish are now taken, makes it necessary to cart them to distant places. 
There was additional expense this year, in trying to save the fish that 
got in between the grate and the dam, at the Star Mills; also in watching 
the operation of the fish-way at the Shovel Works, and in repairing the 
fish house at the lower weir. These expenses and the expenditure before 
the Fish Committee of the Legislature, makes the whole amount more 
than usual. We think there is a need of some change at the Shovel 
Works dam, to facilitate the passage of the fish. The owners and agent 
of this dam, as well as those of the dam at the Star Mills, and at East 
Taunton,express (and we believe sincerely) a desire to make any changes 
that may be necessary in order to’ have a good way for the fish. The 
State Commissioner of Inland Fisheries have the sole authority to order 
changes in these ways. Their attention has been called tothe fish-way at 
the Shovel Works, and at East Taunton, but, probably, on account of 
their time being so much occupied, they have failed to give the atten- 
tion needed: We think, this year, that at least 15,000 fish have gone up 
through the fish-way at the Star Mills, and, not finding the fish-way 
at the Shovel works, have gone back, and many were taken in the nets in 
going down the fish-way, while many more have gone over the dam and 
were confined between the dam and the grates. Could this large number 
have passed up to their spawning ground there would have been a very 
large increase of fish. Several thousand. of fish were taken in nets and 
put into the fish-way, anda much larger number of fish have passed up 
this year than for many years. Considerable complaint has been made 
in years past, that large quantities of young fish were killed in passing 
down through the danis, many of them being obliged to pass through 
the iron wheels, and especially so the past year, on account of the scarci- 
ty of water. But, from personal examination this year, and from the 
statements made by others, we are satisfied that whatever may have 
been the fact in years past, that. this year, very few comparatively, were 
killed. The time for fishing is now reduced from five days to four each 
week. We recommend that the taking of ‘fish be sold this. year, the 
Town to control the inspection. 


In accordance with tke vote of the town, we applied to the State Com- 
missioner for the fry of shad and California salmon. In July we received 
89,000 of shad fry, which were put into the river near the Japan Works, 
but failed to receive the fry of the salmon, but probably shall at the next 
proper time, and the State Fish Commissioners have promised to see 
that these fish have suitable ways to pass the dams.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


—_—_——_—_ + @¢ ——--— 


To the Citizens of Middleboro’ : 


We cannot mention any sudden or startling develop- 
ments in school-life to distinguish the year that has just 
closed, from those that preceded, yet we can predicate 
unmistakable evidence of steady growth. Nothing spec- 
ially adverse has happened to interrupt our progress; and 
we have been aiming at better results in matters of study 
and discipline, 

The Teacher’s Institute was held here last Autumn, con- 
ducted by gentlemen of the highest standing as scholars 
and educators. The exercises were specially designed for 
the benefit of teachers. We hoped that an influence would 
go forth from the Institute that would pervade the whole 
community, and that the benefit of its sittings would be 
felt in all our schools. But it was not so. Only a few of 
the teachers employed in the south part of the town were 
present to join the Institute. Consequently the valuable 
suggestions that were made, and the important instructions 
that were given,by those who conducted the exercises of 
the week, were to them lost. 

We have deemed the Grammar heretofore used in our 
schools not well adapted to beginners; consequently we 
have made a change and introduced Harvey’s; in which 
the author has avoided all discussions of mere theories, 
experience having taught that such discussions serve only 
to confuse and discourage the beginner. Those text-books 
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which teach the correct grammatical use of the language 
in the shortest and most direct manner, are best adapted to 
the limited time which a majority of children are allowed 
to attend the Common School. 


TEACHERS. 


The wisest and best men that have appeared upon earth 
have come as teachers. The office of teacher is in its 
nature the highest office. That it is not universally con- 
sidered such, comes from the fact that so many have en- 
tered upon it without fitness of mind or character for its 
numerous duties, and that men are only begining to esti- 
mate things according to their true value. The teacher 
who neglects study, observation, and constant growth in 
the profession, caring only for the wages, will not ma- 
terially benefit any school. One important requisite for 
successful teachers 1s good common sense. Whatever else 
they may possess, without this they will fail in a greater 
or less degree. Good breeding, gentleness, courtesy and 
politeness, as illustrated by the most refined and intellect 
ual, should shine forth in the behavior, habits, conduct, 
and deportment of every teacher. ‘Teachers should ever 
remember that the young are very susceptible, and that 
much depends on early habits. We are, by the very con- 
stitution of our nature, creatures of imagination. We in- 
stinctively and necessarily catch the spirit, and copy the 
manners, and imitate the practices of those with whom we 
associate. Whenever we find a sluggish and indolent 
teacher, we expect to find a school of the same nature. 
As is the teacher, so is the school. 


‘ PARENTS. . 


Parental co-operation is a hackneyed subject, but one of 
great importance nevertheless. We would earnestly en- 
treat fathers and mothers to consider attentively upon their 
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duty and responsibility ; and inspire respect for the teach- 
er, and inculcate obedience to her proper authority. You 
often do the teacher great injustice, and the school irrepar- 
able injury, by withholding your concurrent efforts. How 
can a teacher keep alive her zeal, or how shall she re- 
kindle the waning fires of her enthusiasm, when she meets 
around her nothing but cold indifference and neglect? The 
teacher may have faults and imperfections, but whenever 
you meet her extend the hand of welcome, not for her 
sake, but ‘‘for her works sake.” Do not view the teacher 
with the eye that discovers with rapidity the bad, and is 
slow to see the good. If you never judge a teacher till 
you have calmly observed her, till you have heard her, 
put her to the test, and compared her with yourself and 
others, you will never judge unjustly. We find many 
parents are given to fault-finding. It is one of the legal 
rights of every American citizen. Find all the fault you 
like with the committee; but not with the teacher. Our 
shoulders being broad, we can bear it. We expect it asa 
part of our renumeration for serving in the thankless office 
of town school committee. 

But if you must find fault with the teacher, don’t do it in 
the presence of your children. There are those who in- 
dulge in free and injudicious criticism in the presence of 
the child upon the course of the teacher, when facts are 
imperfectly known, and of course the results are most 
harmful. Other parents persume to set aside our most 
necessary regulations that some peculiar household arrange- 
ments may not be disturbed; and irregular dismissals are 
sought for trivial reasons. What wonder then, if the 
children of such parents are listless, disorderly, and habit- 
ually late. We are glad to know that in some parts of the 
town there are some who feel a deep interest in our schools. 
Where such are most numerous the schools are most suc- 
cessful. 
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One of the leading faults of our schools is the haste that 
is generally displayed to get over the rudimentary branches 
into the more attractive field. The most important thing in 
education is a sound beginning, and there should be the 
utmost care and pains bestowed to make every child thor- 
ough in the rudiments. To hurry over these is unwise to 
the last degree. They are the very foundation of all 
learning, and the rest will come the easier if they are 
thoroughly mastered. We want more leisure, more 
thoroughness in the first steps and less cramming and 
hurry in our system of instruction. It was the tortoise, 
and not the hare, that won the race in the fable. We have 
heard of the young man who went through college the 
second time to get information enongh to know what he 
went for the first time. 

It ought not to be expected that any amount of in- 
struction on the part of the teacher will be an equivalent 
for solid work on the part of the scholar. One would 
scarcely hope to develop physical strength and endur- 
ance by simply witnessing the feats of another; and 
it would be equally absurd to look for mental power as a 
result of the passive reception of stores of information, 
while the scholar’s faculties are not called into activity. A 
composition in later years will not be dreaded if a child is 
early taught to express ideas: and what is now one of 
most distasteful, may become one of the most delightful of 
exercises. Scholars almost universally measure their im- 
provement by the number of pages they get over; and 
many parents adopt the same standard, in estimating the 
profitableness of a school. Teachers and parents are 
both too apt to forget, that facts or principles can do little 
for the pupil’s mind, if they are only deposited in his 
memory, without awakening his imagination or exercising 
his understanding. 
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DRAWING AND SINGING. 

Drawing has received less attention than its importance 
would seem to require. In some of the schools commenda- 
ble progress has been made, notwithstanding the brief 
time allotted to the exercise, and other disadvantages 
under which they have labored. A systematic training of 
the eye and hand is certainly an important branch of in- 
struction. It has a direct tendency to quicken that impor- 
tant faculty, the faculty of observation. It is a supplement 
to writing. It is conversant with form, and intimately con- 
nected with all the improvements in the mechanical arts. 

We consider singing to be one of the most beautiful 
gifts God has bestowed upon his children. Why not, in 
the education of our children, teach them to sing, and cul- 
tivate in them the love of music? In Germany, almost 
every child at school, is instructed in singing, as well as 
in reading. The result is, that, although in this respect, 
as in many others, there is great difference in the natural 
aptitude of children, still all who can learn to read also 
learn to sing. Whether singing can be taught in our 
schools in its elements, is a question worthy of considera- 
tion. 

NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 

At the annual town meeting a committee was chosen to 
examine school house No. 2, and report at the adjourn- 
ment in April. This committee reported in favor of re- 
pairing the old house, and were instructed to expend for 
that purpose a sum not exceeding three hundred and fifty 
‘dollars. After commencing the work it was the opinion 
of the committee that the house would prove inadequate to 
the wants of the school, and a town meeting was called, at 
which the action of the former meeting was rescinded, 
and the school committee was instructed to erect a new 
house. |

The special work of the year in the care and delivery of 
books is concisely stated in the 


LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The Library has been open to the public 286 days, during which time 
16,765 volumes have been delivered ; an average of 59 per day. The num- 
ber of borrowers has increased during the year from 1174 to 1481; being 
an increase of 307. The largest circulation for one month was 1857; the 
largest daily circulation was 160 volumes. Of the whole number issued 
all were returned to the Library, with one exception, and in as good 
condition, perhaps, as we could expect, considering their constant use. 

Of these books 115 have been re-bound, and 4, wholly unfit for use, 
have been replaced by new ones. There have been added to the Library 
during the year, 227 volumes by purchase, and 21 by gift, making a total 
accession of 248, which, added to those already catalogued, make 2483. 

Fines have been collected to the amount of $46 go. Received from 
the sale of Catalogues, $10 8o.

The books and documents which have not been cata- 
logued and arranged because wanting in volumes to com- 
plete sets, and which are not desired for general circulation, 
will make the whole number of books belonging to the’ 
Library amount to nearly 2700 volumes. 

We find that with the constant and continuous wear of 
the books, the bill for re-binding and repairs will hereafter 
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form a large item in our expenses. More than one hun- 
dred volumes have been re-bound during the past year, and 
a large number have been repaired without the expense of

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FISH. 


The Committee chosen to act with the Towns of Lake- 
ville, Rochester, and Freetown, have put into the Assa- 
wampset and other ponds, fifteen thousand Land-locked Sal- 
mon fry, and they have five thousand young Salmon ready 
to put in this Spring, and have the promise of two thous- 
and more of Salmon fry this Spring. It will be necessary 
for the Town to take some farther action to meet the condi- 
tions of the lease. There have also been more Shad fry 
put into the river the past year. | 
Tispaquin Pond has been leased by the Commissioners 
on Inland Fisheries for the term of fifteen years from Nov- 
1, 1877, to Abisha Miller, he paying into the Treasury of 
the town ten dollars for the ‘‘first four years” and ‘‘twenty- 
five dollars a year for the remainder of said term,” and he 
is not to ‘‘sell fish for food at seasons when their capture is . 
prohibited by law,” and ‘‘that during the last year of the 
period embraced by this law, he will not take nor capture 
any useful fishes, nor suffer the same to be take or captured 
within the limits of said premises,” and that he ‘‘shall use 
all reasonable efforts to thoroughly stock the waters of said 
Pond with one of the species of fish commonly known as 
Trout, Land-locked Salmon, or Bass,” and to ‘‘make a re- 
turn of his doings to the Commissioners each year, of the 
number and species of fish which he may place in or re- 
move from the waters of said pond,” and also ‘‘within one 
year from the date hereof place in said pond at least one 
hundred Black Bass alive and in good condition, and of an 
average weight of not less than one pound and one half”. 
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There are two subjects which we think the interest of the Town de- 
mands. Further action should be taken; first 


DRAINAGE. 


This is of great importance not only to good roads, but 
of much more importance to the health of the community. 

The Sewer already built from Main Street down Water 
Street, and recently extended to Peirce Street, fully meets 
the purpose for which it was intended, and we think all are 
satisfied that the expense incurred in its construction was 
wise and judicious. 

The drain we think, should be soon extended up Center 
Street, as far as Oak Street, and southerly on Main Street, 
as far at least as to the Central Congregational Church. 
But the most pressing need at present, is found on Main 
Street between the houses of C. H. Carpenter, and 
Thomas Barrows. This should be attended to this Spring. 


SIDEWALKS. 


There has been considerable improvement made in the 
Sidewalks in the village the two years past, but the im- 
provements have been mostly of a temporary character. 
The time has come when something of a more permanent 
nature should be commenced on the more public streets. 
Several of the citizens have expressed their willingness to 
be at their proportion of the expense in having good sub- 
stantial walks in front of their estates. At the last annual 
meeting it was ‘‘voted that the Selectmen should assess 
land owders according to law,” by which we suppose was 
meant that one half of the cost of the sidewalks should be 
assessed on the abutting owners; this has in most cases 
been virtually done, though no formal assessment has been 
made as the abutting owners have willingly been to more 
than one half of the expense. As we understand the law 
there can be but one assessment made on the abutting own- 
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ers for sidewalks, we therefore thought it better on the 
more public streets, to wait until the town was prepared to 
make more substantial walks before taking advantage of 
the law. 

Article 23 is inserted to give the town an opportunity, if 
it sees cause, to take advantage of 


An Act concerning Shade and Ornamental Trees standing tn the 
Highways and Streets. 


SECTION 1. No person who has by lawa right to cut down or remove 
any Ornamental or Shade Trees standing in any highway, town-way, or 
street, shall exercise such right without first giving notice of his intention 
to one of the Selectmen of the town, or Mayor of the city in which the 
tree stands; and, if the Selectmen of the town, or Mayor or Aldermen of 
the city desire to retain the tree, they shall give notice thereof to such per- 
son within ten days after his notice to them; and in that case, the same 
course shall be taken, and the same rules apply as to the assessments, 
appeal, and final determination and payment of the damage such person 
may suffer by the retaining of said tree, as in the case of damage done 
by an alteration in such highway, town-way or street. 


SECTION 2. If any person shall cut down, remove, or injure such trees 
without first giving the notice required in the foregoing Section, or in vio- 
lation of any of the provisions thereof, or of the rights the city or town ac- 
quired thereunder to maintain the same, he shall suffer the penalty provi- 
ded for the injuring or destroying of ornamental or shade trees in the Sev- 
enth Section of the Forty-Sixth Chapter of the General Statutes, and the 
penalty in such case shall accrue to the town or city. 


SECTION 3. This act shall not be inforced in any town or city, until it 
shall be accepted by a majority of the legal voters in such town at a meet- 
ing legally called therefor, or by the City Council. 

SECTION 4, This Act shall take effect upon its passage.

SCHOOL. COMMITTEE. 


School Committee to the Citizens of Middleboro : 

Our schools, with one or two exceptions in the out districts, 
are In a very prosperous condition. The teachers in our largest 
and most important schools have had several years of successful 
experience, and know what a good school is, and how to make 
one. Scholars who come into our schools from other towns are 
not usually as far advanced in their studies as our scholars of the 
same age. There are occasional exceptions, but this, we think, is 
the rule. This speaks highly for the efficiency of our teachers. 
They could do still more thorough work if their schools were 
smaller. Most of the teachers in No. 18 have from 50 to 60. 
scholars. This is too many by athird. But the schools cannot 
be reduced to a proper size without providing three or four new. 
school rooms, and supporting that number of additional teachers. 
We do not expect that the town will do this, for the schools are 
no larger now than they have been for a dozen years past. 
Some of them are smaller. 

We think it will be necessary, however, for the town, at the 
Spring meeting, to provide some additional accommodation. . 
The schools are all full, and at the beginning of the Spring term 
there will be (judging by the past) twenty-five or thirty new 
scholars in the Primary School.

We have been obliged to shorten our schools, somewhat, dur- 
ing the past year, for want of money. We did this with regret, 
for we think that thirty-six weeks of school, per year, is little 
enough. We hope the town will be more liberal for the coming 
year. Unless we have more money than we have had this year, 
we shall be compelled to shorten the schools again, or reduce the 
wages of the teachers. Our teachers do not now receive more— 
but rather less—than teachers of the same grade and worth im 
other towns. It is much better economy for the town to employ 
good teachers than poor ones. There is but little difference be- 
tween the wages of a good teacher and a poor one, while there is 
avery great difference in the value of their schools. The com- 
mittee endeavor to expend the school money economically, but 
think that the truest economy, doe not consist in paying the 
smallest possible wages, without regard to the quality of the 
teachers employed. A few hundred dollars additional expense in 
our schools, while it adds but a trifle to each man’s tax, may add 
very much to the value of the instruction which his children 
will receive in the public schools. Every town should provide 
as good instruction for its children as it can afford. Our child- 
ren’s school-days will soon be past. Any neglect in their educa- 
tion now cannot be made up in after years. What we do for 
them in this direction must be done quickly. Let us make pro- 
vision for its being well done. 

Our High School is getting to be better appreciated than 
heretofore. The number of scholars has about doubled within 
three or four years. It is very much to be regretted, however, 
that so many scholars drop out without completing the course. 
Some stay only one, two, or three terms; others a year or two. 
Very few remain four years, or even three. Scholars make a 
great mistake in doing this, and parents in allowing it; a mistake 
which will probably cause many unavailing regrets in after years 
when it will be too late to remedy it. Nothing short of impera- 
tive necessity should induce any scholar to leave, or any, parent 
to permit him to leave the High School in less than four years. 
Most of our scholars enter the High School at about 14 years of 
age. Six years more of school would be better for them than 
less. Four years is the least that ought to be thought of.

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As the requirements for admission, and courses of study 
have not been published for three years, we insert them here for 
convenient reference. 

Candidates for admission to the High School are required to 
complete the following studies, and to pass a satisfactory exam- 
ination in them. 

1. Eaton’s Common School Arithmetic. 

2. Harvey’s Elementary Grammar. 

3. Warren’s Common School Geography. 

4. Barnes’ United States History. 

There are two courses of study for the High School, an En- 
glish course, and an English and Classical course. Those who 
complete the three years’ English course satisfactorily will be en- 
titled to diplomas. We have, however, laid out a fourth year’s 
course for those who wish to pursue their studies farther, and we 
earnestly advise all to remain four years. The English and Clas- 
sical course will require four years to complete it. No scholar is 
obliged to pursue either of the above courses; but any one can 
select such studies as he may wish to pursue, from either or both 


of these courses, and recite with the classes that are pursuing 


those studies. Of course no scholar will be entitled to a diploma 
who does not complete one entire course or its equivalent.

The work of the Library has continued to increase during 
the past year, both as to the number of readers and the number 
t books issued. ‘The statistics of the work of caring for and 
giving out the books are given in the 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


The number of yolumes now upon the Catalogue is 2729, of 
which 236 have been added since the last report. 


The number of volumes delivered during the year has been 21,- 
330 against 16,765 reported last year, an increase of 4,565 books. This 
shows a daily average of 73 volumes. The largest circulation for one 
month, which was the month of March, was 2,359; the largest daily 
circulation was 178 volumes. 

The Cards issued now number as high as 1780. The number of 
Cards for the year has been 300. 

Fines have been collected to the amount of $55.87. Received from 
the sale of Catalogues, $7.20. 


JOSEPHINE BULLARD, Librarian. 
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The number of books now in possession of the Library, in- 
cluding those not catalogued, will amount to about 2900 volumes. 

The bills for rebinding and repairing books have taken a large 
portion of the Library’s income. It is for the interest of all its 
readers to take especial care of the books loaned to them, par- 
ticularly as the money expended for repairs or for replacing soiled 
and worn covers cannot be used, as it otherwise would, to buy 
new books. Nearly 200 books have been rebound or repaired 
during the year. One or two have been so completely worn out 
as to need to be replaced by new copies. The system of accounts. 
is such that all the books loaned have been accounted for. 

No special effort has been made during the year by the 
friends of the Library to increase its income. The receipts and 
expenditures have been as follows:

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FISH. 

The number of fish taken at the two weirs sold the past year, 
was 166,328. About 30,000 were taken at the shovel works and 
put over the dam. 

No shad spawn have been put into the river the past year, 
as the Fish Commissioners say that they are unable to procure 
them. But we are assured that we shall have more as soon as 
they can be obtained, and we are also assured that the Fish Way 
at the shovel works shall be attended too directly. 

The Board of Commissioners on Inland Fisheries, have 
leased to the inhabitants of Middleborough, Lakeville, Rochester 
and Freetown, the Assawampsett, Pocksha, Long, Great Quitti- 
eus and Little Quitticus Ponds, for the term of 15 ‘years, from 
Jan. Ist, 1878, for the purpose of cultivating useful fishes. The 
lessees paying therefor to the Commonwealth a rental of ten 
dollars for the whole of said term, no fishes to be sold for food at 
seasons when their capture is prohibited by law; that during the 
last year of the period embraced by this lease, they will not take 
nor capture any useful fishes, nor suffer the same to be taken 
or captured within the limits of said premises, that they will 
observe and obey all the laws of said Commonwealth relating to. 
inland fisheries, and that said lessees shall use all reasonable et- 
forts to thoroughly stock the waters of said pond with one of the 
species of fish commonly known as trout, land-locked salmon, or 
bass, keeping accurate records for the inspection of said Board, 
and shall make a return of the doings to the Commissioners on 
the first of October of each year, of the number and species of 
fish which they may place in or remove from the waters of said 
ponds, and also that no trap fishing, seineing of any kind shall be 
allowed in said ponds. 

Forty thousand Salmon Fry have been put into the ponds— 
Fifteen thousand in 1877 and twenty-five thousand in 1878.

ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT FOR TOWN MEET- 
ING, MARCH 17, 1879. 
PLYMOUTH, SS. 
To James Oole, or either of the Constables of the Town of Middle- 
borough, Greeting : 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby required to notify 
and warn all of the inhabitants of said town qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet 
in the Town Hall, in said town, on Monday, the 17th day of March next, at ten o’clock, A. 
M., to act on the following articles, viz : 

Art. 1st. To choose a Moderator. 

Art. 2d. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year, the following Of. 
ficers to be voted for all on one ballot, viz: Town Clerk, Treasurer and Collector, Selectmen, 
Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Constables and Fish Wardens. 

Art. 3d To determine the manner of repairing the highways and bridges, the present 
year. 

Art. 4th To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray the expenses of 
of the town the present year, and determine when the same shall be assessed, and how ap- 
propriated. 

Art. 5th. Uo choosea Board of Auditors, to examine claims against the town, and order 
the payment of the same. 

Art. 6th. To choose a Committee to settle with their Treasurer, and report the condi- 
tion of the treasury. 

Art. Tth. To vote the pay to the Treasurer and Collector. tor his services the past year. 

Art. 8th. To dispose of the town’s right to take the Alewives, the present year, and act 
anything thereon. 

Art 9th. To see if the town will vote that the yards of the persons chosen Field Drivers 
shall be Town Pounds so long as they remain in office, provided they also shall be chosen 
Pound Keepers. 

Art 10th, To see if the town authorize their Overseers of the Poor, to contract with 
some person to take charge of their Almshouse, and act anything thereon. 

Art. 11th. To allow Accounts against the town, and act anything thereon, 

Art. 12th. To take action in relation to clearing the highways of snow, the present year. 

Art. 13th. To choose a committee to have the care of the Town House and Lot, 

Art. 14th. To hear and act on the reports of any officers and committees of the town. 

Art. 15th. To see if the town will authorize their Treasurer to hire money in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes the present year, and act anything thereon. 

Art. 16th. To dispose of the money received for dog licenses the present year, and act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 17th. To see what action the town will take in reference to a Claim made by Mrs, 
Charles A. Curtis, for injuries received by her on account of an alleged defect in the high- 
way near the Post Office, on Centre Street. 

Art. 18th. To see if the town will vote to appropriate one lundred dollars, to be ex- 
pended by Post 8, Grand Army of the Republic, in the decoration ‘of Soldier’s and Sailoi’s 
graves, on Decoration Day. ’ 

Art. 19th. To seeif the town will vote to paint their Town House, and act anything 
thereon. 

Art. 20th. To see if the town will vote to pay a part of the expense of a night watch, at 
the Four Corners, and act anything thereon. 

Art. 21st. To take action in relation to building, enlarging, or otherwise providing more 
room for the scholars of No. 18, and act anything thereon. 

Art. 22d. Tosee if the town will instruct their Treasurer to pay the Trustees of the 
Central Baptist Society, for the wall taken by order of a town committee, from Temple 
Place, or act anything thereon, 
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Art, 28d. To see if the town will repair the Fish Way, and provide better accommoda- 
tions for catching the fish at the Star Mills, and act anything thereon. 

And you are hereby further directed to notify and warn all of the inhabitants of said 
town qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet in their Town House, on Monday, the 
said 17th day of March next, at one-half past one o’clock, P. M., to act on the following viz :

To see if the town will vote to accept an act recently passed by the Legislature 
of this State, to supply the Town of Middleborough with pure water, the act requiring the 
vote to be taken by ballot, and the check list used.

Art. 4th. To make appropriation, and authorize the issue of Bonds, and act anything 
consistent with said act in relation to a Water Supply, as the town may see fit.

Fellow Citizens :—In conformity to established usage 
and the requirements of law, the School Committee of 
Middleboro’ present the Annual Report. 

It is always pleasant and satisfactory to witness and to 
speak of good success. We therefore take pleasure in 
reporting, that, during the past year, most of the schools 
in town have, in our opinion, made commendable progress. 
While your commtttee thus report our schools, we are 
equally confident that a much higher success is attainable. - 

No subject seems to be so much neglected and so poot 
ly taught in a large proportion of our schools as reading 
Too long and too difficult reading lessons are often assigned 
to children. No reading lesson is properly selected and 
studied unless the pupil can tell in his or her own words 
the substance of the story or representation. We are of 
the opinion that one very important step towards improve- 
ment in reading could be made by the introduction of the 
phonic and word methods into our primary schools, instead 
of instructing our little ones by the old A B C method, a 
practice long since discarded by the ablest of educators. 

The primary school is the placewhere a foundation for 
an education is laid. How essential therefore that we have 
our Primary Schools in charge of the best of teachers. If 
the opportunity for laying a good foundation for an educa- 
tion during the years assigned to the Primary School be 
lost it is forever lost. 
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GRADING. 

Whoever has taken the time to visit the several schools 
in No. 18 must have discovered’ something lacking in the 
present system of grading, if such it may be called. It is 
now a long and tedious journey for the ambitious scholar, 
from the Primary School up through the Higher Primary, 
Lower Intermediate, Intermediate, Grammar, into the High 
School. Moreover, the various departments now overlap 
each other. In higher and lower grades we find classes 
equally advanced, and even vying with each other to see 
which will be farther advanced at the end of the term. 
That these things ought not so to be the Committee are 
well aware. It is the natural result of what may have been 
regarded as a necessity. As any room became over- 
crowded, without regard to scholarship, classes or parts 
of classes have been pushed forward to where there was 
room for them. ? 

We had hoped to be able to report a new order of 

hings at this time; but the board, having been weakened 
by the ill-health of one member, have found all that they 
could well attend to without undertaking any new project. 
However, Providence permitting, this matter will receive 


the especial attention of the Committee early in the present 
year. 


INCREASED APPROPRIATION. 


The Committee are a unit in believing that three terms 
of twelve weeks each are none too much for our schools. 
This leaves for vacations nearly oné third of the year To 
say that terms of twelve weeks would overtax the average 
child is hardly defensible, and to plead a danger of their 
learning and knowing too much is what no sane man in 
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this enlightened age will undertake to do. To continue 
our schools thirty-six weeks is what cannot be done with 
the present appropriation, unless we follow the wild sug- 
gestion of one, to farm out their instruction to the lowest 
bidder, which would soon leave us with no schools worthy 
of thename. If the town think the opinion of the Committee 
in this matter worthy of adoption, it will be found necessary 
to increase the appropriation by five hundred dollars. This 
small sum cannot perceptibly increase the burden of the 
individual tax-payer while it cannot but add to the intelli- 
gence of the rising generation. Let no one think that 
because he and his father and grandfather make out to 
exist with only a very little knowledge, that their children 
could not make a good use of much more.

Not a few are exercised about the unequal length of 
schooling in our higher and lower grades, and fancy they 
find an injustice in continuing the High and Grammar 
schools several weeks after the others have closed. 

Such should be informed that our State law has taken 
the length of the High School out of the Committee’s hands: 
and also that the expense to the town is no more for forty 
weeks than it would be for thirty, inasmuch as its instruct-. 
ors are hired by the year. As to expense, the same is true 
of the Grammar school. Such instructors as are quali- 
fied for that position must be paid by the year, and will 
teach a longer or shorter time, as the Committee may di- 
rect. So that the complaint of an unfair distribution of the’ 
appropriation is not justly made. 
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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES [IN SCHOOLS. 


_ It having been verified the past winter that our schools 
constitute a fruitful source for the spread of contagious dis- 
eases, and that serious results may accrue from neglect of 

taking preventive measures, we give the following rules 
for preventing the spread of contagion in school, as taken 
from the Report of the State Board of Health. 

1. A certificate of vaccination is to be required of 
every child entering the public schools, as is the law now 
in Massachusetts. 

2. Physicians to be required, under penalties, to re- 
port to local Boards of Health all cases of dangerous infec- 
tious diseases observed by them, the Board to inform Prin- 

_ cipals of schools. 

3. The existence of any case of such diseases in a 
house to exclude the inmates from attendance at school for 

sufficient length of time; the propriety of re-admission 

Boing certified to by a competent physician. 

_ 4. Disinfection of premises and clothing by the Board 
of Health in every house where the above diseases have 
prevailed. ' 

5- Medical authority to be designated for the purpose 
of advising teachers and pupils, and pointing out to the 
School Committee matters in regard to which their author- 
ity might be used to improve the sanitary condition of 
schools. —

With a constant increase in the number of patrons of 
our Public Library, and in the number of books on its 
shelves, comes an increase in the labor and responsibility 
of its care. The statistics of its recorded work during the

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


At the date of last report the Library numbered 2729 volumes. The 
present report brings the total to 2,942, an increase of 213. 

The Library has been open for the delivery of books 293 days, and 
20,804 have been loaned during that time, an average of 71 per day, all of 
which have been returned. The largest number of books delivered in one 
month was 2,296volumes; in one day was 200. The number of cards is- 
sued now amounts to 2,046.

Besides the books added to the “Catalogue of Acces- 
sions,” there are annually accumulating valuable documents, 
pamphlets and broken sets of volumes, which, when ar- 
ranged and completed, will add very materially to the value 
of the Library. A complete set of Harper’s Magazine to 
1880, numbering 57 volumes, has just been completed, and 
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when out of the binder’s hands will be placed upon the © 
shelves. A set of the “Atlantic Monthly” is partly com- 
pleted, and is waiting the generosity of friends of the Li- 
brary to supply wanting numbers. 

The expense of repairing and rebinding continues to 
increase yearly. Readers must bear in mind that every 
cent paid for repairs reduces the available amount to be 
expended for new books.

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FISH WAY. 


There has been nothing done about the -Fish-Way at 
the shovel works dam as yet. Mr. Brackett of the Board 
of Fish Commissioners was here last spring, and after ex- 
amining the way, stated that if we would decide what kind 
of a Fish-Way would be satisfactory to the town, and give | 
him the P. O. address of the owner of the mill (dampP), he 
would do his best to have it built. 

At a town meeting, January 24th, 1880, it was voted 
that the matter of this Fish-Way be referred to the follow- 
ing committee, viz.: L. M. Alden, Ellis Weston and Wm. 
B. Wood, to report at a future meeting. This committee 
have decided to recommend that the town ask the Commis- 
sioners to cause a new way to be built on the south-east 
side of the dam, beyond all the works, similar to the one 
at the Star Mills. The distance is about 300 feet, width 
proposed, 6 feet, and the fall is about one foot in thirty 
feet.

ANNUAL REPORT 


—OF THE— 


Sm bOoOl, COMMITTEE. 


At the annual March meeting it was voted that all Town 
Officers close their accounts on the first of March; the object of 
this vote was understood to be to make all accounts agree with 
the Treasurer’s at the time of making the town report. The 
School Committee have concluded that a report made to confirm 
to this action would not be acceptable to the citizens of the 
‘town, as it would not contain any considerable account of the 
Winter term of the schools, which should be reported at the 
close of the year for which the appropriation is made. The 
Winter terms close after the first of March, and but little money 
has been drawn on account of them before that time. The 
Committee have therefore decided to report the expenditures on 
account of schools, for the full year, as heretofore. 

During the year all our schools have fully maintained their 
former standing, and in some cases made a very commendable 
advance, nearly all our teachers having manifested a deep inter- 
est in their work, and have made an earnest offort to keep pace 
With recent improvements in methods of teaching. This has 
produced an increased interest among the pupils, and to some ex- 


tent among the parents also. 


" - 
——— 
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PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


The Primary School, No. 18, during the Spring term, in- 
ereased to one hundred and ten pupils, a number nearly or quite 


three times too large for one school. These one hundred and 


ten scholars were kept for five and one-half hours each day, in a 
sxoom capable of seating ninety-cight, the seats consisting of some 
superannuated chairs, with no rest for arms, books, or slates, 
when writing or studying. This school was divided into two; 
one-half of the pupils remaining in the old room the others being 
sent to a room, hired for the purpose, in the Academy. It was 
also thought advisable to reseat the old room, and thus furnish 


equal conveniences for both parts of the divided school. This 


caused an outlay for desks, fixtures and rent, not anticipated at 


Ce ee ee ee 


the beginning of the year. The room in the Academy was hired 


for fifty dollars a term, or one hundred and fifty dollars for the 


school year, and nearly one-half of the latter sum was expended 
by the Trustees, in making the room ready for occupancy by the 
school, but if the town deem it advisable to hire the room after 
the present year, it can probably be obtained at a less rate. In 
‘considering the question of hiring or building more school room, 
‘the fact must ndt be lost sight of, that the present primary rooms 
rare quite full, and it is probable that the usual increase of 


‘scholars during the Spring term may be expected this year. 
GRADING. 


A system of grading for the schools at the village has heen 
arranged, by which the pupils are expected to reach the High 
School by three grades, Primary, Intermediate and Grammar, 
the time to be occupied in each grade being three years, or tak- 
ing tLe children at five years of age and preparing them to enter — 
the High School at fourteen. This will obviate the necessity of 
passing through seven rooms, with as many different teachers, 


as has heretofore been done. This arrangement comprises three

Primary schools, two Intermediate (with one assistant teacher),, 
and one Grammar, with an assistant teacher. The Grammar and 
Intermediate departments, with the present arrangement of as-- 
sistant teachers, have a fair amount of room, but the employment 


of assistants in the schools. is a constant hindrance to their progress... 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The school laws of Massachusetts provide that “ every town 


containing five hundred families or householders shall * * * * 


maintain a school kept by a master of competent ability * * * * 


who shall give instruction in general history, book-keeping, sur-- 
yeying, geometry, natural philosophy, chemistry, botany, the 
civil polity of this Commonwealth, and of the United States,. 
and the Latin language ; and in every town containing four thous-- 
and inhabitants the teacher or teachers shall be competent to 
give instruction in the Greek and French languages, astronomy,, 
geology, rhetoric, logic, intellectual and moral science, and politi- 
cal economy.” 

A High School as required by the foregoing Statute, has for 
years been in successful operation in this town, and holds a rahk, | 
as compared with larger towns, of which we have no reason to 
be ashamed; and yet a careful consideration of the list of studies. 
required and taught in our High School, ought to convince any 
one that the best results have not yet been attained. The great. 


demand made upon the time of the two teachers now employed, 


to give instruction in the regular course, leaves no room for 


special instruction and training, and it is believed that the em- 
ployment of another, teacher, and the arrangement of a more 
practical course of study, would result in an advantage to the 
town, greater than the outlay. 

No list of graduates from the High School has yet been put 
upon the public record, and the following includes all who have 


graduated to the present time. The names marked + have con~ 
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tinued their studies in different colleges. Those marked with an

VOCAL MUSIC. 


The Statutes provide that “ Vocal Music * * * * shall be 
taught * * * * in all the public schools in which the School 
Committee shall deem it expedient.” Very few children are 
taught to sing at all, either for want of an opportunity, or from 
the great expense attending a course of private instruction. It 
is hoped therefore that the town will make such appropriation 
for this purpose, that the School Committee will “ deem it expe- 
dient” that Vocal Musie be taught in all the schools of the town, 
and. thus enable our children to learn to sing, as they learn to 


read, by daily lessons. 


= 
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SCHOOL BOOKS. 


The Eaton’s Arithmetics, in use in the schools at the com- 
mencement of the year, have been exchanged for White’s series, 
a change that has so far proved satisfactory. An arrangement 
was also made with the publishers of Warren’s Geographies, by 
which the new and improved edition of their books was exchanged 
for the old, but this exchange was made without expense to the 
town. Allthe common school books used in the schools are now 
provided by the town, as required, and are kept for sale at as near 
the wholesale prices as can be, without incurring actual loss. 
These books are sold at the stores of John Shaw, and Shaw & 
Childs. 

TEACHERS. 
During the year several changes have been made in the 
corps of teachers. The principal of these were the resignations 
of Henry L. Armes, of the Grammar School, and Mary L, Tink- 
ham, of the Primary. Mr. Armes resigned for a more lucrative 
position, and his place was filled by Mr. Austin Turner, a gradu- 
ate from the four year’s course of the Bridgewater Normal 
School. At the close of the Spring term Miss Mary L. Tink- 


ham tendered her resignation, after a service of thirty years in 


the same school-house. The labors of this long period had made 


severe inroads on the health of Miss Tinkham, but she carries 


into her retirement the kindest regards of the Committee, the 


parents (many of whom have been her pupils), the youth of our 
village, most of whom received their first school instruction from 
her, the large band of pupils whom she left behind, and men and 
women who have been under her instruction, and who are now 


seattered in all parts of the world. 


SUPERINTENDANCE. 
Heretofore our schools have had only such superintendance 


as the law required, consisting of little more than the regular 
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visits of the Committee once in each month, and such incidental 
work as special cases have demanded ; and this must necessarily> 
be the case while this work is done wholly by the members of 
the School Committee. The members: of the Committee haye- 
each a business of their own, separate and distinct from their 
duties as members of the school board, and this business naturally 
receives their first attention. During the past year there have- 
been kept twenty-four schools, employing twenty-seven teachers... 
One member of the board has visited all these schools once, and 
the other members have visited nearly all of them. The mem-- 
ber at the village has had special charge of twelve of these- 
teachers, and to visit these twelve teachers, once in each months. 
for our school year of nine months, will aggregate one hundred 
and eight visits; this, at one-half day for each visit, gives fifty— 
four days. Add to this the work now required under the laws: 
for the employment of children in manufacturing establishments, 
and the truant laws, and it gives an amount of time which cannot 
well be spared from any business-man’s personal affairs. But 
this superintendance is reckoned on one-half day visits for eae» 
month. Would this be called superintendance in any other 
business? Would any firm employing workmen, no matter how: 
intelligent or trusted, be likely to leave them to labor for a whale: 
month with no more attention than this? To remedy this state- 
of affairs, a School Superintendant should be employed, whe, 
should give his whole attention to our’schools, and instead of a: 
visit once in each month, should make his presence felt as often: 
as the scattered condition of our schools will admit. Very little: 
extra expense would attend the employment of such an_ offieer,, 
as the School Committee would then serve without pay, and it iss 
believed that this extra expense would be more than balanced by 
the improvement in our schools, which would follow. It is hoped’ 
that this subject will receive the careful attention of the voters: 
of the town. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The school-houses of the town are generally in a fair condi- 
tion. The house No. 4, (Nemasket) needs paint inside and out, 
and considerable other repairs. No. 10 (South Middleboro) is 
too small, not well arranged, and not worth enlarging. No school 
has been held in No, 15 for several years, and there is no prob- 
ability of any demand for one. The desks and furniture have 
been removed to No. 11, and it is recommended that this house 
be sold. The new house in No. 18 needs new heating apparatus; 
the furnace now in use has been so much improved us to make it 
_possible to heat the house in cold weather, but the cost of fuel is 
twice as much as would seem to be necessary. It will probably 
bea gain in expense to throw this furnace away. Nos. 20 and 


22 need inside repairs. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Meetings of the Committee are held regularly each month 
and as much oftener as is necessary. All teachers are employed, 
discharged, and wages regulated by vote of the whole board. 
Each member has special charge of certain schools, but is ex- 
pected to visit the schools in charge of the other members as 
often as possible. It is believed to be more desirable to have one 


committee of three than three committees of one. 


The following Special Rules have been adopted by the Com- 
mittee for the guidance of Teachers in the performance of their 


duties. 


1. Teachers are required to be present at least fifteen min- 
utes before the time for commencing school and shall give spee- 
ial attention to the ventilation and temperature of the school- 
room. | 

2, An excuse, written or otherwise authenticated, must be 
brought by each pupil, for tardiness or dismission before the ap- 
pointed hour for leaving. 
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3. There shall be a recess ‘of fitteen minutes each half day, 
and no pupil shall be totally deprived thereof.’ As a punishment 
for misconduct, pupils may be detained in the school-room during 
the regular recess, but shall have a short recess apart from the 
others. 

4, Teachers shall carefully observe any injury inflicted upen 
school buildings of any kind, inside or outside, and prohibit all 
unnesessary disfiguring of the premises in any respect, and faith- 
fully present to the Committee any offenders. Any damage done 
to the school-house, grounds or premises, must be paid for by the 
parent or guardian of the child or. children doing it. The Gen- 
eral Statutes of Massachusetts declare that all such wilful and 
wanton damages shall be punished “by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment in the jail not exceeding one 
year.” 

5. No pupil having bee in attendance at one school shall 
be admitted into another without previous consent of the Com- 
mittee. 

6. In case of difficulty in discharge of their official duties or 
when they may desire any temporary indulgence, the instructors 
shall apply to the Committee for advice and discretion. 

7. Nostudies shall be pursued in any of the schools, nor 
any text-books used or introduced except those authorized by the 
Comuinittee. 

8. Whenever the necessary school books are not furnished 
by the parents or guardians, on the written request of the teacher, 
it shall be the teacher’s duty to notify the Committee, spec- 

~ifying the name of the book required, the child’s name, and the 
parent’s or guardian’s name. 

9. ‘Teachers for the purpose of observing the modes of dis- 
cipline and instruction of others, are expected to takesone day in 
each term to visit other schools, and the time so taken shall be 
giyen to no other purpose. . 

10. No deviation from these Rules allowed except by spec- 
ial permission of the Committee.

The whole number of volumes now belonging to the Library is 
3,185. The Accession Catalogue shows an addition of 243 volumes 
during the year, including 59 volumes of Harper’s Magazines. 

The Library has been open to the public 293 days, and 18,488 vol- 
-umes have been delivered during that time, an average of 63 per day. 
“The largest circulation for one month was 2,098; the largest daily 
ccirculation was 178 volumes.

At the annual meeting in 1880, it was voted that the report of the 
committee in reference to the fish way at the Shovel Works, recom- 
mending that the town ask the Fish Commissioners to cause a new

EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


Trustees of the Middleboro’ Public Library. 


In submitting the eighth annual Report of our Public Library, we 
need only to refer to our past reports and to say that we believe the 
Library is being more and more appreciated each year in its influence 
for good. The quality of reading called for is yearly improving. 
The teachers of some of our schools have taken pains to interest their 
scholars in searching for some of the best things in the Library, and 
an effort has been made to meet such wants. 

The labor involved in the care of the Library increases with each 
year, as also the number of books which require rebinding or to be 
replaced with new ones. Even the one item of putting on the outside 
paper covers, consumes in the aggregate several days’ time during a 
year.

The aggregate number of volumes now in the Library amounts to 
3350, 165 having been added at different times during the year. 
Forty-five volumes have been discarded as unfit for use and replaced 
by new ones. ‘There have also been ninety volumes rebound. 

The Library has been open for the delivery of books 301 days dur- 
ing the past year, in which 19,955 books have been delivered—an in- 
crease of 1517 volumes over last year—making an average of 66 per 
day. The largest monthly circulation, which was in the month of 
March, was 1946; the largest daily circulation, April 2d, was 171 
volumes. 

Of the number of books issued, all have been returned to the Li- 
brary or missing ones replaced, except in one instance, where the 
borrower left town, taking the book.

222. Amount collected from the sale of catalogues, $4.40; fines,

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ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING, 
MARCH 6th, 1882. 


ART. Ist. To choose a Moderator. 

ART. 2d. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year; 
the following officers to be voted for all on one ballot, viz., Town Clerk, 
Treasurer and Collector, Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, 
Constables, and Fish Wardens. 

ART. 3d. To determine the manner of repairing the highways and 
bridges the present year. 

ART. 4th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
the expenses of the town the present year, and determine when the same 
shall be assessed and how appropriated. 

ART. 5th. To choose a Board of Auditors to examine claims against the 
town, and order the payment of the same. 

ART. 6th. To choose a committee to settle with their Treasurer, and 
report the condition of the treasury. 

ART. 7th. To vote the pay to the Treasurer and Collector for his ser- 
vices the ensuing year, and Sealer of Weights and Measures for the past 
year. 

ART. 8th. ‘'o dispose of the town’s right to take alewives the nee 
year, and act anything thereon. 

ART. 9th. To see if the town will vote that the yards of the persons 
chosen Field Drivers shall be town pounds so long as they remain in office, 
provided they also be chosen Pound Keepers. 

ART. 10th. To see if the town will authorize their Overseers of the Poor 
to contract with some person to take charge of their Alms-house, and act 
anything thereon. 

ART. 11th. To allow accounts against the town, and act anything 
thereon. 

ART. 12th. To take action in relation to clearing the highways of snow 
the present year. 

ART. 13th. To choose a committee to have the care of the town house 
and lot. : 

ART. 14th. ‘To hear and act on the reports of any officers or committees 
of the town. 

ArT. 15th. To see if the town will authorize their Treasurer to hire 
money in anticipation of the taxes the present year, and act anything 
thereon. 

ART. 16th. ‘To see if the town will vote to pay a part of the expense of 
a night watch at the Four Corners, and act anything thereon. 

ART. 17th. 'To ballot upon the question of granting license for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors in this town, ballots to be Yes or No in answer to 
the question, ‘‘ Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in this town?” 

ART. 18th. To see if the town will, by its vote or otherwise, ask the 
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legislature to extend to women who are citizens the right to hold town 
offices, and to vote in town affairs, on the same terms as male citizens.

Frellow-Citizens :—At your last annual town meeting 
it was “Voted that the town officers be instructed to make 
up their accounts to February Ist., and print and deliver 
their reports during said month.” In not complying with 
the above requirement, it is hoped your Committee will not 
be looked upon as manifesting an antagonistic spirit. Had 
we done so, we should have been under the necessity of 
leaving out a report of the third term altogether; and give 
an account of but two-thirds of the appropriation, as ex- 
pended at that time: thus giving you a very incomplete 


and unsatisfactory report. School committees, after hav- 
ing been chosen by the town, pass under authority of the 


State school laws, by which they are to be governed; and 
are not subject to the vote of the town. We do not make — 
this statement boastingly, but because it is a fact that ts 
not generally known. 
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The results of the schools, taken collectively the past 
year, have been of a satisfactory and praiseworthy nature. 
The relations which exist between the teachers of the 
schools and those interested in the cause of education, in 
most cases, have been of a pleasant character. In selecting 
teachers, it has been our rule to obtain the best we could 
for the compensation. That we succeeded in every in- 
stance, is more than we can claim, and more than could 
be expected of us. Such teachers as have manifested but 
little tact for the work, have been quickly and judiciously 
discharged. 

SCHOOL BOOKS. 

We have thought it advisable to discard from the 
schools, the Progressive Speller, it being one of the most 
obsolete text-books we know of; and have put in its place 
Worcester’s Speller, which is a very practical book, and is 
answering its purpose acceptably. This we have been 
able to do without any expense whatever, either to the 
town or pupils. 


MORALS AND GOOD BEHAVIOR. 


The General Statutes of this Commonwealth direct: 
“All instructors of youth to impress on the minds of child- 
ren committed to their care and instruction, the principles 
of piety, justice and a sacred regard to truth, love to their 
country, humanity and universal benevolence, sobriety, 
industry and frugality, chastity, moderation and temper- 
ance, and those other virtues which are the ornament of 
human society, and the basis upon which a republican 
constitution is founded.” 

The above has been so sadly neglected, thatits evil 
results are everywhere apparent; insomuch that the Board 
of Education recommend that school committees shall 


make special mention in their reports, of the morals and 
behavior in each school under their charge. 

No one can doubt but there has been a great improve- 
ment in the working of our traditional school system in 
New England, for the past few years. Yet there has been 
some loss as to relative manners and moral qualities of 
children, trained under the respective influences of the for- 
mer and the latter times. Fifty years ago, children were 
not only instructed, but were made to treat their superiors 
with great respect, and all with courtesy. When they met 
the clergyman or the Squire, they would take off their 
caps and stand with uncovered heads while he passed. 
Now, many times when one passes a wayside schoolhouse, 
he is glad to make extra speed to get out of the way of 
flying missiles hurled about his head, and beyond the 
sound of the yells and whoops of the froward striplings. 
While we do not care to have the children of the present 
day under such rigid surveillance, yet we do ask, that they 
may be so instructed, as not to throw stones at the school 
house after dismissal, in owr presence, or cast a stone after 
us as we drive away. Common schools are too often re- 
garded as nurseries of the intellect only. Parents and 
teachers seem to think that the home is the place for the 
cultivation of the heart and conscience of the child, forget- 
ting that if the all-important work of moral training should 
be neglected while the child is beyond the parental eye, 
mingling with his schoolmates, he can hardly escape in- 
jury from the various vicious influences which rain down 
upon his mind. One may be improving fast in knowledge, 
and bear to his home the highest character as a scholar, 
yet he may be ripening still faster in wickedness, and be 
losing all that makes scholarship a blessing to himself or 
the world. 


It is the required duty of every teacher to do all in his, 
or her power, to inculcate in every pupil principles of hon- 
esty and truthfulness. Do not longer consider it as some- 
thing not belonging to you to do. You may not receive 
here the credit and reward that justly belongs to you for 
diligence in this matter, yet you will have the approval of 
conscience in the faithful discharge of your duty. Child- 
ren should be taught as early as possible to feel how mean, 
low and wicked a thing falsehood is, and how noble and 
glorious it is always to tell the truth. Falsehood is one of 
the greatest offences of which children can be guilty. 
Unless many of our children get .a sense of their moral 
duty from their teacher, they will not get it at all. It is 
more important to a man’s self that he should be an upright 
and conscientious man, than that he should be an intelli- 
gent, a skillful, or a learned man; and beyond measure 
more important to the community. This is the most im- 
portant branch in our school curriculum, and the one that 
receives the least attention. 


‘‘The mind, impressible and soft, with ease 
Imbibes and copies what she hears and sees; 
And through life’s labyrinth holds fast the clew 
That education gives her, false or true.” 


TEACHERS. 


The school committee are blamed, and_ severely 
blamed, because they do not employ graduates from the 
High School as teachers, instead of those from other towns 
who have graduated from the Normal School. The most 
important office of our High Schools is to store the minds 
of its pupils with profitable knowledge. There is not much 
doubt but four-fifths of our graduates from the High School 
could pass a creditable teacher’s examination; yet we 
do not believe that one-fifth of them would at once achieve 


respectable results as teachers, being void of elementary 
drill so necessary to the success of every teacher. One of 
the most important factors in our system of educa- 
tion is to have teachers well trained for our public schools. 
The courses of study at the State Normal School are well 
adapted to this end. ‘The pupils are led to analyze care- 
fully each branch; to learn in what order the different 
parts of the subject should be taught, and then teach it to 
their fellow-students, who are actual pupils under the crit- 
icism of their fellow-students and their teacher. They 
enter upon this work of teaching at the beginning of the 
course and continue it to the end. In all its work the school 


is a normal training school. It isa two-years’ or a four- 
years’ course of practical teaching. In this normal train- 
ing the pupils are led to acquire knowledge for themselves, 


from the objects of thought. The organization of schools 
and the principles of school government are carefully con- 
sidered. The right performance of the teacher’s work re- 
quires the most thorough knowledge of the different 
branches of learning taught, and the best methods of teach- 
ing these branches. To secure this knowledge and the 
skill to use it, requires a thorough course of study and 
practice, and a willingness on the part of the teacher to 
devote his best energies to the preparation for his work. 
All its work is performed with direct reference to training 
the normal pupils to teach and train children for the work 
of life. We do not mean to say that every one graduating 
from the Normal School will become a first-class teacher. 
But we do believe that all thus prepared for teaching, will 
succeed better than they otherwise would have done. 


TRUANTS. 


Although we brought this subject before the town last 
year without any satisfactory result, other than feeling we 
had discharged our duty, yet we deem it to be a matter 
which ought to receive serious consideration; and one 
which, if passed by unheeded, will positively cause our 
schools to deteriorate. The importance of correcting the 
evil of absenteeism and non-attendance at school, cannot be 
over-estimated. There are many children in town who are 
not in the way of acquiring a good elementary education; 
and so long as there is one such child remaining; our ef- 
forts to improve the attendance and reduce absenteeism 
should not be relaxed. One-fourth part of the money 
raised for the support of our schools is annually lost— 
actually thrown away. ‘The average attendance of the 
schools is three-fourths of the whole number belonging to 
the schools, which shows that a fourth of the time allowed 
for the cultivation of the minds of our children, and conse- 
quently the same proportional part of the school money, is 
squandered away by the irregular attendance of the schol- 
ars. For a time, we obtained assent to send our truants to 
the State Primary School at Monson, for confinement. As 
that school is filled to overflowing, permission can no lon- 
ger be secured, and we are powerless to do anything when 
occasion demands it. In comparing the state of our 
schools in 1880, with what they were previous to this time, 
we observe a gain of 14 per cent. in the average attend- 
ance, a result that is certainly most gratifying. But now 
it is generally known that we have no place of committal 
for truants, and our registers show a falling-off in attend- 
ance. 

In a pecuniary point of view, it is the policy of every 
town to make all needed provisions for its truants, although 
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it may incur some expense. [Illiteracy is one great cause 
of crime in our land. Itis said that “In our six New Eng- 
land States only 7 per cent. of the inhabitants over ten 
years of age can neither read nor write; and this small 
minority commits 80 per cent. of the crime.” 

We have a law tocorrect this evil, but as long as that 
law is permitted by sheer and unpardonable neglect to go 
uninforced it is of no avail. We would emphatically say 
that we know of no resort but the rigid enforcement of the 
neglected law given below: 

“Each city and town shall make all needful provisions 
and arrangements concerning habitual, truants and child- 
ren between the ages of seven and fifteen years, who may 
be found wandering about the streets or public places 
therein, having no lawful cccupation or business, not at- 
tending school, and growing up in ignorance; and shall 
make such by-laws as shall be most conducive to the wel- 
fare of such children, and to the good order of such city or 
town; and shall provide suitable places for the confine- 
ment, discipline and instruction of such children: provid- 
ed, that said by-laws shall be approved by the Superior 
Court, or a justice thereof, or by the judge of the Probate 
Court of the county.” In not complying with the above 
law of the Commonwealth, we cannot expect to receive 
any apportionment of the annual income of the Massachu- 
setts School Fund, which amounts to about $236 annually. 


SUPPLEMENTARY READING. 


One of the wants of our schools, more especially at 
the village, is a greater amount of reading matter for each 
grade. Scholars become so familiar with their lessons in 
reading, by the constant repetition which’ a large class of 
pupils makes necessary, that they can repeat them‘ without 
reference to the books; this ends their interest in these les- 
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sons, yet they are not prepared to take the next higher 
book of the series. A few parents have been willing to 
purchase extra books for their children, but this is the ex- 
ception rather than the rule, the parent usually replying’ to 
requests of this kind that he will buy the next higher book, 
but no other of the same grade. If these parents would 
visit the schools (they never do), they might learn the 
error into which they have fallen. As a remedy for this, 
the town should own several sets of readers for each of the 
lower grades, these books to be exchanged from one school 
or class to another, thus supplying a variety of new read- 
ing, without extra cost to the parents, and at a small out- 
lay by the town. ‘Twenty-five books are enough for each 
set, and nine sets would make a very complete outfit. The 
cost of the books will vary from fifteen to sixty cents each, 
and with the constant wear to which they will be subject- 
ed, they will not last more than three years. To carry out 
this plan, it is necessary that the town should make a small 
appropriation for the purpose.

We have thought we might render you an acceptable 
service, by giving you a detailed account of the school 
property in town; that all might become more intimately 
acquainted with what we have, and what we need. ‘There 
are certain school requisites needed in every school room, 
with which very few, if any, of our houses are supplied, 
viz.: dictionaries, outline maps, charts, thermometers, 
clocks and books of reference. With a view to a more 
exact understanding of geography, all the schools, the past 
year, have been supplied with globes; and your commit- 
tee would here express the hope that teachers will not fail 
to make frequent use of them in their geographical teach- 
ings. 


II 


District No. 1. (Soule Neighborhood. ) 
The house is very small, yet sufficiently large when 

not transformed into a wood shed. The extremely narrow 
entry, during the winter term, is made to hold a few feet of 
wood, leaving only a small passage way in and out. The 
remainder of the winter’s supply of fuel has generally been 
housed at a generous neighbor’s. On this account, with 
some inconvenience, the school-room itself takes on the ad- 
ditional feature of entry for boys and girls. The house is 
in quite good condition, and is seated for thirty scholars. 
The enclosure, which is triangular in form, answers its pur- 
pose very well; and when it is found too small for the child- 
ren’s sports, they make the best of the neighboring woods 
for a play-ground. 


Districr No. 2. (Waterville. ) 

This districtis much better provided for than No. 1: 
The house, having forty sittings, was quite recently built 
at an expense of about $800, upon a spacious lot, which 
within the present year, has been better graded, at an ex- 
pense of $20. The members of the district have manifest- 
ed a commendable pride in their new building, and have 
spared no pains to make it pleasant inside as well as out. 
They have furnished an expensive clock, good curtains, 
many wall ornaments, and quite recently, a new settee. 
With such good care and special attention, there is now 
wanting nothing inside or outside to make this one of the 
pleasantest school houses in town. A large wood house is 
among its conveniences. 

Distaionr Nous iGreen.) 

Here, as in No. 2, is all that could be desired. The 
house, though a few years older, is yet comparatively new, 
having been repainted within three years. ‘There are 
twenty desks, and originally forty seats; but several have 
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long been broken, so that it may soon be necessary to add 
new desks, as all the seats are now filled, when no scholar 
is absent. There is a large, well-fenced yard, and a com- 
modious wood-house among the good things of this fortu- 
nate district. 

District No. 4. (Muttock.) 

‘This house is set upon a hill and cannot be hid. The 
way of access to it is not easy, and the drifting snow some- 
times necessitates a good deal of shoveling. The building 
has an imposing, church-like appearance, with de/fry and 
bell, (of which no other school in town can boast). It was 
the gift of a former resident in the district. The house was 
thoroughly repaired less than a year ago; among other 
things being newly plastered, and painted within and with- 
out. The play-ground is unlimited, including a large, un- 
fenced pasture. A wood-house there is not; for this pur- 
pose is used half of the none too large entry, and when 
necessary, the broad canopy of heaven. Quite recently 
has been_used fuel that has been exposed to the storms of 
several years. 

Districr No. 6. (Thompsonville. ) 

The house was built about twenty-seven years ago, 
and has the same desks and seats (forty in number) with 
which it was then furnished. It is thought, however, that 
they will answer for some time to come. The ceiling needs 
to be replastered at once, and also a part of the walls. It 
greatly needs paint within and without, which it will doubt- 
less receive during the next long vacation. A good wood 
house is not wanting, and the enclosed yard is all that 
could be desired for its purpose. 

No. 8. (Thomastown. ) 


This house, having been built but a few years, is in 
good repair inside and out; is convenient and commodious, 
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with a well-fenced and ample playground. The latter 
could be very much improved in general appearance by a 
small outlay in the way of removing stumps, etc. Out- 
buildings in good condition. 

No. 10. (South Middleboro. ) 

We consider this house inadequate for a school of 
thirty scholars, being too small and ill-arranged. It is 
furnished with four rows of double seats, with five seats in 
each row. The outside seats on either side are placed 
against the wall, necessitating the scholar sitting next the 
aisle, to remove every time the one sttting with him is 
obliged to go in or out; thus causing considerable incon- 
venience as well as unseemly confusion. There are but 
two small blackboards, seven feet long and three feet wide ; 
one on either side of the window, an arrangement that 
never ought to exist, under any circumstances. 

The whole mass of the air around us is gradually ren- 
dered impure by vapors exhaled from the lungs, and by the 
matter which is constantly passing from the surface of the 
body, asinsensible perspiration. The amount of corrup- 
tion produced by these sources is astonishing; and we 
cease to be surprised at the loathsomeness of the foul, poi- 
sonous air, with which a close room is contaminated ; or at 
the headaches, languor, dullness and ill temper, which are 
its immediate effects. 

Every school room, in order to effect a suffcient 
change of air, without producing a draught, must allow 20 
square feet of floor space to each pupil, with a height of 124 
feet; 250 cubic feet of space per occupant. While in 
this house we have but 12 feet floor space for each pu- 
pil, with a height of & feet, allowing but 96 cubic feet for 
each; not enough by three-fifths. Shall we thus allow the 
proper sanitary laws to be unobserved, and bring mental in- 
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action, and even sickness upon our children? Shall we in- 
discreetly confine our children in so small a room, to draw 
into their mouths air loaded with effluvia from lungs and 
other sources, which is in the highest degree deleterious 
and loathsome? The laws of hygiene emphatically answer 
—NO! The house is placed too near the road, no play- 
ground attached, too much exposed to the noise of all the 
passers-by, the windows are too low, so much so, as to be 
very convenient for the scholar, on hearing a noise, to look 
out and see what is going on; a fact to which any one can 
testify that has had occasion to pass that way. 

We claim to be living in an age of improvement. We 
claim to know more of the laws of physical health than our 
ancestors knew. This knowledge invites and urges us to 
provide schoolhouses for our children, which are construct- 
ed in accordance with the principles of comfort and good 
taste. 


No. Ti (france: ) 


A year ago this house was thoroughly renovated in- 
side, transforming it from an unsightly, poorly furnished 
room, into one of cheerfulness. The playground is unlim- 
ited, but how much of it belongs to the town we cannot 
‘tell. As it is surrounded by woods, it is not fenced. Out- 
buildings in good repair. 


No. 12. (Highland.) 


This school-house occupies a desirable location, is 
practicable in construction, and attractive in appearance. 
The room is supplied with a fair amount of school furni- 
ture, is well lighted and cheerful. One-half of the roof 
will need re-shingling soon. The play-ground is liberal, 
but surrounded by a stone wall in a dilapidated condition. . 
Out-buildings need slight repairs. 
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NOT 2.) CLOCK) 


The house is pleasantly and centrally located upon a 
liberal sized lot inclosed by a board fence with stone posts. 
The schoolhouse will need the following repairs during the 
summer vacation, viz.: re-shingling, new floor and re- 
laying of the chimney. The room is furnished with 
chairs, many of which in long usage have been broken. 
The out-buildings are in a fair condition. 


District No. 14. (Fall Brook.) 


In this district is a house, built only a few years ago, 
and repainted very recently, when all necessary repairs 
were made. ‘The old school building is used for a wood 
house, needing at present some repairs. There isa large, 
well-fenced enclosure, the appearance of which a small 
outlay would greatly improve. ‘The seating capacity of 
the school room is much larger than its presentfurnishing, 
which is only sixteen desks, or thirty-two sittings. 

No. 16. (Wappanucket. ) 

We regard this house as going to general decay and 
not worth extensive repairs; therefore have made as few 
as possible to make it conducive to the comfort of the pu- 
pils. It is only a question of time when it shall be re- 
placed by a new one. There is no wood house here, a 
need much felt. Out-buildings are in a fair condition. 


Nowry7.' (Necks) 


This schoolhouse was enlarged and renovated ten or 
twelve years ago, therefore it is in quite good repair out 
side. The floor is very much worn and so open as to make 
the room cold and uncomfortable during the winter. The 
wood shed is old and out of repair, and will need recon- 
structing during the summer. The schoolhouse lot is 
small, with a good stone wall at one end only.

No... 185.454 Centre? ) 


Two school-houses and one hired room furnish such 
conveniences (7) as exist for the scholars at the village. 
The “Old school-house” on School street has three apart- 
ments: a primary room seating sixty pupils, and a high- 
er primary room seating fifty-eight pupils, on the lower 
floor; the last named having too many seats for the room, 
but none too many for the number of scholars who are 
obliged to attend there. On the second floor is located one 
of the intermediate schools, with a pleasant room fitted to 
accommodate seventy-six pupils. This house has recently 
been shingled, but needs considerable other repairs. The lot 
belonging with this building contains about one acre. The 
- “new school-house” on Union street has two principal rooms 
and two recitation rooms. The principal room on the low- 
er floor seating seventy pupils, with its adjoining room 
seating twenty pupils, is occupied by an intermediate 
school. This room is defective in blackboard accommo- 
dations, not taat there is any lack in this line, but that they 
are so high as to be out of reach of the pupils. 

The principal room on the second floor seating one 
hundred pupils, with the adjoining room seating twenty- 
-four pupils, is occupied by the Grammar School. The lot 
upon which this house stands contains about seventy rods. 

One Primary School occupies a hired room in Pierce 
Academy ata rental of $120 a year. This room is fur- 
nished for fifty-four pupils, the furniture being the prop- 
erty of the town. 

District No. 19. (Purchade.) 


Nothing more could be reasonably asked for in this 
district. The house is large, with a wood room conven- 
iently arranged between its two entries. Three years ago 
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it was painted within and without, and other minor repairs 
done. It is well furnished for between forty and fifty pu- 
pils, with abundant room for more, should necessity re- 
quire it. The enclosure contains about one acre. 


No. 20. (Plymouth St., No. Middleboro. ) 


Is seated for twenty-four pupils. This house has a large 
lot, and has recently been shingled, plastered, newly 
floored, and painted inside and out. 


No. 21. (Pleasant St., No. Middleboro. ) 


Is seated for twenty-eight pupils, the desks not being well 
adapted to scholars of any grade, and very inconvenient 
for the larger pupils attending the school. The lot is of 
ample size, but the house and out-buildings are badly ar- 
ranged. 

District No. 22. (Redding.) 

The house is small, but sufficiently large for the pres- 
ent number of pupils. Within the present year, it has been 
thoroughly repaired, receiving new plastering throughout, 
and paper for the walls. 

Schools Nos. 5, 7,9 and 15 have been discontinued, 
and the last of the property disposed of, the school-house 
at No. 15 having been sold during the past year. 
It seems desirable that the committee should re-number 
or otherwise designate the schools, at an early date, as be- 
sides the vacancies made by the omitted numbers, No. 18 
now comprises six distinct schools taught in three differ- 
ent buildings by eight teachers. 

BARREN TAL ISLS: 


As an index showing the interest manifested by paren- 
tal visits to the school room, we give in the tabular part of 
the report, the frequency of such visits as taken from the 
school registers. To illustrate the negligence parents are 
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often thoughtlessly guilty of in this matter, we give the 
following anecdote: “An independent farmer concluded 
to raise some calves; and, after weaning them, turned 
them off to pasture. He went, once a week, as was right 
and proper he should, to see to them; but what seems most 
singular, is, that he passed to the pasture by the school-house 
where he had just as many children as he had calves, and 
never entered it during the whole term.” We do not infer 
from this, that the farmer considered the calves of more val- 
ue than his children; but that he faithfully performed one 
duty, while he thoughtlessly neglected a hundred fold 
greater one.

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BOARD OF HEALTH. 


A considerable sum has been expended under this 
head the past year. Malignant Diptheria has been report- 
ed to us in two families, as requiring the immediate attention 
of the Board. Inthe first, Geo. E. Hackett’s, two child- 
ren died and several other members of the farnily were sick. 
In the other, Benj. Haley’s family, the mother and two 
children died ; but by careful isolation, and thorough clean- 
ing of the houses and premises, the disease was confined 
to these two families. 

The expense incurred in these two families, we ex- 
pect will be mostly, if not wholly repaid te the town. The 
other principal item of expense, Mr. Vaughan’s bill, was 
on account of the sewer on Water street. When the sewer 
was built in 1872, no provision was made to prevent the 
escape of gas from the entrances, and forthe last two or 
three years, (on account of the very dry seasons) this has 
been a serious evil. All of the entrances to the sewer (with 
one or two exceptions) have been so secured, as to prevent 
any further trouble from this source. 

In connection with the health of the place, we would 
call the attention of the town to the subject of 

DRAINAGE. 

It seems to us that the time has come, when at least 
preliminary action should be taken in relation to this mat- 
ter; and would recommend that a committee be appointed 
to consider the subject, and report at a future meeting, some 
plan for the town to adopt. But the matter of the drainage 
of the surface water, from Centre, Union and Pearl streets, 
especially the large amount of water coming down into 
Main street, from Jas. H. Harlow’s premises to Courtland 
street, should be attended to at once.

FISH HOUSE. 


At the last annual March meeting. it was “ Voted, That 
the matter of building a fish house at the Star Mills, be 
referred to the Selectmen, and that they be authorized to 
build, if they think it for the interest of the town.” Under 
the authority of the above vote, we proceeded to build, 
when we were told by the President of the Star Mills Co., 
that they denied the right of the town to place any build- 
ing on their land, and forbade our doing so; and the house 
has not been built. 

Previous to 1833, the fish-weir was a short distance 
above the present one, on the easterly side of the river, 
where we are informed that the town had the use of 
about one half acre of land, and for many years there was 
a building upon it used by the parties taking fish. 

In 1833 “Peirce & Wood”, (the owners of the property 
now belonging to the Star Mills) petitioned the Legislature 
for authority to change theirdam. Atameeting of the town 
called for the purpose, it was “ Voted, That the town will not 
oppose the prayer of the petition of Messrs Peirce & Wood, 
now pending before the Legislature, provided that provis- 
ions be made in the act to be passed on said petition, that 
said petitioners and their successors, shall make and always 
maintain a sufficient passage-way for alewives to pass up 
around the said dam, atthe suitable season of the year. 
Also a suitable and convenient place for taking alewives 
by the town or their agents.” 

In March 1833, in the act authorizing the change of 
the dam, are the following provisions, viz: ‘‘And upon the 
further condition, that the said Peter H. Peirce, Horatio G. 
Wood, and their heirs and assigns at their own expense, 
and free from any expense to said town, and to their 
acceptance, provide a suitable place at, or near their said 
dam, where said fish may be conveniently taken; and the 
said fish-way, and the privilege of passing to and from the 
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same, tothe highway, shall be secured to the inhabitants ot 
the town of Middleborough.” 

The town and its agents have put up temporary 
buildings, and used others near the fish way ; having had all 
that they wished; “and free from any expense to the town, 
and to their acceptance.” Since the change of the dam, 
there has been no occasion to raise the question of the 
right of the town, until the presenttime. The question 
should now be settled.

NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE | 
Trustees of the Middleboro’ Public Library. 


A brief sketch of the detail work of giving out, ex- 
changing and caring for the books of the Library, is given 
in the following 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
February 1, 1883. 


To the Trustees of the Middleboro’ Public Library : 
Gentlemen,—My eighth annual report is herewith 
respectfully submitted, showing the result of the Library 
work for the year ending Jan. 22nd, 1883. 

The record of circulation shows 296 days open to the 
public, in which 19,185 volumes were delivered, averaging 
65 per day ; the largest number loaned being 182, occurr- 
ing on the 4th day of March. 

At the date of the present report, the Library numbered 
3470 volumes, and in view of the large circulation, I think 
I may say it was never in a better condition since the open- 
ing ; the worn books having been rebound, and those unfit 
for use, replaced by new ones, as far as they could be ob- 
tained. ‘Those loaned have all been returned with the ex- 
ception of 2; one of which, the borrower left town without 
returning, and the other was lost, butmade good by the 
loser. 

It may be interesting to know something of the details 
of Library work. The item of circulation alone for the 
year 1882-3, has involved the handling of nearly, or quite 
40,000 volumes reckoning the delivery and return. The 
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labor of covering, labeling and numbering, has kept pace 
with the circulation and accessions, 2411 volumes having 
been through the process. The books have also required 
mending and repairing in various ways. Postals are sent 
to recover books over due; account is kept each day of the 
number and class of book given out; all of which requires 
time and labor. The cards out now number 2786. Amount 
collected from the sale of catalogues $3.60; fines $55.02. 


N. J. BULLARD. 


The number of books added to the Library during the 
year was 120; of which 42 were bound volumes of the At- 
lantic Monthly, added with no expense to the Library 
funds, except for binding. Number rebound during the 
year, 146. Worn-out volumes replaced by new ones, 12. 
No Supplementary Catalogue has been issued during the 
year, but one will probably be published the coming 
spring. 

The Policy for the insurance of the books and furni- 
ture of the Library expired Jan. 29th, and the Trustees 
have caused the same to be re-insured for $2650 ($2500 on 
the books, and $150 on furniture) through the agency of 
Mr. T. C. Collins, in the Liverpool, London and Globe 
Insurance Company, at the rate of one and one-half per 
cent, for five years.

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REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Middleboro’: —In submitting their 
Annual Report, your School Committee have no great rev- 
olution to record, neither any novel suggestion to make. 
No new and strange methods have been introduced into our 
schools during the past year, and no startling developments 
have been manifest; yet we may conscientiously report a 
marked general improvement. The Committee try to do 
their best by all; and still some districts may be, indeed 
are, less favored than their more fortunate neighbors. 

We are but men, and therefore have no more than a 
fallible foresight; and simply to this weakness is due the 
fact, that one school may have a less successful teacher than 
another, and on that account be subjected to the disadvan- 
tage of more frequent changes. In the long run, all such 
differences right themselves, and therefore the unfortunate 
may with hope look forward to the good time coming. 

The town’s school property is all in as good repair as 
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last year’s Report specified. With the exception of the new 
house in the south part of the town (to which special ref- 
erence is made elsewhere), No. 6 (Thompsonville) is the 
only district that has received an unusual amount of the 
appropriation. At an expense of $101.88, the house has 
been put in a thoroughly good condition, except the roof, 
one side of which, at least, must be shingled at once. 

The expenditure for general repairs will doubtless be 
much greater during the coming year. 


DRAWING. 


Until the past year, we have had no regular system of 
drawing taught throughout our schools. We now have 
introduced White’s graded system, with much satisfaction 
to teacher and great benefit to pupil. Several free lectures 
were given to our teachers, on first principles in drawing, 
by Mr. J. A. Green of Boston, which have manifestly been 
very helpful in promoting more uniform and more thorough 


instruction. 
VOCAL MUSIC. 


The popular appreciation of a musical education received 
in the public schools of other towns is a sufficient argu- 
ment for our placing the same privilege within reach of our 
own scholars. At present we have no instruction given 
in this very important study other than a few willing 
_ teachers are inclined to give their pupils; neither are these 
carefully drilled, but are simply taught to sing by rote a 
few pretty little songs for special occasions. 

It may be objected by some, that many, if not the most, 
in every school, cannot possibly learn to sing, and therefore 
the expenditure would not be warranted by the slight 
benefit received. But the facts are against the objection. 

A teacher of music, in New Haven, said, ‘‘It has been 
thought by many that singing is an especial gift; whereas, 
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the facts are, that among children who have had even 
limited advantages in this direction, those who cannot sing 
are the exception.... In a critical examination of up- 
wards of fifty rooms, not an average of one scholar in aroom 
could be found unable to sing the exercise required.” 

The Salem Committee on Music, a few years ago repor- 
ted, that only a little more than two per cent. of the entire 
number of pupils in their public schools were unable to sing. 
Similar encouraging reports come from other cities and 
_ towns. 

‘The Statutes (chap. 44, sec. 1)say: ‘Vocal music .... 
shall be taught in all the public schools in which the School 
Committee deem it expedient.” Your Committee are of 
too mild a disposition to flaunt the ‘‘ shall ’’ of the law in the 
face of the town’s displeasure ; but with your approval man- 
ifested in a slightly increased appropriation for this special 
purpose,. we will endeavor to expend wisely whatever you 
may allow. . 


TEACHERS. 


The privilege is granted our teachers to attend The 
County Teachers’ Association, and also one day of each 
term, to visit other schools. We say privilege; however, 
we would they might regard it a solemn obligation. Such 
time, if rightly improved, results in great advantage to our 
schools. Conscientious teachers will use it only for the 
purpose for which it is given; and thoroughly alive, pro- 
gressive teachers will, to the best possible advantage, im- 
prove every such opportunity. 

Some, we regret to say, are not thus diligent in enlarg- 
ing their knowledge, and therefore their school-room pow- 
er. They rarely read educational publications, and seldom 
attend educational meetings, and therefore remain ignorant 
of improved methods of teaching. Itis an observed fact, 
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that those teachers who declare that they derive no benefit 
from attending ‘‘ Institutes” and educational meetings of 
whatever character, and from visiting schools, have ‘* gone 
to seed.” They should be speedily removed from the realm 
of teachers, and be placed on the upper shelf of secluded 
retirement, as queer relics of an ancient method of instruc- 
tion ; and yet this may not be hoped for at present. Still do 
they have an important mission to fill in those poverty- 
stricken towns, where the appropriation for schools is so 
limited that the Committee cannot offer

sufficient to secure for more than a term or so, — and then 
only by chance — any other than these ‘‘ gone to seed” 
teachers. Middleboro’, we are pleased to say, is not quite 
so low down in the scale asis above represented; never- 
theless she is far from the other extreme. We find it possi- 
ble to pay just so much as will satisfy the inexperienced 
teacher ; and, when she has proved her ability, the Commit- 
tee are compelled to accept in reply to their interrogation 
concerning her return: ‘¢ If I cannot do better.” And often 
are we forced to yield to the ‘‘ better” offer of somebody 
else, which makes our town too much of a training-school 
for the benefit of others. All complaints that come to our 
ears about not keeping good teachers — tried and experi- 
enced — must fall back upon the town’s limited appropria- 
tion. Your Committee spend the money appropriated as 
judiciously as they find it possible ; and that admits of com- 
pensation in most cases (as the schedule elsewhere will 
show) less than many of those working in our shops receive. 

But teachers, you may say, have an easy time of it, and 
short days of only six hours. . This is true, simply of the 
‘‘gone to seed” teacher. The thoroughly ‘‘ alive” teacher 
(and that is the kind we want) works directly for the school 
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nearly as many hours out of the two daily sessions as 
within. Such teachers often find their hardest work comes 
after the bell has rung out the dismission of the scholars. 
But teachers who will do this are by no means ‘‘ancient 
relics,’ and cannot be expected to do it for nothing. 


PARENTS. 


We may have the best of teachers, and most comfort- 
able school-houses, equipped with all the modern improved 
appliances, and still lack one of the great essentials to a 
successful school,—and that is, the hearty co-operation and 
sympathy of the parents whose children are taught. All 
are ready to admit this fact: that interest and sympathy 
are best manifested by an occasional call upon the school in 
session. ‘This would manifestly add much to the higher 
efficiency of the school, stimulating both teacher and pupil 
to most earnest work; but this manifestation of interest 
on the part of parents we have not, to any noticeable extent, 
as our last Report plainly showed, and as our present regis- 
ters alike indicate. 

Did the matter end here, there would not be so much 
just cause for complaint. Some parents are, after all, not 
so disinterested as would appear from their clean record of 
absence from school. They greedily listen to the fretful 
stories of their complaining children, and give them cred- 
ence, without a thought of any possible better construction 
upon the same facts from the teacher’s stand point. A few 
lines from the last Report of the Rockland Committee are to 
the point: ‘‘ That parent makes a great mistake who up- 
holds his child and casts blame upon the teacher simply up- 
on the child’s report. The child, upon his return to school, 
at once shows by his demeanor that he feels he has a 
champion at home, and the difficulties of the teacher are 
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increased tenfold. Usually the child, when trouble arises, 
fails to comprehend the motive of the teacher, and does 
not justly estimate his own conduct.” 

In nine cases out of every ten, the parents know nothing 
of what would be for the welfare of the school, and often 
by their conduct manifest an ignorance of what the high- 
est good of the child demands. This source of mischief 
and misunderstanding is most fruitful of trouble in our 
schools. Indeed, we would venture the assertion, that no 
other one thing works such great mischief— trouble at 
school — as this championship of the cause of scholars on 
the part of parents. 


Parents should never disparagingly criticise in the pres- 
ence of a child, any particular method, or any act of the 
teacher in enforcing proper discipline. Such a course leads 
directly to resistance or open rebellion on the part of schol- 
ars in school. Everywhere and always should the parent 
seek to impress upon the child’s mind the duty of prompt 
obedience, and cheerful submission to the authority of the 
teacher. Without such home training, no school can be 
truly successful. 25 


COMMITTEE WORK. 


The work of visiting the several schools is divided among 
the members of the Committee, each member having the 
special charge of certain schools; but each one is expected 
to visit the schools assigned to the others, when necessary 
for the consideration of the condition of the schools, or for 
the better advancement of school-work. All matters per- 
taining to hiring and discharging teachers, fixing salaries, 
changing teachers from one school to another, and making 


special repairs or outlays of money are considered by the 
full Board. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 


For the courses of study in this school, reference can be 
made to the Report of last year. The conditions of ad- 
mission are as heretofore: applicants to pass a satisfac- 
tory examination in common school arithmetic, geography, 
grammar, and the History of the United States. Pupils 
entering the school, and wishing to graduate, are expected 
to select and continue in one of the prescribed courses of 
study. Those who do not intend to graduate may pursue 
any of the branches taught during the terms of their mem- 
bership, and for which they may be fitted. The laws of 
the State prescribe the branches to be taught in the High 
School, and there are always pupils demanding instruction 
in these studies; so that the full time of two teachers is 
always taken in complying with these requirements. A 
greater number of scholars. could be taught in these classes, 
but other desirable classes cannot be formed and taught by 
the present number of instructors. Itis believed that a two 
years’ course of study might be arranged, — of a more prac- 
tical character than either of the present courses, having 
a lower standard of admission, — which would be not only 
available, but desirable, for a large number of pupils who, 
at present, get no benefit fromthe school. This, however, 
would necessitate the hiring of another assistant teacher, 
an outlay which the Committee do not feel warranted in 
assuming until the appropriation is increased sufficiently 
to enable them to do so without in any way interfering 
with the lower schools. 

It will be noticed that the appropriation has been 
slightly exceeded during the past year; and still more 
money will be needed this year to maintain our present 
standing. But we wish to advance, and to that end would 
recommend the appropriation of an additional thousand 
dollars.

EVENING SCHOOL. 


An evening school has been maintained one evening in 
each week during the winter, but without expense to the 
town. The school has occupied the intermediate room 
on Union Street, and all expense attending it has been 
assumed by the teacher, Mrs. James Pierce. 

Twenty-three pupils have been in attendance, varying 
in age from eleven to thirty years. These scholars were 
all females, who labor in the different manufactories, or in 
families, and they have shown a very commendable interest 
for their own improvement. 

It seems desirable that the town should assist in this 
matter, and help in carrying forward a good work so gen- 
erously begun. 


NEW SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


In accordance with the vote of the town, a new house 
has been erected for school No. ro. The lot selected was 
believed to be the one best adapted and most conveniently 
located for the accommodation of the pupils. 

Upon removing the desks from the old house, they were 
found to be in such a damaged condition as to wholly 
unfit them for use in the new building ; they were therefore 
taken out and stored, the few whole ones to be used in 
replacing, and the parts in repairing similar desks in use in 
several other houses. This necessitated an expenditure 
not anticipated, and, consequently, a small excess over the 
appropriation. The old house was sold for the sum of 
$85.00.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


Trustees of the Middleboro’ Public Library. 


FEBRUARY, 1884. 


The statistics of the Library and of the detail work 
done in the care and delivery of books in the Library 
room, are summed up by the acting Librarian as follows: 


Librarian's Report for the year ending Feb. 1, 1884. 


During the 295 days that the Library was open to the 
vublic, 18,137 volumes were delivered, averaging 61+ a 
day. Largest number delivered in one day, 173, occuring 
on the 26th of January, 1884. Number of volumes belong- 
ing to the Library at the present time 3661, of which three 
are not yet accounted for. Covered, numbered and 
labelled during the year, 2081 volumes. 3062 is the num- 
ber of the last card issued.

The number of books added during the year was 191. 
At the time of the annual examination 125 books were 
sent away to be rebound. ‘These are still in the binder’s 
hands at the date of this report, and the money to pay 
fof the same held in reserve as will be seen by the Treas- 
urer’s report. None of the worn out volumes have been — 
replaced by new ones during the year, but quite a num- 
ber are in such condition that they will undoubtedly 
have to be replaced during the coming year. 

As the town house committee had planed for painting 
the rooms, the Library was closed two weeks during 
December for that purpose, and the annual examination 
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was made during that time. All the books were taken 
from the shelves, examined and returned, and all but 
three were found in place or accounted for, and possibly 
the missing ones may yet be found. 

Soon after the beginning of the year, Miss N. J. Bul- 
lard, who had served as Librarian since the opening of 
the Library, received the appointment as Librarian of the 
South Boston Branch of the Boston Public Library, and 
entered upon that duty June ist. While the Trustees 
were reluctant to lose her services, the means at our com- 
mand would not permit much increase of salary, and the 
position offered her was felt to be a well-deserved promo- 
tion, and one which her years of service in our Library 
well qualified her to fil. The vacancy thus caused was 
placed in the hands of the Library committee to fill tem- 
porarily, and Mr. Charles M. Thatcher who had served as 
an assistant on the busy evenings for many years, was 
placed in charge and served as Librarian to January Ist, 


since which time Mrs. Adelaide K. Thatcher has served | 


in that capacity. 

The Library has received recently valuable Public Re- 
ports both State and National, which have not yet been 
_ placed in the catalogue and assigned places on-the shelves. 
“Thanks are also due to Miss Nellie Brightman for publi- 
cations relating to the Foreign Fair recently held in Bos- 
ton.

PLYMOUTH, SS. 
To James Cole, or either of the Constables of the Town of Middleborough, 
Greeting: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn all of the Inhabitants of said town qualified to 
vote in town affairs, to meet in the Town HALL, in said town, on Mon- 
day, the Third day of March next, at 10 o’clock, A. M., to act on the fol- 
lowing articles, viz. : 

ArT, Ist To choose a Moderator. 

Art. 2nd. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 
The following officers to be voted for all on one ballot, viz.: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer and Collector, Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, Con- 
Stables, and Fish Wardens.

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Crime and ignorance are bosom friends. Where illite- 
racy prevails, lawlessness is most likely to abound.  II- 
literacy, ignorance, in any government or community is 
forever assailing and undermining its very foundations. 
It is the natural and deadly foe of all law and order. 
‘Tt is the creeping paralysis that unnerves [a nation’s] 
arm ; itis the malaria that poisons its blood; it is the 
cataract that dims and finally destroys its vision ; it is 
the slow decay that consumes its life.”’ 

Know the per cent. of illiteracy in our several States, or - 
townships in each Commonwealth, or communities in any 
town, and you can with almost a mathematical accuracy 
apportion the amount of crime in each. ° 

We care not now to enter the fertile field of conclusive 
evidence to prove so patent a fact. It is mentioned simply 
to indicate the truth that whatever moneys, in however 
liberal measure, are expended directly for educational 
purposes by nation, state, or town, are wisely invested, 
and at compound interest. 
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We educate, because education is the servant of good 
government ; we educate, because intelligence is the best 
security for order, peace and quiet in the community. 
We educate, because ‘‘illiteracy in a republic is incipient 
anarchy.’’ We educate, because this is the great and 
only remedy for many evils that are even now menacing 
the very existence of our nation. We educate, because 
the teacher, armed with the primer, is a more efficient 
bulwark of our inherited liberties and of our national per- 
petuity and glory, than are the most thoroughly equip- 
ped and disciplined armies. In short we educate because 
we believe with Plato that ‘‘ignorance is the root of mis- 
fortune’ and that it is ‘‘better to be unborn than un- 
taught.’’ 

For a Town to scrimp in matters of education would 
manifestly be the height of folly ; since niggardliness 
here merges into criminality, and parsimony into suicide. 

And yet, in Town-meeting, an unwise and unsound 
judgment, if anywhere, generally displays itself at the 
point of 


ARPRORRIATION 


for the support of schools. By some few these dollars 
are most grudgingly voted—or at least seem to be. Upon 
such minds weighs how heavily the troublesome fact that 
the largest appropriation by the town is for its schools. 
On all occasions, as opportunity offers, they are not only 
prompt in opposing its increase, but equally ready to 
advocate its decrease. These self-appointed protectors 
of the Town’s treasury, and would-be-guardians of ler’ 
educational interests, are very much alarmed about our 
doing too much for the mental improvement of our chil- 
dren—that is, anything more than was done for our 
ereat-grandfathers and their sires. 

‘hese would have us believe that the request for an 
appropriation of $10,000, is so far out of all reason as to 
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savor of insanity. But our consolation may be that other 
towns in the County and many in the State, judged after 
this same manner, are much more thoroughly non com- 
pos mentis. | 

For instance in her own county Middleboro ranks 
ninth in the amount of money appropriated for each pu- 
pil, and in the State one hundred and thirty eight towns 
do better. She is not quite up to the average in Plym- 
outh County, and far, ($3.46) below the average for the 
State. Nor is the showing better, but rather worse in 
the County when the per cent. of valuation appropriated 
to schools is taken into consideration. This statement is 
necessarily based upon the appropriation of $9000. Very 
likely the showing will be somewhat improved by the 
additional thousand of last year, which will go into the 
next State report. But it cannot possibly lift us to the 
average. Now, we may have no ambition to become the 
banner town in the State or county; but certainly there 
is left to us no room for just complaint of an unreasona- 
ble extravagance while our appropriation remains so far 
below the average in both. 

Your appropriation has been conscientiously expend- 
ed, and economically, allowing your committee to be 
judges of this matter. They are of the firm belief that 
the Town of Middleboro has reason to feel proud of her 
schools asa whole. We are not unmindful that more or 
less discredit has been cast upon them by the local press 
during the year. Nor are we surprised that certain ones, 
whose highest type of wisdom is an editor of some pa- 
per, should have believed all they have read. But, so 
far as your committee can learn, these complaints have 
come from those who Know nothing of our schools from 
versonal visitation. And therefore these adverse opin- 
ions give them no hesitancy in saying that in their own 
opinion, our schools are on the whole well up to the 
average, and will compare favorably with any others in 
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the County—not to say State, lest we should seem 
boastful. 5 

This opinion your committee give not ignorantly. For 
during the year one or another of them has visited all 
grades of schools in several towns, cities, and even States. 
Moreover they have received favorable opinions from 
others who have knowledge of these sthools and those 
elsewhere. . Your committee invite criticism, but prefer 
that it should come from those who know what they are 
talking about. Let no one depend on flying reports, but 
seek the best information concerning our schools by per- 
sonal visitation. 

Your committee make no claim to perfection, neither 
pretend they to have reached the highest ideal in all or 
in any of our schools. They are modest enough to be- 
lieve others might do better. They readily acknowledge 
errors of judgment in certain selections of teachers du- 
ring the year, which they have sought to rectify as 
speedily as they well might. They aim to profit by all 
such experiences and use them as stepping-stones to 
creater efficiency. 

We have said your money has been judiciously expen- 
ded. With this opinion, however, would we record the 
unanimous confession that far better results could have 
been secured, had your schools been under the direction 
of one master mind in the person of a 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


We can but believe the time has come when our schools 
not only need, but demand the time and care of one 
wholly devoted to their interests. 

At present they receive only a divided attention. Your 
committee must acknowledge that with them it is busi- 
ness first and schools afterwards. The one sufficient rea- 
son for this actual neglect is that many times the hours 
given to this work are actually worth more to them in 
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their own private business than the town does or even 
could afford to pay. 

Within the last few years the work required of your 
committee has greatly increased, and another additional 
responsibility and burden will have been added by our 
legislature ere this report shall be read. We shall be 
required in the name of the town to purchase and care 
for all books used in our schools. The difference in the 
expense of a committee and of a superintendent can be 
only a trifle. You are now paying for the supervision of 
your schools about five hundred dollars. It must in the 
future be quite a little more, in view of the additional 
work mentioned above, and that which must come of 
attending to the wants of schools in a remote part of the 
town, by one near the centre. Manifestly it is going to- 
require more time to wait upon schools from a distance 
of seven to eleven miles, than from their own immediate 
vicinity. Little emergencies which often do arise, and 
which are liable to at any time, cannot possibly be 
attended to from this distance with that dispatch they 
might receive from one in that section of the town. 
These extra demands upon time including that which 
comes with furnishing books will be likely to cost the 
town from one to two hundred dollars. 

We think a man of moderate ability might be secured 
for eight or nine hundred dollars; and for a thousand 
one in every way suitable for the position. 

Your committee must then serve for nothing, accord- 
to law, and the best talent in town would be only too 
glad to do so. 

We submit to the town whether this would not be the 
highest economy. Would not your schools be enough 
better to warrant this extra outlay of two or three hun- 
dred dollars? ‘‘There is that scattereth and yet increas- 
eth ; and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, 
but it tendeth to poverty.’’ None of our farmers need a 
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Solomon to tell them this. It is so plain a principle, the 
least amount of common sense cannot overlookit. They 
make outlays in the spring, Knowing full well that abun- 
dant return will come in the harvest. They need not be 
told it is folly to withhold all top-dressing. Let not 
their wisdom forsake them in town-meeting. Let them 
top-dress their appropriation for schools, by furnishing 
the needed two or three hundred dollars for a superinten- 
dent, and reap the inestimable benefit that must come of 
greatly improved schools in harvested intelligence. 


GRADING. 


An important advance has been made during the year, 
in the matter of grading the schools at the village, and 
the lower departments are now in a good working condi- 
tion. These schools have been divided into nine grades, 
one year to each grade; pupils being supposed to enter 
at five years of age and to be prepared for the High 
School at fourteen. . 

Beginners enter the Third Primary in the Academy 
building, advance to the Second Primary, in the rear 
room of the School street house, thence to the First 
Primary, in the lower front room of the same building, 
completing the Primary course. The Second Intermedi- 
ate occupies the upper room in the School street’ house, 
and the First Intermediate the lower rooms in the Union 
street building. Two years’ time is given to classes in the 
latter rooms, there being two. rooms and two teachers. 
To the Grammar grades, with bwo rooms and two teachi- 
ers, in the same building, three years are given. 

Itis yet to define the exact amount of study each 
grade can be expected to accomplish. The Grammar 
department and the First Intermediate now number 
about ninety pupils each, being nearly up to the seating 
capacity of their rooms, and quite reaching the profita- 
ble teaching capacity of four teachers in these undesirable 
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rooms. The Second Intermediate numbers about fifty 
and the First Primary thirty pupils. In the latter 
room more could be seated and taught, but the class for 
this year is smaller than usual. The Second Primary, 
with a capacity of fifty-two has fifty-four names on the 
register, while the Third Primary with accomodations for 
sixty has on its roll seventy names. Sickness has re- 
duced the average attendance in this room to a sufficient 
extent to enable those present to obtain seats during the 
past term, but when the usual spring increase shall have 
been added to this already overflowing department what 
can we do with the surplus? This brings us to the im- 
portant subject of 


MORE SCHOOL ROOM. 


_ For several years the town has hired one room at an an- 


nual cost. of $120. More room must he hired to accom- 
modate the pupils for the next term, and arrangements 
have been made to occupy another room in the Acade- 
my building. This room is difficult of access and not 
altogether desirable when reached, but is the best to be 
found. Is it profitable to longer continue in this way % 
In 1875 the Union street house was erected, and it was 
believed by many, at that time, that no more school room 
would be needed for the present generation, but in 1878 
the rooms were again found to be more than full and in 
the following year an addition of two recitation rooms 
was made to this house. This enlargement was built, as 
voted in town meeting, but, contrary to the wishes of a 
majority of the school committee, and though serving to 
furnish rooms for the pupils for a time, has been a con- 
stant source of annoyance to committee, teachers, and 
scholars, for besides the confusion made by the continued 
passing of scholars from one room to the other, the form 
of the rooms makes them models of inconvenience, being 
thirty-four feet wide by fourteen and one half long. 
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This places the teacher in the middle of a long row of 
pupils, and, until teachers can be found who have their 
eyes located like the birds, we must ‘fail of the best re- 
sults. In 1880, still more space was demanded and the 
room now occupied in the Academy building was hired 
and furnished, and this room, as already shown, now 
fails to meet our wants. What comes next? Shall we 
enlarge either of the present houses? This seems imprac- 
ticable, as neither was built with any reference to ftiture 
enlargements. Shall asmall house be built, in the out- 
skirts of the village? This was proposed in 1879 but did 
‘not receive the approval of the town. Shall we discon- 
tinue the practice of patching and piecing to meet pres- 
ent emergencies, and commence work on a new and last- 
ing basis? If this question is answered in the affirma- 
tive it means briefly :—the disposal of the present valua- 
ble lots and buildings, the purchase of a new lot in such 
a location and of such a size as will accommodate all the 
schools of the village, and the erection thereon of ahouse 
containing at least twelve school rooms, and so designed 
as to be readily enlarged.. We are aware that this would 
necessitate a large outlay, but is the time ever coming 
when this outlay will be less, or when the change can be 
more easily made’? Certain it is that something must be 
doné, and we commend this subject to the careful con- 
sideration of the voters of the town, and ask them to act 
their wishes in this matter and then not find fault with 
the committee for doing things which they have no 
power to change, or leaving undone other things which 
are equally impossible to perform. 


SALARIES. 


During the past yearan advance was made in the wages 
of some of our teachers, but we are still paying less than 
in the larger towns around us, and, to quote from the 
report of the town of Bridgewater: ‘‘We cannot count 
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on long retaining the service of one who is known to be 
really a good teacher, unless for personal reasons [Mid- 
dleboro] is strongly preferred as a Lome. We cannot 
compete with the cities and towns of greater wealth in 
the matter of salary ; and any one whom we value high- 
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ly, we are in danger of losing.’ 
SCHOOL BOOKS. 


The law just passed, and to take effect Aug. 1, 1884, 
providing for free school books and supplies for all 
scholars, will make a considerable expenditure necessary. 
A small book-case will be needed in each school room 
for the proper storing and care of the books. ‘As but 
few books will have to be furnished under the provision 
of this act during the first year, an appropriation of 
$600 will probably be sufficient. 

In the statistical table will be found the column giving 
the per cent. of attendance for each school and for each 
term. By this table it will be noticed that the best record 
belongs to the First Primary, Fall term, and High 
School, Spring term, each having 98 per cent. of attend- 
ance. 

The worst record is for the winter term in school No. 
3 (Green), having a record 58.6 percent. The average 
for all the schools was 85.8 per cent.

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Pp oCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Once again ‘‘in the course of human events,” it 
becomes necessary for your servants, the School Commit- 
tee, to give an account of their stewardship. They find 
it no painful task, because they have served the town in 
good conscience the best they’ were able, all things con- 
sidered. Wesay all things considered, for we believe 
there is not one of your Committee but could show much 
better results did they give the work their undivided at- 
tention, which circumstances will not allow. 

_ We repeat what we have before said, that no busi- 
ness or professional man can find leisure to bestow upon 
our schools that time and care which their highest effi- — 
ciency demands. The supervision of public schools has 
come to be a business of special importance, and there is 
no room for doubt that a “ve 

SUPERINTENDENT 


is as much more to be desired above the best Committee 
any town ever enjoyed, as were they to be preferred to 
the primitive prudential committee of the old district sys- 
tem. A physician would deserve to forfeit his title, did 
he neglect his medical studies to read the Journal of Edu- 
cation. You would expect the jurist to be more interested 
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in Blackstone than in the statistical tables of the Annual 
Report of the Board of Education. And the clergyman 
_could not justly be branded as chief of sinners for absent- 
ing himself from the Teachers’ Institute or Convention to 
make a few pastoral calls. The fact is, a man’s particu- 
lar business—that by which he subsists—demands, nay, 
_instinctively commands his first consideration. 

And who will say that the expenditure of eleven 
thousands of the town’s money, and the sacred interests 
of eight hundred pupils in process of training for respon- 
sible positions in town, state and nation, are not worthy 
of somebody's frst thought? Imagining only profound 
silence in the presence of this question, and believing in 
the intent of the town to walk in wisdom’s ways, we ren- 
der this account, not only with the warm desire, but with 
earnest expectation that we may no longer be stewards of 
these matters. , 

This expectation would deepen into a positive con- 
viction, were we sure all the voters at our town meeting 
fully realize and appreciate the fact that this is 


MIDDLEBORO, 


and not Halifax, or Plympton or Rochester. Why, Hull 
with her two schools and sixty pupils is provided for after 
the same manner as Middleboro with her twenty-two 
schools and more than fourteen times as many scholars. 
And wherefore? Forsooth, because it costs a few hun-" 
dred dollars less—jve at the most; because a Superin- 
tendent for our schools would increase our tax eighteen 
cents on a thousand dollars. In matters private no one 
would hesitate a moment what to do. The most parsimo- 
nious among us would not think of employing the village 
smith to tinker his watch, though he might do it for half 
price. Andis that a less objectionable economy which 
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delegates to others than a specialist in educational circles 
the direction and management of our schools? 

Surely this is not the style of economy practised by 
our successful farmers. To quote from our last report :— 
They make outlays in the spring knowing full well that 
abundant return will come with the harvest. They need 
not be told itis folly to withhold all top-dressing. Let 
not their wisdom forsake them in town meeting, Let them 
top-dress their appropriation for schools by voting an 
additional 7ve hundred dollars for the securing of a Su- 
perintendent, and reap the zzcalculable benefit to be de- 
rived from this almost cuappreciable increase of expen- 
diture. 

It will be remembered that the town, at an adjourned 
meeting, instructed the Committee to recommend, if pos- 
sible, in their report, a suitable person for the position of 
Superintendent to be had for one thousand dollars,—or 
something to that effect. This you will see we cannot 
very well do, as it calls for a more thorough investigation 
than the present uncertainty of the case will warrant. 
The selection of the right man demands the utmost care 
and precaution, for the wrong man, it must be confessed, 
would be worse than none. But we can say, that through 
inquiry and correspondence, we are convinced of a rea- 
sonable certainty that a man of ability and experience can 
_ be secured for a thousand dollars. 

| SCHOOLROOMS. 

Failing to secure the second floor in the Academy 
building for a second term, your Committee think they 
were fortunate in hiring the lower hall for only twenty 
dollars more than they were formerly paying for the little 
inconvenient room up stairs—that is, for eighty dollars a 
year, making $200 for all the lower floor of the Academy. 
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This is more room than we need just now, but as the 
small part in actual use renders the rest worthless for 
other purposes, it could be had for little less than the 
whole. ‘This additional school will account for the great- 
er part of the increased expenditure over the previous 
exyear in No. 18. 

Neither is this the only district in need of better ac- 
commodation than the town at present furnishes. There 
is an imperative and immediate necessity that Wappa- 
nucket have a 


NEW SCHOOLHOUSE. 


Three years ago your Committee reported to the town 
that the school-house in this district (No. 16) was going 
to general decay and was not worth extensive repairs. 
They then’ considered it only a question of time how soon 
we should be obliged to erect a new building. We are 
now of opinion that the time has come when there should 
be a new house in this district, regarding it injudicious to 
maintain a school in the old one another winter. A house 
large enough for present, and, we think, for all future 
requirements, could be built at an expense not exceeding 
one thousand dollars. This would not levy a tax of over 
forty cents on a thousand—-a sum so small that even the 
most censorious could not object because of the expense. 

So much do the future health, vigor, taste and moral 
principles of the pupils depend upon the position, arrange- 
ment and construction of the school-house, that everything 
about it is important. Our children’s characters, their 
intellectual relish or discernment, and in fact, their whole 
demeanor, will be moulded and shaped, more or less, by 
the condition of the school-houses in which the greater 
part of their early lives is spent. Every school-room 
should be a place of agreeable resort, calculated to con- 
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nect pleasant associations with study. It is therefore 
important that we erect and maintain convenient, health- 
ful and pleasant school buildings, where our children 
spend so much of their time, and where the impressions 
they receive may shed a soft influence on their whole 
lives. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


We live in an ever changing world, and your Com- 
mittee have aimed to move along with it when such motion 
seemed to themselves to be progressive. One such ad- 
vance you will perceive in the earlier appearance of this 
Report. To give it you before the March meeting, we 
were obliged to leave the third term a blank in the statis- 
tical table, as the term is not yet finished. With this 
single exception you will find the report complete for the 
year, and these figures will also appear in their place a 
year hence. 

- The several terms and vacations have been so arrang- 
ed that our financial year will close on the 31st day ot 
_December, which insures the prompt appearance of the 
committee’s report in the future. The change from three 
terms of twelve weeks each is simply this: the first or 
winter term will open on the first Monday of January, 
continue ten weeks, and be followed by a variable vaca- 
tion of four or five weeks; the second or spring term 
_ will also be ten weeks long and will be followed by either 
nine or ten weeks vacation, that depending upon the 
length of the preceding vacation; the third or fall term 
will begin on the first Monday in September, and after 
sixteen weeks session, close on the Friday before Christ- 
mas for a holiday rest of two weeks. 

The advantages of the change are, we believe, far 
more than that which gives our report at an earlier date. 
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Our schools, we are persuaded, will so accomplish more 
and better work, especially in the fall and winter terms, 
which before have been very much broken by the holi- 
days. Asalready intimated, our present financial account, 
to make it cover a full school year, includes two months 
of the present term, which same will necessarily appear 
a second time in our next report. But this will cause no 
confusion, as each report will be for a complete year in 
itself. 

We do not all look through the same eyes, and no 
one isthe worse for that. Your Committee intend al- 
ways to act from a four-sided view of all questions, and it 
is not strange that any, who will not see more than one 
side, should judge some of their supposed improvements 
as retrograde progression. During the year two schools 
have been discontinued, probably not with entire satisfac- 
tion to all; and a third found itself without enough 
pupils to sustain its life during the last term. 

Your Committee have yet to be persuaded that it is 
not an zmprovement for the pupils and all concerned, to 
have one school united with another, when either has 
dropped in its attendance to less than ten scholars. The 
larger number in class recitation intensifies the pupil’s in- 
terest and spurs him on to greater diligence, other things 
being equal. Moreover, the multiplied duties of the sit- 
uation warrant the payment of more for a teacher, and so 
secures greater efficiency in that position. We think an 
unpredjuced look at all sides of this question will satisfy 
every one that the course pursued is the way of wisdom. 
We have yet another xew departure to chronicle, but lest 
we seem to invite unpleasant comparisons, we change the 
subject of our remarks to the 
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Fearing to risk a change of teachers, your Commit- 
tee spared no effort to secure the return of the former 
instructor. Their offer was not only liberal, but what it 
was feared the town might consider extravagant. It was 
found, however, that others had more money than we, 
and so a change became necessary. After careful delib- 
eration it was agreed among ourselves that many a good 
female teacher could fill the position, and wel/. We 
thought ourselves fortunate in engaging a Miss Marshall, 
of Nantucket, who at the last moment—only four days 
before the school was to open—communicated to us her 
inability, because of sickness. to meet her engagement. 
Before the close,of the week, an arrangement was made 
with Miss Arnold, to give up her situation at St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., and enter upon the duties of our Grammar 
school the following week. Your Committee have no 
cause to regret their choice, and sincerely believe that in 
this they have made no mistake. 

In time past, by one and another, an unfavorable 
comparison has been made between the 


HIGH SCHOOL 


and the Grammar grade. The opinion has been express- 
ed that the former received an undue amount of the 
appropriation. We therefore thought best to put the 
expense of each side by side in the financial account. By 
reference to those figures it will appear that the difference 
is less than five hundred dollars. Deduct the amount of 
tuition received at the High school, and the excess is 
only $242.76. Still further reduce this by $86.84, the 
amount paid for the two weeks longer session of the High 
school, and you have a difference of little more than $150. 
We think the town that can get its Latin, and Greek, and 
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French, and sciences we// taught for so little more than it 
expends for Grammar school drill in the common branch- 
es, is, to say the Jeast that can be said, not very unfortu- 
nate. 1 

Some special interest has of late been manifest con- 
cerning the required terms of 


ADMISSION TO THE HIGH SCHOOL, 


This has been by examination in the common branch- 
es—Arithmetic (White's) to cube root, Geography, U.S. 
History and elementary Grammar complete. The re- 
quired per cent. has been an average of .75 in all, and not 
less than .65 in any study. Thus .g5 in one is .20 more 
than is required for passing in that, and this surplus is 
transferred to any other study or studies in which the 
pupil may be less proficient, provided in it or them his 
standing is up to .65. It has also been proposed to admit 
hereafter on condition that the pupil in any one study, does 
not fall below .50 when the other three average .75. 
This latter provision, however, has not yet been fully 
determined upon. With a second trial, always given, 
these terms, to your Committee, seem very reasonable. 
The question, nevertheless, has arisen,—why not admit 
on probation, by simple recommendation from the teacher 
as to ground thoroughly mastered by the pupil? We 
think this might work well with our Grammar school, 
but the conditions outside of the village are such that this 
plan could not well be put in operation. The frequent 

,and irregular changes of teachers would often leave some 
without one competent to recommend. Andif we require 
such to pass an examination, and others not, we shall be 
discriminating in favor of the latter, and so would justly 
incur the displeasure of the former. The way that does 
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not meet all the difficulties presented is not the proper 
solution of the problem. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


Some may be interested to know what school books 
are usedin town. They are White’s Arithmetic, War- 
ren’s Geography, Harvey’s Revised Grammar, Swinton’s 
Readers, White’s System of Drawing, and the Graphic 
Copy Books, recently introduced. This is a satisfactory. 
list, with one exception. There is a new and much better 
edition of White’s Arithmetic, issued since their introduc- 
tion into town. The change must come sooner or later, 
but we feared it might seem like piling Ossa upon Pelion, 
did we add this heavy expense to the already large bill for 
school supplies. 

In No. 18, where the classes are such as to admit of 
interchange, and where supplementary reading is a neces- 
sity, the town also owns several dozens each of McGuf- 
fey’s, Appleton’s, and Lippincott’s Readers. Higginson’s 
History is also on trial in two schools, with a view to in- 
troduction, if the committee shall hereafter think best. 
With these two exceptions, the books areuniform through- 
out town. 


SCHOOL SUPPLIES. 


You will notice that the supply account is more than 
double the amount of appropriation. Still, your Commit- 
tee believe they have been economical to a fault. It 
would have been less expensive to have exchanged His- 
tories and Arithmetics when the first purchases were 
made, but that would have increased the expenses several 
hundreds of dollars. In time the town must purchase and 
own this number of books—one for each scholar, but your 
Committee thought best to scatter the burden through 
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several years, rather than saddle it upon the town all at 
once, as we learn of several Committees doing. | 

_ We have furnished only what we were absolutely 
obliged to provide by law, requiring pupils to use what- 
ever supplies they might have on hand. We have not yet 
been to the expense of providing in each school a case 
for the preservation and safe keeping of the town’s prop- 
erty. That must come this year, which will probably 
make this account fully as large for the year to come as 
for that past. You will notice, however, that the other 


APPROPRIATIONS 
are more than enough in excess to cancel the deficiency 
in this. We would therefore submit our estimates for the 
same amount as last year, only in a little modified form: 
Support of Schools, . : $9500.00 
Incidental Expenses, P : 1000.00 
For School Supplies, .. 1000.00 » 

This does not cover the deficiency in the supply 
account for the past year. It only provides for the com- 
ing year what is expected will be needed for its current 
expenses, andinthe form they will take. If the town 
care fora running account with the School Committee, 
such as they have had for years, it might be well to pass 
a vote to make the deficiency good; for, at the most, it 
was only avery poor guess out of untried experiences, that 
put so low an estimate upon the probable cost of one 
year’s school supplies. Whether we have enough or less 
appropriated by the town, the law says we skad/ provide 
for the wants of all our pupils, leaving your Committee 
no option in this matter, however much they may desire 
to keep within the limits prescribed by the town. As we 
have intimated above, the expense for supplies will not be 
reduced to a minimum until the town owns all books used 
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in the schools; for new promotions will occur each year 
that will demand anew supply. After that, the expense 
will be simply for whatever is consumed or worn out. 
This, according to the experience of cities where the 
method has been in operation several years, will average 
from fifty to sixty-five cents for each pupil, or not far 
from five hundred dollars a year for our schools. }

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


The eleventh Annual Report of the Public Library 
closes for the year, Feb. 1, 1885. 

A. strict account has been kept of the care and delivery 
of the books, and the record shows the Library open to 
the public 301 days, in which 22,061 volumes have been 
delivered, an increase of 3924 over last year, Daily aver- 
age, 73+. The largest monthly circulation wasin March, 
1884, when 2230 were given out. Jan. 31st, 1885, 258 
books were delivered, which is by far the largest number 
on record for any one day. Five other days during the 
year the daily circulation exceeded 175 each. 18 volumes 
have been discarded as unfit for use and are replaced by 
new ones. 203 volumes have been added. the Library 
at present numbering 3864. At this writing 38 books are 
in the hands of the binder to be rebound. 
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All books loaned have been returned with the excep. 
tion of two, one being lost the full value has been received, 
the other was left in the cars and if not recovered will be 
made good by the loser.

The present 
shelves in nearly all the classifications are crowded, and 
many valuable reports and documents are not catalogued 
for want of room to shelf them. Including these books 
the number now belonging to the Library is considerably 
more than 4000. Will not the citizens of the town see 
that their Library has a place such as befits its sphere of 
usefulness? F

Keport of Committee on Drainage. 


In the warrant forthe annual March meeting for the 
year 1883, Art. 22 was as follows: ‘‘Totake such action 
as the town shall see cause in relation to draining Centre, 
Pearl and Main streets.” Acting under this article it was 
voted ‘‘to choose a committee of three to consider the mat- 
ter of drainage as contained in Art. 22, and report at some 
future meeting,“ and ‘that the committee on drainage be 
authorized to expend a sum not exceeding $500, as they 
may think necessary.” 

Your committee, acting under these instructions and | 
in accordance with the sentiments expressed by the speak- 
ers on the subject at the town meeting, carefully viewed 
the premises with reference to surface draining Pearl and 
Main streets, but were unable to see any way by which 
this could be accomplished in any but a most superficial 
manner, and that at considerable expense. The question 
of special sewers for these localities was next considered, 
and resulted in an agreement by the committee, that no 
more sewers ought to be constructed, unless they formed a 
part of a system for the drainage not only of surface water 
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but for the improvement of the streets, removing water 
from cellars and waste from kitchens and sanitary appli- 
ances. 

To carry outthis plan, an accurate survey was nec- 
essary, and for this purpose the services of Mr. Percy M. 
Blake of Hyde Park, were secured, and he has furnished 
the necessary plans for the construction of a system of 
sewers for the easterly portion of the village. These 
plans give not only the data for the sewer system, but have 
the grade lines for the proper construction of the streets. 
They have been enclosed in a metallic case and placed in 
the town vault for safe keeping and future reference. 

Mr. Blake’s comprehensive report to the committee is 
herewith presented, as giving desirable information on this 
subject, and any one by carefully examining this report 
and the map accompanying the plans, will be able to gain 
avery full knowledge of the matter. 


REPORT OF ENGINEER. 


To Warren H. Southworth, Esq., Chairman Committee 
on Drainage, Middleborough, Mass. 


Dear Sir :—Allow me to submit to your committee as 
of interest in connection with the surveys and plans made 
under your direction for developing systems of surface and 
sub drainage for your village, the following facts and con- 
clusions suggested by the data and information obtained. 

It should be understood first that a complete system of 
town drainage aims to accomplish the maintenance of street 
_ surfaces, the removal of surface water, prevention of 
standing pools and ponds of ice, the permanent stability 
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of curb stones, pavements, crosswalks and foundations, 
the removal of domestic and manufacturing wastes before 
they become offensive and dangerous to health, and the 
opportunity to provide and maintain the many and valua- 
ble domestic sanitary conveniences which depend upon 
such a drainage system for their proper and satisfactory 
operation. | 

The importance of such improvements as these in 
promoting the growth of a community, in raising the stand- 
ard of health and increasing the value of private property 
therein, is certainly great enough to justify the establish- 
ment inevery town and village of a systematic plan of 
surface grades and competent sewers. 


Necessity compels every town to undertake from time 
to time improvements of this nature, but in few cases is 
the value of systematic work, which aims constantly at 
permanent economy and final perfection, recognized. 

Your village is naturally divided into two principal 
water sheds, separated from each other by a parting ridge 
extending from the intersection of Myrtle and North 
streets to the intersection of Oak and Peirce streets, 
thence to the summit of Everett street about 500 feet north 
of Centre street, thence southerly to Elm street, and 
through Elm street to Grove street. 

The territory west of this line drains naturally through 
the intervales on the west of the village into Joses Brook, 
which discharges into the Taunton river a short distance 
below the entrance of the Nemasket river; the territory 
east of the ridge drains into the Nemasket river. 

This latter area containing a little more than 300 acres 
has been the subject of special study, owing to its more 
thorough development and its special need of drainage 
facilities. 
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The surveys show this area to consist of five distinct 
slopes or drainage districts, as follows :— 


District A. An area of 42 acres, including North 
street from Main to Myrtle, Myrtle street, Barrows street, 
School street from Centre to Barrows, and Main street 
from Peirces’ store to the Star Mills, with small amounts 
of territory adjoining. ‘The estates and streets within this 
area can best be drained by a system of grades and sew- 
ers having a final discharge through Main street into the 
river near the Star Mills. 


District B. An area of 93 acres including Peirce 
street, Oak street from Centre to Peirce, Forest streets 
Centre street from Forest to Main, Pearl street, School 
street from Centre to Peirce, Main street from town hall to 
Peirces’ store, Water, Rock, Benton, Webster, Clifford, 
Jackson and Lincoln streets. This area can best be 
drained by a system of grades and sewers discharging 
through Water street into the river. 


District C. An area of 100 acres, including Everett 
street from the summit to Centre street, High, Pearl, 
Oak street from Centre to Courtland, Southwick, Court- 
land, Elm, Grove, and Main street from town hall to 
Grove street, with all territory intervening between these 
streets. This area can best be drained by a system of 
grades and sewers concentring at the intersection of Court- 
land and Main streets, and discharging through a main 
drain extending in a northeasterly direction from that 
point to the river. 


District D. An area of 40 acres lying east of Main 
street and between Rock street and the main drain last 
described. ‘This area will require no special provision for 
drainage unless built upon and developed. 
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District EH. An area of 25 acres lying east and 
south of Main street and north of Jackson street, which, 
like District D., will require no drainage improvements 
until further developed.. 3 

The general map prepared from the surveys will 
give more precise information regarding the best methods 
of providing permanent drainage for these districts. It is 
easy to perceive that this positive configuration of the vil- 
lage reduces the cost of grading and sewering the streets 
included in the entire territory of 300 acres to a minimum. 
The fact that the greatest area to be considered is only 100 
acres, and that the present street grades in that district (C) 
as well as throughout the entire village can be altered to 
answer the requirements of an efficient plan at a remark- 
ably small expense, should be appreciated and _ utilized in 
controling such expenditures as the town may hereafter 
authorize for purposes of grading and drainaye. 


District B., which includes the central portions of the 
village and the most traveled thoroughfares, can be prop- 
erly and thoroughly graded and sewered at a very reason- 
able cost. No estimate of this expense has been made, as 
such work to be reliable and valuable, requires further in- 
vestigation, and was not included in the instructions given 
to me. 


The ultimate plan for draining and sewering the vil- 
lage would include a low level main intercepting sewer, 
as shown on the general plan. ‘This main sewer would be 
located on the west side of the Nemasket river and would 
extend from the Star mills to an extension of Courtland 
street, whence it would receive the drainage of District C. 
At Water street it would be enlarged, provided with an 
overflow for storm water, and would receive the drainage 
of district B., delivered through the Water street sewer. 
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Between this point and the outfall, its capacity would 
be sufficient to convey also the drainage from district E, 
and at the lower end to receive the drainage from district 
A. The elevation of the outfall would be sufficient to de- 
liver the entire discharge on to the meadow lands below the 
Star mills for processes of utilization, filtration, or purifica- 
tion, should the same become necessary. 

A proper limit to this communication will not allow 
any further description of the details of this system, but a 
few general requirements governing the laying out and 
construction of grades and sewers may be allowed. 

The following quotations from the memorandum ac- 
companying plans are offered expressing these require- 
ments. 

‘‘In carrying out a system of drainage much regard 
must be had for the construction of the roadbed, filling 
and surface of the street. Sufficient crowning must be 
given to the surface to secure a prompt lateral drainage 
into the gutters of all storm’ waters, and the harder the 
surface, and the more impervious it is made, the longer 
it’ will last and resist heavy travel.”. * *.* * 

‘‘It is not proposed nor recommended to you to at- 
tempt to remove all surface water by and through the sew- 
ers, but rather so far as possible to keep surface water out 
of them. * * * * By the plan submitted, no provision 
is to be made for rapidly removing through the sewers the 
maximum rainfall or melting snow running on the surface. 
The sewers do include however, a capacity to drain off by 
a regular and moderate flow, a very considerable quantity 
of surface water :—a quantity sufficient to be of advantage 
in cleansing the sewers by the increased discharge, and 
sufficient to thoroughly remove the surface water which 
without such means of escape, would under ordinary 
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conditions of dampness, remain on the surface until the 
slow precess of evaporation or soakage had dried the 
locality.” 3 : 

‘As efficient and satisfactory domestic drainage is one 
of the most important objects to be attained by the: 
adption of a system of sewerage, a general depth is 
proposed for the sewers which will make it possible to 
sub-drain nearly every estate in the village.” 

I append a list of the bench marks established by the 
surveys made. 3

Deeming it expedient at this time, to call the atten- 


tion of the citizens of the town to the condition of the 


almshouse, we beg leave to present some facts in relation 


thereto. The house is growing old, and with the natural 


wear and tear of wind and weather, each succeeding year 
renders it the more shaky and uncomfortable in severe 
weather. A great portion of the house, having no cellar 
under it, is exposed to severe strains by the action of 
frost, thereby starting much of the plastering, which is 
falling frequently from lathing, rendering it necessary to 
be continually repairing, and uncomfortable at that. ‘Fhe 
Inspector of Charities, from the Board of Health, Lunacy 
and Charity, inspected the premises in September last. 
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He said, after viewing all parts of the house, ‘‘It ought 
to be taken away and a new house built.” 

The chimneys are large, and we can but feel that 
they may be growing poor and dangerous. The outside 
covering is becoming very much decayed and quite a por- 
- tion of it ought to be newly covered before another winter. 
Windows are very poor, many of them; floors are getting 
badly worn, and in a word, the whole structure will have 
to be thoroughly repaired inside and out very soon, to. 
maintain health and comfort of the inmates. One of the 
prominent physicians of Middleboro, recently said, ‘‘that 
the almshouse was not fit or comfortable, for the poor to 
occupy in cold weather.” We sincerely believe, that the 
time has arrived, when the best interests of the town of 
Middleboro, require the erection of a commodious, sub- 
stantial, and plainly built, brick almshouse. Having thus 
briefly called attention to this matter, we respectfully sub- 
mit the facts to the good judgment and candid considera- 
tion of the citizens of the town.

Art. 6th. To choose a Board of Auditors to examine claims against the 
town and order the payment of the same. 

Art. 7th. To choose a Committee to settle with their _ Treasurer and 
report the condition of the treasury. 

Art. 8th. To vote the pay of the Treasurer and Golesiar for his ser- 
vices the ensuing year. 

Art.gth. To dispose of the town’s right to take Alewives the present 
year, and act anything thereon. 


Art. roth. To see if the town will vote that the yards of the persons 
chosen Field Drivers shall be Town Pounds so long as they remain in 
office, provided they alsu be chosen Pound Keepers. 

Art. 11th. To seeif the town will authorize their Overseers of the 
Poor to contract with some person to take charge of the Almshouse, and 
act anything thereon. 

Art. r2th. To allow accounts against the town, and act anything 
thereon. 

To take action in relation to clearing the highways of snow 
the present yaar.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


To the Citizens of Middleborough : 


Of the necessity and wisdom of a skilful and intelligent 
supervision of the public schools of the present day, in order 
to secure the most productive results, there can be but one 
opinion. ' So universal is this observation that it is now gen- 
erally admitted that the schools depend almost as much upon 
efficient supervision as upon skilful teaching; and that the 
schools are no exception to the general rule that, where im- 
portant interests are involved, it is wise economy to commit 
the general management to the hands of one competent super- 
intendent. 

That the new departure made by the town last year, in put- 
ting its schools under the direct control of a superintendent, 
was wise and prudent and productive of good results will dis- 
tinctly appear, not only from the report of the Superintendent, 
but also from the following communication from the Agent of 
the State Board of Education who recently visited many of 
our schools with the following gratifying results :— 


“Three years ago I made a somewhat thorough inspection of 
the schools of Middleborough. Ihave recently revisited about 
half of them, and gladly comply with your request to give 
you my impression of their condition. 

Comparing the present with the past, I find a decided 
improvement in three directions. 

First. The organization of the schools is more complete 
and more efficient. The classification is better, especially in 
the mixed schools, and the work is laid out with more care 
and more equally distributed. 

Second. The methods of instruction in the lower grades 
are greatly impvoved, so that there is a perceptible gain in the 
quantity and quality of the work done by the younger 
children. 

Third. I find more interest and life among the pupils in 
the rural schools. The work in them is more uniform, and 
they are better supplied with the means of teaching. 

All these improvements are directly traceable to the em- 
ployment of a superintendent, and could not have been made 
without it. A system of schools, as much as a system of 
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government needs ome executive head, who can be held respon- 
sible for the administration, so far as he is free in the exercise 
of his functions. 

A single year can show only the beginning of improve- 
ment. I think your town adopted the new system none too 
soon for the good of the schools, and for economy in the use 
of the school money. | 

Grave deficiencies still exist. The written language work 
is still defective, and the work in arithmetic is not as intelli- 
gent as it should be. 

Some of the rural schoolhouses are out of repair, and 
many of the outbuildings are full of filth and obscenity. They 
are as disgusting to the physical as they are degrading to the 
moral sense. 

I think the superintendent should be intrusted with plenary 
authority in regard to these matters. 
jjSuch, very briefly stated, are my impressions concerning 
the present condition and needs of your schools.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Middleborough: 


The report of the work of the schools for the year 1885 is 
herewith submitted. The months of May and June were the 
end of the school year, and also the time in which the Super- 
intendent was introduced to his work. It was necessary, 
therefore, that they. should be spent in studying the progress 
made by the classes during the year preceding, and also in the 
formation of methods of work for the succeeding year, be- 
ginning in September. 

The plan is outlined. Results are of slower growth, and 
we can only predict the possibilities. The aim has been to put 
into practical operation in the school-room the methods of the 
best schools of the country ; those methods founded on true 
pedagogical principles. That there is a science of education, 
as well as of medicine and law, is now a recognized fact in all 
intelligent communities. What anatomy is to the student of 
medicine, Blackstone to the student of law, pedagogics should 
be to the teacher. A natural aptitude to teach is, of course, 
essential in all teachers; but that this aptitude can be made 
to render more efficient service by proper training must be ac- 
knowledged. 

The acquisition of knowledge is not the sole end of school 
instruction. Where it is made so, only those of powerful 
memories can attain distinction, and success in life depends 
less on memory than on reason. In addition to acquiring use- 
ful information, and of more importance than it, is the attain- 
ment of good methods of mental activity; the attainment of 
the ability to depend on self; the attainment of the har- 
monious development of the mental, moral, and physical na- 
ture. The legitimate work of a school is so to train the mind 
to right methods of thought that the child can acquire for 
himself; so to train the moral sense that he instinctively turns 
to noble acts and thoughts. No series of written or oral ex- 
aminations, no per cents., can estimate such an education. 
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Human intellect does not allow itself to be measured by any 
mathematical scale. Success in life is not estimated in per 
cents, and in school we are supposed to train the immature 
mind to encounter the world; then why not estimate success 
in the one the same as in the other ? 

The work of a teacher is that of directing the self-activities 
into the proper channels. That training in which information 
is the only aim, that teacher whose highest ambition is to 
have her pupils answer glibly any question from a given text- 
book, are, we hope, no more found in the schools. Teachers 
and parents both see that there is something more for their 
children to be gained from the public school than the mere 
“going through the book’; something more than the com- 
mitting to memory facts and dates, and the solution of in- 
tricate mathematical puzzles. 


REPORTS. 

Since September, teachers have made monthly reports of 
attendance to the Superintendent, giving statistics with re- 
gard to absence, tardiness, dismissions, truancy, corporal pun- 
ishments, and visits; also other reports showing the work 
accomplished by each class during the month. From these 
reports it can readily be seen if the work of one school is 
flagging, and not keeping pace with others in the town, and 
measures can be taken to remedy the defect. The statistics 


of tardiness, dismissions, etc., given below are for the autumn 
term, and are taken from these reports.

| Acase of diphtheria at fis Neck fed the average at- 
| tendance of that school during the spring term to only five 
pupils. The Green School was closed two weeks in Decem- 
ber, on account of a few cases of scarlet fever. No other 
| serious disturbance of the schools by disease has occurred. 
_ The average attendance is low, and is due to the ready con- 
_ sent of parents to grant ‘their children an excuse to absent 
| themselves. If parents would consider how much more diffi- 
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cult they render the teacher’s work, and how much they re- 
tard the progress of the child by allowing an absence from 
school, there would be no cause to complain of our low aver- 
age attendance.’ It is undoubtedly true that fully one half of 
the absences are unnecessary. 

Seventeen truants were reported during the autumn term. 
A few of these are so persistent in their truancy that they - 
might almost be considered habitual truants. Commitment of 
the worst cases to a truant school would undoubtedly have a 
beneficial effect on the regularity of the attendance of those 
remaining. 

During the year, thirty-one have been neither absent nor 
tardy. They are as follows : —

SCHOOLHOUSES. 


With the exception of the new buildings and a few others, 
the schoolhouses need a liberal application of paint and white- 
wash. The Neck, Nemasket, and Redding houses need other 
repairs in addition. The out-buildings, however, demand 
more immediate attention than the school-rooms themselves. 
In some districts, especially Nemasket, Purchade, Redding, 
Rock, Fall Brook, Waterville, and France, a thorough reno- 
vation is needed. The interiors of these have been shock- 
ingly marked and cut, each year adding something to that of 
the year before, till they now are unfit for use. Once placed 
in good condition, the teacher can cause them to be kept so, 
and hers should be the responsibility. The Thomastown 
_ building was put into good condition during the summer, and, 
to the credit of the children and teacher, great care is taken 
that it be kept so. The same may be said of the build- 
ings at South Middleborough, Wappanuckett, and Union 
Street. Too much cannot be said on the necessity of keep- 
ing these buildings in good order for their moral effect. 

None of the schoolhouses are provided with any means for 
the escape of impure air, save through the windows. Venti- 
lation by opening the windows is attended with great danger 
to pupils, but there is greater danger in breathing impurities. 
In none of our buildings are there cubic feet enough of air to 
last longer than halfan hour without change. One child vitiates 
from eight to ten cubic feet of air a minute, and in some of 
our crowded rooms the air would become absolutely poisonous 
in about twenty minutes were it not changed. 

To get rid of the foul and to admit pure air, the doors and 
windows have to be opened. ‘That children may not take 
cold by exposure to draughts during this process of ventilation 
gymnastic exercises are given. These exercises are given at 
intervals during the day whenever the air becomes impure. 
With some provision for ventilation, much time might be saved 
for the teaching; but health first of all must be considered. 

Minor repairs to floors, plastering, blackboards, and desks 
will be needed in many districts. 

The small room on the second floor of the School Street 
building has been fitted up for temporary use, till better ac- 
commodation can be provided, but it is much too small for 
permanent use. The three schools in this house, taught by 
four teachers, are crowded beyond their capacity, one room 
having two more pupils than there are desks. The Union 
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Street building, with two schools and four teachers, is as full 
as consistent with good teaching. The two schools in the 
Academy are large for primary work, having registered 
eighty-eight pupils during the autumn term. Space must be 
reser ved “here for the new-comers, who will make their ap- 
pearance with the pleasant weather in spring. 

The environment of a child is a great factor in the forma- 
tion of character, and our school-rooms and grounds should be 
neat, clean, and attractive. If a room be attractive, the chil- 
dren take pleasure in keeping it so, and, by so doing, aid to 
make their own characters attractive. As impure air causes a 
deterioration of the physical being, so dingy walls and a 
gloomy room produce a like effect on the moral nature. It 
should be the aim to render all our school-rooms as pleasant 
and as homelike as possible. 


TEACHERS. 


_ Twenty-nine teachers are required by the schools. Most of 
the changes that have occurred have been in the ungraded 
schools. These have been caused partly by incompetency, 
partly by promotion. Teachers who have shown themselves 
to be competent for their work are unwilling to remain in our 
-smaller schools at the very low salary paid, unless for some 
reason Middleborough be preferred as a place of residence. 
Monthly meetings of the teachers have been held at the 
Superintendent’s office, at which all are required to be present. 
Methods of work are discussed and illustrations of teaching 
given with classes from the schools. ‘These meetings have 
materially aided in bringing the work of the schools in the 
different parts of the town into harmony with one system. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


_ The cost of keeping up the supply of text-books, after all the 
books are owned by the town, is a point on which various 
estimates have been made. The experience of cities and towns 
where free text-books have been the rule for several years is 
valuable. Last year (1884-85), in one city, with an average 
membership of 7,696, the expenditure for books was $8,035.96, 
or $1.042 for each pupil. The town of W., with free text- 
books for twelve years, spent $1.50; the town of A., after an 
experience of seven years, spent $1.39 for each pupil last year. 
The average of ten towns that introduced the system in 1884 
is $3.22 for each pupil for the two years. Middleborough has 
spent $3.00. 

‘Many pupils still have books of their own. As _ these 
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advance to higher. classes and others take their places, a new 
supply will be needed. - It has been found that the average 
length of time a book will last is about three years; thatvis, 
one third of the books belonging to the town will have to be 
replaced each year. Perishable supplies, or articles that by 
using are unfit for further use, such as writing and drawing 
books, pencils, pens, paper, etc., have to be renewed each 
Sia In the aggregate, furnishing free text-books is much 
ess expensive than for each individual to buy his own, but 
the burden is differently distributed, and placed where it will 
be the least felt. Since the passage of the law, the high and 
grammar schools all oves the State have increased their num- 
bers. More now receive the benefits of our higher grades. 
The increase in Middleborough is not so marked as in many 
other towns, but there has been sone gain here. 

In addition to the books that are placed in the hands of 
each pupil, more books for collateral study and reading are 
necessary. The supply of reference books is very meagre in 
most of the schools ; in some none at all, beyond an abridged 
dictionary. The study of history and of ceography cannot be 
properly conducted without something more than the one 
text-book for each pupil. The books give only a mere out- 
line, and, that the topical methods may be used, these should 
be supplemented by others. Pupils should study a subject 
broadly in school that they may form correct habits of study ; 
that is, they should learn how to study, how to find out things 
for themselves. A school that attains this end has accom- 
plished all that can be expected of it. The ability to acquire 
knowledge is of more value thar the mere possession: Our 
schools must teach the former, and, in attaining that, they of 
necessity accomplish the latter. The public library has ren- 
dered great service to the schools in supplying them with nearly 
all the collateral reading they have had; but a single book 
that must be accessible to every inhabitant of the town can- 
not be made to do the work required in a school. Books to 
be useful must be in a position to be readily used. They 
should be in the school-room where they may be consulted at 
any and at all times. A little has been done in this direction 
in the High School. A few copies of different histories have 
been placed there for general reference. An inspection of 
the work in that department will show what great service they 
have rendered. The same good results would follow a similar 
plan for the other schools. |

UNGRADED SCHOOLS. 


By an ungraded school, outside of the cities, is generally 
meant a school in the sparsely settled districts, in which 
studies are taken up without definite order, whenever it suits 
the caprice of teacher, parent, or pupil. When a skilled 
educator was in charge, no harm could come from this lack of 
system; but, unfortunately, it was rarely that such a person 
could be obtained for such a school, and the result was too 
frequently disastrous to the mental growth of the pupils. 
Studies were taken up without regard to whether the mind 
of the pupil was: fitted to receive them. For instance, geogra- 
phy is a subject which has a definite place in a course of 
study, and should not be begun till the mind is well prepared 
to receive it. Yet in many instances, children who could 
scarcely read intelligently in the second reader have been 
found with geographies in their hands, struggling to fix in 
their minds the (to them) meaningless phrases and unpro- 
nounceable names. It has long been the custom in the 
graded schools to prepare the way for this study by carefully 
directed oral lessons and lessons by observation; and the 
results justify the means. If such a course be advantageous 
to a graded, why not to an ungraded school? 

That our mixed or ungraded schools can be graded has 
been sufficiently demonstrated in other towns, and ina few 
of our own schools. With a well-defined course of study, 
showing the order in which subjects should be taken up, the 
work of these schools will be less complex, and the unequal 
training so commonly found will no longer prevail. The work 
of the nine years of the primary and grammar course has 
been formulated, and, as far as possible, the ungraded schools 
made to conform to definite grade, and to progress evenly 
with the graded system, so that when the nine years have 
been completed, and classes from all parts of the town come 
together in the High School, they will all have a similar 
preparation, whether they come from the northern, southern, 
or eastern part of the town, or from the village schools. This 
will enable the teachers of the High School to do more satis- 
factory and more advanced work. 

Very few changes have been made in the course of study, 
save that more time is devoted to language, to teaching to 
speak and write correctly, and less to the abstractions of 
technical grammar. The simple forms of single-entry book- 
keeping are taken up with the arithmetic in the last year of 
the grammar school. 
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VILLAGE SCHOOLS. 


There are nine grades of work in the village schools, three 
primary, two intermediate, and four grammar, each grade 
representing one year’s work. The first grade consists of the 
two schools in the Academy; the second and third occupy the 
lower floor of the School Street building. The Intermediate 
School, comprising the fourth and fifth grades, is on the 
upper floor of the same building. The four grammar grades, 
six to nine inclusive, are in the Union Street building. 
-Last June it was found that the class to be promoted from 
Miss Lovell’s to Miss Arnold’s room was so large that it 
would place more in the latter room than there were seats 
for; so, instead of sending the class up stairs, the grade of 
the lower school was raised and promotions made in that way. 
Instead of having the fifth and sixth grades as formerly, the 
lower room now comprises the sixth and seventh. Fifteen 
pupils of the sixth grade were found competent to do the 
work of the eighth, and were transferred to Miss Arnold’s 
room. The fifth-grade class is now in the School Street build- 
ing, intermediate room, where an assistant has been employed 
to aid in teaching the seventy-four pupils who assemble 
there. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School had an attendance of seventy-two in the 
winter term, which decreased to sixty-nine during the spring 
term. The class that was graduated in June numbered thir- 
teen. Thirty-seven applied for admission for the year begin- 
ning in September, of whom thirty-one were admitted. Of 
this number, sixteen were from the Grammar School, three 
each from Purchade and Thompsonville, two each from Rock 
and Thomastown, and one each from Nemasket, Fall Brook, 
France, Carver, and the Eaton School. Twenty-one were re- 
ceived without condition and ten on probation. 

A second assistant was deemed necessary on account of the 
large number of classes that must recite each day, and Miss 
Dora Peirce, a graduate of the fotr-years’ course at the 
Bridgewater Normal School, was elected to the position. To 
provide another recitation-room, the girls’ cloak-room was fur- 
nished for the purpose, the boys’ coat-room was appropriated 
‘for the girls, and the entrance hall provided with hooks for the 
use of the boys. This arrangement, although having incon- 
veniences, was the best that could be made under the circum- 
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stances. The principal inconvenience arises from the small 
size and insufficient light of the new recitation-room. 

It is plain to all visiting the school that it has outgrown its 
present quarters. The seating capacity of the school-room is 
only eighty sittings, and there have been seventy-eight pupils. 
These eighty sittings have been provided only at the sacrifice 
of floor space needed for other purposes. The outlook for 
next year is very promising for the success of the school so 
faras numbers are concerned. There are thirteen in the 
graduating class, and sixty-one doing the work of the last year 
of the grammar course. Of these last, forty-five will probably © 
be well qualified to enter. What to do with them will bea 
perplexing problem. The recitation-rooms are too small and 
too poorly ventilated to admit of a class occupying them all 
the time, and no more desks can, by any possibility, be 
crowded into the school-room. 

A few changes have been made in the course of study, 
whereby it was expected the subjects studied could be taken 
up more in detail. By the newcurriculum, more time is given 
to the study of the English language and literature, and to 
history. Those who wish to prepare for college omit the 
science of the third and fourth years, and take Greek in the 
place. There are now two courses of study, the English and 
the classical, which for the first two years are the same; but, 
in the third and fourth years, Greek and the other subjects | 
necessary for admission to college are taken in place of those 
not tending directly to that end. . 

The greatest needs of this school, next to more room, are 
more reference books and apparatus for aiding in the study of 
physics and chemistry. 

For a list of the requirements for admission, the course of 
study may be consulted. After finishing satisfactorily the . 
course through the ninth grade, pupils are entitled to take up 
the work of the High School course.

READING. 


In teaching reading, as in teaching everything else, the 
order must be, first the thought, then its expression by 
words. Hence it includes both silent and oral reading; 
silent for the thought, oral for the expression. To secure 
fluency, practice in reading at sight must be given. As most 
of the reading that will be done by the child after his school 
training is finished will be at sight, to give him the proper 
training, his reading in school should be largely of the same 
nature. As we do not study the newspapers or a story before 
reading them aloud, so in a school we should not insist on the 
study of a reading lesson, but should have much sight read- 
ing. Forthis method a large amount of reading matter is 
required. Fortunately, there is plenty of good literature for 
children that can be employed for this purpose. Simple 
stories that contain useful information are of great help. That 
sight reading produces more fluent readers has been amply 
demonstrated in practice. In fact, in one of our schools the 
reading is wholly at sight ; no reading lesson is studied before 
itis read. It may be a coincidence only, but in that school 
there is the best reading we have in town. The proper use of 
the voice isa part, though not the most important part, of the 
instruction inreading. For this work elocutionary drill should 
be given. 

It has been founda great saving of time to teach children 
to read script before print. In this way lessons about the 
objects in the school can be easily given. By copying the 
words learned, a means of employment for the little ones 
while sitting at their desks is furnished. After they can read 
readily at sight simple sentences in script,that is, after the first 
three or four months, the transition to the printed word and 
sentence is made, and, if the teaching has been as it should 
be, no difficulty is experienced in the transition, but after a 
_ few days they read as readily in the one form as in the other. 
The change from script to print has been found much easier 
than from print to script. 
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After the third reader has been finished, and even before, 
reading should be more as a means of acquiring information 
than for elocutionary drill. For this purpose, geographical 
and historical stories are used, and thus, as supplementary 
reading, the study of geography and history is introduced. 
Such stories as we were able to get have been read for this 
purpose, and more could have been done with more material. 
Some of the stories that experience has proved useful for this - 
purpose are Miss Andrews’ Seven Little Sisters and Each and 
All, Miss Hall’s Our World, Stories from American History, 
Old World Stories, Robinson Crusoe, Swiss Famtly Robinson, 
and the like. 

Instead of a fifth reader in the highest classes (ninth 
grade), American prose authors are read, and an introduction 
given to the study of our own literature. Irving and Haw- 
thorne have been studied more than any other writers. The 
teaching has been directed to cultivating the reading habit 
and a taste for good reading. 

In addition to the above, the newspapers have formed a 
part of the reading matter. Reading about the late war in the 
Balkans furnished excellent opportunities to teach well Euro- 
pean geography, and our best teachers have not neglected to 
make good use of such material in their instruction. 

The several series of readers in use in the town have been 
grouped into sets. The schools in the northern part are fur- 
nished with one series, those in the eastern part with another, 
those in the southern part with another, and soon. At the 
end of six or eight weeks, when these books have been read 
through, an exchange is made between the different sections. 
When these in their turn have been read, another change is 
made, and so’on. In this way every pupil in town has the 
advantage of a// the reading matter furnished, and no more 
books are required than when every pupil in town was fur- 
nished with one and the same kind of reader. When a child 
has finished one first reader, he is not put at once to a second 
reader. The advance is too great to be made at once without 
more preparation ; consequently he is given a first reader of 
another series, then another, and so on, till he has read per- 
haps half a dozen. Then he is fitted for a second. The 
same method is pursued with the second, and likewise with 
all grades. By the one series system, pupils reached the 
fourth and fifth readers before they were able to comprehend ~ 
a third. To be sure, they called the words rightly, and read 
with expression, but yet had no.comprehension of the mean- 
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ing of what they read. They read mechanically. We have 
frequently heard persons read fluently, and with fairly good 
expression, some foreign language; but who had no concep- 
tion of what they read, knowing only the rules for pronuncia- 
tion. Fifth readers to a child of eight or nine are as unintel- 
ligible as if written in French or German, yet sometimes 
children of that age read very fluently in them. They read 
for words, not thoughts. The teachers in our schools have 

labored zealously to improve the reading and break up this 
~ mechanical habit, and in most cases have been successful. 


ARITHMETIC. . 


Children, to acquire a conception of numbers, must associate 
objects with them, so for the first two years of school-life 
objects are used in the teaching. Nothing is done with num- 
ber in the abstract during this time. The method used by 
most of the teachers is a modification of the Grube method. 
All the combinations and separations are taught simultane- 
ously by the use of objects, instead of dwelling on addition 
till it is mastered, then proceeding to subtraction. After the 
-second year, abstract work begins to be given, but practical 
exercises, such as buying goods at a store, ready reckoning 
with small numbers, and the like, are largely dwelt upon. Oral 
instruction only is given till the fifth grade is reached, when 
a book may be used. In the fifth and sixth grades, White’s 
Elementary, and in the seventh, eighth, and ninth, White’s 
Complete Arithmetic form the text-book standard. 

In the ninth grade the simple forms of single-entry book- 
keeping, except the partnership accounts, are studied. 

Throughout the course solving practical problems is to be 
made a more prominent feature than working by rule intricate 
puzzles with numbers; for it is here that one of the great 
weaknesses of the schools is displayed. Pupils can solve the 
_ problems in the book when they know a rule by which to 
work them, but give them practical examples such as are met 
with in every-day life, and they fail utterly to reason them out. 
Rule, not reason, has been followed to too great an extent. 


GEOGRAPHY AND HISTORY. 


These two subjects, as too commonly taught, seem to 
have no connection with each other; but, taught as they 
should be, they really belong together, and should form a part 
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of the supplementary reading. It is of more importance that 
a child know something about the people of a country, than 
that he should be able to name all the towns in a certain sec- 
tion of that country. For instance, the subject of France 
should not be considered taught when a pupil can bound the 
country, name the principal cities, rivers, mountains, and pro- 
ductions, and yet knows nothing of Napoleon. A large part 
of the matter in geography that pupils commit to memory may 
as well be omitted, for they learn it only to forget it. The 
memory may be better strengthened by committing to memory 
ecppctiiine that will be of permanent use. 

o describe, in words, to a child who has never seen them, 
a lake or a mountain, will give him no conception of what 
they really are. The smallest children need something more 
than word pictures. That their definitions of continents, 
islands, peninsulas, etc., may call up in their minds some ex- 
perience, that they may be something more than empty 
words, moulding in clay or sand the forms described, has been 
used with good results. After the mind is well prepared in 
this way, and the geographical language is comprehended, the 
pupils are allowed to use text-books. At first, however, they are 
used as supplementary readers, and not till the fifth year are they 
studied independently. Books of travel and of discovery are 
read whenever it is possible to obtain them. Map drawing, 
from copy and from memory, is taught, in order permanently 
to fix in mind outlines and relative positions. Most of our 
classes are able, accurately and with:facility, to draw from 
memory the map of any country they have studied. 

The story is the beginning of the teaching of history, and 
is employed at first in connection with the geography. In 
both subjects study and recitations are conducted by the topt- 
cal method, and little by the system of question and answer. 
Pupils are encouraged to talk about the lessons, and, if they 
know a subject, they are always ready to talk. The study 
of the history of the United States forms the -basis of the 
grammar-school historical course, and three years are clevoted 
to it. Inthe first year a study of the most prominent events 
and men is madeinaconnected manner, so that an impression 
of the main points of our history in their connection is given. 
The next year the detailed study of events with their causes 
and effect is taken up to 1789. The last year, the period 
since 1789 is studied, together with an exposition of the 
Constitution. The history of other countries, where it has a 
direct bearing on our own, is briefly treated. When the plan on 
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which the schools are now working has been further devel- 
oped, more collateral history will be possible, and then Eng- 
lish history may be taken up in these grammar grades, as is 
done largely in advanced grammar schools elsewhere. 


LANGUAGE. 


Closely allied to the efforts which are making for the for- 
mation of habits of good reading stands the work of teaching 
the correct use of language. 

Grammar never taught any one to speak and write cor- 
rectly.. It simply tells us the usage which is sanctioned by 
good writers and speakers. We must learn to use good lan- 
guage by using it. As all are not trained to this at home, the 
schools must aim to supply the lack ; to do which the teacher 
must insist on correct language from the very beginning of 
the school course. If children hear and read only pure and 
correct English, they will never use any other. It is not natural 
perversity nor wilful ignorance that leads a child to express his 
thoughts in incorrect forms, but because he has heard and 
imitated the expressions of others. Hence arises the neces- 
sity of giving him only good models for imitation. 

It is in this branch that our schools show the greatest 
weakness. ‘Training in this all-important subject begins with 
the day the child first enters school, and should continue till 
he leaves. Writing, talking, and reading — all are made Jan- 
guage lessons. From the first no piece of work is accepted 
unless it is correct. Attention is not called to errors, lest a 
confused picture of right and wrong be left on the mind; but, 
if work is wrong, it is erased and made right. Correcting 
false syntax is not made use of by our teachers, because 
the tendency of such teaching is to confuse the pupil.  In- 
stead of calling his attention to the wrong expression, his 
thoughts are directed to the correct, and nothing said about 
the other. As we would teach virtue by virtuous example, so 
we must teach good language by examples of good language. 

Letter writing, changing poetry to prose, conversational 
exercises (in which pupils do the talking) about some impor- 
tant topic, writing on the topics of the various lessons, form 
the daily work in language in all grades. Every day each 
pupil is expected to have at /east one written exercise to give 
him practice in expressing his thoughts with his pen. These 
exercises are not always corrected by the teacher, for there is 
not time for so much, but they are read aloud and commented 
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on, and only occasionally corrected by the teacher of the 


class. 

Technical grammar is studied to a limited extent in the 
eighth and ninth grades, and finished in the High’School. 
Expression in speech and in writing is taught by a critical 
study of some masterpiece of literature in which the object 
sought is the thought and its expression. The selection that 
has been studied in this way by the ninth grade is Scott's 
‘Lady of the Lake.” The classes have developed a wonder- 
ful enthusiasm for this study, which no amount of technical 
grammar could create. The effect is seen in the greater 
purity of language, the greater and more extended vocabulary, 
and the greater exactness in the choice and use of words. 
The utility of such study in the grammar grades is now no 
longer a question of doubt, for experience has shown the 
great advantage arising from it. 

Spelling, proper use of capitals, and punctuation form very 
important parts of the language training. 


WRITING. 

There is no good reason why children in the public school 
should not write well. But it is a lamentable fact that, asa 
general thing, they do not. Our graded schools have pro- 
duced better writing than the ungraded, but with the work 
properly planned and executed there is no reason why, from 
both graded and ungraded schools, we should not expect 
almost perfection in writing. 

One cause for the poor writing was delaying the beginning 
of systematic instruction in penmanship till the pupil had 
formed careless habits by too long use of the pencil. To 
obviate this difficulty, writing with ink is now begun in the 
second year primary, and practice in pen holding and finger 
movements is insisted upon. It has been found by experience 
that the children who begin to use ink at six years of age will, 
at the end of one year, write as well as their older brothers of 
ten or twelve. The same plan is insisted on for both the 
graded‘and mixed schools. Considerable advance has been 
made in this subject, though still there is room for a much 
greater improvement. Much practice in fingerand arm move- 
ments is given in most classes, and, in the upper grades, writing 
with pen is practised in nearly all the written exercises in the 
other studies. 
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DRAWING. 


The work in drawing was found to be done in a very desul- 
tory manner, some schools doing nothing whatever in that 
line, although it is required by law. A line of work was 


‘marked out, both for those that had had drawing and those 


that had not. 

The object of the study of drawing in the schools is much 
misunderstood by parents generally, ‘and even by some teach- 
ers. he aim is not to teachchildren to make pretty pictures, 
but to train the hand and the eye, and through them the mind, 
to accuracy. Briefly, it is to teach pupils to observe, and hav- 
ing observed to record intelligently their observation. Itisa 
means of expression, and as such should no more be neglected 
than writing or reading, for all are means for the expression 
of ideas, 

Object drawing is more practised than drawing from flat 
copy, as tending more to the development of the observing 
faculty. 

Designing is also a part of the instruction. So from the 
study of drawing not only do the pupils acquire manual dex- 
terity, but also the ability to express thought with the pencil. 
The work accomplished the first term by the systematizing of 
this branch has been all that could be reasonably expected. 
As, however, the work goes on, and more progress is made, 
better results are hoped for. 


MUSIC. 


For many years it has been the custom to have singing of 
simple songs in all our schools, the time devoted to this recrea- 
tion being from ten to fifteen minutes daily. 

Music has come to be generally recognized as a means of 
intellectual training, and, if the same principles are employed 
in teaching it as are applied to other branches, it gives as 
much strength of mind. It was decided bya vote of the Com- 
mittee that there should be singing each day; accordingly 
your Superintendent directed the teachers to employ ten to 
fifteen minutes daily in the systematic teaching of the science, 
and gave an outline of the work expected. The methods used 
are those suggested by Mr. H. E. Holt, the eminent teacher 
of music in Boston schools. 

To cultivate the musical sense and to develop the musical 
faculty in beginners, rote songs are used, but scale practice is 
begun very early. In the lowest grades children are able to 
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sing, at sight, simple exercises from the board. .In the third 
grade, the highest primary school in the village, the children 
sing, at sight, difficult exercises in one part in several keys. 
In higher grades two-part songs are sung by note at sight. 
This much has been accomplished in three months without 
books or charts, without giving to it more than fifteen min- 
utes a day. Further progress will require a small expendi- 
ture to furnish the necessary material for work. Singing 
materially aids the reading, for the voices of children can be 
more easily trained in song than by any elocutionary drill. 
Voice training is of too much importance to suffer it to be 
neglected. The harsh tones so commonly heard in schools 
twenty-five years ago cannot be found where music has been 
properly taught. 


CONCLUSION. 


Such, in brief outline, is the work we are striving to accom- 
plish in our schools, and fair progress has been made toward 
attaining these ends. If we wish to have pure water in a 
river, we must look to the purity of the springs at its source ; 
if the springs be pure, the whole river will be pure. Soina 
system of education, we must look to the primary schools first. 
With these working in the right direction, in the course of 
time the whole system must be benefited.

Drawing in outline (two 
dimensions) from object. 


SECOND GRADE OR SECOND PRIMARY. 


READING. — First and Second Readers. Alphabet to be committed to memory 
in order of the letters, for future convenience in consulting books of 
reference. ‘i 

SPELLING. — Copying words and sentences. Phonic analysis. 

LANGUAGE. — First year work continued. Several statements made about one 
object to be united by proper connecting words and all sup¢rfluous words 
omitted. 

ARITHMETIC. — Numbers (with objects) in all their combinations, ten to twenty. 
United States money; pint, quart, gallon, inch, foot, yard. 

WRITING. — Correct position of holding pen. Practise finger movements with 
dry pen. Tracing books Nos. 1 and 2 and practice paper with ink. 

DRAWING. — First year work continued. Drawing from object and from dicta- 
tion. Pictorial representation of objects in two dimensions. 


THIRD GRADE OR FIRST PRIMARY, 


READING. — Second Readers and supplementary stories from children’s maga- 
zines. Reading at sight. , 

SPELLING. — Continuation of work of preceding year. Pay particular attention 
to common words. 

LANGUAGE — Work of preceding yer continued. Reproduction of stories read. 
Letter writing. Memory exercises. 

ARITHMETIC. — Fundamental process to one thousand. Long Division with 
divisors to twelve. Simple Fractions. Mental Arithmetic. United States 
money.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN,— By vote of the town at the last annual 
meeting all reports are to close for the year, Jan. 1, 1886, 
thereby making our twelfth annual report one for eleven 
months only. In that time the Library has been open to the 
public 278 days, and 21,172 volumes have been delivered ; 
the largest daily circulation being 204, occurring February 
14th, and 201, March 14, 1885. The daily record book shows 
the smallest number given out in any one day to have been 24, 
on the second day of the County Fair at Bridgewater, Sep- 
tember 22. 

The annual examination of the books and library work was 
made by the Trustees, Dec. 28, 29, and 30, 1885. All books 
belonging to the Library were accounted for, none having 
been lost during the year. One hundred volumes are in the 
hands of the binder at present. Three volumes have been 
discarded as unfit for use. Ninety-one volumes have been 
added, the Library at this time numbering 3,955 volumes. 

Covered, numbered, and labelled, 1,770 volumes. In the 
eleven months 174 cards have been issued, the last card out 
numbering™ 3,490. 

To those who are at all acquainted with library work in any 
form, the need of a larger room will at once be apparent. 
There are many valuable books and documents which remain 
uncatalogued for want of sufficient room to shelve them. 
With ample accommodations, the work could be carried on 
more systematically, and with better satisfaction to the 
public.

The number of books added to the Library during the time 
covered by this report has been somewhat smaller than usual, 
and the balance of cash left over is somewhat larger. *This 
is partly owing to the fact that this report, as required by a 
town vote, covers only eleven months, and in former years 
some of our larger purchases were made in January. Another 
reason is that our shelves are so full in the classes that in- 
clude many of the best and most desirable books, that it 
is almost impossible to find places to put any additional ones. 
On this point we commend to citizens of the town the report 
of our Librarian, and trust that, in view of what the Library 
has done and may do, the town will in the tear future 
provide it with larger and better accommodations. 

The Trustees have been notified that a sum of money left 
over from the funds collected to pay the expenses of a meet- 
ing of the County Teachers’ Association, held here in Octo- 
ber, has been appropriated by the teachers having it in 
charge to the purchase for the Library of books specially 
adapted to educational work.

REPORT OF ENGINEER. 


JosEPH T..Woop, A. T. Savary, SyLvaANUS MENDALL, 
Board of Selectmen, Middleborough, Mass. : 


_ GENTLEMEN, —I present herein a brief description of the 
sewer constructed by the town in and for Center Street the 
past season. This sewer is a part of the system described in 
my report of Feb. 18, 1885, and has been constructed in 
accordance with the general plan prepared from surveys made 
for the purpose for the Committee on Drainage appointed by 
the town in 1883. The sewer, when completed, is designed 
to drain Center Street, from the summit near Forest Street, 
to the head of Water Street. 

The portion constructed last year extends from a point 
opposite Kingman’s shoe factory to the upper end of the 
Water Street drain, which it enters through the old catch-basin. 


_A description in detail is as follows : — 


Beginning at the old catch-basin referred to, the Center 
Street sewer consists of fifteen-inch vitrified Akron pipe, 
laid on a grade of two and five tenths feet per hundred, and 
in a straight line, to a point opposite Thatcher's Alley, where 
a lamp shaft is carried up to a point just below the surface of 
the street, and covered with a heavy flag-stone. The sewer 
then continues on the same grade and of the same size, but 
with a slight deflection to the south or left of its first course, 
in a straight line to aman-hole just above School Street. At 
this point a catch-basin, with flag-stone cover, is located on 
each side of Center Street, and connected with the man-hole. 

From this point the sewer makes a further deflection to the 


left, and continues of the same size, but with a change of 


grade to 1.223, in one hundred, to a lamp shaft nearly opposite 
Briggs’s stable, constructed as before described. At this 
point the line of the sewer deflects to the right, and the size 
and grade of the last section continue to the man-hole at the 
junction of Pearl Street. A catch-basin is located on each 


_ side of Center Street, and on the upper corners of Pearl Street, 


and connected with this man-hole. 
From this point the size of the sewer is reduced to ten 
inches in diameter, and the line continues up the hill ona 
i 
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grade of two and five tenths in one hundred to a point 
opposite Kingman’s shoe factory, where it terminates in a 
lamp shaft. Whenever the sewer is extended to the summit 
at Forest Street, the grade and size specified on the detailed 
plan given for the work should be followed out. 

The deepest cut required on the line was twelve feet, one 
hundred feet west of Union Street. The least cut was eight and 
two tenths feet, in front of Shaw & Child’s drug store. Three 
oval brick man-holes thirty-six inches by forty-eight inches at 
the bottom were constructed on the line of the sewer, one at 
the head of Water Street and near the old catch-basin, one 
near School Street, and one at Pearl Street. A heavy cast-iron 
ring and perforated cover protect the top of each man-hole, 
and the grade of the invert of the sewer is carried through 
the floor in a semicylindrical channel formed in concrete. 

The inlet or overflow pipes from the catch-basin enter the 
man-hole obliquely at a level a little above the invert of the 
sewer. 

The connection with the old Water Street drain consists of 
fifteen-inch sewer pipe, laid on a grade from the new man-hole. 
_ As a partial remedy for the foul odors which at times arose 

from the old catch-basins and found vent through the gratings 
in the gutters, the bottom of this basin was filled with con- 
crete to the level of the outlet through the Water Street 
drain, and left in such a shape that little or no sediment can 
now remain there. 

When I last examined this catch-basin, it was entirely free 
from deposit, but the removal of the cover caused an upward 
draught of air from the old drain which was noxious in the 
extreme. If sewers are made self-cleansing, such gases and 
smells are seldom possible, and the further provision for the 
drainage of the village should include the construction of a 
proper sewer in Water Street, leaving the present drain to 
carry off the surplus surface water collected at the Four Cor- 
ners and which is not provided for by the general plan pro- 
posed, as explained in the report of last year. 

The new man-hole at Water Street is provided with open- 
ings, temporarily stopped up, for the sewers proposed for 
Main Street. The one entering from the south will drain 
Main Street from the summit near the Town Hall to Water 
Street ; that entering from the north will drain the following 
streets and the territory adjoining: Peirce Street, Oak Street, 
from Center to Peirce, Pearl and School Streets from Center 
to Peirce, and Main Street from Water to the summit near 
Peirce’s store. 
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To provide for private connections with the Center Street 
sewer from abutting estates, fifty-one six-inch inlet branches 
temporarily stopped with earthenware plugs set in cement 
were built into sewer as work progressed. Forty-two of 
_ these inlet branches are on the fifteen-inch sections between 
Water and Pearl Streets, and nine are on the ten-inch section 
above Pearl Street. The sidewalk catch-basins are provided 
with cast-iron hinged traps, and the entire work has been con- 
structed on careful lines and grades, with the object of pre- 
venting accumulations of filth and consequent generation of 
foul gases. Until the old Water Street drain is disconnected 
and a new self-cleaning sewer is constructed to a final outlet 
_ near the river, bad smells are liable to force their way through 
any or all outlets on the new sewer. The work of construc- 
tion was carefully and faithfully superintended by my assistant, 
Mr. James W. Johnson. For the cost of the work I must refer 
you to the bills paid, which are not at this time accessible to 
me. 

The contract for constructing this sewer was awarded to Mr. 
Martin O. Rounseville, who did the work to the best of his 
ability. 

The question of the disposal of the drainage of the village 
has naturally arisen during the progress of the Center Street 
work, and several interviews have been had with the Taunton’ 
authorities in regard to the prospective effect of discharging 
the sewage of the village into the Nemasket River on the 
purity of the public water supply of that city. Under 
the statute law, crude or imperfectly purified sewage cannot be 
discharged into a running stream at a point above and 
nearer than twenty miles from the taking of water for public 
consumption. The Water Street bridge is about seventeen 
miles above the pumping station of the Taunton water works, 
so that the direct discharge of sewage at that bridge is legally 
prohibited. Without discussing the measure of pollution which 
might be added to the water of the Taunton River by the direct 
discharge of the sewage of the village at Water Street, it will be 
of interest to note the remarks and conclusions of the State 
Commission appointed to consider general systems of drain- 
age, etc., regarding the disposal of sewage which cannot be 
freely discharged in a crude state into the nearest body of 
water Without further explanation, the following extracts 
_ from the valuable report from the Commission, just published, 
are quoted : — 

‘From the final report of the Royal Commission on Metro- 
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politan Sewage Discharge of England: ‘ With regard to filtra- 
tion through land,.we are of opinion that the process has 
great scientific merit, and offers great practical advantages 
for the disposal of sewage in situations where broad irrigation 
is impracticable, and where land suitable for filtration can be 
obtained.’ Engineer’s Report, page 115. 

“<Tt is always possible to purify sewage by means of land 
filtration.’ Same report, page 117. 

«“¢JT and on which sewage is purified need not cause any 
nuisance. Earth is a good deodorizer, and prevents the 
particles which lodge upon its surface from becoming offensive.’ 
Same report, page 128. 

“«The only practicable method yet discovered of purifying 
sewage is by its intermittent application to large areas of 
land. The purification will be more effectually and more easily 
accomplished when the land is devoted solely to this purpose.’ 
Same report, page 135. 

“«The best way to accomplish purification, therefore, is to 
collect the foul matters by means of sewers, and to apply 
them systematically over the surface of large areas of land 
through which they may filter, and thus come in contact with 
the air contained in the interstices of the soil.’ Same report, 
page 222. 

«The purification of foul drainage on such water-sheds 
should be limited to filtration through aerated earth, because 
that is the only process at present known by which real puri- 
fication can be accomplished.’ Same report, page 223. 

“<A gravel bed an acre in extent and six feet deep might filter 
‘sufficiently one hundred thousand gallons per day of some 
kinds of manufacturing waste.’ Same report, page 224. 


“«Qur experience with water supplies proves that sewage, — 
which has keen made clear by a thorough land filtration be- | 


fore it is discharged into a relatively large body of water, is 
rendered comparatively harmless, particularly after a subse- 


quent flow of several miles.’ Report of Consulting En- © 


gineers, page 77. 
“To sum up, we are of opinion upon the whole :— 


“ Furst, That when it can be done unobjectionably, it is best — 


to throw sewage into great quantities of free water. 


“ Sccond. ‘That filtration on land, either alone or in com- 


bination with one or more of the other processes, ranks next. 

“ Third. That when irrigation is especially favored by cir- 
cumstances, it is better than either of the preceding; but 
that it is so seldom that these circumstances can be controlled

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to advantage that we assign to it a third place only in prac- 
tical usefulness. 
“ Fourth, . That precipitation and chemical treatment may 


_ be advisable in connection with either of the first, second, or 


third of these devices, but in our present state of knowledge 
ought not to be preferred to either of them. Commissioners’ 
Report, page 19.” 

The result of the study of the subject is concisely given in the 
conclusions last quoted. To apply the method recommended 
by the Commission in your case will be a simple and not unduly 
expensive thing It will be necessary to secure a suitable area 
of land on which the final discharge of sewage can be made. 
For some time to come the lot on the northerly side of Water 
Stréet, belonging to Mr. Jenney, and adjoining the river, can be 
made to answer the purpose if it be graded slightly in some 
places and under-drained in others. Its general slope toward 
the river is favorable to an easy distribution of the sewage A 
new and self-cleansing sewer should be extended through Water 
Street, and made to discharge into a settling tank provided with 
coarse screens and direct overflow to the river. By a simple 


’ siphon arrangement this tank would be made to discharge 


periodically into shallow trenches covering the prepared area. 
Occasional attention would be required to insure the uniform 
distribution of the discharge over the surface. No offence 
would be created in warm weather were such attention given, 
and the absorption by the soil would take place with little 
interruption in cold weather, owing to the high temperature 
caused by the fermentative processes going on in the sewage. 
I have examined the Jenney land with reference to its utiliza- 


tion for the purpose, and estimate the cost of preparing it to 


receive a daily discharge of sewage not greater than forty 
thousand gallons to be as follows :— 


Settling tank with screens and gates, $900 OO 
Under-draining and grading the land, | 1,400 OO 
Overflow and channhel, 150 OO 

$2,450 00 


These figures do not include cost or rent of the land. The 
settling tank would be a permanent brick structure, and would 
receive the sewage from a new sewer, should one be con- 
structed in Water Street, without alteration. In event of the 
village outgrowing this arrangement, a larger tract of land 
could be purchased farther down the river, and the process be 
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used on a more extensive scale. Probably a small return 
would be derived from the sale of the contents of the settling 
basin, which would have considerable value as a concentrated 
fertilizer. 

Much more might be said on the subject, but the principal 
facts in the case have been emphasized in the reference to the 
complaint from the city of Taunton, and the description of 
the manner in which the grounds for these complaints may be 
wholly removed. 

I am free to say, however, that with the present few connec- 
tions with the Center Street sewer and the trivial discharge 
therefrom, a simple distribution of this discharge over the 
present surface of the Jenney lot is sufficient to prevent any 
measurable pollution of Taunton River.

OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Commtttee of the Town of Middleborough : 


Your attention is respectfully invited to the following report, 
meagre as it must be on account of my short connection with 
the schools of this town. 

You will readily understand that it must consist very largely of 


_ information gained from records left by those who have gone. to 


other fields of labor. In addition, there will be given such infor- 
mation as has been gained by my personal observation, leaving 
out, of necessity, many facts which would be interesting for you 
and the people of the town to know. 

During the past four months it has been my intention to ac- 
quaint myself as fully as possible with the working of the school- 


system heretofore pursued, and to carry out such plans as had al- 


ready been devised, that there might be as little break in the pro- 
eress of the pupils as it was possible to make, rather than try to 
build up a system of my own which would be so radical as to de- 
stroy what was already so well begun. 

No two men can look at everything in exactly the same light 
and so some changes have been made from the former routine, 
but only those which seemed to me to be additions ,in no way 
contradictory to the general plan and well-being of the school 
system. 

CHANGES. 

During the year there have been several changes in the corps 
of teachers. 

At the beginning of the Fall term all the teachers in the High 
School were new to this position. John P. Arnold took the 
place formerly held by his sister as Principal of the Grammar 
School. Lucy T. Haskell was chosen teacher of School Street 
Primary No. 1. and Lillian F. Simmons was employed to fill the 


LUG, 


vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Sampson, who was 
called to Malden soon after the beginning of the term. 

The new teachers in other parts of the town were Mary B. 
Richards at Waterville; Annie H. Weston at Thompsonville ; 
Irene 8S. Nightingale at Thomastown; Jennie Bennett at Rock ; 
George W. Dempsey at Fall Brook; Grace D. Beattie at Wap- 
panucket and Annie M. Keith at the Neck. 

During the year there have been employed forty-five different 
teachers. 

About half of our teachers have either attended or graduated 
from Normal Schools and it is my pleasure to state that much of 
our best teaching comes from those who have had such training. 
There is such a thing as a natural aptitude to teach and without 
it no amount of special training can make up for the want of it; 
but join the natural ability and the training, and we have our best 
teachers. 

Zither the town or the individual must pay for experience, and 
it has been a constant pleasure to me to note with what familiarity 
the graduates of Normal Schools begin their work, knowing 
both what to do and how to do jt from the first day they enter 


school. 


- TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


Three meetings have been held during the fall term in the Su- 
perintendent’s office. At these gatherings the teachers have 
been of great help to each other by comparing notes in regard to 
work already done. and in making plans for the future. Here 
the Superintendent can bring before all the teachers faults and 
good things which he sees during his visits at the several schools, 
and by free and open discussion get the best views of all. Here 
the whole school-work can be arranged as a unit, with an effec- 
tiveness which could be brought about in no other way. It 
would please me very much if the request of the teachers that 
some other day.than Saturday could be appointed for the meet- 
ing, but it seems utterly impracticable. It is. therefore, all the 
more to the credit of the teachers that they give so generously of 
their time, and many of them of their carnings in order to be 
present. 

The attendance at the meetings has been remarkably good, and 


igh 


only sickness or some other good reason has detained the teach- 
ers from being present. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Decided improvements have been made in the school buildings. 
The Union street house has been newly painted; floors laid and 
other improvements made at Nemasket and Purchade; the build- 
ing at the Neck has been thoroughly transformed by shingles, paint 


and paper; Highland and Rock buildings have each been 
repaired, and the house at Fall Brook has had new furniture be- 
sides other repairs. 

These improvements have made the houses much more conven- 
ient and suitable for the uses to which they are put, besides being 
ever a source of instruction in neatness for all who use them. 

There is still need of doing much in several of the districts, 
and with an appropriation equal to that of last year the buildings 
would show as much greater improvement as they now do over 
former years. 

REPORTS. 

The same reports as have formerly been sent to the Superin- 
tendent are now received and in addition to these, the teachers 
above the primary grades send monthly reports to the parents, of 
the pupils’ work in their several studies, together with the num- 
ber of days present and absent and the deportment of each. All 
are now marked on a.scale of 100 and anything below 75 is con- 
sidered unsatisfactory. Some years ago the High School sent 
reports of daily recitations, but the present method has the ad- 
vantage of being uniform throughout all the grades, and credit is 
given for both daily work and written examinations. It has in- 
creased very much the labor of some of the teachers while some 
have done it before of their own accord. Allow me to ask your 
hearty co-operation and that of the parents in making thisa very 


great help to better work in our schools.

The attendance during the first three months of the Fall term 
was remarkably good ; during the last month the weather was 
very unfavorable for the younger children and there was a large 
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falling of in most of the schools. Ninety-five pupils have been 
neither absent nor tardy during the Fall term, and of this num- 
ber thirty-five were members of the High school, eleven of the 
First Grammar, five of the Second Grammar, sixteen of the In- 
termediate, six of Primary No. 1, one of Primary No. 2, three of 
Primary No. 3, and Eddie Taylor, of Primary No. 4. Of the 
Highland school there were six ; Fall Brook and Green, three 
each ; Thompsonville, two ; South Middleborough, Thomas- 
town and Waterville, one each. At the Wappanucket school 
there was only one scholar who was marked tardy during the 
term.

HIGH SCHOOL. 
The High School has varied in numbers very little during the 
year. During the Winter term the number belonging was sev- 
enty-three. and this number fell to seventy-one in the Spring term. 
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At the close of the term, the public exhibition usually given in 
the evening was dispensed with. 


Ten young ladies and five young gentlemen were graduated.

The class which entered at the beginning of the Fall term, 
numbered thirty, fifteen young ladies and fifteen young gentle- 
~men. ‘Twenty of these came from the Grammar School, three 
from the Rock, two each from Highland and South Middleboro, 
and one each from Thompsonville. Waterville and Plymouth 
Street. 

It was next to an impossibility to find a corps of teachers, stran- 
gers to each other, and their work in a new place, to take up 
the work and carry it on ina manner satisfactory to all parties 
having pupils in attendance, or to the teachers themselves. 

That there has been a conscientious effort made to keep up the 
high standard of the school, which it has had in former years, we 
cannot doubt. 


At the close of the Fall term, from considerations of health,

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Dr. Ober tendered his resignation, which was accepted by the 
Committee. 

A vacancy also having been made by the resignation of Miss 
Mary Emerson, a special effort was made to secure a teacher who 
could teach music, object-drawing, and gymnastics; three things 
in which our teaching force has been deficient. In the choice of 
Miss Mary Chase, we believe we have supplied this deficiency. 

As soon as it was known that Dr. Ober had resigned, numer- 
ous applicants presented themselves for the position of Principal. 
From them all, Mr. A. K. Potter, Jr., was selected as the man 
most available to meet the requirements of the school. Educated 
in the public schools of Springfield, graduated from Brown Uni- 
versity, with high honor, having studied methods for four 
months at the Bridgewater Normal School, and recommended 
most heartily by his teachers for his ability and character, we feel 
assured that no mistake has been made in securing his services. 

It seems to me that the course of study might be made more 
effective by having continuous study in each branch until it is fin- 
ished. By the present arrangement, some studies come three 
times a week and others two times. 

If the same amount of time were put into consecutive weeks of 
the term, the interest in the work would be greater, and the re- 
sults more satisfactory. 

The study of music has been rendered more interesting by the 
introduction of Loomis’ Progressive Glee and Chorus Book, but 
the school needs a teacher in this branch who can give regular 
drill. Ability on the part of the pupils is not lacking, and with 
proper training there could be singing in the High School of 
which the town might well be proud. 


VILLAGE SCHOOLS. 


Nearly all of the Village Schools have been very full during 
the Fall term Grammar No. 1 has had more pupils than at any 
other time during the year, and the same is true of the Interme- 
diate and Primary No. 1. In all the schools above the Primary 
there are two teachers for each school, but two grades in each. 
Primary No. 1. has just as many scholars as the sixth and seventh 
erades in the Grammar School. It was found to be too much for 
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one teacher to do justice to so many pupils, and Miss Lizzie M. 
Schouler wishing to fit herself for teaching, was secured, without 
pay, to render such assistance as she might be able, while getting 
the benefit of the training. 

Miss Gurney has had one of the graduates of the High School, 
Miss L. W. Thomas, training with her during the term. Fora 
few weeks past both the trainers have spent part of the time in 
the higher grades watching the methods pursued. By this means 
we hope to raise up from among our own number, those who 
will be familiar with our plans of teaching, and at the same time 
foster our home talent. It affords me peculiar pleasure to know 
that both of these young ladies have been considered by the Com- 
mittee fitted for places in our schools, and have been invited to 
continue their work with us at Primary No. 1, and at the Neck. 

So far as I have been able to determine, out of the fifteen 
schools in the several Districts without the village, only three 
have had the same teacher for the whole year. At the Neck, 
Thomastown, Rock, and Fall Brook, there has been a different 
teacher each term. With so many changes it is very difficult to 
show good results, and yet with the smallness of the pay. and the 
lonesomeness of some of the places to those who do not call them 
‘‘home,”’ we can hardly expect to keep our good teachers. Some 
of our very best teachers are now in these schools, and their faith- 
fulness and perseverance in the face of many difhculties, are most 
praiseworthy. In no part of the town has the progress been so 
marked during the Fall months, as in these schools. Some of 
the new teachers found the inevitable results of so may changes 
of teachers in lack of interest, careless habits of study and_neat- 
ness, whispering and general disorder, and they have brought the 
schools up to a higher standard, which has been noticeable at each 
succeeding visit. Nothing in my connection with the schools 
has given me so much pleasure to witness. 


STUDIES. 


Almost the first thing that was noticed in this connection, was 
what was found in the report of the Agent of the State Board of 
Education, regarding the condition of the schools at the begin- 
ning of the year. Knowing that no man was better fitted than 
Mr. Martin, to give a just estimate of the weak points in the 
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Middleborough Schools, I felt that my best energies ought to be 

put forth in the written language work, and in Arithmetic, the 
two branches in which he considered our work the most faulty. 
Particular pains have been taken to visit the Quincy schools, and 
study the method pursued there, and in the schools of Canton, 
both of which rank very high in the matter of written work. A 
complete course in writing has been given out for the four Pri- 
mary Grades, and the results will be watched with great eager- 
ness. Already we have made progress. The children in the 
lowest Primary are at present capable of making a few letters re- 
markably well, for the time they have been in school, and can 
write their names in a very legible hand. We have not attained 
that remarkable uniformity in all our grades, which is so noticea- 
ble in other schools, and which comes only from all the teachers 
having one method, and each following it. We have tried to ac- 
complish a few things, as a general exercise in language, such as 
being able to use the period, exclamation, and interrogation 
points correctly, and to write one’s name, and postofhce address. 
These efforts have been crowned with most gratifying success, 
and where it was impossible to find more than three or four in 
any school in town who could do these five things correctly, we 
believe there are now schools in which all but a very few can do 
them correctly. This has been brought about by taking a few 
minutes of each day for the work, and continuing it day after day. 
The great difficulty in many of the schools is to find time for the 
multitude of things to be done. We have tried to do one thing 
at a time, well. Some of the schools have spent nearly all of the 
term in exercises upon practice paper, and have used books very 
little, but we feel sure that when the hand is properly trained, we 
shall have better execution and more rapid work when the copy 
books are used. In rare cases-some study has been dropped for 
the day. and so more time has been gained for continuous work. 


ARITHMETIC. 


in the village schools, it has been thought best to give all the 
Arithmetic to one teacher, where there were two in the same 
school. believing that two blessings would come from such a di- 
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vision of labor. Tastes differ, and that teacher can do the best 
work, who has the most liking for a particular branch. One pre- 
fers Arithmetic, another Geography and History, so that while 
one bends all his energies upon one or the other, he cannot fail 
to do better work. Mr. Arnold has taken all the Arithmetic for 
the eight and ninth grades, Miss Brett for the sixth and seventh, 
and Miss Richards for the fourth and fifth. Books for the study 
of Arithmetic have been supplied for the First Primary grade. 
While in no grade do we believe that a book should be used, and 
no other work to test the scholar’s ability, as a help and guide it 
is indispensible to thc average teacher. None of our teachers has 
the time or strength to select and arrange as well-graded work as 
can be found in any good Arithmetic, and the assistance in refer- 
ring to any subject passed over, which may have been forgotten, 
is invaluable. The latter advantage seems to me to be the great- 
est loss which the present system of free text-books entails upon 
the pupils. We need more drill in mental work to gain a com- 
mand of language in expressing the operations as they are per- 
formed. We hope to gain this success by beginning with those 
in the lowest grades, and continuing the work to the end of the 
course. 


MUSIC. 


The work in music is very much hampered by the lack of books 
in all grades, excepting the High School. ‘here are no charts, 
even, with the exception of the village schools, and one outside. 
The need has not been so urgent until the present, as the system- 
atic study of music has been carried on for so short a time in the 
public schools of Middleborough, that most of the work was of 
such an elementary character, as not urgently to demand the use 
of books. The pupils are now so well advanced that they need 
written work, and more than can be put upon the blackboard, 
which at the same time is a great deal of extra work for the 
teacher. In many of the school-rooms the blackboards are not 
arranged so that all the pupils can easily see, and the strain upon 
the eyes ought not to be demanded. ‘The study would be still 
more effective if the work in all the schools could be put into 
the charge of an experienced music teacher, but owing to the dis- 
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tance of many of the schools this may not be deemed expedient 
at present. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


Excellent work has been done in geography, in modeling at 
the moulding board, and with outline maps drawn upon the slate 
and board. Various have been the devices to which many of the 
teachers have resorted to supply the lack of tables for work in 
moulding. ‘There is still need of more tables, and the constant 
use to which they are put can be seen at any school-room where 
they have already been supplied. Wall-maps are needed in 
many of the schools. The supply in some is very fine, and in 
others there are none of any kind, or at the best are very old. 
Our country grows so rapidly that maps which were correct in 
the times of the tathers, are worse than useless now, trom the 
false impressions which they give of the present boundaries and 
locations of places. 


DRAWING. 


One needs but to examine the work upon the walls of the Com- 
mittee Rooms to be convinced that a good start has been gained 
in Drawing. We find that some of the teachers who have not 
had special drill, find it difficult to teach object-drawing. The 
number, however, is comparatively small. We hope to make 
this as useful as any branch of study, and feel confident that at 
the end of another school year better results than ever will be 
shown. 

Our schools are not getting the help from the Town Library 
which it seems to me they ought to get, especially in the study of 
History and English Literature. Certain privileges have been 
granted to the teachers in the High School which, I fear, have 
not been as fully appreciated as they ought. If these privileges 
were granted to the teachers in the lower grades, it seems to me 
that such a spirit of inquiry would be developed that the pupils 
would make such demands, that the teacher could not resist. The 
Trustees of the Public Library of Abington, make this exception 
in regard to the teachers, ‘‘One important exception as regards 
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privileges has been adopted in respect to the teachers of the pub- 
lic schools of the town, which grants and invites them to con- 
sult the shelves of the Public Library, freely, and to take away 
such, and as many books as they may desire to make use of in 
connection with their school work, without being limited, as cit- 
izens, to one volume at a time.” The privilege of consulting the 
shelves has been to me personally, as a teacher, one of the great- 
est helps. “One has to search to find out just what he wishes his 
pupils to find, and it is often necessary to give page and para- 
graph, which cannot be done without much looking at many 
books. 


PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 
By the Legislature of 1885, the following law was enacted :— 


INSTRUCTION IN PHYSLOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 
[CHAP. 332, ACTS OF 1885. ] 


An Act requiring Physiology and Hygiene to be taught in the Public Schools, 


BE IT ENACTED, ETC., AS FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. Physiology and hygiene, which, in both divisions of the 
subject, shall include special instruction as to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks, stimulants, and nareotics on the human system, shali be taught 
as a regular branch of study to all pupils in all schools Supported wholly 
or in part by public money, except special schools maiutained solely for 
instruction in particular branches, such as drawing, mechanics, art. and 
like studies. All acts or parts of acts relating to the qualifications of 
teachers in the public schools shall apply to the branch of study pre- 
seribed in this Act. 


SECTION 2. All penalties now fixed for neglect to provide instruction 
in the branches of study now prescribed by law shall apply to the 
branch of study prescribed in Section 1. 


SECTION 3. ‘This Act shall take effect on the first day of August, in 
the year eivhteen hundred and eighty-five. [ APPROVED June 16th, 1885. } 
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According to the old law Physiology and Hygiene should be 
taught in all the public schools, provided the School Committee 
deemed it expedient. Now such instruction is compulsory. The 
language is very explicit that every pupil from the High School 
down to the lowest Primary, shall receive such instruction. We 
have so good an authority as the State Board of Education, who 
have expressed the opinion that oral instruction would be a com- 
pliance with the requirements of the statute. 

Every school in town is supplied with two books bearing the 
date 1885, one containing four hundred fifteen pages devoted to 
Anatomy, Physiology and Hygiene, the other of one hundred 
fifty-seven pages of ‘‘Practical Work in the School Room,” one 
quarter of which is devoted to Alcohol, Tobacco, Opium, and 
other narcotics. In the High School there is another book in 
the hands of the pupils. The question in which you are most in- 
terested is, whether or not the subject is taught, and use is made of 
the books you have provided. [ have no hesitation in saying, in 
spite of remarks to the contrary which have come to my knowl- 
edge. that the teachers in Middleborough have been faitaful in 
teaching this branch, not only in the letter, but in the spirit of the 
law. Intne High School it is taught two times per week, and 
in the other grades once a week on an average. To some, this 
amount of time may seem out of proportion to the enormity of 
the evil of intemperance, but when it is remembered that there 
are many opportunities of doing, it seems to me, more lasting 
work by bringing in the subject naturally, in connection with the 
other branches of study, it will more readily appear that due 
prominence is given to the subject. That this is done by many 
of our teachers, my personal knowledge puts the fact beyond all 
question. That experiments with alcohol have been made before 
some of the lower grades, I know. That we intend to make this 
subject not only a means of intellectual culture, but also a help to 
right living, you may be fully assured. 


CONCLUSION. 


With so many things to learn in the discharge of my duties as 
Superintendent in this place, some mistakes have been unavoida- 
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ble, but it has been my desire and firm purpose to carry out the 
known wishes of the Board, to the best of my ability, and my 
heartfelt thanks are extended to the Committee, teachers and 
pupils for their uniform kindness to me during these few months 
of our labors together.

The Library work for the year ending Jan. 1, 1887, issummed 

up as follows:

ing been opened to the public 301 days from 4 to 8 o’clock, p.m. 
Largest monthly circulation, 2108, occurring February, 1886. 
On the 13th of the same month was also the largest daily circula- 
tion of the year,—206 volumes loaned. The smallest number 
given out in any day was 23, on the 7th of December.

Amount appropriated in proportion to valuation, Middle- 
borough stands in the state, No. 132, and in the county, No. 
8. It appears from the tables from which these figures are 
taken that Middleborough has a lower rank in every case 
compared with the year previous, except in the last number, 
in which she has just held her own rank, No. 8. 

Rank in the state in average attendance, 147. Rank in the 
county, 13. 

The figures may give to those who have not access to the 
Secretary’s report, an idea of the relative position which 
Middleborough holds in the state and in the county. It must 
be borne in mind that they are figures compiled a year ago, 
and do not give the exact condition at present. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


We have to congratulate ourselves that we have come to 
the time when Middleborough can point to her school accom- 
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odations with some degree of pride. It is with pleasure that 
we record that this year has seen the completion of a new 
High School building, situated upon one of the finest lots in 
town, with grounds which must commend themselves to the 
taste of all who have delight in the beautiful. 

Heated throughout with steam both by direct and indirect 
methods so that pure air can be heated and sent directly into 
the rooms, and if need requires, air already in the rooms can 
be heated. 

Ventilated by means of transom windows admitting air 
directly from out of doors or from the halls, and by ventilators 
at the top and bottom of each room to carry off the impure 
air. 

Lighted so that light shall strike upon the left side of nearly 
every pupil in the building. 

Seated with the most improved furniture for health and 
comfort, entirely new excepting in two rooms. Furnished 
with water throughout, and with gas in the darker parts of 
the building; with teachers’ rooms and cloak rooms; surely 
all the conveniences and many of the luxuries of school life 
are at the disposal of the teachers and pupils. 

The only room not thoroughly furnished is the attic. In 
order to have all the school work under one roof, the labora- 
tory has been fitted up in this room. ‘Two tables have been 
arranged so that work can be done upon each side of them, 
furnishing room for twenty pupils. Water and gas have been 
introduced, but no means of heating. Two small ventilators 
have been placed in the chimney with a hood over them for 
the purpose of carrying off the noxious gases, but no general 
means of ventilation. The room is not very well lighted, and 
if this room is to be used permanently for a laboratory, it 
seems necessary to finish off a part of the space, and make 
further provision for heat, light and ventilation. 

Improvements have been ee in other buildings. Water 
has been introduced into Union street building, a much-needed 
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coat of paint has been applied to the house at Waterville, and 
the grounds graded. The Ladies’ Sewing Circle of Water- 
ville have made and put up new curtains, adding much to the 
attractiveness of the room. | 

The houses at Wappanucket and South Middleborough 
have each had a coat of paint. The long annoying chimney 
at Thomastown has been rebuilt from the ground. New black- 
boards have been put in at the Rock, and the boards in nearly 
all the other buildings have been repainted with liquid slating. 
Repairs have been made upon the shed and fence at Fall 
Brook, giving them a much neater appearance. While the 
out-districts have plenty of room for all the pupils who attend, 
the rooms in the village, in the grammar grades, are full and 
overflowing. Five new sittings had to be placed in the ninth- 
grade room at the beginning of the term in the new building. 
This was partly due to the combining of two grades, the 
eighth being too small for a separate school. Already, how- 
ever, the class to be promoted is large enough to fill this 
room, and should any fail to pass into the High School, the 
room will be insufficient to accommodate conveniently all who 
may wish to attend. The class to be promoted from the 
Intermediate to the Grammar school numbers, at present, 
seventy. There is no one room in the new building with sit- 
tings to accommodate this number, and some provision will 
have to be made for them. When it became necessary to 
move the Primary schools from the Academy building, the 
old grammar rooms on Union street were converted into 
primary rooms by removing the old furniture and substituting 
the primary, and by arranging for black-boards and clothing 
as the height of the children demanded. 

The two back rooms remain intact but they are hardly suit- 
able for permanent school rooms for grammar grades on 
account of light, ventilation and inconveniences which readily 
suggest themselves in connection with Primary schools. 

The increase of pupils as shown by the statistics has been 
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largely in the Village schools. I would recommend that 
enough additional sittings be provided so that pupils of the 
ninth grade who live outside the village who wish to attend 
in the new building shall have that privilege, both as a relief 
to the school from which they come, and for the advancement 
of those who are working on the same subject. It must be 
apparent to all that a teacher having all his scholars in one 
grade can do more for that grade than he can if he had four 
or five grades to teach. 


TEACHERS. 


It is exceedingly gratifying to report that we have been 
able to keep our teachers during the year to a greater extent 
than last year. Other things being equal, the fewer the 
changes the better the school. So detrimental to the best 
interests of the schools had the constant changes become, 
that the Committee found it necessary to engage teachers 
with the understanding that they would stay until the end of 
aterm, and then not leave without two weeks notice being 
given to the Superintendent. In every case but three has 
this agreement been faithfully kept by the teachers, and the 
schools have reaped the benefit. 

In February, Fannie W. Richards having received the offer 
of a position in Watertown at higher wages resigned her posi- 
tion in the Intermediate school, and Mary KE. Frink was 
transferred to fill the vacancy, and Mary E. Deane elected 
for the school at the Green. So strong was the opposition to 
Miss Richards’ departure, and so seriously did the transfer 
interfere with the best good of the school that the Committee 
felt compelled to pass the law above referred to. In April 
the Committee accepted the resignation of Lizzie J. Wilson. 
Her departure was a great loss to our schools. Having been 
connected with them since September, 1882, she had won her 
way into the hearts of many pupils by her genial, sympathetic 
ways. Irene 8. Nightingale was transferred from Thomas- 
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town to fill the vacancy, and Laura M. Pease suceeeded her. 
After two weeks the latter was obliged to give up on account | 
of sickness. Miss Pease was re-elected for the next year, but 
securing another school at advanced pay she resigned just 
before the fall term began, and in her place Ella F. Kilbrith 
was elected and fills the position with great acceptance. Miss 
Rhodehouse resigned her position in the Primary school to 
accept a better position in Harrisburg, Pa., and Miss East- 
man was transferred from the Highland school to fill the va- 
cancy. Laura E. Clark was elected teacher of the Highland 
school but resigned after a few days on account of sickness, 
and Mary W. Wentworth succeeded her and has remained 
through the year. 

Lucia F. Keith having sent in her resignation as teacher at 
Waterville, Lillie H. Thornton was secured to fill the vacancy 
there, and has succeeded admirably. 

At the re-election of teachers in June, Miss Allen not wish- 
ing longer to remain at Plymouth street, was transferred to 
the Fourth Primary, and Miss Simmons from the Fourth Pri- 
mary to Plymouth street. Securing a better position in 
Bridgewater she resigned, and Annie F. Blackman of the last 
class of the Bridgewater Normal School was elected. 

At the beginning of the school year in the new building it 
was found necessary to have one Grammar class in each room 
with a single teacher, thus doing away with the assistants 
and appointing regular teachers. To these positions the 
former assistants, Misses Brett and Nightingale were chosen. 

Annie H. Weston having resigned her position at Thomp- 
sonville on account of sickness, was succeeded by Gertrude 
M. Robinson, of New Bedford. 

The resignations of three more of our teachers were received 
at the close of the fall term, one of whom was called away 
to receive better wages in Bridgewater. We can ill afford to 
lose so many of our best teachers, after having become ac- 
customed to our ways and methods. Middleborough has be- 
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come a sort of training school for teachers, and it certainly 
speaks well for their ability to have them so often taken from 
us, but it is costing us dear to have other towns reap the 
benefit of our labor. The only remedy seems to be to pay 
more, and then it will be difficult to keep good teachers in 
district schools, when they can get the same pay in a village 
school with only one class to teach. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


It is fitting that particular mention should be made of this 
school, for it is there that the crowning work of the school 
system is done, and to which many of the pupils look forward 
from the beginning of their school course. We have to re- 
cord no change of teachers. With joy we point to better 
accommodations for school work; with pride to the largest 
enrollment since the High school existed.

FOUR YEARS ENGLISH.

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During the first part of the year the school was very small, 
at one time numbering sixty, but a large class was admitted 
in the Fall, most of whom were well prepared, but a few were 
admitted on probation. It is a difficult matter to decide upon 
the best method of admitting pupils to the High school. Our 
method has been to keep the monthly records of the examina- 
tions given by the teachers through the year, and average 
those with a final examination given by the Superintendent at 
the close of the year. A scholar’s standing has not been 
based wholly upon written work, but upon written and daily 
work combined. Those who were not up to the required 
standard of 70 per cent. were allowed another trial just before 
the beginning of the Fall term, and then were accepted, put 
upon probation, or rejected. Special leniency has been shown 
to a few pupils from outside the village, from the fact that 
their rejection would oblige the teacher -to form a special 
grade for them, thus taking her time which rightfully belongs 
to the lower grades. 

The following is the new course of study adopted for the 
High school. It is divided into three courses, English, Clas- 
sical and College. It is earnestly hoped that those intending 
to send pupils to the High school would make a careful study 
of these courses, and be prepared to tell which course they 
wish pursued. Many pupils have lost the best part of the 
first week in deciding what to do and have long felt the evil 
effects of not beginning with the proper class on the first day 
of school.

The courses are so arranged that no scholar, except in the 
College course, is obliged to take more than three studies. 
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Should any pupil, in the judgment of the teachers, seem capa- 
ble and desirous of taking more than three studies such 
extra work can be taken so that it will be possible for some 
to derive the benefits of more than one course. 


BUSINESS AND NEW RULES. 


Many persons have complained that it was more work to 
get their pay for work done for the school department than 
the work itself. An understanding of the method of doing 
business will obviate all difficulty, and with at most only a 
month’s delay. It having been impossible to keep any cor- 
rect account of the school appropriations when parties having 
bills against the school department secured the signatures of 
three of the committee at any time, it was voted that all bills 
against the department should be approved at the regular 
meetings of the board, which occur on the first Friday of 
every month. 

The first essential to expedite business is to have a bill 
properly dated, itemized and written upon a piece of paper 
large enough to avoid any occasion of being lost. To be sure 
of being approved it should receive the signature of the mem- 
ber of the committee who engaged the work done, so that in 
case he should not be present at the meeting those present 
will know that the work has been finished. All bills should 
be sent to the Secretary, who is always present at the meet- 
ings of the Board, and after the bills have been approved and 
recorded they are sent to the Town Treasurer, usually imme- 
diately after the meeting of the committee. They are then 
ready for collection at the pleasure of the Treasurer. To 
avoid the confusion arising from making a separate charge for 
tuition and books for out-of-town pupils, the committee voted 
that the entire cost in the High school per term should be 
$12, and in the Grammar schools $8. 

Parents are requested to co-operate with the committee in 
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carrying out the regulation that all scholars be required to 
keep within the school limits during recess, except by special 
permission from the parents by means of a written request to 
the teacher. 

New pupils who have never attended school and are unable 
to do the work of the lowest primary grade will be admitted 
only during the first week of each term. The necessity of 
this rule will be apparent to all when it is considered that a 
new scholar in this grade requires as much attention as a 
class, in fact a new class has to be formed for him. With a 
little forethought, parents can arrange so that all the little 
ones who are of suitable age can begin together and accom- 
plish what would be impossible were they comning at all times. 
A new class is formed in September, January and April. 


THE WORK ACCOMPLISHED. 


About one-sixth of our population is enrolled in the public — 
schools. Add to this number those in the private schools, 
and we have an army of young people which ought to claim 
the attention of the citizens. No other department in the 
town requires so much money for its work, and those who pay 
ought to know if they are receiving any adequate return for 
the capital invested. While all the schools are not doing 
equally good work owing to difference in ability of the teach- 
ers, lack of enthusiasm from smallness of numbers, want of 
hearty cooperation and support of those who ought to be 
most interested in the welfare of the school, I can safely and 
truthfully say that progress has been made. While in some 
grades the progress is not so marked as in others, in the pri- 
mary grades it is easy to note results from month to month. 
To give an idea of the different method pursued now from 
that of a few years ago, allow me to transcribe from my note- 
book the work of an hour in the lowest primary grade at one 
of my regular visits, time unknown by the teacher. 
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After rapidly calling the roll, to which thirty-nine. re- 
sponded, the teacher passes slips of newspaper to each pupil, 
and a boy follows with lumps of putty which he places upon 
the slips to prevent soiling the slates upon which they work. 
As soon as all are ready, the teacher asks each one to make a 
sphere; then in concert they strike the putty upon the slate 
three times, counting aloud as they strike, thus forming one 
side of a cube; then each side is formed as in the first case. 
After working separately upon the cube until nearly perfect, 
each one forms a new sphere and places it upon the cube mak- 
ing an ornamental design. A class in reading is called out. 
While every one comes into line, there is no stiffness and 
rigidity about it, all seem glad to be there and ready for work. 
Upon the board is a crayon picture. All are ready to tell 
something about it, some exceedingly eager to be the first to 
tell their story. These three statements were selected and 
written and printed upon the board, and read. 

This is a tree. Itisa big tree. The tree is on the hill. 
The words were then spelt by letters and by sound. The 
statements were read in concert, and the happy children went 
to their seats to write the word ‘‘ tree” upon their slates, hav- 
ing mastered one new word at least by the exercise. An ex- 
amination of the slates afterward proved that these little chil- 
dren who had spent only a few weeks in school had gained 
the power of forming letters in script which would be an 
honor to pupils of an older growth. A still younger division 
of the school came before the blackboard. A little different 
method was pursued. The teacher began with the word 
‘‘man”; every one in the.class gave the sounds which make 
up the word, then followed the same method with ‘‘am”. 
After the words were very familiar, they were put into state- 
ments both printed and written, and the children required to 
find them there. As soon as every child was able to pick out 
every word in this way, the teacher drew her crayon through 
each word and the children instantly called the word. By 
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such repetition and other devices from one hundred to two 
hundred new words are learned before the child is ready to 
take up a book, and when thus prepared very rapid is the 
progress made. 


ARITHMETIC. 


A noticeable progress has been made in this study in the 
primary schools, and yet it is my opinion that we have not 
attained that rapidity and accuracy which has been attained 
in other places. While we feel our deficiency and realize 
that with all our faithful work we have not accomplished all 
that we would wish, yet we believe ourselves honest in say- 
ing that what progress we have made has not been gained by 
depriving other studies of their rightful share of time and at- 
tention. In exceptional cases we deem ourselves in no way 
behind the very best, but this has come from faithful work 
and an especial adaptability on the part of the teacher for this 
study. In the grammar grades we have been obliged to drop 
the departmental method pursued a year ago, and each teacher 
has all the work of her room to do. Especial attention has 
been paid in the ninth grade to the making out of bills and 
other business forms, so that in case the pupils leave school 
without entering the High school, they shall know how to do 
ordinary business with despatch. The Book-keeping has also 
helped in this particular, and it has seemed that the penman- 
ship has been more improved by these exercises than by the 
ordinary practice given in connection with the regular writing 
exercise. 

White’s Arithmetics are used, beginning with the highest 
grade in the primary school, but not to the exclusion of extra 
work upon the black-board taken from different arithmetics 
and original work by the teachers. It has been found that 
pupils very readily do work when the operations are indi- 
cated by signs, but fail as soon as a problem is given which 
has to be reasoned out before performing the operations. To

cultivate the reasoning powers of the pupils, much work has 
been done in Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic in addition to the 
oral exercises which precede each new topic in the regular 
text book. Where this method has been most faithfully fol- 
lowed, the best results have naturally been obtained. 


READING. 


The law requiring free text-books went into operation in 
August, 1884. It was estimated that books would last about 
three years. Our books have had that length of trial and are 
in a fair state of preservation, excepting the readers for the 
lowest grades. A few first readers have been introduced 
during the year. But so constant is the use of these 
books from grade to grade in the different schools that 
a general renewal will have to be made this year in order to 
have a sufficient number of entire copies to supply the schools. 
No one can doubt the feasibility of supplying a sufficient 
quantity of supplementary reading when he looks into the 
faces of the children and sees with what eagerness a new book 
is received. Our supply of supplementary reading in connec- 
tion with geography and history is quite limited, and a larger 
number of such books as we have on these subjects together 
with new ones, would assist our work very much. It seems 
necessary to know these facts in making out the estimates for 
the necessary appropriation for text-books and supplies for 
the coming year. ‘‘How We are Governed,” introduced 
during the last year in the ninth grade, is giving general sat- 
isfaction both from the style in which it is written for a read- 
ing book and from the practical information gained in regard 
to our government, before taking it as a regular study in the 
High school. I would recommend that this same kind of 
work should be done in the sciences in connection with the 
reading lesson. Many of our pupils will never take a thor- 
ough course in science, and many of the general facts could 
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be learned from simply reading them, with perhaps a little 
work at home on simple experiments. A taste for science 
might be cultivated which would be an incentive to enter the 
High school for more extended study. 

The method of teaching reading by some of the new teach- 
ers has been greatly improved during the year. More atten- 
tion has been paid to the expression, and vocal drill has been 
a prominent feature in many of the schools. In connection 
with the matter of reading, I cannot refrain from noticing the 
interest which the teachers, in the village especially, have 
taken in selecting good books from the library for their pupils 
to read, some of them having marked copies of the library 
catalogues in the school-room at the disposal of all who may 
wish to select good books. The reading room in connection 
with the library has been a source of enjoyment and profit 
which the scholars have appreciated as the numbers sitting at 
the reading tables will amply testify. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


My hearty thanks are due to the committee for appreciating 
and supplying the need of maps in the prosecution of this 
study. Every school in town is now supplied with some 
good maps up to the present date. So far as the amount ap- 
propriated for this object would allow, additions have been 
made to the series of maps we had, as far as Asia, beginning 
with our own country and continent. As many of the schools 
do not get so far as Asia in the subject, they are practically 
fully supplied, while some schools will need a few more maps 
to complete the list. We are slowly changing the old edition 
of the text-book for the new, which is a great improvement 
as it brings the facts up to a more recent date, and the new 
book is written in a more pleasing style. By this arrange- 
ment we are getting new books at a slight expense. 
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HISTORY. 


Nothing in particular was said about this study in last year’s 
report, but it has not been neglected. The work during the 
last year has been more definitely arranged and assigned from 
the fact that our experience had taught us what an average 
class could do, and also that new, fresh material might be at 
the disposal of each grade when the subject was taken up 
each year. Our course of study requires American History 
to be taught by means of readings and talks, beginning in the 
sixth grade. We have assigned for that year the whole of 
Goodrich’s Child’s History and the Eclectic Primary History. 
Beginning with the seventh grade, we have assigned the lead- 
ing facts to be taught by topics from Higginson’s history com- 
plete. In the eighth and ninth grades, we introduce the large 
Kclectic History as a basis, with Scudder’s, Barnes’, and any 
other as collateral reading. All lessons to be given by topics 
and a more minute study of what has been taken during the 
two preceding years. We hope and expect by this method 
to have the general facts of history in mind at the end of the 
sixth and seventh grades, and to be thoroughly conversant 
with United States History at the close of the Grammar school 
course. 


MUSIC. 


We have done what we could in this branch with the helps 
we had to use, but we shall do better work now that we are 
supplied with books and a few charts. <A long felt need has 
been supplied by the recent introduction of The National 
Music Course by Luther Whiting Mason, formerly supervisor 
of music in the public schools of Boston, and recently direc- 
tor of music for the Empire of Japan. We had in the 
schools but four charts and less than a dozen music books 
belonging to the town. We have introduced of the new series 
four charts and enough first readers to supply all the schools 
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outside of the village and the First Primary in the village. 
All the grades above the Primary in the village are supplied 
with the second music reader. We have thus made a begin- 
ning and our plan is to transfer the second book into the 
schools outside of the village as soon as they shall be ready 
for them, and then introduce the third book in the series. 
This apportionment has been made after the most careful 
study of the advancement made by our schools, and we pre- 
dict that in the course of a few terms our pupils will be doing 
as good work as in other places where music is systematically 
studied. Great care has been exercised in selecting teachers 
to secure if possible those who could teach the rudiments of 
music, and we have been successful in nearly every case. In 
buildings where there is more than one teacher, we have found 
one peculiarly fitted for teaching music and by exchanging 
work have secured good results in every room. Particular 
mention ought to be made of those teachers who, feeling their 
inability to teach this branch successfully, have availed them- 
selves of the assistance of private teachers and the public 
singing school in order to do good work. 


DRAWING. 


It seems to be the general testimony of those who have 
seen the specimens of the last year’s work in drawing, that 
we have never had on exhibition so good a display. The 
work in the High school has been almost entirely from the 
object, with original designs and a little copying. In a large 
degree has it been practical work, no set copy-books having 
been used. I desire to call the attention of the committee to 
the revision of the system of drawing which we now use as 
being better adapted for the work in our schools. ‘The work 
seems less difficult and better graded. 
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CONCLUSION. 


This has been a busy year for your Superintendent. In 
addition to the ordinary work of visiting every school once a 
month, of obtaining and disbursing supplies, attending your 
meetings and writing the records thereof, making out the pay- 
rolls and having charge of the finances, constantly on the look- 
out for good teachers with the abundant correspondence, mak- 
ing out certificates and reports to town, state, and nation, 
adjusting as kindly as possible grievances which will arise, 
the furnishing of the new building and the transfer to Union 
street, have been a great tax. Among these manifold duties, 
I have nothing but thanks to render to the Committee for 
their cooperation and support, without which it would have 
been impossible to have done the work. Nor am I unmind- 
ful of the extra burdens and annoyances which have been laid 
upon you, for which a grateful people must render thanks.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


The fourteenth annual report of the Librarian of the Mid- 
dleborough Public Library is herewith respectfully submitted, 
showing the result of the Library work for the year ending 
January 1, 1888. 

The record book shows 290 days open to the public, in 
which 19,700 volumes have been delivered; the largest cir- 
culation for any day being 197, while the smallest number 
loaned has not been less than 20. The Library at present 
numbers on its catalogue 4,580 volumes, and is undoubtedly 
in as good, if not better condition than ever before. In 
October, at the time of our removal to a new room, each book 
was examined as carefully as possible, and 118 were sent to 
the binders, 22 discarded as worn out, and 17 of the discarded 
ones were replaced by new ones. 

The change from the old to the new room necessitated a 
few new rules, which our reading public have quite generally 
conformed to, and I would thank the pupils of the public 
schools who patronize the Library and Reading Room for 
their uniform courtesy and good conduct while in the room, 
and for their readiness to comply with new rules and regula- 
tions. 
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Books loaned have all been returned. At this writing, 
3767 cards have been issued. Covered, numbered and la- 
belled during the year, 1244 books.

Of the books added during the year, 87 volumes were 
donated by the late Cephas G. Thompson, of New York, 
comprising among the number a set of 47 quarto volumes of 
Rees’ Cyclopedia, formerly belonging to his father, Mr. Ce- 
phas Thompson, the once well-known portrait artist, of this 
town, and which were published about seventy-five years ago. 
Representative Robert T. Davis, and Senator George F. Hoar 
have kindly remembered the Library in their distribution of 
public documents, many of which are of special interest and 
value. Fewer books than usual have been added by purchase 
during the year, as the available funds have been drawn upon 
quite heavily in fitting up the new library room. 

The room formerly occupied by the High school having 
been vacated in July, it was, in accordance with a vote of the 
town, put in repair and painted by the Town House committee 
and turned over to the Library trustees, by whom it was fitted 
up for the use of the Library. The new fittings and furni- 
ture, while not particularly elaborate or expensive, appear to 
be just suited to the purposes intended. A reading table was 
placed in the room for the periodicals furnished, and a revolv- 
ing book-case for the reference books most frequently con- 
sulted, and an additional small table for the convenience of 
those wishing to consult the catalogues. We believe that we 
now have a library in which our people can take some par- 
donable pride, and one that will compare favorably with other 
public libraries, except in those places that have been for- 
tunate enough to have fine buildings erected by generous 
friends regardless of cost, and donated to them. The entire 
expense of removing, refitting and refurnishing, has been met 
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from the regular annual appropriation for the Library. The 
figures may be found in the financial statement. 

The reading room portion of the Library is now kept open 
daily from 9 to 12 a. m., and from 2 to 8 p.M., for those who 
wish to read the papers and magazines or to consult the refer- 
ence books. The library is open for the delivery of books 
from 4 to 8 ep. M., as heretofore. The value of the reading 
room facilities to the people of the town, or, even, the whole 
library, will depend exactly upon the use made of them. 
With a good selection of reading matter and valuable books 
of reference, a pleasant and well-lighted room, it is fair to 
expect that the library will increase in popularity and value 
to the reading public.

The year has come around again when we make our annual report, 
and we thought it might be well to make a statement of some things 
pertaining to the Alms-house and its inmates. 
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We moved into the new house February Ist, 1887, and it has not 
(at the making of this report,) been occupied quite a year. The 
house is a comfortable one, and the appointments meet all our 
expectations. 

The heating is good and meets the wants of all connected with 
the house, and more than anticipates our expectations as regards heat 
and expense, keeping thirty-five or more rooms, besides the halls, 
warm day and night at an expense not exceeding 200 pounds of 
coal per day. 

The inmates are old and feeble, (the most of them), one being 86 
and two over 80 years of age, and six over 70 years of age. Of 
the fourteen male inmates that have been there most of the time 
the past year, only four or five have been able to do any work, as 
they are old and feeble: the other nine or ten have had to be waited 
upon more or less. Of the nine females only two have been able 
to do any work, and they do what they can; the others have to be 
cared for, hardly going out of their rooms, consequently we have to 
hire some help in the house and some outside to keep every thing in 
its proper place. 

We tried the experiment of taking two of our chronic insane from 
the Hospital the sixth of last May, and they have been at the Alms- 
house since. Insanity is mild, but can do no labor, and they have 
to be waited upon; cannot care for themselves. We have no more 
that we could move at present. 

The expense at the Alms-house this year has been more than some 
years, as there has been more expenditure for furnishing the house 
with permanent furniture, beds and bedding, to take the place of 
worn out and useless material, and also some other improvements 
which will last for some time; the care of the insane and feeble 
has been more than for a long time. 

The expense for the insane for the past year has exceeded our 
appropriation, owing in part by the bills of one inmate at the Hos- 
pital not being presented last year, amounting to $645.30, which we 
have had to pay this year, and the increase of insanity in other ways. 

We did think the barn would last a few years longer, but it has 
given out so much the last year that we have to come before the 
town and ask an appropriation of $1,200, being the amount we saved 
on the house appropriation, and put with the old buildings that are 


tag 
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there, would build what is wanted for convenience and durability. 
It is not prudent nor economical to repair the old buildings, and we 
must do something soon or the old barn will fall down as it gives 
away every hard wind. 

The present Superintendent, Mr. E. S. Lovell and his wife, have 
been there most 11 years, and supply the wants of the Overseers 
and inmates to our satisfaction. 

The citizens of the town and other places have visited the Alms- 
house more the past year than ever before, and we are pleased to 
have them do so, and especially would we like to have the tax pay- 
ers and all others who are friends to the poor and interested in their 
welfare call as often as they can find it convenient.

REMARKS UPON THE STATISTICS. 


By the report of the census taker there were, on May 1, 
1888, sixty-eight more children in town between the ages of 
5 and 15, and 36 more between the ages of 8 and 14, than 
there were on May 1, 1887. 

The whole number of pupils belonging each month exceeds 
in every case the number belonging during the corresponding 
month of last year, and the average attendance is greater in 
every month save one. The largest number belonging any 
one month last year was 827, this year 859. 

With this increase of pupils there has also been an increase 
of tardiness far out of proportion to what we ought to expect, 
and it is time to sound an alarm. During the winter term of 
twelve weeks the High School, with an average of 87 pupils, 
reported 126 cases of tardiness; but in justice to the remain- 
der of the school it should be stated that 74 of these cases came 
from the tardiness of ten pupils. , 
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In the Ninth Grade Grammar during the same period, with 
an average of 47 pupils, there were reported 90 cases of tar- 
diness and 74 of these were from ten pupils. 

In the Seventh Grade Grammar, with an average attendance 
of 46 pupils, there were reported 19 cases of tardiness for the 
same period, and all of them belonging to ten pupils. Follow 
the registers through and it will be found that a very large 
proportion of the tardinesses came from a very few members 
of the schools. The fault is not wholly in the school, though 
we must admit that schools have a poorer record with one 
teacher than with another, but the parents can render their 
children and the schools a great service by proper attention to 
this matter. Children at play do not realize how fast time 
flies, and engage in their sports even at their homes, presum- 
ably under the eye of the parent, until they find themselves 
late for school. Some children give the excuse that they do 
not get up and have breakfast, or at noon have dinner, soon 
enough to get ready for school in time. Some loiter by the 
way, and a reminder from the teacher that an excuse is 
required for tardiness ought to receive the heartiest welcome, 
for it seems to be the best, and in many cases, the only way 
that parents can know of their children’s failure to be present 
at the appointed hours. All must admit that there are cases 
of absolute detention from school over which neither parents 
nor teachers have any control, but all must also agree that 
-more care and cooperation would produce fewer tardy marks 
and untold good in the formation of prompt habits and punc- 
tuality in the duties of life, for which we plead. 

There is need of improvement in regard to dismissions. 
Except in cases of sickness or accident, pupils are expected 
to remain through the sessions of the school unless excused 
by a written notice from the parent or guardian. Did these 
requests come less often, many hours of valuable time would 
be gained and in many cases by those who are most in need 
of every minute which the schools afford. Could we have the 
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children promptly in place at the beginning of every session ; 
could we be sure of their attendance throughout the session ; 
could we have them every day when not prevented by sick- 
ness, we believe we could produce such results that those 
already attained would appear inconsiderable. 

The question is often asked, ‘‘ How does Middleborough 
compare in school matters with other towns in the county and 
state?” The latest answer is found in the School Returns of 
the Board of Education, 1886-87. In the per cent. of attend- 
ance, based upon the average membership, Middleborough 
stands, in the county, 91. Whitman at 93 and Plympton at 
96 alone surpassing, while West Bridgewater, Scituate, 
Kingston, East Bridgewater and Abington have the same rank. 
All others are below. In average wages paid male teachers 
we ought not to be compared with many of the other 
towns, because our High and Grammar teachers’ wages were 
averaged with one who received the pay of a female teacher, 
which will not appear in the returns for this year. In average 
wages paid female teachers, eleven of the twenty-six other 
towns in the county pay more, but two of the eleven have no 
male teacher. In this connection another question ought to 
be answered. ‘* Why is it that other towns and cities take 
away our best teachers?” One answer is that those places 
pay more, but another reason and one with which we cannot 
compete, is that Malden and Somerville and Watertown, which 
have taken some of our best teachers, are so favored by loca- 
tion that to some those places seem more desirable for resi- 
dence. To the teachers who have no home attractions here, 
the advantages of being near Boston far outweigh in their 
minds the advantages which we have to offer. Said the Kditor 
of the Journal of Education to the writer, ‘* Middleborough 
ought to feel honored in having trained teachers that would be 
sought by the larger places in the state.” We appreciate the 
we but should race to keep the teachers. 

Middleborough’s rank in the state in the sum appropriated 
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for each child between five and fifteen years of age is No. 77 
out of 349 cities and towns, and in the county No. 7 out of 
27 cities and towns, having gained in rank over the year pre- 
vious from 141 to 77, and from 12 to 7. In percentage of 
valuation appropriated for Public Schools, our rank in the 
state is 82 and in the county 5, having gained in rank over the 
year previous from 132 to 82, and from 8 to 5 respectively. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN BUILDINGS. 


The notable event of the year under this head is the change 
in the School Street building. The repairing of this building 
was contemplated by the Committee a year ago and it was 
voted to be done, but was finally left until the generous ap- 
propriation of this year allowed of making thorough work 
throughout the building. As soon as the summer term was 
ended, operations began. The winding stairs, which had been 
a menace to the lives of the children, and which had caused 
parents to actually dread to have the time come when they 
should have to send their children up those stairs, have been 
removed; by their removal an equally important change was 
made in the entries, by having the entrance to the second story 
entirely separate from the entrance to the lowerroom. There 
is now a good landing at the foot of the stairs, another part 
way up, and none but square corners to turn. The cracked 
plastering of the ceiling which threatened to come down upon 
one’s head was entirely removed, as was also part of that on 
the walls which would not stand, and these parts newly plas- 
tered. It was found that the floors were very badly worn in 
places and would soon need repairing, and as it could be done 
more cheaply while the seats were up, new floors were laid in 
all the rooms now in use. New black-boards were made 
by the change. The whole building inside received at the 
hands of the painters a cheerful brightening, which merits the 
thanks of the teachers, which is freely bestowed. To crown 
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all, the wood stoves were removed from the rooms and in 
place of them a fine Winthrop furnace was placed in the cellar. 
The sheds upon the grounds outside were put in good repair, 
the leaks in the roof stopped and the building put in as good 
shape as the most urgent could demand. All these changes 
and improvements were made under the direction of Dr. Ellis, 
and the time and care he put into the work demand more than 
a passing notice. The building at Nemasket has been thor- 
oughly painted and cleaned, within and without, and its charm- 
ing location is rendered only more beautiful by this addition at 
the hands of the painter. The building at the Green has also 
been improved by paint upon the outside. There are two or 
three buildings which will soon need to be painted, notably 
those at Thompsonville and Fall Brook, and then our build- 
ings will be in good condition on the outside. Every means 
in our power have been used to put the High School building 
in a condition to keep out the cold. Storm-doors have been 
put up at both entrances to the building, storm-windows have 
been put upon the north side, rubber strips upon the transoms 
and all the pipes in the cellar have been covered with asbestos 
covering and the top of the boiler with asbestos cement. 
With all these helps we hope to keep the building warm ex- 
cepting the attic, which is used for a laboratory. I see. no 
way to have this room suitable for work but to partition off a 
part and place a radiator init. Iam informed by those inter- 
ested in the boiler that there is heating capacity enough in it 
to do this extra work, for which they did not contract. We 
have had two men sent at different times since the boiler began 
its work to see if we were getting the required heat, and from 
what we see of the working of the boiler under the charge of 
these experts, we are convinced that the building can be heat- 
ed, but at the expenditure of a large quantity of coal. 

The Pleasant Street school-house has had its windows fixed 
so as to admit of letting them down at the top for better ven- 
tilation, and has had its black-board surface enlarged by put- 
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ting a board across the back of the room. It was necessary 
to make these changes to accommodate the increased numbers 
who attend this school. 

At Thompsonville the seating has been made more suitable 
by removing the larger desks and chairs, which have seen 
about thirty years of service and which had become very 
rough, and substituting some of the cherry desks formerly 
used by the grammar school at Union Street. The improve- 
ment would be still greater if the remaining small chairs and 
desks could be removed and new ones put in their places. 


“ TRANSPORTATION. 


This feature of our school work has grown much of late 
and is of interest not alone to the people of Middleborough 
but to those from outside, if we may judge from the letters 
which we receive from outside parties. We are paying at 
present the tuition of pupils who live near the Bridgewater, 
Lakeville, and Carver line, in all about eight pupils. We pay 
transportation of one pupil to Thompsonville, three to Water- 
ville, four to South Middleborough, eight to Wappanucket 
and thirteen to Pleasant Street. We began to transport to 
Wappanucket and South Middleborough this year, and as we 
have had a full year in transporting to Wappanucket and 
from a school which was under my supervision during the 
year previous, I would like to show a few figures in regard 
to its working. At the Neck school, from which district the 
children are carried, there was during the winter term an ay- 
erage attendance for each scholar of 37 days; in the spring 
term an average of 28.8 days, and in the fall an average of 
612 days. The average number of pupils attending during 
_ the year was 7, and the average cost per pupil, based on this 
average membership, was $40.40. At Wappanucket the av- 
erage attendance for the winter term of these pupils who were 
carried by carriage was for each scholar 57.2 days; in the 
spring term an average of 35.8 days; and in the fall term an 
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average of 65 days. The average number of pupils attending 
during this year has been 8, and the average cost per pupil 
based on this average has been $22.50. 

There are discomforts in the long rides on stormy and cold 
days, and the somewhat longer time the children are away 
from home, but the figures seem to show that we get more 
days of schooling at a much less cost with all the enthusiasm 
and interest which a large school engenders. With the dis- 
tricts where there are only three or four pupils at most there 
is no question but that transportation has to be resorted to, 
and even with a somewhat larger number, enough even to 
make a good school, did all come regularly, we find the ad- 
vantage is in favor of transportation. There is an interesting 
fact in connection with the transportation to the High School, 
in that six of the thirteen members of the senior class come 
from a distance of over two miles and have transportation 
expenses paid wholly or in part. 


TEACHERS. 


We have as usual to record changes. One in the High 
School, one in the Grammar School, and two in the Primary, 
but all excepting one filled by teachers who had taught else- 
where intown. Miss G. A. Brown was engaged for the win- 
ter term at the Rock, and Miss Myra Bb. Chase at Plymouth 
Street. At the beginning of the spring term Miss Abbie S. 
Beals took Miss Brown’s place and Miss Flora M. Clark Miss 
Chase’s. Miss Julia Mansfield having been called away to 
Bridgewater to fill a better position there, her place as assis- 
tant in the Intermediate School was filled by Miss Amy Gay, 
who also at the close of the term left for a better school in 
Dedham. By combining the schools we have been enabled to 
dispense with the services of an assistant, but we shall not be 
able to do so more than the remainder of this school year, as 
there are fifty pupils belonging to that school now and addi- 
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tions come very often. By this combination we have been en- 
abled to save the expense of one teacher for this year which will 
be partly shown in our financial report, and would be wholly 
shown if our school year and financial year were the same. 
We began the fall term with a new teacher at the Rock and I 
am glad to report that school in good condition. We feel a 
deep sense of loss in the departure of Miss Abbie A. Gurney 
to Somerville. Coming to South Middleborough to teach in 
the school there when very young, transferred to the Rock 
school and from there called away to Somerset to get more 
pay, returning to East Middleborough to teach for a year and 
then transferred to the Highland School for a year, she served 
a long and happy experience to fit her for the training, not 
alone of her scholars, but of many who have proved among 
our most successful teachers. For nearly ten years she taught 
in the village primary school, being obliged to be out for one 
year on account of illness. What she was in those earlier 
years of her teaching you know better than I; what her work 
has been in these latter years gives me great pleasure to 
commend. At the close of the fall term we were called upon 
to give up two of our teachers, Misses Haskell and Nightin- 
gale, whose services began with the Middleborough schools 
at the same time as did my. own. It has consequently been 
my privilege to observe their work from its commencement, 
and it gives me pleasure to testify to their faithful work during 
these years. ! 

We congratulate ourselves upon having now upon our list 
of teachers thirteen of our own citizens, most of them the 
product of our own schools. The success which has thus far 
attended those who have trained with our own teachers leads 
me to urge that this plan be followed still further, as the sup- 
ply from this source is already exhausted and only one term 
of the school year has gone. 
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EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN. 


A new law in regard to the employment of children went 
into effect July 1, 1888, the provisions of which*should be 
understood by all who employ and who are employed. The 
principal provisions are that no child under thirteen shall be 
employed at any time in any factory, workshop, or mercantile 
~ establishment. No such child shall be employed in any indoor 
work for wages or other compensation during the hours the 
public schools are in session, or employed in any manner 
during such hours, unless he has attended school for at least 
twenty weeks as required by law. 

No child under fourteen shall be employed in any factory, 
workshop, or mercantile establishment, except during the va- 
cation of the schools, unless the person or corporation employ- 
ing him procures and keeps on file a certificate and employment 
ticket according to law, which requires attendance upon school 
for at least twenty weeks during the year next preceding the 
date of the certificate, and the certificate holds good only to 
date of expiration recorded upon it. 

No child under sixteen shall be employed without a 
certificate. 

The certificate of a child under fourteen years of age shall 
not be signed until he presents to the person authorized to 
sign the same an employment ticket. 

The steps to be taken to get a certificate require first that 
an employment ticket be secured from the employer. Second, 
this ticket is to be presented to the Superintendent, who by 
law is required to sign, by the father if living and a resident 
of the town, if not by his mother if living and a resident of 
the town, if not by his guardian. If none of these are living 
his own signature will be received. It is necessary to know 
the place and date of birth of child. 

No child who has lived in town continuously since reaching 
the age of thirteen shall be entitled to receive a certificate that 
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he has reached the age of fourteen until he has attended school 
twenty weeks since reaching thirteen. 

The fine ‘attached to both parent and employer is a sum not 
less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars, and for false 
statements from parents or guardian a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, or both. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


We may justly boast of the work that has been done in our 
Primary Schools, now that the werk accomplished by our 
faithful teachers can be estimated at the completion of the ser- 
vices of two who have served in these schools ever since my 
connection with them. Noting the changes which time brings 
with it, there is not a teacher in the Union Street or School 
Street building who was there two years ago. Then a thor- 
ough system of grading, with a course of study marked out, 
was just begun, and the development of that system has been 
watched with constant pleasure. There have been some un- 
toward circumstances in that we have had to urge along into a 
higher grade pupils who were not fully able to master the work, 
in order to make room for those who were pressing on from 
below. We have been able, as a general thing, to put each 
school into two sections which could work together in writing, 
drawing, and music, while in reading and number work they 
have been obliged to work separately. We have tried, in the 
First Primary and also in the Intermediate, dividing the school 
into two sections regardless of ability, but we found that some 
were so far behind others, that in reading the quicker ones 
would lose all interest while waiting for the slower ones to 
read, and that proper help could not be given those who need- 
ed extra attention without putting them in a class by them- 
selves. We think this plan has produced the best results, 
that greater interest is created and more thorough drill given. 
This inequality of ability is not wholly natural; it comes 
partly from our method of admitting children to schoo] three 
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times during the first year, so that many have one or two 
terms the start of their mates and keep this lead until they 
reach the Grammar School. In number work, we are ahead 
of the majority of schools in other places that I have visited. 
It is a wonder, greater and ever increasing, to see how quickly 
these little children take up all the operations in numbers 
when they are called upon to do it. 

This is a sample of the work copied from the slate of a little 
girl at one of my regular visits, it being the work for that 
day. It was the work of a girl six years old, during her third 
month in school.

The answers were not all correct, but most were. 

Commendable progress has been made in music, and although 
we may not make so great progress as where all the schools 
are under a trained teacher, we are not ashamed of our work. 
Judging from the success of our pupils as they have been 
examined by a regular music teacher sent from Boston to start 
us in our work with the new books, we are assured that we 
are considered well started in this branch. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


These schools have been full and overflowing a large part 
of the year, and at present there is only one room unfilled. I 
know that during the first’part of the year there was a feeling 
among the Committee that some of these schools were not 
accomplishing so much as they ought. Whatever there was 
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lacking of earnestness during the first part of the year, it 
does not seem as if that charge could be laid against the 
teachers during the latter part. Long and faithfully have they 
worked and although full results are not yet to be expected, 
there is promise of abundant fruitage. No radical changes 
have been made in the course of study and few additions in 
the books used. Greater attention has been paid to the sub- 
ject of language and technical grammar, and an effort has 
been made to make the work more of a unit by using the 
same terms and definitions in the several grades, so that there 
would be a mutual understanding between pupils and teachers 
as they pass from one room to another. 

In one thing we have: made greater progress than in any 
previous year. Finding that it worked well to have Miss 
Haskell teach the music in her own grade and the next higher, 
it was thought that the same plan might work well in the 
grammar grades. The difficulty was to find the teacher. 
After some persuasion and the promise of exchange of work, 
Miss Nightingale finally consented to take the music in the 
seventh, eighth, and ninth grades in addition to her own, the 
sixth being provided for by the regular teacher. Her success 
has been marked, and her departure will cripple us for a sea- 
son but we hope some new arrangement may speedily be 
devised. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


We spoke with pride last year of having the largest number 
enrolled in the High School since its existence, but the number 
has been increased this year to 110. This increase has been 
brought about by a healthy growth and not by pushing schol- 
ars into the school before they were prepared to enter. The 
school was so large at the close of the school year in June, 
and so many were the applicants to enter at the fall term, that 
only those who showed the very best preparation were admit- 
ted. The effect. of this thorough sifting has been shown in 
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the work of the entering class, which has been unsurpassed 
as a whole by any class admitted during the last three years. 
The rejected candidates have in nearly every case commenced 
the work of preparation again with determined purpose, which 
assures that they will be ready to enter at the beginning of 
the next school year. From the experience gained in the last 
two years, we are convinced that the success of this year over 
last year, when quite a number were admitted on probation 
and could not do the work, is very marked. We believe our 
course of study is so arranged that a scholar of ordinary ability, 
who attends school regularly, can at the end of the ninth year 
pass directly into the High School, ready to do successful 
work. 

Could parents and pupils see that there is no disgrace at- 
tached to doing the work of any year over a second time, 
provided a pupil has been as faithful as his circumstances ad- 
mit, we should save any hard feelings and be better prepared 
for the duties of life when school days are over. Our work 
in the fall term has been much hindered by the sickness of 
the First Assistant. For nearly two months substitutes have 
been employed in her place, who, were they ever so good, 
could not take the place of the regular teacher. Iam happy 
to say the regular teacher is at her post again, appreciated as 
never before from her long absence. 

The success of having each teacher in charge of her own 
room all the time, instead of passing from room to room, is 
now fully assured. Each teacher is responsible for his or her 
own room, and being in it all the time knows where to place 
and settle any difficulty which may occur. Our corps of 
teachers is now so constituted that the English and Greek fall 
to the Principal, the languages to the First Assistant, and the 
mathematics to the Second Assistant. This arrangement 
seems to produce the best results of anything we have yet 
tried, as each teacher follows one particular branch from the 
beginning to the close of the course and can arrange for con- 
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tinuous work without overlapping the work which may have 
been done by another teacher. 

The following are the names of the graduates in June, all 
of them from the Classical Course. We are sorry again not 
to have the names of some young men to record, but we hope 
that this will not be the lament of the coming year.

OUTSIDE SCHOOLS. 


It is impossible to specify each one separately, but they are 
as deserving of honorable mention as any other, and perhaps 
more so when we consider the long distances that many of 
the pupils have to come, the oft detention at home to work, 
the many grades of all ages which most of them have, and the 
lack of enthusiasm which must needs be with small classes. 
Yet were you to ask me to take you to some of the most suc- 
cessful schools in town, it would be my privilege to take you 
to these same outside schools. For general good order, for 
interest in work, for neatness of grounds, for faithfulness of 
teachers under many discouragements, some of these schools 
are models. While the work laid out is exactly the same 
throughout the town, it is not to be expected that teachers 
can do as good work in writing and drawing, for instance, 
with pupils in from four to six different books and the little 
ones needing especial care in getting started properly. More 
than usual have these schools been broken up this fall by the 
lateness of the cranberry crop and in one or two cases by 
fear of fever. 
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DRAWING. » 


The importance of this subject and the attention which has 
been given to it this year seems to demand a fuller account 
than any other branch. We were not satisfied with the work 
which we had accomplished, although we prided ourselves 
that we presented work upon the walls of the Committee 
Room which did us credit. Hearing of the success of Mr. 
Henry T. Bailey, Agent of the State Board of Education, we 
wrote to him to see if he would give Middleborough a share 
of his time. He kindly consented to come, and whatever may 
be said of agents in general he certainly is the ideal in his 
department. He made a thorough examination of the schools 
in the village, beginning at the lowest grade, and everywhere 
his presence was most welcome. In his hand the crayon did 
marvelous things, and his happy ways made him many friends 
among us. After he had made his inspection of the schoels, 
he came a second time and gave a day to the teachers, taking 
the primary grades in the morning and the higher grades in 
the afternoon. By this method he reached all the teachers in 
town and the result of his visit is seen in daily work now. 
His good work was followed up by the Committee in substi- 
tuting the White’s Revised Drawing Books for the old books, 
and the change is only for the better. Our course which: has 
been adopted for trial this year contemplates clay work alone 
for the first year, straight lines for the second and on through 
the sixth. In'the seventh year curved lines are introduced 
and continued through the eighth and ninth years. In the 
High School the work has been drawing from the object and 
geometrical drawing. In the revised system now in use the 
work is more simple in the lower grade work and leads more 
gradually up to the more difficult. The work designed is 
more practical and must do away with the objection which 
some have to this branch of study, who see in it nothing but 
pretty pictures without any practical help in daily life. The 
first question propounded to our teachers by Mr. Bailey was, 


‘¢ Why is drawing taught?” His first answer was, ‘‘ For its 
educational value.” In this connection allow me to quote from 
the last report of the Supervisor of Drawing in Fall River. 

‘¢ In treating the subject educationally, the perceptive and 
and reasoning faculties are employed, thought is quickened, 
ideas are generated and ideas are expressed by drawing. 
Concentration, close observation and attention must accompany 
the expression, for the study of form is an exercise of the 
mind; if the idea is incomplete, indefinite and careless, the 
drawing will be the same. It is disciplinary in its character, 
for the child who is taught to think deliberately, make the 
sketch freely and at once, without using his eraser until the 
sketch is corrected, has learned a lesson in self-control that 
will be most valuable in his future life.” 


CONCLUSION. 


Thus imperfectly have been given the statistics and deduc- 
tions therefrom, statements in regard to improvements in 
buildings, changes in teachers, the law relative to the employ- 
ment of children, the work of the different schools; but no 
pen can adequately portray the work which the public schools 
accomplish. For your kind cooperation in making the schools 
of Middleborough the best they can be made, for the earnest 
efforts of teachers and pupils to unite with us in accomplish- 
ing this end, for the kindly words of criticism and praise 
which have come from those interested in us, at home and 
abroad, my thanks are heartily given.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN ,—The fifteenth annual report of the Middle- 
borough Public Library is as follows : 

Whole number of days open to the public 305, four hours 
each, in which time 18,974 volumes have been delivered, the 
largest monthly circulation occurring in March, and the small- 
est in September; 194 was the largest number given out in 
any one day. Covered, numbered, and labelled during the 
year, 1482 volumes. The library now numbers 4873 vol- 


umes, an increase of 293 since last report. Of these, 88 are 


ready to send to the binder’s for repairs, and 22 are worn so 
much as to be unfit for use, and will be replaced by new ones. 
The last card issued numbers 3940, having issued 173 during 
the year. 


ADELAIDE K. THATCHER, Librarian. 


There are yet quite a large number of pamphlets and pub- 
lic documents in the library that have not been entered in the 
Accession Catalogue, and therefore are not counted in the 
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number of books in the library. When this is done our 
library will number considerably more than 5000 volumes. 
Of the number included in the report as added during the 
past year, two were presented by Mr. Jeremiah Doane, a 
series of public documents and reports from the Massachu- 
setts state officials, several volumes from the Director of the 
United States Geological Survey, from the Commissioner of 
Education, and other departments of the government. We 
are under special obligations to Hon. Robert T. Davis for the 
interest he has taken in the library. 

A new Supplementary Catalogue (No. 7) has been pub- 
lished during the year. A Card Catalogue case has been 
placed in the room, and a Card Catalogue has been prepared 
of all books put in from November, 1884, to date. This is 
arranged in two sections,—one by authors, and the other by 
titles or subjects, or other cross references. The supply of 
books on the reference shelves his been increased as occasion 
has demanded. 

The periodicals in the reading-room have been continued 
the same as last year. No record has been kept of the num- 
ber read, nor of the books consulted for reference. The 
magazines, after being taken from the reading-table, will be 
bound and added to the regular list on the shelves of the 
library. With the number and quality of publications in the 
reading-room, the thing most to be regretted is that more 
persons are not found reaping the advantage.

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It will be noticed that the expenditures for the year have consid- 
erably exceeded the appropriations. The increase has been mainly 
on the highway repairs. The freshet in the early part of the season 
damaging quite seriously the bridges in the northerly part of the 
town, and the heavy rains following each other in quick succession 
the last six months, have occasioned heavy damages to the roads in 
all parts of the town. In addition to the bills reported as ‘* Freshet 
Bills,” probably two thousand dollars have been or will be required to 
put the roads in their former condition. The unusual expense of 
roads, insurance, &c., was not anticipated when the estimates for 
the year were made. 

How have these expenses been met, or how can they be met? It 
will be seen that the overlayings on the taxes for a number of years 
have considerably exceeded the remittances (or assessor’s orders). 
The last three years the overlaying has exceeded the assessor’s 
orders $2,369, and the proceeds of the fish have been $336, making 
$2,705, and for the last twelve years the balance of overlayings and 
fish money has been $10,192. This sum, although not formally ap- 
propriated, has been, or can be used to meet the necessary expenses 
of the town.

LOCK-UP OR STATION HOUSE. 


At a town meeting last Spring the question of a Lock-up or Sta- 
tion House was before the town, and referred to the Overseers of 
the Poor as a Committee, to report at the next annual meeting. 
We have considered the subject and find it necessary that there 
should be some more suitable place for prisoners for confinement and 
also to accommodate transient people or tramps. For the last year 
the average of persons to be locked up over night is nearly or quite 
one for every night in the year, and we have no place suitable or con- 
venient for that purpose, and the best interest of the town demands 
that we should have a Station House for that purpose. It need not be 
expensive, but safe and convenient. We therefore report that the 
town build, or hire, and fit a place for the purpose of a Lock-Up or 
Station House, for the best interest of those locked up and the wel- 
fare of the town generally.

It may be asked how we are enabled to close the year with so 
large a balance in the treasury. One reason is that the committee 
have expended only such sums as were necessary, and a second 
reason is that in making out the financial report it is impossible this 
year to get all the items into it which rightfully belong there. Ow- 
ing to the delay in repairing the High school building, the pay of 
the teachers in that building for one week must go over into the 
next year’s account. ‘There still remains one bill for repairs which 
will also have to come into the expenses of the coming year. While 
the expenses of transportation have increased over the preceding 
year, the expense of heating the High school building has decreased 
from $608.48 in 1888, to $275.47 in 1889. This is owing to sev- 
eral causes, among which are the mildness of the weather, the cov- 
ering of the steam pipes, the closing of the cracks about the win- 
dows, and the experience of the janitor. 

We respectfully submit the following as the sums necessary to 
carry on the work of the schools for the coming year :

REPAIRS. 


In accordance with the policy of the committee to do a 
little improvement to the school property each year, repairs 
of a much needed nature have been done to the Rock school- 
house, in replastering and repapering the walls; painting 
within and without at Fall Brook; painting at Purchade ; 
painting, papering, and refencing at Plymouth Street; re- 
fencing and painting at Waterville; and painting at Thomp- 
sonville. In the village the Union Street building has been 
repainted, and extensive repairs made upon the roof of the 
High school building by removing the terra-cotta work and 
carrying up the walls and covering with copper and slate. 
All the gables now present a uniform appearance, and the 
work has so far withstood the rains. The house at Thomas- 
town needs painting outside and in, and the walls of the rooms 
at South Middleborough and Purchade need brightening. 


TEACHERS.

We regret having to record so many changes, but louder 
calls came from other places and were accepted by our teach- 
ers. In some cases illness prevented further service, and en- 
forced rest was taken. 

We think it worth mentioning that we secured five Normal 
graduates out of the seven new teachers, one graduate of Mt. 
Holyoke Seminary, and one from our own Training school. 

I desire to call special attention to the statistics in regard 
to our teachers for the past year. 


VISITORS. 


While in no month has the number of reported visits fallen 
‘ below one hundred, there have been some schools that have 
reported month after month no visit but that made by the 
Superintendent. In the aggregate there have been reported 
twenty-four months when no parent or relative or friend, save 
your representative, has visited the schools. The largest 
number of visits in one school reported for any one month 
has been twenty-eight. We are exceedingly sorry to report: 
such a state of things, but it is with the hope that parents 
may be induced to give more attention to this matter. We 
are confident that it is not from any disregard of their. chil- 
dren’s welfare, perhaps thinking that they know the standing 
of the children well enough from the monthly reports sent by 
the teachers, and the daily reports of the children. Many 
parents mean to visit the schools, but in the press of other 
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cares never find just the right time, and the term has passed 
before they are aware of it. Some not only intend but really 
do visit the schools and see for themselves the work that is 
being done. These visits greatly encourage the younger 
children, at least, and ought to prove an incentive to the older 
ones, though it is well known that the majority of older stu- 
dents do not miss the visits of parents. Could these parents 
know with how much courage the teachers enter upon their 
work when they know that their efforts are appreciated and 
supported by substantial help at home, from a mere selfish 
interest they would often visit the schools and learn what they 
can do to lend a helping hand. Much of the friction which 
may arise between the school and the home could be easily 
obviated were there a mutual understanding between teacher 
and parent in regard to the work required and the ability to 
accomplish it. 

Allow me to assure parents aud friends that if they wish 
real solid enjoyment it can be found by visiting the schools, 
and especially the Primary. There they may watch the de- 
velopment of mind and body, and see for themselves how 
rapidly and dexterously the children of to-day learn to read 
and write, cipher, sing, draw, and talk. The world moves in 
the schoolroom, and none know how to appreciate the fact 
so well as do those who visit the schools. 


READING. 


. We have tried various methods of teaching reading to be- 
ginners, and have thought that the best method was the one 
we have used for some years of teaching single words, one 
after another, by script from the blackboard, until from one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred had been learned as wholes, 
had been analyzed by sounds and spelt by letters. This Fall 
term we have tried what is called the sentence method, the 
one used in the city of Chelsea, This differs from our previ- 
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ous method essentially in this, —that instead of teaching a 
single word by itself, that word has been incorporated into a 
sentence, and the teacher, by skillful questioning, gets the 
sentence which she wishes from the child, first in an oral ex- 
pression, then writes it upon the board, and then the written 
expression is read by the child. To get these oral expres- 
sions the teacher brings before the children toys-of all sorts, 
puts them into their hands, talks with them about the objects, 
and takes such expressions from them as: I have a cow, I see 
a cow, The cow has two horns, The cow gives milk, It is my 
cow, etc. From these expressions the word cow is forever 
fixed in the memory, good expression is being taught in the 
reading, and intuitively the child is learning ‘‘I have,” ‘I 
see,” ‘* It is,” and the like, without having his attention called 
to them especially. After and while learning many nouns in 
this way, common adjectives, such as pretty, little, white, 
and black, are being learned, and the pronouns my, his, her, 
he, she, etc. So far as we have tested the method we find 
greater interest developed, better expression, and more rapid 
progress made. We still insist that while this gives the chil- 
dren a good start, they need also to know the sounds of let- 
ters, so that when they come to words which they have not 
learned as wholes they shall quickly put the parts together 
and be no longer dependent upon the teacher for help. And 
finally, we are convinced that there is no way to make good 
spellers but by beginning very early to put the letters together 
to form the word. This elementary work, before taking up 
a book, requires about six months with an ordinary class. 

So many calls come from parents for reading-books for 
their little ones that it has seemed best to me to explain again 
that we have so many different readers that one book remains 
in the hands ef a pupil but a short time. As soon as it is 
read through that particular book is passed along to some 
other school, and a fresh book is put in its place. Tor the 
convenience of parents and new teachers, a list of the books 
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now in use is appended. First Readers: Swinton’s Primer 
and First Reader, Sheldon’s, Butler’s, Appleton’s, Barnes’, — 
Eclectic, Monroe’s, Lippincott’s, Harper’s, Badlam’s, Holmes’, 
Stickney’s, and Interstate. Second Readers: Eclectic, 
Barnes’, Lippincott’s, Appleton’s, Swinton’s, Monroe’s, Shel- 
don’s, Butler’s, Harper’s, Holmes’, Stickney’s, and Interstate. 
Third Readers: Swinton’s, Lippincott’s, Appleton’s, Eclectic, 
Sheldon’s, Monroe’s, Harper’s, and Holmes’. Fourth Read- 
ers: Lippincott’s, Eclectic, Swinton’s, Appleton’s Introduc- 
tery, Appleton’s, Monroe’s, Butler’s. Fifth Readers: Swin- 
ton’s, Lippincott’s, and Eclectic. Supplementary Reading: 
Primary grades—Book of Fables, Cats and Dogs, Friends in 
Feathers and Fur, Stories for Young Children, Seaside and 
Wayside No 1; Grammar grades—American Prose Authors, 
Golden Book of Choice Reading, Lady of the Lake, Seven 
Little Sisters, Each and All, Our World, Swiss Family Rob- 
inson, Stories of the Old World, Stories from American His- 
tory, Stories from New England History, Robinson Crusoe, 
Tales from Shakspeare, Wings and Fins, World by the Fire- 
side, Wayside and Seaside No. 2. Of no one of these books 
have we many copies, but in all have sets enough to give 
fresh reading matter to every pupil in tewn as soon as one 
set is completed. Some sets of readers are easier than others, 
and having different kinds one is enabled to select such read- 
ing matter as is best suited to the advancement of any class. 
Should it be found on trial that any book is too hard, it can 
readily be exchanged for something easier, and the interest of 
the class maintained until harder work can be done. By no 
other method do we believe a taste for good reading can be 
so well cultivated. 

In addition to what books the town supplies, children bring 
their own papers and magazines, and the teachers supply a 
large quantity from their own collections. From these many 
a pleasant and profitable Friday afternoon hour is spent with 
the greatest and best authors. 
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ARITHMETIC. 


With nine, and for many of the pupils ten years, before 
entering the High school, with two terms of the first year and 
one of the last year in the High school spent upon this sub- 
ject, it seems as if our pupils ought to come from our gradu- 
ating classes fully prepared to do accurately and rapidly any 
ordinary work in arithmetic. Repeated tests show that the 
work grows better and better in the upper classes in propor- 
tion to the thoroughness with which the four fundamental 
rules are mastered. That there has not been practice enough 
on these rules we are fully convinced, and to remedy the de- 
fect we have put forth special efforts in this direction, begin- 
ning with the third year in school. We have no desire to 
change the work of the first or second grade. So far as our 
experience and observation go, it is fully abreast of thé best 
schools. Beginning with the third grade, we have arranged 
our work as nearly as possible as it will appear in actual busi- 
ness, discarding the signs +, —, X, and +, which have thus 
far been used to indicate operations to be performed. In ad- 
dition, columns of numbers are given to be added, first of one 
figure, then of two figures, then of three, care being taken to 
give but few numbers at a time, and those made up of small 
denominations, then increasing the number in a column and 
also the size of the denomination. By insisting upon perfect 
accuracy, and by gradually increasing the difficulty of the 
work, good results are already appearing. We are paying 
greater attention to mental problems through all the grades. 
This is done by taking a few minutes each day for rapid work, 
and it is exceedingly pleasant to notice the development of 
the thinking powers. 

Our teachers are being impressed more and more with ae 
importance of not confining themselves to doing the definite 
amount of work as laid down in the course for them, but also 
reviewing the work of previous years as new subjects are 
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taken up involving work already taken and presumably well 
known but forgotten or never comprehended. With increased 
age and greater power on the part of the pupils, these subjects 
are being so thoroughly fixed that we hope they may never 
be effaced. Qur course has been criticised as having too 
much arithmetic in it, but not until we secure better results 
than at present shall we feel authorized to urge retrenchment 
in this study. What we do need, and what we are trying to 
do, is to pick out the essential matters to be taught, and to 
teach them so thoroughly that they become a living part of 
the child, always ready at his command for practical use. 


SPELLING. 


The ability to spell English words seems to be a gift of 
which many people are deprived. With all the years spent 
in the schoolroom it would seem that pupils might be able to 
spell the common words of daily life, and yet I have been 
amazed, both in a regular spelling-lesson and in ordinary 
written exercises, to see how many words have been mis- 
spelled. These words are often found in definitions which 
have been before the eyes day after day, and yet have never 
been seen. By no means do we find the worst spelling in 
the lowest grades, perhaps from the reason that the child’s 
vocabulary is so much smaller than an older pupil’s, and per- 
haps because less severe judgment is passed upon the little 
ones on account of their age. We begin to pay particular 
attention to the spelling of words as soon as the child begins 
to read. For the first three years much is done in oral spell- 
ing and the correction of mistakes found in written exercises 
as soon as the child is able to write. In the fourth year we 
begin to write formal lessons in a book which is preserved 
and used day after day. These lessons are corrected and the 
incorrect words rewritten so that the final form shall be the 
correct form. This method is not without its defects, for the 
incorrect form once written for the eye to behold is not easily 
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effaced. There is an advantage in having the term’s work 
preserved, as it does act as an incentive to have a clean book 
nicely written, and without corrections. We still believe 
there is large room for the old method of oral spelling in ad- 
dition to the written work. By the old method we mean the 
method which divides the word into syllables and pronounces 
the syllables as they are spelled, and. repeats from the begin- 
ning of the word. This method proves itself of great help in 
the reading lesson when new words are met, and especially 
long words. A pupil has courage to attack a part of the 
word when he is not master of the whole, and we find that it 
takes training to give one even the courage to start. We find 
also that pupils trained to this work show, their ability to di- 
vide correctly words which must be divided at the end of a 
line in writing. We have found no better way for a pupil to 
pick out the pronunciation of a word for himself, or to learn 
it from the teacher, than by first repeating the yard orally 
before trying to spell. 

Harrington’s Graded Speller, which is now in use and grad- 
ually displacing the Worcester’s Speller, is a vast improve- 
ment on the old book. The words selected are such as will 
be of more common use, the dictation exercises are excellent, 
and the reviews tend to fix the words in the mind. We have 
no hope of making good spellers without constant attention to 
the words which come before us in every lesson. To this end 
the scholar’s attention is called to the new words as they come 
up in their reading, not only for the meaning and pronuncia- 
tion, but also for fe spelling. 


LANGUAGE. 


We are determined not to make a hobby of any one branch 
in the school curriculum. There is a strong temptation to 
single out one branch of study for which one has a decided 
liking and carry it to such perfection that our schools may 
gain a reputation at home and abroad which might seem envi- 
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able. We have visited schools which had a great reputation 
for doing certain things remarkably well, and have been cha- 
grined to see to what questionable expedients teachers would 
resort in order to sustain the reputation of their schools. 
Much rather would we have it said of us that there is a uni- 
form grade of excellence or mediocrity, were it the result of 
uniform hard work in every study. 

We believe that during the past year we have made im- 
provement in our language work, and have not withdrawn 
any effort from other studies. We begin to see the effects of 
a better arrangement of the course which began a little more 
than a year ago. For four or five years there has been a 
good course in language laid out, but the improvement in the 
details began by furnishing a definite text-book for the third, 
fourth, and fifth grades, and more work in the eighth and 
ninth. In our first year’s work we are producing short sen- _ 
tences, neatly written and punctuated, both from dictation 
and original thinking by the pupils. It is of great benefit in 
the language lessons to have the children first learn to express 
themselves in their own language as they begin their first 
lessons in reading. Every reading lesson thus becomes a 
language lesson. In our second year’s work the pupils are 
able to put several sentences together by properly connecting 
words and make a very readable story. Beginning with this 
gerade and continuing through the grammar grades, para- 
graphs are copied from the reading book. Perhaps the pupils 
do not understand the use of quotation marks. A paragraph 
_is selected which has several quotations and special attention 
called to the number of marks required to indicate a quota- 
tion, their position and direction. By following this kind of 
work for several days, the pupils become familiar with the 
use of the marks and soon learn to be careful in using them 
in their own work. A similar method is used in dividing the 
paragraphs into periods, the use of the possessive, capitals, 
commas, etc. By really seeing these marks as they have to 
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in copying correctly, they become fixed in their minds, and 
to-day those schools which have persisted in this work every 
day as a part of the preparation for a reading lesson can show 
the best work in any written language exercise whieh I have 
called for in my examinations. Our main dependence, how- 
ever, is not upon copying from the reading book. In the 
third year the pupils write as review exercises, statements, 
questions, names, take up for new work the use of is, are, 
was, Were, write stories from pictures, repeat memory gems, 
write exercises from dictation, write little compositions from 
suggestive questions, from stories read, change poetry to 
prose, write letters and learn the use of the common marks 
of punctuation and capitals. In the fourth year the work 
begins to touch a little upon technical grammar, bringing out 
the idea of common and proper names, plurals, possessives, 
verbs, adverbs, pronouns, keeping up the dictation exercises, 
compositions, memory gems, and studying a few selections. 
In the fifth year the sentence is taken up as a whole, divided 
into its parts and these parts subdivided according to form 
and uses, still keeping up the dictation exercises, the study 
of selections, compositions, choice of words and rules. In 
the sixth and seventh grades we do similar work as in the 
fourth and fifth, but from another text-book. The extra 
work in the eighth and ninth grades already referred to con- 
sists of the study of American and British authors directly 
from selections taken from their works. If the selection be 
a poem, it is first read carefully and thoughtfully, the story 
of the poem is recited, the text studied to understand the | 
meaning of the piece, the beauty of its thought and language, 
and the author of the poem. In some pieces a paraphrase of 
the text is written and the most beautiful parts memorized. 
A prose selection is studied in a similar way. After a few 
simple pieces have thus been studied, the pupil is prepared to 
study a few representative authors, to give some time to col- 
lateral authors, to become more or less familiar with English 
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literature, to take up essay writing and supplementary read- 
ing. 
HIGH SCHOOL. 


Fy 
At the beginning of the year there were one hundred and 


seven pupils belonging to the High School. This number 
was reduced to one hundred and one at the close of the term 
in June, and it was with the same number that the scheol 
opened in the Fall, and has remained about the same to the 
present time. 

Thirteen graduated in June, all but two of them from the 
classical course. The following are the names of the grad-

Although no general invitation was extended to the public 
to be present at the closing exercises of the graduating class, 
many of their friends were present and were entertained by 
music from the school and the reading of the Class History 
and Class Prophecy, after which the diplomas were presented. 
With so simple exercises the burden of long preparation for 
a public exhibition is removed from the teachers, the scholar’s 
time is free to be employed upon the regular work of the term 
up to the last day, and the necessary expense of such a grad- 
uation is reduced to the minimum. 

Twenty-six entered the school at the beginning of the Fall 
term to form a new class, and a few entered the higher classes 
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from other schools, so that it will be readily seen that some 
fell by way besides those who graduated to make the number 
at the beginning of the Fall term just the same as the number 
at the close of the Spring term. This seems unavoidable 
from various causes. Many feel obliged to give up school for 
work. Some, it is true, lose their interest, but it is a fact 
worthy of mention that in no school in town does the per 
cent. of daily attendance average so high as in the High 
School. There has been a great improvement during the 
year in the matter of tardiness. During the first month in 
the year there were thirty-two cases. Never since has there 
been so many in any one month, and in September only six 
cases were reported. 

Although all but seven of the class entering this Fall 
passed through the Grammar School at the village, more than 
half reside outside the village. Of the seven who did not 
come to the Grammar School, the Rock School furnished two, 
the Highland two, Wappanucket one, and the Miller District, 
Lakeville, one, and one came from out of town. We should 
be glad to fit all for the High School during the last year of 
the grammar course at the Village, but the present indications 
are that the children at the Village will fill our rooms to their 
utmost capacity. 

We have been obliged to make one change in our corps of 
teachers, owing to the resignation of Miss Nichols at the close 
of the Summer term. From the other two teachers we are 
reaping the fruit which experience brings, and we feel that 
good work is being done by the new teacher whom you have 
selected. We congratulate ourselves on the prosperity of the 
Fall term’s work. More is being done in the matter of Eng- 
lish composition; the declamations which for a time were 
omitted have again been taken up with earnestness on the 
part of the young men; better work seems to be done in 
mathematics, and we feel confident of so preparing. our stu- 
dents that they will pass a creditable examination for any of 
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our colleges. Better work will now be done in Physics from 
having more illustrative apparatus. [recommend the pur- 
chase of a few articles each year at a sum which would not be 
a burden upon our appropriation, and would excite an added 
interest which cannot come from the mere study of the text. | 

The question is often asked, What becomes of our gradu- 
ates? I have taken the pains to look up the last class of 
eraduates, and I find that one has entered college, two have 
entered Normal School, three are teaching, two have entered 
business, and five remain at home. 

There is evident interest taken in our High School by its 
patrons. It is not perfect in every respect. We are trying 
to make it a first class High School so that every parent who 
wishes his boy or girl fitted for the best college in the coun- 
try shall not feel obliged to send away from home to do it. 
We see returning a desire among our young men to fit for 
college, and we hail it as a good omen; but the High School 
will ever be a school to fit for the ordinary business of life, 
and to that its chief strength will be given. | 


GENERAL SUGGESTIONS. 


There are certain matters of routine business which do not 
yet seem to be understood by those having dealings with the 
School Committee, and at the risk of repeating it seems best 
to call attention to some of these. During the past year 
there have come repeated calls for Employment Tickets for 
children under thirteen years of age, which is against the law 
to grant. Constant requests come to me for tickets when the 
age and required schooling are all right, but the law requires — 
that a ticket shall be first given by the intending employer, 
and this same ticket shall be brought to the Superintendent 
by the parent to be filled out. Either from negligence or 
other reason some employers forget that a child has to have a 
ticket unti] he is sixteen years of age, and because of such 
negligence the truant officers have the cases to look up, which 
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means expense to the town and an unpleasant duty to per- 
form. 

The regular meeting of the School Committee occurs on 
the first Friday of every month at two o’clock in the afternoon. 
All bills against the School Department should be sent in to 
the Secretary before that time in order to receive prompt at- 
tention. In some cases bills are sent to the members of the 
committee who do not find it convenient to be present at the 
following meeting, and delay is a result. After the bills are 
approved by the committee they are on the same day or as 
soon as possible afterward recorded upon the schoo) records, 
and left with the Town Treasurer for collection. It is desir- 
able that bills should not be of long standing before presen- 
tation, as it is very likely that the details may be forgotten 
and an investigation required which, of course, means further 
delay. 

There seems to have been an unusual amount of destruction 
to school property, especially outside of the village, by those 
who are not connected with our schools. In some cases the 
matter has been investigated by the proper officers and the 
wrong righted. We hope what has already been done will be 
sufficient to deter any other evil doers. With a law upon our 
statutes making the extreme penalty a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, or imprisonment in jail not exceeding one 
year, it would seem that our school buildings, outbuildings, 
and fences might be left intact. 

There is still a disposition on the part of some parents to 
deprive their children of the little education which the law 
compels the parent to give to each child from the age of eight 
to fourteen, twenty weeks each year. How to remedy this 
evil, when for the smallest grievance or the most pitiful sum 
of money a parent will defy the law, is a difficult question. 
No person particularly enjoys finding fault continually and 
reporting cases of remissness in this matter. Repeatedly 
have the kindest and mildest measures been resorted to before 
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using the stern hand of the law, and yet in many cases there 
has been no response. Happy will that day be when every 
child within our borders shall be trained to habits of industry, 
and learning, and sobriety for the love of them without the 
compulsion of the law! 

Our neighbors in Norfolk County have recently established 
a Truant School. They propose to test the ability of such a 
school in dealing with cases which will yield to no other dis- 
cipline. Does not Plymouth County also need such a school? 
Chapter 155 of the Acts of 1884 provides that ‘‘ three or 
more cities or towns in each of two, three, or four contiguous 
counties may require the county commissioners of such coun- 
ties to establish union truant schools as provided by section 
14 of chapter 48 of the Public Statutes.” The Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court has just rendered a decision in the case of the 
City of Lynn vs. The County Commissioners of Essex 
County, that ‘* this statute is mandatory, and county commis- 
sioners upon a proper requirement under it, should establish 
a truant school, without reference to their own views as to the 
expediency of so doing.” 


IN CONCLUSION. 


I desire to express my thanks to you for your kind and 
considerate helpfulness during the whole year, to the teachers 
for their cooperation and willingness to adopt every measure 
which has been tried and proved helpful, to the pupils who 
have evidently appreciated the good things so generously pro- 
vided by the citizens of Middleborough, with the intent that 
our schools shall stand among the first in the good old Com- 
monwealth.

GENTLEMEN,— The sixteenth annual report of the Libra- 
rian of the Public Library is herewith respectfully submitted, 
showing the result of the Library work for the year ending 
Jan. 1, 1890. | 

Whole number of volumes delivered, 17,971, the Library 
having been open to the public 304 days ; the largest monthly 
circulation, 1854, occurring in March, and the smallest, 1274, 
in October. Largest daily circulation, 178. Number of 
cards issued to date, 4063. Whole number of books belong- 
ing to the Library at the present time, 5066. One volume 
has been lost, but has been made good by the loser; 33 vol- 
umes have been discarded and replaced by new ones and 271 
rebound; 193 volumes have been added during the year. 
Covered, numbered and labelled, 1128. Received from fines, 
$49.25; for catalogues sold, $1.20; from sale of cards to non- 
residents, $1.50. Paid express, etc., $4.25.

The Board of Health has received eighty-nine complaints the last 
year, and found just cause for the same, and has looked after the 
sanitary condition of the village. ‘The year has been one of much 
improvement in many of our worst locations. The tenements on 
Factory Hill have been placed in perfect order, which will last for 
years to come. ‘To-day the main trouble comes largely from new 
buildings put up to let, with no regard to their sanitary welfare. 
There has been one death the last year from scarlitina, but no con- 
tagious disease has been in our midst; in several instances some 
signs of malaria have appeared, but in every case it came from 
locations where the well water is used for drinking purposes. The 
Board has in mind one case where, on a small piece of land, four 
tenements and a hotel are located, and the owner irrigates the cess- 
pool and privy on the same small piece of land, making the well 
water a dangerous thing to use. 

If the owners and tenants alike would take a little pains to keep 
clean, much of our work would not have to be done; but many a 
tenant thinks, because he hires his house, he has no duty to do but 
to make as much of a nuisance as possible,—instead of throwing a 
handful of lime to cover up a plague, he would make a still worse one. 

The matter of dead animals being left exposed, to the nuisance 
of the community, lying in the outskirts of the village, should be 
stopped. The Board has had five cases the last year it has been 
called to bury. . 

Until our village can have a more complete system of sewerage, 
it behooves the entire community to do all in its power to keep 
our village in the future, as it has been in the past, a clean and 
healthy one. 
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By the report of the State Board of Health, we find that the milk 
that is brought into our village has been analyzed and, in nine sam- 
ples, eight have been found to be above the standard.

ARTICLES IN’ THE WARRANT FOR THE ANNUAL 
TOWN MEETING MARCH 17, 1890. 


ist. To choose a Moderator. 


2d. ‘To choose all necessary town officers. The following officers 
to be voted for all on one ballot, viz.: For one year — Town Clerk, 
Treasurer and Collector, Overseers of the Poor, Constables, Fish 
Wardens: for two years — one Selectman, one Assessor ; for three 
years —one Selectman, one Assessor, one Road Commissioner, 
two School Committee.

3d. ‘To vote upon the question of granting licenses for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. Ballots to be ‘‘ Yes,” or ‘‘ No,” in answer to 
the question, ‘* Shall licenses be granted in this town for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors ?”’ 


4th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
the expenses of the town the present year, and determine when the 
same shall be assessed, and how appropriated. 


5th. To choose an Auditor or Board of Auditors. 


6th. To vote the pay of the Treasurer and Collector for his 
services the ensuing year.

IN MEMORIAM. 


Ir is fitting that the services of a man who has so long and so 
faithfully served his fellow-citizens should be recognized, and his 
colleagues, being impressed with their sense of obligation to him 
for his intelligence, uniform courtesy, and assiduity, feel that it is a 
duty they owe to the memory of Joseph T. Wood, to the respectful 
consideration of his fellow townsmen, and themselves, to record 
here that recognition. 

Joseph T. Wood was active in public affairs for a very long term 
of years. In 1854 he was chosen by his fellow-citizens to 
represent them at the General Court, and the same year was 
chosen a member of the board of selectmen; also in 1855, and in 
1863 was again elected, and continued to be chosen to that office 
each successive year since, up to this date, 1890. He has been 
chairman of the board of selectmen for over a quarter of a century, 
and probably served the town with less separate, personal interest, 
or private advantage than any succeeding member of that board 
will feel able to do in view of the large amount of detail work 
necessary in the position he occupied. From his long service in 
his official capacity there arose a pleasant and profitable acquaintance 
between himself and the people of the town, and every one was 
free to consult with him upon the many issues that are constantly 
arising in the administration of town affairs, and, with one accord, 
these people testify, very gladly, their appreciation of his uniform 
courtesy and general intelligence, as well as to thei# complete 
confidence in his integrity. Few men will serve a constituency of 
so dissimilar opinions with greater satisfaction to its individual 
members, or with less prejudice to their own interests. 

He has held a commission as justice of the peace since 1858, and 
served as county commissioner in 1872-81. He was also chosen 
water commissioner on the first board, and served one year.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


The town, at its annual meeting in 1890, having revoked its ac- 
tion in choosing Road Commissioners, the Selectmen, as required 
by the Statutes, appointed William B. Wood as Superintendent of 
Streets, his term of office beginning April 1, 1890.

The sanitary condition of the town during the year just past has 
in many respects been better than that of any previous year. The 
services of the agent of the board have been most frequently re- 
quired in cases of certain localities where buildings have been 
crowded together, regardless of anything except to see how much 
can be done on a small piece of land. 
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The corner on Centre street, recently purchased by the Catholics, 
has a store, a meat market, and a boarding-house, and ‘until that 
place is provided with proper sewer service it will of necessity be a 
place that will be a constant care. 

No epidemic form of disease has occurred in town during the 
year. ‘Two cases of diphtheria have occurred, one fatal, but have 
by prompt and active work been kept in the families where they 
originated, and in each case but one person in each family has been 
afflicted. Three cases of scarlatina in a mild form have occurred, 
but the necessary precautions, as in a more severe case, have been 
strictly enforced. The public, it is evident, is beginning to recog- 
nize the usefulness of the board; they are lending a helping hand 
in many directions. 

In one instance the board has thought it better to have a well of 
water, where malaria existed last year, not used for drinking pur- 
poses, with beneficial results. It would advise the discontinuance 
of the use of well water for drinking purposes in all the village 
where there is a possibility of filth or contamination. 

A writer in a recent article in a medical journal states that ty- 
phoid fever comes largely from neglected privy vaults. It is then 
of the most vital importance that the same should be looked after. 

The matter of dead animals, and the dumping of garbage in the 
outskirts of the village, is a source of much complaint and expense. 
Two dead hogs were left in the woods at night the last year. 

Again we urge on the village the necessity of an increase of our 
sewers in certain places the coming year, as a safeguard to the 
public health. ;

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It is impossible with our present appropriation, which for the 
year 1890 was $1500 less than for 1889, to answer all demands for 
repairs ; but with few exceptions the roads in town are in a fairly 
good condition. JI have exceeded the general highway appropria- 
tion by $35.30. $872.68 was paid for building the Alms-house 
bridge, which fell in and required immediate attention, and you, 
the selectmen, and the road commissioners of. Lakeville, ordered 
built as soon as possible. The work is complete, and should eall 
for no further expenditure for many years. 


SIDEWALKS AND PAVING. 


In addition to the concrete walks that you have had laid, there 
has been four thousand five hundred feet of new sidewalks made, 
and covered with coal cinders or screened gravel. On account of 
the limited means at my disposal, I was obliged to refuse many per- 
sistent and reasonable calls for new walks. 

There have been thirteen hundred and fifty feet of gutters paved 
during the season. ‘This was a very small part of what was needed, 
but as this work is quite expensive it was all that I felt justified in 


having done. 
BRIDGES. 


The Alms-house bridge has been rebuilt with a substantial truss 
bridge, with a span of thirty-five feet, and twenty feet wide. The 
wood-work is all of yellow pine, with good solid abutments laid in 
cement. The contract for stone-work was given to Abram T. 
Briggs, of Taunton, for $1000, and the wood and iron-work to E. 
E. Rider for $250, Lakeville paying one-half of this expense. The 
grading and railings on Middleborough’s side were done by B. P. 
W. Lovell, at an expense of $247.68; the whole expense to this 
town, as previously mentioned, being $872.68. There is an unpaid 
bill for cedar posts and rails that was not presented in time for this 
report. 

Grove Street bridge having become unsafe, I have been obliged 
to have the wood-work replaced with good yellow pine stringers and 
spruce planking and railings, at an expense of about $200. 

Water Street Bridge.—One of the sluiceways at the upper dam 
unexpectedly caved in, and new side walls have been laid and cov- 
ered with white oak timber. 
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Vaughan’s bridge at Wappanucket should be rebuilt as early in 
the season as possible. The estimated cost for an iron trussed 
bridge, with granite abutments, is $2400, to be divided with Lake- 
ville, and an additional estimated expense for railings and grading 
Middleborough’s side of $250. 

Alden’s bridge, at North Middleborough, which the county com- 
missioners will order built this coming Summer, is estimated will 
cost $4200, and $500 to $600 will be needed for widening and grad- 
ing the approach to this bridge. I do not know what part of the 
expense will be assessed on this town. 


BRIDGE AND STREET RAILINGS. 


It seems to have become a custom for persons meeting with acci- 
dents, whether serious or imaginary, on town roads, walks, or ways, 
to call upon the town for damages for themselves or teams, and in 
most cases they are in no way modest in amount claimed. In order 
to better protect the town against claims for accidents, I have had 
over 3500 feet of railings placed on bridges and by the roadsides in 
the most dangerous localities. This work was mostly done by the 
section men, and the expense is included in their bills. 


GUIDE AND STREET BOARDS. 


During the past year the guide and street boards in town have 
nearly all been replaced with new boards and posts, or the boards 
thoroughly repaired, at an expense of about $250. There was no 
appropriation for this work, and the bills have not been paid. I 
shall therefore ask you to recommend an appropriation of $250 for 
this purpose. 

STONE CRUSHER. 


In the matter of purchasing a stone crusher, allow me to offer my 
views. We have large quantities of stones at the different gravel 
pits that have been accumulating for years, and are increasing 
yearly. It appears to me that the benefit to be derived from the 
work of the crusher, both in the utilizing of the stone and the im- 
provement in our roads, will soon wipe out the expense of the 
crusher. While some may say that we shall soon use up all the 
stones, I would say that as long as we dig gravel we shall have 
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more or less material for a crusher, and if macadamized roads prove 
as successful here as in other places, it would pay to collect stones 
from old walls and stone heaps on the neighboring farms. Should 
the town see fit to purchase a crusher, it will call for an engine and 
suitable roller to harden the roads.

A summary of the details of work done in the Library by the 
Librarian and her assistants, is set forth in the following 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Trustees of the Middleborough Public Library : 


GENTLEMEN,—The seventeenth annual report of the Middlebor- 
ough Public Library is as follows : | 

Library open to the public 306 days, in which 17,880 volumes 
were distributed, as follows: Juvenile reading, 5112; descriptive 
and travels, 810; history, American and foreign, 386; biography, 
412; natural history and scientific, 136; literature, essays, and 
poetry, 260; religion and theology, 37; bound periodicals and po- 
litical economy, 601; fiction, 10,126. The largest monthly circu- 
lation was in March, and the smallest in June. The greatest num- 
ber of books drawn in any one day was 164, October 18th; the 
smallest number 138, October 21st. Number of cards issued to 
date 4215, showing a gain of 152 for the year. The whole number 
of volumes now in the library is 5334. 268 volumes have been 
added during the year, and 90 volumes have been rebound. Cov- 
ered, numbered and labelled, 1213. Received from fines, $41.71 ; 
sale of cards and catalogues, $3. Paid express, etc., $9. 

Among the more noticeable books added during the year may be 
mentioned the Century Dictionary, Webster’s and Worcester’s Dic- 
tionaries, and the Riverside Natural History, a valuable work in six 
volumes, edited by John Sterling Kingsley.

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Pamphlets, unbound books and magazines, are not included in 
the number of books given as in the library. The library has re- 
ceived as donations 36 volumes from the American Unitarian Asso- 
ciation, and 20 volumes from friends of Rey. W. H. Ramsey, 
through his influence. The Unitarian Association contributes the 
Unitarian Review to the reading-room. All books as added are 
entered in the card catalogue, with references to author, title, and 
other cross references to subjects, etc., as may assist in the finding 
of desired books. 

The trustees have been able to increase the number of hours per 
day in which the library and reading-room are open to the public. 
Beginning with June Ist, the room has been open from 2 to 8 o’clock 
Pp. M., daily, except Sundays and holidays. Miss Lucy M. T. Bray- 
ton has had charge during the added hours. Misses Myra Kk. Leon- 
ard and Harriet B. Sylvester have acted as assistants, as wanted 
from time to time. 

The reading-room seems to be increasing in favor, and will prob- 
ably continue to do so, as discriminating readers realize the oppor- 
tunities offered. No statistics are kept of the number of readers.

To the School Committee of the Town of Middleborough: 


Were it for your perusal alone that these pages are pre- 
pared, the matter of making an annual report would be greatly 
simplified ;. but when it is considered that the facts and sug- 
gestions which you require may have been often repeated 
during the year, and that the general public are also to get 
their information in regard to the condition of the schools, the | 
work becomes much more complicated. At the risk, then, of 
repeating, and with an earnest desire to place before all the 
citizens a concise statement of what the schools have done, 
and what it is hoped to do, I have the pleasure of presenting 
my annual report. No one knows better than I de how much 
there is which can never be written, but must be seen to be 
appreciated.

REMARKS. 


By comparing these statistics with those of last year we 
find the number of children between the ages of 5 and 15, as 
reported by the census-taker, 28 more than last year, and 
between the ages of 8 and 14, the compulsory school age, the 
number has increased 68. It is due to this large increase in 
the number of those who are of school age that our schools 
are so full. It is a common remark made by those who visit 
our schools that there is a marked absence of those beyond 
the compulsory school age, especially among the boys. We 
are not willing to admit that the school has lost any of its 
drawing power, but the insatiable thirst for gold, and the 
ease with which remunerative labor is obtained by the boys 
at a much earlier age than formerly, has a stronger attraction 
than the not so clearly manifest gain of a good education. 
We are confident, also, that the average boy of fourteen who 
has faithfully followed the course of our schools is better pre- 
pared for life’s duties, so far as his mental training is con- 
cerned, than formerly at a much more advanced age. Just 
as it is an admitted fact that a boy who has fitted for college 
in our best high schools or preparatory schools, has a better 
education than the college graduate of former years. We 
deprecate, however, leaving school as soon as one has passed 
the age which the law compels one to attend. This must be 
done in some cases, as we have been painfully reminded again 
and again during the past year. We have also been delighted 
to see the return of some as soon as circumstances would ad- 
mit of further study. Never have we had a more faithful, 
earnest corps of teachers than during the past year, and it 
gives me great pleasure to testify to this fact. Could those 
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who stay away for the most frivolous reasons understand now 
what they are losing, our schools would be more pressed for 
room than at present. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


I desire at this time to call your special attention to our 
school accommodations. 

Our High school has good accommodations for present 
needs. ‘The room in the High school building which fits for 
the High school was originally intended for forty-eight pupils. 
By crowding seats into every available place, sittings have 
been provided for sixty pupils, and that number are enrolled. 
It is manifestly not right to crowd so many pupils into so 
small a space, either for the health of the children or the labor 
of the teacher. The next lower room has sittings for forty- 
nine pupils, and has that number enrolled; the next lower 
room has sittings for forty-eight, and has fifty enrolled: the 
next room has sittings for forty-nine, and has that number 
enrolled. By resorting to all sorts of expedients, such as 
seating pupils at tables and in the seats of absent ones, we 
may do good work for the remainder of this school year, 
should there be no great increase of pupils in these grades. 
The fact is, at present, that not a week passes without new 
applicants. Expecting, then, further increase in the future, 
I desire to place the problem before you now, that you may 
be ready for whatever may come. In only one of these 
rooms, as you well know, are seated two grades, the eighth 
and ninth. These grades are evenly divided now, with thirty 
in each. Should all pass from the ninth grade to the High 
school, or finish their course in the public school next June, 
there would still remain about thirty to be seated in that 
room. Following our ordinary method of promotion, there 
will be about forty-nine more pupils to be seated, which upon 
the face of.it is an impossibility,—to get seventy-nine pupils 
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into sixty seats. My suggestion is this, that we make a 
change in our promotions for the coming year, and promote 
teachers and pupils alike one grade, with the exception of the 
first and ninth, which will remain thé same. The need of 
some such arrangement will be further apparent when we con- 
sider that in the fourth grade, which is now in the upper 
room at School street, there is an enrollment of seventy, 
while the room in the High school building, which has here- 
tofore received them, has sittings for only forty-nine. The 
rooms occupied by the Primary schools are practically full, 
with the exception of the lowest Primary. My proposition 
for this school is that all new children who enter at the be- 
ginning of the spring and fall terms coming, should be taken 
into the room on the lower floor of Union Street, as is our 
custom, and if the number demands it, reseat the recitation 
room in the rear of this room for the overflow. By this ar- 
rangement it would seem that there would be a small ninth 
grade ; but following the policy of previous years of admit- 
ting pupils to the ninth grade from the schools outside the 
village, we have eight more to provide for from these schools. 
Taking those who may receive a double promotion, those 
who will require more time to fit for the High ‘school than 
they will get this year, and the additions which we may ex- 
pect from new residents in town, I have no fear that we shall 
find enough for any master to do to fit his pupils well for the 
High school. Lest any one might not appreciate the advan- 
tage which it is to the schools at fall Brook and Purchade, 
from which schools thg eight pupils previously mentioned may 
be expected to come, I wish to say that at Fall Brook there 
will then be left six or seven different grades, as new children 
may or may not enter next fall, and at Purchade five or six. 
- Both of these schools have a large number of pupils besides 
those who are now in the eighth grade, and the advantages of 
reducing the number of erades in these schools, both for those 
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who remain and for those who are taken, are so apparent that 
the simple mention of the conditions seems sufficient. After 
all that has been said, this proposition seems to be only meet- 
ing a temporary need.’ There are pupils enough now in the 
fourth grade in the School Street building to make two good 
schools. We can get along by employing an assistant who will 
take the pupils into the cramped quarters of the recitation 
room, but it would seem that at no distant day the recitation 
room should be enlarged to the size of the room below. This 
could be done at small expense, as I have been informed by 
the committee who had charge of the framing of that part of 
the building that it was the original intention of making it 
two stories, and framed accordingly. The system of heating 
and ventilating such a room seems to be adequate with the 
apparatus which will be described later in the report. An- 
other plan, and perhaps more far-sighted, would be to take 
immediate steps to secure a lot for a new building to be used 
for the High school alone, and devote the whole of the pres- 
ent High school building to Grammar schools. 


HEALTH. 


_ La grippe and measles have interfered with the work of the 
schools, so that our attendance has not been so good for many 
months of this year as in the previous year. Death has also 
removed some of our brightest and best, whose faces we con- 
tinually miss, and we are constantly asking the question, Are 
we in any way responsible? While we are anxious to do all 
we can to keep the body in good repair, and not to overtax 
the brain, we have no control of the “Reparation of the food 
which the children eat, of the hours which they keep for sleep, 
of their exercise out of school hours, or of their naturally 
weak constitutions. For help in these particulars we must 
look to the homes. Given strong, vigorous children, well 
fed and properly clothed, we cannot but produce sound minds 
in sound bodies. 
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When the new High school building was erected, care was 
taken to have fresh air for the pupils to breathe while in the 
school-room. When the State inspector came to examine the 
building this year he pronounced the system of ventilation 
correct in principle but lacking in quantity of air produced. 
The School Street and Union Street buildings he condemned, 
and gave notice that they should be put in better condition. 
So great was the expense of meeting the requirements of the 
law that the inspector insisted upon the work being done only 
on the School Street building this year, as more children at- 
tended that building and was consequently in greater need. 
So seriously has the work upon the building interfered with 
the work of the schools that it seems only just that the cit- 
izens of the town should know to what annoyances and de- 
lays the committee have been subjected. The State In- 
spector visited Middleborough in the early part of the year, 
made his examinations and gave his formal notice. To com- 
ply with the letter of the law would cause great inconven- 
ience, and an extension of the time for making the repairs 
was asked and granted until the long vacation in the summer. 
Having settled upon the time for doing the work, the great 
question was what was wanted. The law requires that the 
work when done should be satisfactory to the inspector. 
What would be satisfactory? This it was impossible to know 
until long delay and finally a list of parties doing such work 
of heating and ventilation was sent to the committee by the 
inspector. With the vacation nearly gone one of these 
parties, whose bid was*heapest for doing satisfactory work, 
was selected with the understanding that the work should be 
carried so far that it should not interfere with the schools 
when it should be time for them to begin. That the commit- 
tee have been to large expense, even with the cheapest method 
proposed as satisfactory, the financial report will testify. 
That the special committee having charge of business,

Messrs. Ellis and Sullivan, have been subjected to annoy- 
ances and much extra labor to accomplish the work, all ought 
to know and appreciate. 

The method of heating and ventilating may be briefly de- 
scribed as follows: Fresh air is introduced into a large cham- 
ber built in the cellar. From this chamber are two openings, 
one largeand the other small. Through the large opening air 
is admitted to the furnace, is heated and passes to the several 
rooms entering about eight feet from the floor. Through the 
small opening air may pass directly to the rooms through the 
same duct that brings heated air from the furnace, provided 
a valve is opened which is regulated by the teacher in her 
room. Should partly heated and partly cold air be wanted 
the valve is opened half way, and by closing the valve only 
heated air is admitted to the room. Through an opening in 
the walls of the school-rooms, close to the floor, the impure 
air is carried into an enclosed chamber in the attic. To pro- 
duce a current upward, coils of steam pipe are arranged in 
this chamber and connected with the furnace. From this 
chamber there is direct connection with the ventilator, which 
is seen upon the roof. On the first of November the civil 
engineers having the work in charge made a report of their 
inspection after completing the work of connecting their ap- 
paratus to the furnace which was in the building before they 
commenced work upon it. The outside air was clear and 
cool with a westerly breeze. Tests for the amount of air 
passing in and out of the room were made at the registers. 
The volume of air per minute was based upon the number of 
seats in the room. The lower easterly room at the outlet of 
the register gave thirty and six-tenths cubic feet of air, and 
at the inlet register thirty-two and six-tenths cubic feet of air 
per minute per pupil. The lower westerly room gave thirty 
and nine-tenths at the vent and forty-two cubic feet per 
pupil at the heat inlet. The second floor school-room on the 
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basis of seventy-two seats gave thirty and two-tenths cubic 
feet at the vent register per minute per pupil. These results 
were reported by the engineers as very satisfactory and were 
thought to be sufficient guarantee that the rooms could be 
properly heated and ventilated at all times. As soon, how- 
ever, as the colder weather came the furnace did not prove 
adequate to heat so large a volume of air as the engineers 
feared before beginning the work. This necessitated putting 
in a smaller furnace and connecting it with the apparatus pre- 
viously put in. This is intended to be used only in the cold- 
est weather and is so arranged that it can be used with the 
larger furnace or entirely disconnected. One has only to en- 
ter the room at any time during the session of the school to 
notice the change in the atmosphere since the new system of 
ventilation has been introduced and we have now no fear of 
being unable to produce heat enough to meet the demands of 
the coldest season. 

Much needed light has been introduced into the First Pri- 
mary room by placing two windows, one upon each side of 
the room, above the blackboard. We trust by this means 
the fear that the children will become near-sighted from lack 
of light will be removed. The sanitary arrangements have 
been greatly improved and no pains have been spared to put 
the building and its surroundings into the most perfect con- 
dition for the health of the children. 


OTHER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The building at Thomastown has been painted this year, 
so that most of our buildings present a neat and tidy appear- 
ance upon the outside. A new fence has been placed about 
the Rock school-yard giving it a much neater appearance and 
removing a just complaint from those whose land bordered 
upon the yard. The building at Purchade has been thor- 
oughly renovated within on the walls, but there is still need 
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of suitable seats for the little ones. Crickets keep their feet 
from dangling, but the desks are too high and not at all suited 
for their work in writing and drawing. 

There are many children, and older ones, who will also re- 
member this year with gratitude for the concrete which has 
been placed about the High School and Union Street build- 
ings, 


FLAGS. 


Two of our school buildings are graced with the stars and 
stripes during the school sessions. By the courtesy of 
the E. W. Pierce Post, G. A. R., a flag was presented to 
the High School building on Decoration Day with appropriate 
exercises. By the kindness and interest of friends of the 
Pleasant Street school in North Middleborough a flag has been 
procured for that school. 

We trust that the hundreds of children who pass daily un- 
der their folds will remember what it cost the veterans to 
keep the flag ‘‘ with not a stripe erased or polluted, not a star 
obscured,” but having that sentiment dear to every American 
heart, ‘‘ Liberty and Union, now and forever, one and insep- 
arable.” 


Thousands have died for it, millions defend it, 
Emblem of justice and mercy to all. 


TEACHERS. 


We have lost from our corps of teachers during the past 
year Mr. A. K. Potter and Miss Sadie M. Lake from the 
High School; Misses Holmes and Small from the Second 
Primary; Misses Hart and Leonard from Fall Brook; Miss 
Pattangall from Thompsonville; Miss Florence Deane from 
Thomastown; Miss Isa Deane from South Middleborough, 
and Miss Shaw from Wappanucket. 

The new teachers who are now serving the schools are: 
Mr. Walter Sampson, Misses Etta L. Chapman, M. Evelyn 
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Holloway, Jenny M. Clark, Sadie O. Morse, Helen G. Cut- 
ter, Myra Coffin and A. Belle Tenney. 

While we have lost more teachers than in the year previous 
the changes have affected fewer schools and consequently have 
interfered less with the work of the year. More than half of 
those who have left us during the year have received greater 
inducements to go elsewhere, and such as prevented our 
retaining their services longer. While so many of our 
schools are away from the centers of busy life, we cannot ex- 
pect to retain the services of first class teachers for long pe- 
riods. We congratulate ourselves upon the success which 
has attended the securing of so many excellent teachers to 
take the schools thus left vacant. So far as my observation 
goes the schools in town now are as well and in many cases 
better supplied than in any previous period of my connection 
with the schools. In most cases change of teachers is to be 
deplored. Methods of discipline and teaching are so different, 
dispositions of pupils and the thread of the school work so 
hard to learn that much valuable time is lost in the breaks 
which so often occur. This is one reason why our schools 
are in many cases better served by the graduates of our High 
School who have trained for our work with our teachers. Be- 
ing familiar with our methods from actually seeing them in 
progress, they know just what is expected from the first day. 
I hope soon to have the pleasure of commending to your con- 
sideration eight new candidates, now in process of training, 
who expect to be ready for work at the opening of another 
school year. We are confident that from the experience of 
the teachers in fitting others and from the marked ability of 
the candidates themselves they will prove an addition to 
our teaching force should their services be needed. 
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READING AND LANGUAGE. 


I wish to make special mention of these branches in our 
course for the reason that we have been using various meth- 
ods to find out what is the best method to teach these subjects. 
Having begun with one school a year ago last September to 
try the sentence method of teaching reading, we were so well 
pleased with its working that it was little by little extended 
into the other schools, until at the beginning of this school 
year in September we adopted it in all the schools where 
there were new pupils just entering school for the first time. 
Our primary teachers have shown commendable interest and 
enthusiasm in the matter, having visited the schools in Chel- 
sea, the reputation of which for reading is deservedly popu- 
lar. We have also to thank you especially for furnishing us 
with new books suitable for beginning this work throughout 
the town, and we are sure that anyone would be well repaid 
for a visit to our primary schools to see the enthusiasm of the 
pupils, and the naturalness with which they express the 
thought which they have obtained before they attempt any 
expression. 

We have not given up the phonic drill. We still consider 
it necessary to the pupil for the purpose of helping himself 
in finding out new words where there is no teacher to help. 
We cannot see the great improvement in the higher grades 
which is so manifest with beginners, but good work is being 
done. Before the child is old enough to use the dictionary 
the new words are first picked out and written upon the 
blackboard by the teacher, followed by the class, and a run- 
ning conversation is kept up on the subject matter that is be- 
ing read to make the scene real to the child, so that when he 
comes to read for himself he has not to guess at the meaning 
or stumble over new words. We could use more dictionaries 
in the higher grades if we had them, but our supply at pres- 
ent is sufficient for one at nearly every desk. 
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Feeling the need of more drill in reading in the High 
School, Miss Chapman has agreed to give special drill to the 
two lower classes. This has not been one of the required 
studies, but if it meet your approval so far as to give each 
class one or two lessons each week we would like to see if it 
will not produce more intelligent reading of examples in 
arithmetic, pages of history, as well as aid in every department 
of the High school work. Much attention is being paid to read- 
ing in the High schools of the State, and we would like to 
see improvement in Middleborough. We have tried to ac- 
complish all that we could in the Grammar schools, but we 
find much remains to be done. 

No change has been made in the lower grades in the teach- 
ing of language from that which has been pursued during the 
previous year. I wish to call special attention to the ad- 
vance which has been made in this branch, beginning with 
the fifth grade. Two years ago our work consisted, so far as 
the course of study required, in continuing the work of 
the preceding years, with letters and composition exercises 
frequently and reproduction and memory exercises. While 
this work was exceedingly valuable and helpful there was not 
the definiteness about it and the steady advance from one 
step to another which the best study of the subject required. 
When the Second Book in Practical Lessons in the use of 
English was introduced there was a natural advance from the 
work of the third and fourth years which gave much variety 
and added interest to the work in the fifth grade. As was 
anticipated, too much work was laid out in this book for the 
fifth year and it has been taken up this year for the first time 
in the sixth grade with very satisfactory results. 

Letter writing and composition exercises have not been 
omitted, neither have the reproduction and composition ex- 
ercises, but along with them has been taken enough of tech- 
nical grammar to be of great assistance in the work in hand 
and also to lay a good foundation for the more advanced work 
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when technical grammar shall be taken as a regular study. 
There is now one missing link in the seventh grade which 
seems unfortunate, and I think could be remedied by supply- 
ing the next higher book in the series now in use, and would 
in a measure give those scholars who leave school at the end 
of the seventh year a good understanding of the principles of 
the English language, and ability to use it with a good degree 
of accuracy. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The number attending the High School has not been large 
during the whole year. The whole number belonging at the 
beginning of the year was 91. This number was reduced to 
84 at the close of the Spring term. The resignation of two 
of the teachers during the Summer and the consequent un- 
certainty regarding the character of the school during the com- 
ing year under new teachers led many to leave, so that the 
school began in the Fall with the same number as at the close 
of the Spring term. While there has been a good deal of 
faithful work done in the High School during the past few 
years, it can with truth be said that never was better work 
being done than at present. The teachers have set for them- 
selves a high standard and are bringing the school up to it. 
The discipline of the school is good, attention to the work in 
hand is very marked in every room, and there is a disposition 
on the part of the pupils to improve the extraordinary priv- 
ileges which are now theirs. | While wishing to draw no dis- 
tinctions, there are certain features in the work which seem 
to me to have made such decided advance as to be worthy of 
special mention. In nothing is the close connection between 
the High School studies and those of the lower grades so 
marked as in the arithmetic and language. While with one 
or two exceptions every subject in arithmetic is taught in 
the grammar grades, the ability to grasp with any degree of 
fullness does not come until the pupils arrive at the age of 
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High-School scholars. Much attention has been paid this 
term to the explanation of the problems, each pupil being re- 
quired to stand before the class and give reasons for every 
step in the process. This has done away with the mere work- 
ing for answers and has removed in a measure the temptation 
to secure an answer from another; it has been the means of 
improving the ability to reason and the accuracy of the work 
has been easily tested in the class by individual work. This 
analytical method of work for pupils of this age seems to me 
to be invaluable, and while it has not yet produced perfection 
we believe that what has been gone over has been under- 
stood. In the English-grammar work there has not been 
that close connection with the work in the lower grades which 
there ought to be. The work this term has been in the care 
of a new teacher and the feeling of previous years has been 
strengthened that the definitions and statements of the work 
required are so different from what the pupils have been ac- 
customed to that they are confusing and misleading and lead 
to a distaste of the whole subject. A different plan will be 
presented for your consideration before the beginning of the 
next year. 

Your wisdom in making a change in the work in rhetoric is 
very apparent. From being a dry and uninteresting subject 
much interest has been developed. The pupils have made 
for themselves selections illustrating the various subjects 
studied and have arranged them in exceedingly neat and artis- 
tic forms. In literature much is being done with the au- 
thor’s books themselves and not studying about them.  Par- 
ticular attention is being paid to American literature and the 
impression, is being made that we have authors at home 
worthy of study as well as abroad. On a recent visit I found 

sixteen copies of Cooper’s works in the hands of the pupils, 
kindly loaned by the Public Library, and the recitation showed 
evidently that the books had been read and the pupils 
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knew what was written therein. The declamations by sec- 
tions of the school on every Friday afternoon during the 
term have attracted a good many visitors and have been of 
great help to the pupils, as great care has been taken in drill- 
ing them for every effort. I know it would be an innovation 
upon the custom which has prevailed for several years, but there 
seems to be a very manifest desire on the part of the patrons of 
the school to see some of its work and it seems to me something 
of this kind at the close of the year would be eminently ap- 
propriate and need not detract from the regular work of the 
school if pieces should be repeated which have been especially 
well rendered in the school-room. If such an exercise should 
be used at graduation there certainly could not be greater 
expense connected with it than has been of late and would 
seem to be a satisfactory ending of the school work. | 

The work in music has been especially gratifying. The 
study has been taken up from the beginning so that those 
coming from any school where the teaching had been deficient 
could begin anew and master each new step as it was devel- 
oped. With excellent musical accompaniment there is no 
reason to fear that the musical talent for which Middleborough 
is so justly famous will be lacking in the years to come. 

In drawing no effort is being made to make pretty pictures 
but there is a thorough training in the principles which un- 
derlie good work in this branch of study. 

It is the determined purpose of the principal and his as- 
sistants.to raise the standard of the school. To this end the 
marking has been rigid, and deportment as well as scholar- 
ship determines a pupil’s standing in the school. Many are 
net successful in accomplishing the work required the first 
time they go over it. We believe this number might be 
greatly reduced if the pupils would place school work first 
and spend some time out of school hours in preparation. 
This is done by many of the best scholars, those who need it 
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least. It is true also that some pupils are admitted to the 
school who are not thoroughly prepared; this arises in the 
village schools from a lack of room in the lower grades to 
retain them, and in the outside schools from change of teach- 
ers, and many subjects which the teachers are obliged to 
teach. 

Twelve pupils were graduated in June and received diplo- 
mas based upon their standing in the class :

MUSIC. 


With no special teacher of music the results we are secur- 
ing are especially gratifying. We believe this is due largely 
to the care which is taken by the committee in selecting such 
teachers as have musical ability to teach the subject them- 
selves and, where this is lacking, in placing a teacher in charge 
of this subject in several rooms. This is done by exchang- 
ing work, and as is done by Miss Thomas in the grammar 
schools, the results of her work, term after term, are becom- 
ing more and more satisfactory. In the absence of any 
printed schedule, I should like to suggest the following 
course for trial in our schools: During the first year take up 
the first six pages on the chart. The second year review 
these and take ten more. The third year confine the techni- 


cal work especially to the key of G, and sing as rote songs 
the remainder of the first book now in use. In the fourth 
year take up the Second Music Reader through the key of C. 
Finish the sharp keys in the fifth grade and the flats in the 
sixth. Take and complete the Third Music Reader in the re- 
mainder of the grammar-school course. We are able to 
judge now from our experience how much work each grade 
can accomplish, where there is one grade in each school, and 
we believe more definite and better work will be done by as- 
signing some given portion for each grade and leaving the 
teachers at liberty to select such rote songs as they may 
wish from any suitable source at their command. 


CONCLUSION. 


It is my earnest conviction that we never closed a school 
year with more success than has attended the present year. 
I have again to record, with great pleasure, the very pleas- 
ant relations which have existed between pupils, teachers and 
myself, and the heartiness with which every new suggestion 
toward improvement has been taken up. I have also to ex- 
tend to you my own appreciation and the oft-repeated ex- 
pressions of the teachers for your helpful cooperation in fur- 
nishing the means by which alone good work can be done.

TOWN WARRANT. 


1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

2. To choose all necessary town officers. The following ofticers 
to be voted for all on one ballot, viz.: For one year—one Town 
Clerk, one Treasurer, one Collector, three Overseers of the Poor, 
thirteen Constables, three Fish Wardens, one Auditor, three Fence 
Viewers ; for three years—one Selectman, one Assessor, two mem- 
bers of the School Committee, three Trustees of the Public Library. 
The polls for the election of these officers will be open at 9 o’clock 
A. M., and will not be closed before 1 o’clock Pp. m. 

3. To vote by ballot, ‘‘ Yes” or ‘*‘ No,” in answer to the ques- 
tion ‘‘ Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in this town?” ; 

4. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
the expenses of the town for the ensuing year, and determine when 
the same shall be assessed and how appropriated. 

5. To vote the pay of the Treasurer and Collector for his ser- 
vices the ensuing year. 

6. To see if the town will vote that the yards of persons chosen 
Field Drivers shall be town pounds as long as they remain in office, 
provided they shall be chosen Pound Keepers. 

7. To see if the town will authorize their Overseers of the Poor 
to contract with some person to take charge of their Alms-house, 
and act anything thereon. 

8. To allow accounts against the town, and act thereon. 

9. To hear and act on the reports of any officers or committees 
of the town. 

10. To see if the town will authorize their Treasurer to hire 
money in anticipation of taxes the present year, and act thereon.
